The 
rules shall not take efToct until the Governor-General in Council, by notification in the 
Oazelt} of India, directs that the provisions of section 6 of the Indian Bar Councils Act 
come into force. 

liulea. 

1. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the subjec' or context and 
subject to the provisions of rule 36— 

(t) “ Act” means tlie Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926. 

(»i) “ Advocate-General ” means the Advocate-General of Bengal. 

(ill) " Bar (/'ouncil ” means the B.ar Council to bo constituted for the High Court. 

(t'y) “Barrister” iiieaus a barrister of Kuglaml or Ireland or a member of the 
Faculty of Advocates in Scotland. 

(<i) ” Chairman ” means the Chairman of the Bar Council as jirovided by section 
4 (4) of the Act. 

(vi) The “High Court” means the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in 
Bengal. 

(mi) “Secretary” moans the Secretary or other person to be appointed by the Bar 
Council to perform the duties of a Secretary however designated and shall 
include any person appointed under rule 8. 

(oiit) “ Voter ” moans any person entitled by virtue of the Act to vote at elections to 
the Bar Council. 

2. Elections of members of the Bar Council shall be held at such place and on such 
day and within such hours as the Chairman may appoint, but not later than one month 
after the terms of office of elected members who shall next vacate office shall expire, 

3. (i) Notice of such time and place shall bo given by publication in the Calcutta 
and Aaaam Gazettea over the signature of the Secretary upon a date not less than 30 days 
before the date of the election. 

(ii) Copies of such notice shall also be sent by the Secretary to the Advocate-General 
and to the I’resident of the Vakils’ Association to be affixed as they may direct. 

4. Every caiidid.'ite for election as a member of the Bar Council shall be proposed 

by ten voters by letter addressed to the Secretary and signed by each of such voters and 
delivered to the Secretary not la.ss than l.o and not more than 30 days before the date 
fixed for the election. 

The Secretary may submit to the -Advocate-General any proposal as to the 
validity of which he may have any doubt and subject to the provisions of rules 15, 16, 18 
and 19 the decision of the Advocate-General shall bo final. 

6. In the event of the Advocate-General deciding that a proposal is invalid the fact 
shall bo notified forthwith to the c.iii lidato by the Secretary and the candidate may 
thereupon submit another proposal within the time prescribed by rule 4 but in default of 
the candidate being so notified he shall not be entitled to submit another proposal after 
the time prescribed by rule 4. 

7. Not less than seven days before the date fixed for the election the Secretary shall 
cause the names of all candidates duly proposed to be posted on a notice board in the 
court house and shall send lists of the said names to the Advocate-General and the 
President of the Vakils* Association to be affixed as they may direct. 
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8. Elections and all matters relating thereto provided for by those rules shall b * 
ooAducted by the Secretary or such person as the Bar Gouncil may appoint to discharge 
the duties of the Secretary under these rules and the Secretary or such person may, wit,h 
the approval of the Chairman, appoint any person or persons to assist him in the conduct 
thereof. 

9. On the day and time and at the place appointed for the election a voting paper 
bearing the names of all candidates duly proposed and stating the number of members 
to be elected shall be handed by the Secretary to each voter who shall apply in person 
therefor. 

10. ({) A voter shall vote by placing a cross against the name of any candidate for 
whom he desires to vote. He shall not place a cross against more names tlian the 
number of members to be elected. He shall not give more than one vote to one 
candidate. The voting paper shall not be signed by the voter. In the event of any 
erasures, obliterations or alterations on the voting paper or of an excessiye niiraber of 
votes purporting to have been given or of the voting paper purporting to have been signed 
by a voter the voting paper shall be deemed to have been defaced and no votes purporting 
to have been given thereby shall be counted. 

(ti) The decision of the Advocate-General whether a voting paper has or ha.s not been 
defaced shall be final. 

11. The voter after voting shall personally return the voting paper to the yecrotarj' 
who shall place it in a sealed box and the name of the voter shall be struck oil the list of 
voters. 

12. At the conclnsinn of the voting the votes shall be counted and the volitig papers 
shall thereupon be placed in a box and sealed and the names of the candidattts shall be set 
out in a list which shall specify the number of votes obtained by each and which of such 
candidates are barristers and which of such candidates nut being barristers have been 
entitled to practise in the High Court in the exercise of its original jurisdiction for the 
period determined under section 4 (3) of the Act. The list so prepared shall be filed by 
the Secretary as of record. 

13. (t) The number of candidates who shall be declared to have been elccletl shall 
be as many as shall with members, if any, who do not go out of otlice complete the 
total number of ten elected members. 

Such candidates shall be ascertained by taking one by one from the list prepared 
under rule 12 :— 

Firstly, as many candidates with most votes qualified under the Resolution of the 
High Court, dated the day of 1928 as will with ineinl>ers, if any, who do 

not go out of office complete the proportion and nuiulur required by the said resolution of 
members qualified thereunder. 

Secondly, if the number required by section 4 (2) of the Act of members (lualilieti as 
therein provided is not then complete with members, if any, who do not go out of odice, 
as many candidates with must votes so qualified next in the said list as will complete that 
number of members so qualified ; and 

Thirdly, as many candidates with most votes as may then bo roquired with ineinbers 
if any, who do not go out of office, to make the number of elected members up to ten, 

(ii) In the event of an equality of votes the Secretary shall draw lots in the preseiico 
of the Atlvocate-Geueral for the purpose of deciding the priority between candidates 
having the same number of votes. 

14. A list of candidates declared elected to the Bar Conncil shall be prepared and 
signed by the Secretary and submitted by him to the Advocate-General who shall certify 
the same by his signature and the same shall be filed as of record by the Secretary. 
Copies thereof shall bo published in the Calcutta and Assutn Gazettes and sent to the 
Advocate-General and President of the Vakils’ Association to be affixed as they may 
direct. 

15. A candidate may contest the validity of the election of a candidate declared to 
have been elected to the Bar Council by letter signeil by him and addressed to the Secre¬ 
tary. Snch letter shall state the grounds upon which the validity of such election is 
contested and shall be delivered to the Secretary within seven days of the date of the 
publication in the Calcutta Gazette of the list roquired by rule 14 to be so published ami 
after the expiry of seven days from the date of such publication the validity of the 
election of a candidate shall not bo challenged by a candi<lule on any groumi whatever. 

IG. At any time within 30 days from the date of the publication aforesaid of the 
said list the Advocate-General may refer in writing to the Committee constituted by 
rule 18 any question relating to the validity of the election of a candidate declared to have 
been elected to the Bar Council. 

17. At the expiry of 40 days from the publication aforesaid of the said list the 
election shall bo final and the voting papers shall be destroyed provided that in the event 
of the validity of an election being challenged under rule 15 or of a reference under 
rule 16 the voting papers shall be preserved and dealt with as the Committee appointed 
under rule 18 may direct. 

18. All matters arising under rule 15 or 16 shall be decided by a Committee of 
three Judges of the High Court to be nominated by the Chief Justice and the said 
Committee shall be at liberty to hold such enquiry and in such manner as it may see fit.

The decision of a majority of the said Committee shall be final as to any question that 
may arise at the Haiti enquiry and in relation thereto and upon any matter referred to or 
to be enquired into by them under these rules.

32. At all meetings of the Bar Council five members present shall ft>rm a quorum. 

33. Uesolntioiis of the Bar Council shall bo by show of hands. Each member 
present shall have one vote and the Chairman of the meeting shall have a casting vote. 

34. No iiialtor determined by a resolution of the Bar Council shall be reconsidered 
or reopened within six months from the date of such resolution and the Chairman shall 
decide if a matter is within this rule and bis decision shall be final.

This short amending Itill is intended 
to make it perfectly clear that such cleansing and re-excavation of tanks as well as 
the construction of masonry and tube-wells is included within the schemes which the 
Collector and local authorities may take up for the improvement of the agricultural 
and sanitary condition of Hengal.

STATEMENT OF OR.IECTS AND REASONS. 

The Bill is designed to prevent the accumulation of interest for long periods and' 
thereby save many a debtor from the clutches of covetous and clever creditors. 

There is a rule in Hindu Law whicli is called Daindmptit. It is in operation in the 
Bombay Presidency, Berar and the lown of (’alciitta, hut it is limited in its scojie and 
is applicable only to Hindus. This rule cannot be taken as a purely religions law of the 
Himlu comniuuity; it is laid down only to safeguard the debtor.s’ interests as tlie Hindu 
Ijaw sanctions the taking of interest on loans. The Miisliin Sharidt has forbidden to 
take interests at all and so there could he no occasion lor such emergency. Under the 
circumstances of the lieferogenons society of Imlia, it is (jnite justifiable ami iiecossary 
that the ])resent Bill be. passed for the benefit of a debtor iirespeclivi: of the caste, creed 
and colour. The present Bill is wider in its scope and is more in conformity to the 
incessant demands and needs of lh<! people of India, ami the creditor will not he able to 
ruin Ills debtor with his waiting game. 

The words l)y instalments” in clause 2 are adfled in onler to safeguard against the 
contrivance on the part of tlie creditors to nullify the elfect of the [)rc)vision 8 of tlie Bill 
by recovering interest on a system of instabnents. n’he danse 8 is embodied to prevent 
the creditors from making injudicious bargains and is taki-n from thi* Usiirions Loans Act 
of P.1I8. 

The Interest Act of 183'.) (Act XXXII) and tiie Usury Repeals Act of BS,').') (XXVIII), 
which are absolutely inconsistent with both the Hin.in and Muhammadan Laws on the 
subject, were passed at a tiim; wlien the Boiuie.ils were devoid of Indian representation by 
their own people and have proved rninons. 

Th(! Usurious Loans Act of l '.)|8 although it gives ]iower to Oourts to curtail tho rate 
of interest under certain circiiin.stauces ami which is also not e.xi-rcised dnly j'Ot jirovides 
no remedy to stop accninulatiun beyond a certain limit.

STATEMENT OF OH.JE( TS AND REASONS. 

Tliere is no provision in the existing law in Iiniia which c:in [compel the application 
of a trade description to imported go<.Mls. The result is that articlts made in foreign 
countries, withont any indication as to their b)eal origin, are sometimes iialmed off as 
Indian manufactures. It is a well known fact that a kind of iiii-ce-goods es|)ecially iiiiinn- 
factured abroad is sometimes sohl in India as hand-woven Khnddnr. Again cheap hosii-ry, 
particularly cotton undershirts, are imported from .Ia])an without any trade description 
and sold in this country as local inaiiufactiire. In sucli cases, the local origin of goods 
should be indicated so as to prevent fraud on the consumers, and protect some of the 
struggling imliiatries of India from unfair eompetition. It ia jimpoEod in this Bill to arm 
the Governor General in Council with power to specify any imported goods in respect of 
which the importer, or the Avholesale or retail dealer, shall be called upon to allix a trade 
description giving the place of origin thereol. It may he inentiom-il that the provisions 
are mainly adapted from the Tecoinmendations of a Dejitirtnn ntal (’oinmittee of the 
British Government regarding legislative action in the Uniteil Kingdom in the interest cf 
certain Empire or British Gooils.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The control exercised by Government over inland .steam vessels carrying on goods 
anil passenger service in this country does not e.vtend to fixing the rates at which they 
can levy charges on the public. Virtually in the position of monopolists, the. inland 
steamer organisations enjoy unfettered freedom in this matter. In Bengal and Assam 
where they supply very considerable facilities for transport, their charges are considered 
to be unduly high. There has been for sometime a good deal of local public agitation 
against this state of things, but to no efTect. It seems reasonable that, when Government 
exerci.«o a certain amount of control over Railways owned and managed by pri\ate 
companies, in the matter of regulation of freights and fares, similar control should be 
assumed in respect of inland steam vessels also. It is proposed in this Bill to invest 
Government with authority to fix maximum and minimum freights and fares that can be 
lawfully charged by inland steamer services, on the analogy of similar authority in 
regard to Company-managed Railways. While the maximum rates would protect the 
public against exorbitant diunands, the minimum scales to be fixed under the Bill would 
prevent unfair rate-wars which have in the past defeated indigenous efforts at organising 
inland steamer service in competition with powerful combines in Bengal. 

A second provision in this Bill is to enable Advisory Committees to be constituted 
and attached to the inland steamer concerns at different important stations, mure or less 
on the lines of Railway Advisory Uoiincils. As matters stand at present, the aijents of 
the monopolist companies running inland steamer services are not in touch with public 
opinion, and do not pay adequate attentiou to tfie grievances of the travelling public.

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. STATEMENT OF OBJECTS-AND REASONS. 

In the. last Assembly I had given notice of my intention to introdnce a Bill designed 
tu protect married and unmarried girls below the age of 15. Subsequently, the Govern¬ 
ment introduced a similar Bill affording protection to girls below the ages of 13 and 14 
within and oiitsido marital relations. During the course of the discussion on this Bill the 
Hon’ble the Homo Member gave an undertaking in the Assembly to circulate those clauses 
of my Bill which wore not covered by the Government Bill. These clauses provided for 
a new offence of unlawful intercourse. 

I have in this Bill sought to protect married girls between 13 and 14 and unmarried 
girls below 16, prescribing a smaller penalty in the former case. My object in protecting 
married girls up to 14 is this — 

(a) It is a fact now sufficiently established that a majority of girls do not attain 
puberty in this country before that age; and the mere appearance of puberty 
is not the same thing as the attaiuraeiit of sufficient physical development to 
enable them to endure the travails of maternity ; 

(5) Premature cohabitation is responsible for the appallingly high death rate in the 
case of infanta before they are even 12 months old ; which in several pro¬ 
vinces averages 33 per cent; 

(c) It weakens the offspring that survive, weakens the mother and is responsible 

for the high death rate and low vitality of the people addicted to this evil ; 

(d) Early cohabitation is equally detrimental, to the married couple ; the husband 

suffers in his education, and so does the wife ; while the family has to 
mourn frequent bereavement and suffers from the illness of its members. 

In the case of unmarried girls the last Assembly had no objection to extending the 
protection to all minors even up to the attainment of their majority. 

It is hoped that public opinion is now sufficiently aroused to the evils of early coha¬ 
bitation and my Bill, if passed, will I hope act as a salutary deterrent upon persons who 
still remain addicted to a practice highly detrimental to the growth of a healthy and 
vigorous nation.

Summary.—During the week the weather continued practicaily dry. Pioughing of lands for jute and 
other autumn crops is progressing, but the operation is slow for want of rain. Cutting and pressing of 
sugarcane and harvesting of spring crops are going on under favourable conditions. The standing crops 
are suffering from iack of soil moisture. Distress continues to prevail in parts of Burdwan, Bankura, 
Dinajpur, Nadia, Mursbidabad, Birbhum and Malda. In tho latter four districts the number of pers»)ns 
employed on test relief works was 2.12, 10,852, 72, and 1,908 respectively. The average price of common 
rice for the province has fallen by about 0*27 per cent, as compared with that of the previous week.

We l>e<' (o siiliinil onr Heporl on (lie Fii{4:1i(h (Onliiuiry) Session of (lie Assembly 
of the J.en^uo of Nidions lielil at (ieneva fioin (he odi (o (he ‘J71h September, at wbieii 
we bad the honour to represent India. 

2. Followiiiff the precedent of previous years, we have already submitted an 
Interim llepoi-t. in order to fji'e as early an aeeount of our proieedinj^s as possible. 
M’lio Interim Report consisted of a survey ol matters of ^•enel•al interest, and a di'serip- 
tion of tlnrse in wdiieh the interests of India are aflVeted, and of the part played by 
delegates of TndTa in (he discussions. This Report reproduces the bulk of the Interim 
Repoi’t., together with the text of the Resolutions adopted by the Assembly, and certain 
repoi-ts of Committees and sjieechos, and other matter necessary to complete the record. 
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The Indian and British Empire Delegations. 

•1. Niinierically tho Fndian Delei^atiou was tha same as last year, Imt we luul the 
a(lvanta};e <it‘ ineludinf? aiiumg vis feiir iiieiuhors—His Hijyhiiess the Maharaja of 
Kapiirthala, Sir (’. 1’. Ramaswami Ayyar. Sir Edward Chamier and Sir 11. K. Mulliek- 
who had iiail pievi«»as experience of the work of the Asseiiihly. We liehl no iiieetiiiH’ 
of the Delegation before leavin}? liondon, on account of the jnaetical difficulty of 
asseinhlin;' a sufficient number of delejjates. On most occasions such a meeting: would 
be vlesirable, if not necessary, but on this i»ccasion there was in fact no i|uestion «if 
outstanding' iniportain-e aftectiuf; India ext-ept the resolutions «if the Economic Con- 
tereiu'c, and the majority of us were jrenerally familiar with the pysitiini an«l were 
not in need ot fyuidauce on matters of practice and principle. A ineet'iif^ of the 
Dideffatiim was held «)n the day on which we reache«l Oeneva, and on ifio same day 
we attended a meetin*; of all the Delef^atittiis of tin* Jlritish Empire «'onvened by the 
leader of the British l)ele<fation. Sir Avisten Clmiuberlain. Thronjyhout the period 
o( live Assembly we maintained colierence amoiif? ourselves Ivy meetinffs of tlie Deleffa- 
lion and otiverwise. and c«)-ordination was etfected between the Empire Deleffations 
by meetin>;s of leaders and by meetings of the dele^jates who represented the Empire 
l)elee:ations on the several Committees. It will be vvbvious that the Deieffations of 

the British I'hnpire exercise a ver,\ frreat influence in th«* Eeafjvie so lonf*- as they are 

united, ano on the bi}j {volitical (pn-stions in which other Vrt'unps of Powers who are 

not unit«‘d b\ an Imperial bon<I such as our act in concert, it is especially desirable 

that the British Empire sliould jiursue a sin<rle jvolicy. The Indian l)ele}>'ation is not 
constitutionally in the same position as those of the Dominions, but we believe that 
the (ddip-ation to make tin* ai-tion (d’ the Iiidiati Delefjation conform to that of the 
British Delefiation is practically confineil to those <|Uestions on which the Empire 
DelcffalioTis must of necessity, and in fact »lo, act tofjether, and that Indian jvolicy 
is determined on indejvendent lines in those matters in whivdi India really ]>ossesses 
an indi'pendeiit interest. M<ireover, (hose prcdvlems of a jvolitical chara<'ter in whiidi 
tile attitude of India mi<fht be affected by her firesent constitutional position are 
predominantly of an Europetin character and have little direct interest for Iinlia, 
whereas those ilejiartments of the work of the Eea^ue in which Fndiii has the jrreatest 
practical inveresf arc scarcely, if at all, influenced by pcditical anil consfitutioiiiil 
relations. It follows accordiiifjly that, in our view, the actual liberty ot tlie Indian 
Delcffation to follow ati independent policy correNjionds to the liberty which the Indian 
Deleffation would in fact exercise if the constitutional status of Inilia within the 
Empire were different. 


Opening of the Eighth Session. 

1. The piKceedino's of the .\ssenibly were opened on (he .’itli vSeptember by 11 is 
Excellency M. Enri<|Ue A’illettas (Chilian Ambassador a.t Rome and representative 
on the (Niuncil of the Lea^tue), actinf>: as President of the Council. The credentials 
of the deleffates were verified by a Committee on whii'h His Tl i}fhnes.s the Maharaja 
of Kapurthala served. A list of (he members of each Delejration will be found in 
Appendix T. 

.'i. Korty-nine States wei'e represented out of a total number of States; Spain, 
Brazil, and certain other South American .States beinp' absentees. The Assembly was 
attended by a laifcer number of Foreiffn Ministers (21) than has ever previously been 
present, bv (he President of (he Swiss (’onfederation, and by the Prime Ministers of 
laixembuijf and Eithuania. His Excellency Dr. Alberto (iuani (fiist delejjate of 
I’ruKuay) was elected President after a close contest, in which His Excellency (Nuint 
Afensdorff (the first dele<;ate of .Austiia) was the other candidate. The election of 
Vice-Presidents, members of the (leneral Committee and of the Affenda (^immittee 
piiM-eeded in accordance with the usual routine which has been described in reports 
of nrevioiis delejfat ions. 

(i. The Assembly opened in an atmospheie of some uncertainly and even depres¬ 
sion as to the present position and future outlook of the Eeaf^ne. This atmosphere 
had been jiiecipitated by the resi'ffnations not lon<y before the date on which the 
Assembly met of Vi.scount Cecil and M. de -Fouvenal from the British and Erencb 
Delegations respectively. These resignations were taken as indicating a view that 
the ("xreat Powers were showin};- u- tendency to settle problems atnonp; themselves 
without resort to the Leafxne, and that too uncompniitiisinff an attitude was bein^; 
adopted in refjard to the p-reat problem of Disarmament by some of those on whose 
attitude proj>ress mainly dejiended. The jfeneral debate was expected to raiif^e over 
these two (i.pii-s, and it was felt in many quarters that the Eip-hth Ass<*mbly, althouf^h 
havinijf before it an afjenda of no abnormal importance, inif^ht be of critical sifjnificance 
in reffard to the future of the Tveaf^aie. These expectations w’cre not falsified. There 
were a number of subjects in which fundamental questions were treated from all points 
of view, and there was a tendency to precipitate dramatic developments. If some of 
the results which emerjred were of moral, rather than of political or constitutional 
importance, it should be realised that the ideals on which the Eeapfue is bascMl represent 
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a fimdaincnlal oliange in the practire «»f iniernaiioiial polities; that sueh a <-hanp'e ean 
only pi-oceed wiih safety on evolutionary lines, and that for the purp«jse of such an 
evolution :i uiornl stimulus may he effeetive when instruments of preeision would he 
premature and daufjeious. Before indicating in frreatei' detail the lines of the dehate, 
we shall expivss our belief that the ffeneral issue afforded no justitieation for pessimism, 
while at tlo! other end of flie scale it emphasised the necessity for a proper relation 
between ideas and facts. The need for tempering: enthusiasm with patience is, in «mr 
view, admirably expressed in the Report of the Director of the International liahour 
Offi«'e for 1927 which was jthu'ed before the Assembly, from which the full«>winfr |>assaffe 
may be usefully reproduced: — 

“It is impossible not to realise the immense ffult whicli separates what has been 
achieved ti'om what was hoped in 1919, when mankind for a bidef moment i-ose to 
heii^hts unknown beforo. At tliat tinu*, immediately aftei' the {^reat <‘atastrophe of 
the war, an eflort was made tii orfranise human, life on a basis of solidarity and peai-e, 
and the nations <‘ollaborated with one another in settintf "P new .strin’tui’e. At that 
time almost everyone «-herished the illusion that international life would at once come 
into beinff and that a new era was on the point of bejjinninfj. 

“ The reality is not what was then supposed. International institutions can only 
establish themselves by loiiff, idistinate and patient efforts. This has been the 
€*xperien<‘e ot the Leattue of Nations jis r«<>:ards internatiimal security and disariiia- 
iiient. The apprehensions and anxieties which have been deeply rooted in the heart 
of mankind by <‘enturips of war cannot be upixKited all at on<‘e. The soverei>;n States 
are still imdined to rely on themselves for sei-unn^f the necessary puarantee of security.” 

7. Althoutrh these political ami constitutional subjects dominated the debate, 
many speakers concerned themselves with pointing; out that other .subjeids inijiht be 
regarded as of no less importance; that for non-Kuropean Members these subjects 
mi^ht even be of '<rreater importani’e, ami that while there initrht be an apparent and 
temporary lack of siu’cess in the Tjeafjuc's treatment of political subjects, notable 
sm'i'esses in the non-political spheres «)f aidivity did much to restore the balance. 
Conspicuous amoufT these is the success of the International Ei-onomic ('onfcreni'e of 
last May, and fither spheres in whiidi valuable work has been, or is in coui-se of beinfr. 
done are tho.se of Health, Intellectual Co-operation, International I>aw and Social 
Reforms. 


Speech of Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar. 

S. The (leneral Debate in the Assembly was opened by Sir C. P. Ramaswami 
Ayyar, in a speech which emphasi.sed this aspecd of the work of the Ijeapue. The text 
will be found in ,\j»pendix III. Annex I. but we will re|)roduce here a summary. 

9. .\ftev ••on;;ratulatin>r the Secret a ry-( leneral and his staff on the comprehen¬ 
siveness and thorou;rhness of which the diK-uiiienls before the .\ssembly were an indica¬ 
tion, he referred to' the uniejue ]>osition of India in the licatjue, and spoke t)f the effect 
which tl>e world opinion developed by the I.eafrue mi<rht have upon India. He said 
that the <|uest of the ideal was one of tlie sti-on^rest <diaracteristics of his rai'e. and 
that as an Indian he felt at Irnme in an ,\sse«ubly which expected ami indeed assumed 
the existence of idealism in all its members. While ap]»reciatin<r the value to his 
own country of its participation in the Leafrtie. he expresse<l the hope that the presen<>e 
of dele^rates from In<lia ami other di.stant countries was of some value to the Leajjfue 
by preserving? its character of universality and marking: the distini'tion between a real 
Leajyue of Nations and a mere «-oncert of Powers. He then refeired, with examples, 
to the way in which India had been fulfilliiif? in practice the ideals of the Leajjue. It 
was a matter for sincere conjfratillation that the Leaprue was in its turn realisinf? the 
impoi-tance of Indian and eastern prohlems. But it was not easy for his cduntrymen. 
remote and absorbed in their own pnddems, to realise in a concrete way how the ideals 
of the lieafrue were bein'? converted into praidice, and he would welcome any im-rease 
in the relations between the practical work of the Leaf?ue and the actual interests of 
India. He stated his belief that it was throuf?!! the technical orf?anisation of the 
Leat?ue that the ideals of the liiui^uc could he most adeiiuately realised in the non- 
European countries, ami he therefoje proceeded to deal in some detail with its work 
in the spheres of health and economics. He spoke of the importance of the Health 
Orf?anisation, and in particular of its Bureau at Sinpapore. in assistinp the contnd of 
epidemics, and he welcomed the projected tour in India of medical oflicei-s a.ssociated 
with the T.eapue as the fii'st occasion on which a Leapue orpanisation would come into 
direct personal contaid with India, a contact from which he anticiiiated valuable 
results, both fixun the technical and from the wider aspect. He emphasised the special 
interest of India in the work of the Economic Conference from which the im]>ortant 
and extremel.v encourapinp fact had emerped that in spite of the diversity of theories 
and the lepitimate national sentiments of those who took part there was a unanimous 
desire that Conference should mark the bepinninp of a new era in international 
commerce. He referred to the pre.sent fis«*al policy of India and showed that it was 
harmonious in principle with the i-onclusions <tf the Conference. He preatly hoped 
that the attitude of the Leapue towards the work of the Conference would demonstrate 
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ils interest in tlie pix»bleni8 and eonditions oT countries far removed from the scene of 
Einopean economic life, but foriuin^^ neverlhtdess iinportant factors in the sum total 
of world economy. He fiui.slied by sayiitjr that India was not only content but most 
willing and anxious to take part in the labours of the League. 

The Technical Work of the League. 

10. The position which this spee<-h occujjied in the <jr<ler of thi* debate assured 
it of the attention which it <leserved. and we believe that it, together with speeches 
ina»le by the members of the Indian Delegation later on in tlie Seeoud Committee, did 
much to fortify the jmsition of Imlia in regard to an etfcclivi' participation in the 
techni<‘al work of the Tjeague, which is, as wc have already indicatcrl, that pant of the 
League’s work most directly benefi«-ial to Imlia in present cirimmstaiices. 'J'here were 
otlier speakers also who set themselves to emj)hasisp the success as well as tlie 
importance ot the League’s technical activities, and particularly those in the e«'onomic 
sphere. Chief among them was tlie llritish delegate. Sir K. Hilton Young, who 
ojicned his sjieech by sa.ving that the inilirei't attai-k upon the economic problem 
might he of e([ual importance t<» the <*ause of peace as the diriM-t enforcement of 
security. It wa.s a dramatii- levelation. he said, that in the matmiai sphere, lus in 
the ideal sjiluue, there was no necessary conHii-t between the interests of nations, and 
he considered that the ivsults of the Kconomic Conference were welcome because' they 
«‘xpress«*<l th* ideas whii'h were fundamental in the Leagm* tin* iileas <d' harmony 
between nations. They not only expressed these ideas but gave them the most 
practical assistance in ^siintinig out the path which would lead away from war. ft 
was not always the most direct path which led straigthest to a given idijective. The 
course of disarmament, of direct reduction of military arniaiiieir.s, seemed to be ci-ossi'd 
by some ven, difficult precipii-es, but there were skilled guides to show the way round, 
lie asked whether it was not possible that the skilled guides <d' the Ki'onomic Conferem't' 
were- actually showing wliat is the path by which i>eTmanent and established peace 
would be achieved sooner and more directly than by any straight proct'eding thi-oiigh 
diffii'ult country. The instincts of hostility which led to Avar were the resultant of 
many different causes and amongst them e<'onomi<' causes weiv not the least. The 
Ticague could have no higher or more direct occupation i' an to attenij)! to get lid of 
that economic strain which was the direct outcome of the c;.iisch'ss fears left by the war. 


Relation of Greater and Smaller Powers. 

11. YVe must now desi'ribe briefly the main curi-enis of the debate on [lolllical 
topi«'.s. In the first phu-e, there was some tendency to suggest that the events of the 
last year had indicated an im-i-ease in the lelative disparity of the authority exeicised 
lespectively by the great Powers, that is to say in effect those Powers who have 
permanent seats on the (l«iuncil, an<l by the main bo<ly of League AL'iidters. It Avas 
impli«'d that there A\*as a diminution of the effective participation of the latter in 
international politics owiiftg to an im-i'easing disposition on the j)art of the former 
cithei' to keep c-ertain subjects outside the Lcagiic’s purvicAv or to deliberate ujaui 
them in piiAute in such a manner that they came before the Leagm* virtually as ihoses 
jiigees. In partic'ular this point of A’iew avus expressed Avith emxihasis by Mr. Ilambio 
of NoiAvay, Avho referred among other matters to the increasing inepon<h*ranc»* of 
diplomats, as compared with statesmen, in representation of (fovernnu*nfs at League 
meetings, and criticised the extent to AA-hich elections fo a|)pointments of authority in 
the Assemblv were managed behiinl the .s«*enes. His s^iecch AA'as recciA-ed Avith 
interest, and eA'idently with a certain degree of symjiathy, but aac h<*lieve that the 
points Avliiih he made An-ere rehutted to a largo extent, and perhaps entirely, by 
subseiiuent speakers to the satisfac'tion of the Assembly as a Avhole. 'I'he lu'st ansAV«*r 
to his general complaint AA'a.s sufiplied by M. Motta, President of the Siviss (’onfe<h*ra- 
tion, Avho saiil that he had never favoureil the end(*avours of Ihosi* avIio Avanted to s<*t 
the small nations against the great, or to soav seeds of difference* befAV(*<*n gr<*at and 
small, and that he knew that the (Ireat PoAvers <*ould Acry aapU <1o Avitliout the League 
of Xations, and that it was the small nations aaIucIi needed the League if they Avere 
to liaA’e any influenc'o on international affairs. It has to bo i-emenibered, Ave «*onsider, 
that the Leaigue gives the, loss poAverful States ijpportunitie> <d' participation in inter¬ 
national affairs AA'hich they neA’er «*njoyed before and would n(*A'«*r enjoy otheiAvise. 
I’nder the Covenant each State represented at the .\ssembly has one A’ote and no 
more than om* A'ote, hut it is necessary to afijirec-iato the inevitable fact that that vote 
<*annid be exer«*ised by all with eipxal freedom and authority. W«* believe that those 
in India who are qualified by a knoAvleilgo id' facts to appreciate the position from the 
Iioint of vieAV of India will be disftosi'd to agree rather Avith M. .Motia than Avitli Mr. 
TTambro. Mr. Hambro rc'ferreil to a A*iew that the (Senei-al Debate in the As.senddy 
on the Annual Kefun-t on the work of the Council Avas tending to become an c.\<*bange 
of eompliinentary banalities and that Alcndieis id' the Council x»res«*rvcd sih*nce in 
the Assembly on any comments that were offered. If that has ever been true, it aaus 
(*ertainly not tiue of the l'’.ighth Assembly. No important vidce was silent. The debate 
was searching and frank in its mode and lacked nothing in range. * 
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Elections to Council. 

12. At this jMtinl it is relevant to inentiuu the election of nun-permanent 
Members of the (Joumtil, because the result is un indication of the effective assertion 
of their views by tin* lesser I’owers. Under the rules adopted last year non-permanent 
seats are temible for three years, and the three States which retiiv from the Council 
each year must normally wait for three yeai's befoi-e bein(^ eligible for re-election. But 
a retiring Slate may be declared eligible, for immediate re-election by a two-thirds 
majority of the Assembly. (If the three States which retired this year, Belgium, 
Czecho-Slovakia^ and San Salvador, the first name applied for a <leclaration of re¬ 
eligibility and it was known that her application was regarded with favour by (xreat 
Britain, France and Germany <.ii the ground that the |)resence on the Council of all 
the liocariio Powers was desiruldc. The apjtlication failed because f»f the evident 
determination of the lesser Bowel’s to make the principle of rotation a reality, (’onse- 
• juently (!uba, Finland and Canada were elected. The election of Canada is notable 
because this is the first occasion on which a Dominion member of the British Pimpire 
has aciiuired a seat on the (Vmncil. 


Assombly Debate on Arbitration, Security and Disarmament. 

l;i. We have now to deal with the subject of Disarmament, w'ith which are 
associateil those of .Vrbitration and Security. It will he remembered that at its 
Seventh Orilinary Session in Septeinbei' 192(j the Assembly adopteil a resolution 
requesting the Preparatory Committee on Disarmament, apfsiiiited in 192o, to hasten 
the completion of its work so tlu;t it might. I>e af»le to di'awu up a programme for a 
(conference on Disarmameui early in 1927. ’I'lie Confereiu’e has not yet been convened, 
but much useful work has lieen done. The Preparatory Committee has piepared what 
has been calietl a first reailing ” draft of a (Jonveiition on Disarmament, though it has 
not been able to secure anything like unanimity on several of the most important 
points. It ha.s also devoted much time to the con-.i<leration of such subjects as the 
w’orking of tlie organs of tlie League in times of i-risis, technical methods for the 
reduction and limitation of armaments, and the relations between the economii’ and 
militai’>’ resources of States, and to special questions such as chemical warfare, i-ivil 
aviation and defence budgets. 

14. At the opening of the Assembly this year it seems to have been felt by many 
that little more <'ould be done by the Preparatory Committee until greater inter¬ 
national security had l>een attained, and most of the jiroposals that were i)ut forwanl 
in the Assembly and in the Third (Imiimittee were designed to deal W'ith this difii«'ulty. 
At the tliird meeting of the .\ssemblv the Dutch Delegation submitted a draft resolu¬ 
tion to the effect that the time luul come to resume the study of the principles on 
which the (lene\a Protocol of 1924 was based, and it was sugge.sted that the study 
of those piiiH'iples abuig with the repoit of the Preparatoi-j ('ommittee on Disarma¬ 
ment should be referretl to the ai)propriate Committees of the Assembly. It will be 
remembered that the (leneva Protocol ot 1924 was «lesigned to set’ure compulsttry 
arbitration in international disj)utes if conciliation of the Council failed, and to 
prc»vi«le for individual and collective action by States at the request of the ('ouncil 
against a recalcitrant State. This proposal received .some support- in the Assembly, 
but several Delegations objected to it on the grounds that it would inevitably reopen 
the discussions of 1924, that there was no Inqie of agreement, and that the proposal 
wcHild probably do little more than call attention once inore to the reasons why 
several States ha<l been unable to accept the Protoetd. Sir Austen Chamberlain stated 
that the British Government was still unable to accept compulsory arbitration of the 
kind contemplated by the Protoc’ol or to undertake responsibilities such as the Protocol 
w'ould lay upon the British Government. The Dutch Delegation then modified their 
pnqjosal by substituting “the principles of arbitration. si*curity and disarmament” 
for “ the ju’inciples of the Geneva Protoc ol.” So modified the Dutc’h propo.sal was 
referred to the Third (%>nimittcu‘ for c-onsideration. There was also referred to the 
Third Committc'c a pi-oposal by the Polish Delc*gaticm that the Assembly should rec’ord 
a declaration that all wars of aggre.ssion are and always shall be pi-ohibited, that every 
pacific mean' must be employed to settle disputes of every cle.scrii»tion which may 
arise between State's, and that States Members cef the League are under an obligation 
to conform to thc'.se princ-iples. Many Delegations pointed out that this resolutic»n 
would acid nothing to what was already contained in the’Covenant, but others main¬ 
tained that a solemn dec'laration of this kind was of great value. In deferenc'e to the 
views of the latter the Third Committee ac-cepted the proposal and the Assembly passed 
a resolution ac'c'ordingly. 

lA 'I'he debate in the Assc'inbly was of intense interest, and all aspects of the 
<luestion were frankly and fullv deliberated. It would be impossible to summarise the 

discussion briefly and we mic^t .itent oui>celves with mdieating some of its leading 

features Jonklieer Beelaerts van Blokland, the first delegate ot the Nethmlands, 
referring to the Dutch resolution which we have alluded to above, reminded the 
Awsemblv that in 192(i the first delegate of the Xetherlands hail used the' following 
wxirds’ “The Protocol is not dead; it is most certainly not buried, it but slumbers. 
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Do not lot iis seok now to roniotlol or porfeot it, lutUor let it rest.” He saitl that, while 
these wor«ls were ftilly justified and entii-ely reasonuhlo <111 the eve of the eonelusion 
of the lA>earno 'rreaties, he tho\i}>ht that if this state of rest were tc) he pi'olo;i(i'ed it 
iiii^lit ilof’eiierate into letliarfyy. It was net-essary to <‘ontinue the study of the 
iniportant principles uinlerlyinp' the l*roto«-ol, and the Assembly must realise that 
pjuldic opinion in dilfereiit «-ouufries was uiovin^f in this <lirectiou, and that, parti¬ 
cularly in overseas countries, there was a jjrowiufj: < urreut of o])iniou which had 
adojited a- its watcljwtud ” 'I'he (uitlawry of war.” The principle of compulsory inter¬ 
national juiis»lic1 ion was a necessary coiupli-ment of tliese ideas, luit if this end was 
to he achieved the Great l*owers must not «-ontinue to shirk ohli{ 4 'ati<ins. The speech 
t»f the Dutch delcffate and the resolution whitdi he moved profouiully influenced the 
cairrent and character of the suhsequent debates, and it is a eonspicuous example of 
the part played by tlie lesser Powers in tile Eighth Assembly. M. Piditis, the Greek 
ilelejjate and one of the authors of the f!>24 Protoi'ol, said that, if he had rip^htly under- 
stooil the s|)eech with which the Dutch porposal was inlrotluced, the purpose in view 
was to revert to the ide;i of •>eneral conijmlsory arbitration. This would be the idea 
of the Pidtoi'ol, with its fundamental basis of compulsory arbitration but without the 
system of sanctions. lie did not believe that, in the pres»>nt slate of ahairs, it would 
be wise or practicable to briiiff uj) the Protocol ap:aiii, this belief bein^r baseil on the 
fact that the obstaides whii-h wreckeil its proffress befoie were still unchaiified. (*ir- 
cumstances hardly warranted the hope that theie was at present any likelihood of 
overi'ominp' the obstacles to compulsory arbitration, and even if that were not so he 
could not coiu’eive of compulsory arbitration as an element of security unless a<‘coni- 
paiiied by an ailei|uate system of sanctions. The cause of the Protocol would be 
hindered rather than served if a demand viere made to take it up in fractions or 
.sejrinents, and he thmrelit that the counsel 'of wisdom was to wait patiently in the 
belief that public o])inion would soon de<dare its»*lf in a manner which would enable 
the Protocol to emeifre as an international leality. lie went on to say that if sei'urily 
was a neeessaiy preliminary to tiisarmament. and if st>curity it.self was founded on 
justice, justice in its turn was based on the existence of law, and he therefore attached 
}j‘real importance to the work which the L(*ae'ue had done and would <-ontinue to do 
in the development anil enrichment of international law. 

10. Dr. Stre.semann, the German Koieif'ii iliiiister, said that he could not be 
content with the |>essimistic policy of waiting: which had bi*en ailvocated by M. Politi.s. 
He could not lielieve that the proposal of the Polish Deh'tjatiiin for a solemn declaration 
prohibitiiif*: all wars of ap'ffression if adopted b_\ the .^ssiuuhly would have no elfect on 
the present situation, ilany inifi-ht prefer to work by means of (’onventions havin^j: 
binding foii e, but he felt that faith in an ideal could he as ini])ortant as a lejjal formula. 
It was not the mere «lauses of a tri'aty which brought about peace, but tin- spirit of 
the peol>les and the consciences of their responsible leaders. ,\s evidmice of the belief 
of the German Government in iirbitiation, he intended during tin* presiuit .ses.sion of 
the Assembly to ajqieiid his .siffiiaturt* to the optional danse of the Statute of the 
Permamuit. (kiurt of International .Tusti«-e. A promise hml been maile that the dis¬ 
armament of the nations whi<-h were vam|uished in tin* war shouUl be a prelimin.iry 
to {general disannament, and he aiipealed to the A.ssembly not to betray the faith which 
had been jilaced in the samtity of this jtledfie. Dr. Stre.semann further develojied 
the German vi<*w in re^raid to disarnianmnt in a speech in the Assembly after the 
rejMirt of the 'I’hird (’ominittee had been jiresented. He saitl that Gt'rmany was 
emphatically t)f opinion tliat the commencenn‘nt of frent'ral disarmament shtiuld not 
bt' dei»(*ndent tin fresh ffuarantees of st'curity, which was indeed the standpoint of 
the .Assembly of 192(1. lie welcttmetl the restdufions of th<* Third f'tunmittee as heiiiff 
a satisfactfirv result of difficult neyotiations. Every steji forwartl in fft*neral ilisarma- 
menf would itself provide fresh elements of s<*curi(y foi' the whole worltl. Armaments 
could not, and shoiihl not, form the basis tif .security, and the.v wert* not even the most 
effective protection. The success of Germany in overcominjf the jisycholof^ical iliffi- 
culties of disarmament presented by her ^reat militaiv traditions ou^ht to make it 
easier for other countries to follow suit. He i-oncluded by sa.viuff that the (‘iitire 
institution of the Leafrue could not live and Im* effe«-tive until the iluty of f^eneral 
disarmament had been ilischarf^od ami until in consef|uence the «‘onditions ne<-essary 
for that atmosjihere reipiired for a l ommon and i-ollei tive guarantee of pi*a<'e bad been 
fulfilleii. 

17. M. Briand made a speech such as the Assembly has learnt to exjiect of him, 
which appeai’cd to be designed rather to create a favoiyable atmospheri* and to restore 
confidence than to make any jnecise or <*oncrete contribution to the subject-matter of 
the debate. He said (hat the strenffth of the Leafcne la.v in the trust of the peoples; 
they did not always reason, but they had an instim tive feeling of trust in (he League; 
they knew that without the League theie was aluays the danger of a renewal of strife. 
Alluding to the speech of M. Politi.s, he .said that the iieojiles were ])reiiared to wait, 
but not to wait indefinitel.y. 

18. Sir Austen ('hamberlain, who was the last of the representatives of the Great 
Powers to .speak in the opening debate, said that Great Britain had proved by her 
deeds her desire to .see a real and large ri'duction of armaments; the British Army 
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had been reduced inimediulely peace was Hecured li> less than its pre-war level, and 
tlie llritish • Fleet could not be compared with the Fleet which (ireat lirilain had 
niuiutaiiied not merely duriiiff the war but before tlie war. Turtiiiijj fnim disarma¬ 
ment to arbitration, he asked the Assembly to bear in mind the spe«‘ial ctnidilions of 
the liritish Emj)ire, which was not a unitary sysiein g^f >;overnim*iit, sucli as prevaile«l 
in other <‘ountries, but a fjreat community of tr(*c* ainl e<|ual nations, eiu-h autonomous, 
united in the oldest Leafyue of Peace in tl»e w«»rld. It was nr»1 easy for such an Eini»ire 
to a<’cept oblip:utions whicli could be readily undertaken by a honMijfC’iuMius State speak- 
itif? with tlie voice of a sinjfle Government. He claiined that Great liritain had 
arbitrated more prave problems than any other country in the world, and frave as a 
special instance the case of the Iraq frontier, in whh h Great Hritain had used the 
verdii't which had been } 4 ;iven in bfi taxiur to open negotiations with Turkey an<l to 
make accejitable to her an award which I'ould have been riji'idly enfoi'ci'd. Passiiifr un 
to security, he said that Great Jliitain laid not merely aecejiled all the oblijrations of 
the ( ovenant, but bail also become jiarties to the liocarno A^rremnent, Unowinj^ what 
it was to p:ive a n'liarantee and the i-ost of keepiiif;; a H^uaraiilee. Ili* asked whether 
other parties could not aicept liabilities similar to those aciejited at l.ocarno with 
a view to R:uuranteein^ other troubled frontiers in the sann* way as Gn*a1 llritain had 
P'uavanteed the western frontiers of France. Those who asked Great Jlritain to 
jjuarantei* every frontier as she had guaranteed one in the Treaty of Locarno weie 
askiiifr her to iiinlertake an ohliffation which was beyond her s1r«Mio-th. All jiarties 
did not look ujion the Leapue in the same way; tlnur faith was the same and their 
jiurpose was the same, but the way in which they would reach their piiijMise varied 
w'ith their circumstances, their femjieraments and their resjionsibilities. In the 
orp’anic woild if was not those orjfanisms which came most quickly to maturity that 
leached the jrp*atest striuijrth or lasted tin* lonp^est ; and he i’ej»’ardeil tiu* Leapue in 
the lijrht of this analogy. 

19. This sjieech naturally made a deeji imjiressiou ami had a decisive influence 
in ensuring' that the subseipicnt discussion, whicli miffht otherwise have wasted itself 
in theory and idi^alisiu, was diri*cti*d into clianiu'ls cab'ulated to lead to imjiortant 
jiractical results. Dr. Xansen, of Xorway, in a sjieecb in the Assembly on one of 
the last day.s of the session, jiaid a notable tribiiti* to the lor<<* and conviction of 
Sir Austen ('liamberlain's sjieech. He said that no one who had worked at Gene\a 
had failed to realise that Great Hritain, since the iie^iimin<f of the Leajrue, had {fiveii 
the most consistently jiowerfiil sujijiort to it and its e.xisiin^r jirovisions. If Great 
Hritain had hesitated to increase those commitments, they all lealisml that it was 
chiefly because she took those commitments so serioiislv and that she was anxious 
not to weaken her jiower to honour exi.stinjr enjrafiements bv contractiiijr new ones 
Tbey also realised the sjiecial jiosition of (Jreat Hritain and of the Kmiiire, and also the 
tact that owiiijr to the Hiitish Xavy any* additional coininitnu^nts in rejrard to arbitration 
and sanctions wouhl be more onerous for Great Hritain than for other countries. Even 
if they niijrht rejfiet the lourse wliiih events had taken, thev understood the reasons 
which 111 a larpe ineasiire d.derniim'd it. It is an imjiortant fact that Governments 
of the Hritish Einjiire should thus receive recojfiiition of their jiolicv of not acceptinir 
oblijratioiis^ unless they fully intend and are assured of their ability to carry them out 
.scrujiulously. India, we believe, can < laim to eii.joy this lejiutation as much as aiiv 
other part of the Emjiire.

'dO. At the Seventh A.ssemblv Viscount (Veil had jirojiosed that a f'onimittee 
should be ajijiointed to consider and lejiort what (|uestions are, and what are not, 
within till* sjihere of action of the Lea<*ue, within the meaning*- of the Preamble to! 
and Artiiles III anil IV of, the ('ovcnaiil. Lord Cecil had e.xiilaineil that this jiropo.sai 
ivas not animated by an.v desire to restrict or diminish the legitimate activities ol 
fhe League; but it was felt in .some (|uarters (hat there was a tendency which should 
be checked, to encourage the Leapiie to take uji snb.jects which were foreign to the 
purjiose for which it was founded, ri:., to secure inteinational co-ojieration inakinu' 
for the Jieace of the world. The inojiiisal to set iiji a Committee was not accejited. and 
(he Seventh Assembly not being able to agiee ujioii any alternative formula, dei'ided 
that the question should be jKistjioned for further consideration at the Eighth .Vs.semblv 
Hut before the Eighth .\.s.sembly ojieiied (lie Hritish (iovermiieiit informed the League 
fliat they believed that the consideration which the matter had ulreailv re<*eived had 
<o a large extent met (heir objeci, and lessened the jirobabilitv of the recurrence of 
those dangers to which attention had lieen called. In (Iicm* circumstances 
they jirojiosed that the (juestioii should not be further jiursued tor the jireseiit. 
Accordingly no further di.scussioii occurred at the Eighth Assembly. We think that 
file ventilation of the (juestioii has undoiibtedlv been useful in cn>aling e jiublic ojiiiiioii 
which will cause each new jirojiosal for an extension of the T.cagiie's operations to 
be carefull.v scrutinised. This was evident on several occasions this year, and notablv 
when the proposal for taking up the (jiiestion of alcoholism came before the Second 
( ommittee.

Last, year the First (.onunittee was aiinble to arrive at any definite eonelusion 
as to the instructions to l)e fyiven to tiie Coiuiiiittee of Experts appointed to consider 
the possibility of codifyiii}? iiitcriiiitioiial law, of whi<di Sir Mohainiuad Rafitiue is 
a member as an expert on Moslem law. That Cominitttee uircoriliiiffly continue*! its 
work as bcfme ami in Apiil 1927 prcsenteil a report to the (kmn«‘il to the ei¥e<-t that 
seven subjei-ts were in <‘ertain of theii- aspects ripe f*»r regulation by international 
ai'tion, namely; —

Dttubt hail Itemi 
expressed Avhclher subjects Nos. 4 and 'i were of suttiident interest at the present time 
to justify the inclusion of them in the programme of an International Conference, 
but recomnicmleil that after the completion of such preparatory work as might be 
iieccssai'y, an International (^inference should be convened to tleal with subjects 
Nos. I, 2 ami 4.

2'>. After a lengthy *lis«'u.ssion of the report and of a proposal matle by the 
Paraguayan Delcg-ation that a Committee of lOxperts siumbl be entrustctl with “the 
preparation of a general ami comprehensive plan <d‘ cotlilication of International 
Law, paying due regani as far as possible to the work of codification which is being 
carried on in America.” the First (bimmittee appointetl a strong Sub-( Commit tee to 
examine the whole subject ami eventually submitteil a report to the Assembly reeom- 
niemling tliat an International (.’onference should be convened to deal with subjects Nos. 
1, 2 and 4 o!ily, ami that to that end a I’reparatory ('onunittee consisting of five per.sons 
jMissessing a with* knowleilge of international practice, legal preceilcnts ami scientific 
ilata relating to those ((uestions should be appointed to prepare a report detailing 
the bas*‘s of tliscussion at (he Conference. The Committee r**<'onimcndeil, also, that 
the Council should attach to the invitation to be issm*d to States to join in the 
Conference draft regulation for the procedure of the (’onference imlicating the general 
rules which should govern the iliscussioiis. 

2(i. The Dutch Government had offered to convene the (hmference ami also to 
supervise the necessary preliminary work, but (he First (hminiittee considered that 
this shoubl be umlcrtaken entirely l>y the League.- It recommended, however, that 
the (hmiudl shoubl, if p*»ssible, arrange to have the (kmference hebl at The Hague, 
and **xpr<‘ssed the hope that the Dutch Government would agive to this. As ivgards 
the method of dealing with subjects Nos. (i and 7, the First (hmimittee approved 
generally the proposals of the Committee of Experts. The Assembly passml a resolu- 
Tion adopting all the rccomniemlations of the First (’ommitt<*e on this matter. There 
was, however, a considerable controversy as to the provision of funds to enable the 

(!t)inniittee of Experts to continue its work in 1928. This is referred to later in 

connection with the Budget and Supplementary Estimates. 

27. With reference to the proposal of the Paraguayan delegation, the Assembly, 
on the recommemlation of the First (V)mniitt**e, re«[uested the Committee id" Experts 
to consider at its next session under what comlitions the work referred to in that 

Iiropo.sal coubl lie umlertaken, and reserve*! a *liMdsi*)n as to the *-ourse to be u*lopteil 

until the Commi(t*‘e id' Experts had *na*le its suggesti*ms and the (.’ouncil hud ha*j an 
opportunity of consiilering them. The spi**‘ches delivered in the First Committee 
indicateil that the general opinion was that the Baraguayjin proposal was too ambi¬ 
tious, ami that in any case it was ilesirable to await the result of the efforts to lie inaile 
to *l**al with the three subjects s]ie*-ified jibove before attempting anything in the 
nature of the general codification of International Law. But the Assembly seemeil 
to be in general agreement wdth the view that the classifii-ation and extension *>f Inter¬ 
national "Law bail a i lose relation with the pixiblem of security, as it woubV extern! 
the s*-ope of arbitration. In principle, therefore, the work of cxxiificatiou has ac*iui’e*l 
a new impoilani’e. * 
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On 27th S«pleiiiber the Asseinhly uclopted the following' Hesulutiuiis: —

(5) To entrust the Couneil with the task of appointing, at the earliest possible date, 
a Preparatory Committee, coinjiosed of five pers«>ns j)ossessing a wide knowledge of 
international praeti<‘e, legal luecetlents, and seientific data relating to the «|uestions 
coming within the scetpe of the first (’odification Conference, this Committee being 
instructed to prepare a rejairt i‘oni|irising sufficiently detailed bases of distuission on 
ea<di question, in acconlance with the indications contained in the report of the First 
Committee;

Dll 2-‘lrd September the Assembly adopted the following Rc.solution : — 

The procedure of accession to international agreements given subject to ratifica¬ 
tion is an admissible one which the League should neither discourage nor encourage. 

Xevertheless, if a State gives its accession, it should know that, if it does not 
exjires^ly mention that this accession is subject to ratifiemtion, it shall be deemed to 
lia\e undertaken a final obligation. Bf it ilesires to jirevent this I'onsequence, it 
must expres.sly declare at the time, of accession that the accession is given subject to 
ratification.

28. The success of the Economic (\mterence held at (ieneva in May was the 
most important achievement of the League in the last 12 months. We have already 
lelerred to the subject in general in our account of the opening debate of the Assembly. 
With the exi-eption of the group of questions relating to arbitration, security and 
disarmament, this was the most vital topic on the agenda of the Eighth Assembly, 
llroadly speaking, the issue whiidi the Report ot the (.’onfereiice raiseil was whether, 
both ill principle and in practice, it would be reasonable to recognise and possible 
to idl'ect in the domain of economics a <*loser international relationship than in the 

[last. 

29. Two main questions presented themselves, nc., the degree in which the 
,\sscmbly should accept the conclusions of the (’onJereine and advocate their pur¬ 
suance, and the developments which woubl aicordingly be necessary in the economic 
organs id the League for the purpose of the new policy. 

dO. Those who wish to study the pridilem in detail are advised to refer to the 
Heporl of the (Nmlerence and the Report of the Indian Delegation which have been 
publislied in a convenient form in India. Many countries had already found them¬ 
selves able to endorse the coindusions ot the ('onference and to express their intention 
to co-operate in carrying them into effect. This was not yet possible in the case of 
India for reasons which were explained in a declaration made in the Second Com¬ 
mittee by our leader. This declaration is quoted te.xtually in Appendix HI, Annex 
Till, and the following is a summary: — 

dl. The Earl of Lytton said that India supported unhesitatingly the general 
jirincijile that the economic pidicy of States should be directed towards the peace 
and prosperity of the world, and would welcome the elimination of any economic 
factors calculated to cause friction or misunderstanding, lie believed there was no 
important recommendation of the Conference which was inconsi.steiit with the past 
or present economic policy of India, and that India on the whole stood to gain by 
the adojition throughout the world of the general recommendations of the Conference. 
If on minor points there were any iiwonsistencies the liovernnieiit of India would 
seek to reconcile them. The future pidicy of India was liktdy to be as much in con- 
lorniity with the recommendations of the ('onference as that of the past. His in- 
abiliry to accept those recommendation.s without reserve was due not to the fact that 
any action was contemplated in the future which was inconsistent with them, but 
rather to the lack of opportunity of ascertaining public opinion in India during the 
short time that had elapsed sim-e the Conference was held and the undesirability of 
committing the peoples of India to agreement with a document which they had not 
yet studied. It would militate against ultimate accejiance by India were she wni- 
mitted in advance of the study and discussion of the Report for which facilities were 
being provided. He referred to the recent grant of a large measure of fiscal autonomy 
to India and to the natural desire of the Indian people to guard their recently-gaineil 
freedom. The policy of discriminating protection did not conflict with the principles 
laid down by the Conference. He had very little doubt that the Report of the Con¬ 
ference, when it had been fully examined by the public in India, would be found 
to be i'll general conformity with Indian economic policy, and that if the decision 
<d India was left unhampered by premature commitments the spirit in which the 
tjonference performed its task would be appreciated and its recommendations generally 
accepted.

The development of the economic organi.sation of (he Is'ague had heen much 
discussed at the Economic Conference itself, whi«di in the end had contended itself 
with rect)rding a re.soIution ((» the *‘(fect that, while otVering no suggestions for a 
permanent organi.sation, it could not do hetter than draw the Coiincir.s attention (<> 
the well-balanced comi)osi(ion of the Preparatory Committee, which had achieved 
ex<'ellent results in the Jtreparafory work of the Coiiferem'e. The problem was referred 
bv the Council to the As.sembly, and it is a fa« t of some significance that it was the 
Assembly and not (he Council which w'orked out the .scheme of orgatti.sation de.scribcd 
below. The poissibilities ranged from a continuance of (he Economic Committee in 
its existing form—that is to say, a coJiimittec of 14 members nominated for their 
personal expert (|Ualifications—to an indejiendent organisation on (he lines of the 
International Labour Organisation. Each extreme had its advocates The continuance 
of the E<‘onomic Committee on its existing footing was advoca(e<l on the ground of 
practical efficiency, w'hile those who pn)po.sed other .schemes were influenced bv a 
desire to introduce the princijde of representation, whether it should be national or 
functional representation, so as to secure the widest possible authority and the greatest

support. The resolution which emhodietl the nonolusions of Ihe Set-ond (\)mmittep 
was a compromise comhininK both idea. The E<!onomic Couimittt'e will be increased 
from 14 to 16 members and the basis of appointment will remain Uie same, with some 
modification of its actual membership. It will continue to be the orfran through which 
the Council deals with economic affairs and its ]irincii)al work in the near future will 
lie within the sphere of the economic relations between States and their economic 
policies so far ns they have inteniatumal aspects. Tender a new provision it will have 
power, subject to Council provision, and in consultation with the States in question, 
to name economic correspondents in countries which have no member on the Committee. 
In addition to the Economic. (Committee there is t«) be created an Advisory Committ«'e, 
the object of which will be to follow the application of the re(>ommondatinns of the 
E<-onomic Conference. It will be similar in numbers, and in tb^ equilibrium of 
interests represented by its members, to the Preparatory Committee for the Economic 
Conference, and will in<-lude persons <'ompetent in industry, <'ominerce, agriculture, 
finance, transport, labour (piestions, ami (jiiestions relative tt) consumption. The Inter¬ 
national Labour Office will be invited to submit the names of three labour members, 
and arrangements will be made to secure the co-operation of the International Institute 
of Agriculture and of the International Chamber of Commerce. Its meetings will be 
attended by five members of the Economic (\nnmittee. It will submit its report directly 
to the Council of the League, at the .same time forwarding a copy of its decisions to 
the Economic Committee and to the other technical orgatii.sations ••oncerneil. 

84. The resjrective functions r)f the two bodies are not very i learly defined, ami 
this lack of clarity is the result of a certain divergence of views. Hut the «lifferences 
in the constitution and in the character of membership of the two lardies will jnobably 
tend in themselves to produce a differentiation of function, and will lead enipiri« aily to 
a solution of the difficulty which could not be entirely re.solved in debate. 

85. India has not hitherto been represente*! on the Er-onoinic- Committee, but she 
was represented on the Preparatory Committee for the Economic Conference. We 
think that she has much to gain from repre.sentation, and a strong claim to it. That 
<daim has been pre.sented in the proper (juarter, and Sir C. P. Hamaswami Ayyar 
referred to it in a speech in the Second Committee <,see Appemlix III, Annex X), in 
w'hich be pointed out not only the nece.ssity for representing agricultural intere.«ts. 
but also the special difficulty of doing so owing to the comi»arative laik 
of organi.sation in agriculture. In the report which he presented to the Second Com¬ 
mittee. and which was approved, M. Loucheur pointed out that the programme which 
the Economic Conference had drawn up for the lA*ngne could not be successfully r arrieil 
out unless agricultural interests were repre.sented us widely as possible in the i'conomic 
organisation of the League, and declared that it was the unanimo\is reconimemlatit)n 
of the Second Committee that the Council should give very special attention to this 
important (|uestion of the reiwesentation of agriculture. 1'here is fuither a need for 
the representation of A.sia. We believe that the claim of India has since been 
recognised. 

t)n 24tb September the Assembly adopted the following Re.soIution : — 

Whereas, in addition to the economic ta.sks hitherto umlertaken by the League, 
much iiiiportant and extensive work will result fi-om the recommendations of the 
Economh- Conference; 

Whereas it is essential that the different interests and organi-sations which <«)lla- 
borated in the preparation of the Conference .should continue to give their support 
and advice in Ihe work of se<mring effect to its re<-ommendations; and 

Whereas the fhmferonce took the following resolution : —

dfi. Sir ('. P. Ramaswami Ayyar had indicated in his .speech in the .\s.sembly, 
o( which we have already jfiven a summary, that the Health activities of the League 
had a special inter»*st for India. It was therefore a very ap]iropriate compliment to 
India ami to the Indian Deletfation that he was elected RopfHtrtrur for the ifeneral 
work of the Health (Irpanisafion. Tin* rep«>rt which he piesented, first to the H<*alth 
Committ«*e and later to the Assembly, and his remarks in connection with it. is 
reprodtiee«l in Appendix III, Annex III. It will sufli«-e to say here that, in tlic‘ 
resolution whi<-h he submitted to the Se«-ond Committee, and which was in tuin sni). 
mitted by the Second Committee to the Assembly and apjiroved, the Indian point of 
view was explicitly reeofrnised. In the report note was imule of the tendency towards 
universality in the work of the Health <trjranisation and »>f the « irc\imstame that tin* 
activities of the Sin('a|M)re Hureau form the chief physical link between Eastern coun¬ 
tries, and the Leaffue Orfranisatictn.

It 
also referred tfi the interchanjfe of l*ubli<* Health officers which is beinp: arraniyed to 
take jilaee in India in the aitproachinfr winter, and of the possibility that the I’lesident 
of the Health Commitlee and the Director <*t the Health Section mirfht bo abb* to 
join the jiarty. It referred al.so to the ho]»e of the (lovernment <»( India that the 
I.eapue’s Malaria ('ommission mip:ht be able to visit India duriiiff the latter part of 
19*28. Reference was also imule to the jiarticipation by Colonel (iraham in the Health 
(’ommittee’s work ami to the di*)>artmental Rabies Confereiu*e in which India was 
represented. It is particularly satisfactory to record that the necessity for an assur- 
um*e of the permanence of the Sinj^aiHire Hureau. and of its adecpiate financin<r, was 
emphasised.

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I’urther’, the Assembly, noting; the lecommeMdntioiis which have been made by 
the International Pacific! Health Conferenc-e held in Melbourne in December. 1926 in 
rc'lation to the work whic-h mi^ht be tindc'rtaken by the Health Orfyanisation for the 
study of health problems in the Pacific a!i*a, exju-esses its hojte that the possibilities 
of action in this sense will receive full and i*arly cotisideration by the' Health Committee.

48. .\t the A.ssembly of lf)26 the delepations cd’ Finland, Poland and Sweden 
submitted a proposal to the eftec-t that the Leapue of Nations should inc-lude the 
(|Uestion of Alc-oholism in the proprainme of its work. (Consideration of this i>roiiosaI 
was adjourned until the Eiphth Asscunbly. Meanwhile, the Foreipn Ministers of 
Finlancl, Pcdancl and Sweden, with whom were also associated the Forcipn Ministers 
cif Helpium, Denmark and Czecbo-Slovakia, had sent in a memorandum pivinp a more 
prec-i.se de.sc-ription of what thc*y had in mind. This inemoiandum contained two 
definite proposals: (1) that the .A.ssembly should rc*c(uest the Council to convene a 
conference with a view to the framinp c»f a peneral lntc*rnational Convemtion repulatinp 
the smupplinp of alc-ohol, and (2) that the As.seinbly should rc*c|uest tlie Counc-il to 
appoint an Advisory Committee on Alcoholism, or a Sub-Committee of tlie Health 
Coniinittee to deal with ,Alc-ohcdism, which the various orpans of the- TiCapue miphi 
c-onsult when studyinp ciuestions c-onnec-tc*cl with the ju-oblem ami whic-h inipht be 
penerally availicble for information or investipations. 

49. Althouph these were the spec-ific- ])roposals which the Committee had 
nrimarily to disc-uss, their presentiction rai.sed a peneral c|ue.stion of some importanc-e, 
bec-ause, except in the i.solated c-ases of the Mandated Territories and the Protec-tion 
of Women and Children, the Leapue had not hitherto had oc-c-asiem to touch the 
subjec-t of Alc-oholism, and it was felt in various cpiarters that, the peneral subjc*c-t 
would be an unsuitable, and even danperous, one for the Leapue to take up. 

49. .As soon as the ciue.stion was rai.sed in the (’ommittee the delcipation les- 
ponsible for its promotion was c-hallenpecl as to its admissibility under the Article's 
of the (’ovenarit. In reply parapraphs (r) and </) of Artic-le 2-4 were cpiotecl, i-eferrinp 
respectively to the Traffic- in Opium and other Danperous Driips and to the Preven¬ 
tion and Contred of Disease. A c-onsiderable debate fcdlowed, and the weipht of 
opinion in the Committc*e was apainst ac-c-eptanc-e of the proposal in the form in which 
it was presented. No peneral api-eement was reached as to the admissibility of 
.Alcoholism under the (’ovenant, but it seemed to be rec-opnised by all that, whether 
or not a subjec-t was admissible under the (Covenant, it mipht be taken up by the 
Leapue with the c-c»nsent of all the States Members. Eventually the Finnish delepate 
and those a.ssoc-iated with him apreed not to pursue the proposals in their e.xistinp 
form, but declared their intention of brinpinp up the cpiestion of Alc-ohedism later in 
another form. Ac-c-ordinply at cuie of the final sessions of the Assembly an application 
was made for the subjec-t to be plac-ecl in a new form on (he apencln of the Ninth 
.•Assembly. 

41. As to the position taken up in the debate by the Indian Delepation, our 
instnic-tions were to oppo.se the proposal for the c-j-eation of a new Advisory Body for 
.Alc-ccholism, on the prouncis that no c-ase had been made out for the necessity of such 
a body, as there were other sourc-es from whic-h advice and information c-oulcl be 
obtained, aiicl that it was undesirable, from the penc-ral, and espec-ially the financial, 
point of view, to sanction the c-reation» of a new body exc-ept for imperative rea.sons. 
But w'e had been piven discretion as to the attitude we should adopt towards the pro¬ 
posal for a conference on smuggling. Intervening in the debate, Sir^ Fnzl-i-Husain 
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stated (for text of speech see Appendix 111, Annex VIthat opinion in India in 
re>ftti'<I to aleeiholisiii was very stron>f and decidedly in favour of a policy of controlling 
the supply ot lupior, while there was a strong body of public opinion actually in 
favour of prohibition. If prohibition had not yet been adopted in India it was chiefly 
for the reas«)n that it would be s<» difficult to enfor<’e it. He saiil that alcoholism was 
treated in India as an evil, although it was no,t yet a very seriou.s problem there. But, 
as elsewhere, it tended to spread with the growth t>f imlustrialisin. In regard to the 
question whether alcoholism should be ilealt with as an international matter, he 
wi.shed to reserve his opinion, but he recognised the existence in the (’omrnittee of a 
strong laxly of opinion against the pioposals, and be found himself in complete 
agreement with those wlm niaintuiiied that in this deVaite the case for the proposals 
had Jiot been made out. He felt that it w»»uld be wiser that those wh«i supporte<l the 
proposals should not pursue them further foi' the jireseiit, but should wait for a more 
appropriate occasion. He urge<l those in favoui' f)f them to realise that the result 
of a (livision might be j)rejudi<‘ial t<i the cause which they had at heart. 

The following is the text of the llesolution by whi«-h the Assembly decided on 
2'lrd September that tin* subje<*t slnmbl be brought uj) in a new foi-in next year: — 


The Assembly deci<les to place on the agenda of its Ninth Ordinary Session the 
following proposal by the Finnish, Volish and Swedish Delegations: 

“ Whereas it is desirable to co-ordinate the w«>rk which the Tieague of Nations 
has undertaken, or will be <*alled uj)oii to undertake, f>n the subject of alcoholism, 
the A.ssembly re(piests the ('oiincil : 

“(1) To appoint a ('ommittee <*f experts on alcoholism; 

“ (2) To instruct this ('ommittee to stinly the aspects of the <iuesti«>n of alcohtdism 
which come within the competence of the League of Nations, and which might be 
made the subject of scientific or practical work.”

42. 'I’his th'ganisation consists of (1) a League (.Vunmittee formed on the initia¬ 
tive of the Freni'h to carry out a resolution of the Fii>t Assembly on “the educational 
infltience whiih it is the duty of the Council to exeit with a view to deveb>ping a 
liberal spirit of g«)odwill ami woi-ld-wide co-operation,” and (2) an Institute which 
was fotmded in I’aris somi* years later, at the expense of the Fn*m*h (lovernment, to 
act as the executive organ of the Committee. The Indian Delegation has always been 
>.ym])athetic in its attitmle to this Organisation, and India is represented on the Com¬ 
mittee by Sir .Iaga<lis Bose. 

4m. It woubl be im[>ossible to describe briefly the numerous activities <d' a 
scientific, artistic and literary nature whi<*h the Organisation at present has in hand. 
The resol\ition which was adopted by the Assembly this year refers to projects for the 
creation of an international co-ordination service of information offices attached to 
libraries, for co-ordination betweeii the organs of bibliography for the varioAis 
sciences, for an international ofli<*e tor annual tabb's of i-onstants and mathematical 
<piantities, for a congress on |>opubir arts, for an international agreement with regard 
to casts, and for an extension of the woik of museums as a means of artistic education. 

44. When the work of this Organisation was under «lisi*ussion in the Second 
Committee, Sir Fazl-i-Uusain made a speech (reproduced in Appendix III. Annex 
IV) ill which he said it was impossible to over-estimate this work in the scheme of 
League a«*tivities, for in his opinion the ilisarmament of ideas, which was in fact the 
breaking of the barriers of prejiulice, was no less important than Disarmament strictly 
so-called. He paid a tribute of appre«*iation and admiration to those who had served 
on the (.'ommittee and to the benefi«*ial character, Ixith for all Members of the League 
and for noii-niembers as well, of the various schemes which were in hand. It seemed 
to him that the work might possibly gain in its c*hai'acter of universality if kindred 
fields of work in the Orient were includeil within its scope, and he mentioned Indian 
and Mesopotamian ari'lueology as being at least <-omparable with that _ of 
Fairopp. The term “ international ” was not limited in any any way to the nations 
of Kuiope, and the evolution of international <*ulfure should aflonl every opportunity 
for the culture of the Fast to «(>utribute towards it equally with that of the West. 
He finally appealed to the authorities of the Organi.safion to «*onsider means of ensur¬ 
ing that what was be.st in the culture of the Drient should be reflected in the texture 
of the international culture of the future. Ilis remarks were afterwards refen-ed to 
with sympathy and approval by the ilelegates of (Jreat Britain and tlermany. 

4-'>. The Assembly, in the resolution whi«*h it ailopteil, expressed its appreciation 
of (he increase in the number and activity of the national coiumit^ecvs on Intellectual 
(%M>perntion, ami stated that the regular co-operation between we 11-organised national 
committees and the International (Committee was of ever-increa.sing utility to the 
work of Intellectual Co-operation. The Assembly mcordingly invited vStates which 
had not already done .so to «*onsider the possibility of providing the necea.sury funds 
to meet the expenses of their respective national committees. We understand that 
the League was informed in 1925, as regards India, that the Intir-University Board 
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wished to he aecofrni.sed tis au institution with which tlie Intelle<;tunl (.Vopemtion 
(’omniittee inif^ht correspond with a view to the formation of a national committee 
in India. Hut. so far iis we knpw, no prof?res.s has been made in this alirection. We 
therefore vent lire to brinp: to uotii’e sn^cfcestions, whicli have lieeii made by Sir Fazl-i- 
Husain, who. as already mentioned, acteal as the Indian representative on this subject, 
and who is much inn>ressed with the belief that India inin'ht derive ffieat benefit Horn 
contact with tliis ()r{?anisation. ilis view is tliat, education beiiifr a transferred Pro¬ 
vincial subject, there is neml of a central affency to disseminate information to the 
various Provinces suidi as existed until a few years api in the All-India Advisory Board 
on Kducation. lie considers that there should be tin- same liaison -between the 
intellectual activities of the Indian Provinces as the Intellectual (Voperation Orp^ani- 
sation serves to create under the Leafrue between those of the different nations. Such 
an institution would enable India both to derive benefit from the international move¬ 
ment and to contribute to its success. 

4t!. I'wo years api theic «as set up, under tbe Organisation for Intellectual 
Co-operation, a Sub-Coininittee id' Kxperts lor the instrm-tion of children and youtli 
in the existence and aims of the l,eaffue of Jfatjons. Its Interim Ue|»()rt came before 
the .\s.senibly of I92(i, and it liad since held further meetings ami had drawn up a 
more comprehensive Ileporl wliicb was submitted to the I'iifjhth Assembly. Tlie 
Indian point of view has been represented on this Sub-Committee by Mr. S. X. Chaturvedi. 
The Interim Keport has already been under the (lovernment of India's consideration, 
and we were informed that the Oovernment of India were in jreneral a<freement with 
the recommendations, save that on several points modifications would be necessaiA 
to suit the juesent educational conditions of India. We weie further informed that, 
as education was a Provincial subject, action wmild have to be taken by Bocal (Govern¬ 
ments responsible to their Beoislatures and by T’niver.sities wbich are partially auto- 
nnmoiis bodies. I'nfoitunately. this information reached us after the discussion ol 

the subject in the Second ..mittee was finished. We venture to express the hope 

that the latci- ami more comiireheiisive Ileixirt of the Sub-(Jommittee will be examined 
in India with every desire to cairy out its recommendations as far as possible, because 
we believe that the jmrpose of these recommendations must be considered of first-class 
importance by all who recop-nise the necessity for consididatin*!: the principles on which 
(he Bea>rue is foundeil. Incidentally, we would <-all attention to one recommendation 
of the Sub-(’ommittee projiosinc: the establishment of a lorjis of international leeturer-. 
with special reference to countries where eeofjrajihical or other considerations render 
Beafjue instruction purtiiutlarl.v ditlieiilt. We understand that (he circumstances of 
India were specially present to the Sub-Committee when this recommendation was 
proposed to it and adopted. For tinancial reasons consideration of (his recommenda 
tion has been deferred. 

The Assembly adopted the follow iiif; Besidution on 22nd September: - 

The Assembly has noteil with satisfaction the favourable reports presented b.\ 
the International Committee on Intellectual Co-operation and the (Toverninjr Body 
of the International Institute of Intellectual Co-operation. These reports show that 
the Intellectual Co-operation Organisation has now in hand a larfcti number of definite 
and practical undertakinpis of international co-operation in rep-ard to various scientific, 
artistic and literary activities, and that results have already been obtained. 

The Assembly idiserves that, durin>>- the jiast year, several nations, in response 
to (he appeal it made in the previous year, have made a ('rant to the International 
Institute of Intellectual Co-operation. The countries makiiifr such jrrants are at 
present as follows: Austria, (V.echo-SIovakia. France, Iluiif'ary, Italy, Monaco. 
Pidand, Switzerland. The Assembly hopes that their examples will be followed bv 
the othei' nations. The reports now before it show’ clearlv that it is only the small¬ 
ness of its financial resources which prevents (he Intellectual (Voperation Orvranisa- 
tion from renderin<r all the services which may now be expected of it. 

The ,\sscmbly is >rlad to see the increase in the number and activity of Xational 
(Vnmi'tteos in Intellectual Co-operation. The reffular co-operation between well- 
orpinised National Committees and the International Committee is of ever-increasintr 
utility to the work of intellectual co-operation. The .Assembly W'ould therefore refer 
to the recommendation it made in 1924 and invite tbe States Members of the Beapue 
which have not already done so to consider the po.ssibility of providiiif? the iieeessary 
funds to meet the expenses of their respective National Committees. 

The .Assembly notes, as bein^T partieularly worthy of attention and encourafrement. 
the propo-sals of the Committee on Intellectual (Voperation in repaid to the follow’inp 
points: — 

1. The creation at the International In.stitute of Intellectual (Voperation of an 
international co-ordination service of information offices attached to libraries. The 
Assembly emjihasise.s the importance, in this connection, of national information 
offices, and trusts that such offices ma.v be established in those countries where they 
do not already exist. 

2. 'I’he [iroposals for co-ordination between the organs of bibliogruph,y for the 
various sciences drawn up by the Committees of experts under excellent technical 
conditions, in such a way as to give every satisfaction to the peiwons concerned. 
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8 . The recoiniiieinlutiou made by the International Committee in favour of the 
International Office for Annual Tables of Constants and Mathematical (iuantities. 
Oovernments, scholars and industrial orf^anisations are, e«|ually interested in the con¬ 
tinuance of this enterprise, which is at present in daiip:er owintf to hu-k of funds. An 
understandiiiff between Oovernments is extremely desirable in onler to ensure the 
regular publication of the Tables. 

4. The stei»s taken with a view to: — 

Preparing for the Popular Arts Congress; 

An international agreement with regard to casts; 

An extension of the woi’k of museums as a means of artistic education, etc. 

riie Assembly thanks the Czeclio-Slovak 0(»vei-nment for the subsidy so generously 
granted in order to facilitate the holding of the Pojmlar ,\rts Congress at Prague. 
It congratulates the Swiss Federal Oovernmeiit, and more particularly the city ol 
Berne, on the initiative regarding an International Fxhibition of Pojtular .Arts lo 
be held n that city. 'I'ln* Assemblv reijuesls ilie Secretai’y-tieneral <d’ the League of 
.Nations and the Institute of Intellectual Co-o|)cration to render every assistance in 
their power to the jiromolers of this enterjirisc. 

The Assembly has noted the remarkable leporl jnesented by M. .lilies Destrec 
on behalf of the Sub-Committee of Kxfierts for the instruction of Children and Vouth 
in the Kxistence and .Aims of the l.eague of Nations. It apfU’oves the recommenda¬ 
tions made by (he experts, and instructs the Secret ary-General to communii-ate them 
to the Governments of the States Members of the League of Nations, reijuesting them, 
so far as may be jaissible in caidi particular case, to take the necessary measures to 
give effect to the lecommcndations. 

'Pile Assembly approves the<-reation of a League of Nations I'idiicationai Informa¬ 
tion Centre under the conditions laid ilowu by the Sub-Committee of K.Xfierts. It 
decides that the Sub-t'ommittee of F.xperts shall continue its work on the line^ 
suggested b.\ the French representative in liis report approved by the I'ouncil at its 
meeting of 2nd September ltl27.

47. The Italian Delegation submitted (or the approval ot'the .Assembly an offer 
on the part of the Italian Government to create at Home an International Kdiu-ational 
f^neniatographical Institute. This Institute would be under the direction f>f the 
League of Nations, but would be carried on at tlie exjiense of the Italian t lovernmenl. 
and established in a palace offered by that Government. The proposal was referred 
to the Second Committee, whiih ilealt with it in connection with Intellectual Co¬ 
operation. Some anxiety was felt in icgard to it by those who chiefly espouse the 
lause of the Institute of Intellectual Co-operation in Paris, which had alreaily given 
some consideration to cinematography. It was obvimislv necessary to avoid am 
possibilit.v of duplication or conflict betwi'en two Lc:ii>nc bodies, and it was furthei 
desirable to establish safeguarils in regard to an institution which would be in a special 
relation to a particular national Government and woub! Iiave as its object the guidance 
or inspiration, in the name of the League, of the policy of other Governments in a 
branch which is likely to be ot increasing impoitance of such a subject as education. 
A Sub-C-ommittee was appointed to reconcile the clivergmit opinions, and Sir Fa/l-i- 
Ilusain served on this Sub-Committee. 'I'he Sub-Committee agii'ed upon a formula 
eventuall.v approved b\ the Secoiul Committee and by the Assembly. which 
acknowledgi'd with gratitude tlu- generous offer of the Italian Government, and lelt 
the ilecision as to the steps to be taken to the Council of the League, after l•onsultation 
W’it'h the competent organisations, more particularly the International t'ommittec 
on Intellectual Co-operation, and in agreement with the Italian Government. It is 
understood that the Second (lommittee will have a further ojiportunity of discussing 
the .subject in detail next year. 

On 2tlth September the Assembl.v ap])rovt'd the Report of the Sei’ond Committee 
on this subject, which was as follows: — 

'I’he ]>roposal of the Royal Dalitin Government, submitted by Senator Cippico 
to the A.ssemld.v at its Eighth Ordinary Session on the tith instant and referred to the 
Second Committee for conside’afion by the .Assembly’s resolution on the 9th instant, 
provides the means of carrying out certain suggestions made by .M. Breitscheid. 
Rap(H>rieui to the Second Committee for i(Uestions of intellectual co-operation, and 
happily extends their ,s<‘ope. 

M. Breitscheid has already pointe,| out that, cinematography was an important 
factor in ediu-ation summarising thus the lesults of very wide exfierience and enilors- 
ing the residutions of various congres.scs and of the Committee on Intelleitual 
Co-operation. 

The Ttalian Government’s propo.sal ha.s in view the creation at Rome of an Inter¬ 
national Educational Cinematographic Institute, under the direction of the lieague ot 
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Xatioii.s, bu( to lx* fiulied on jit tin* exjunisc of (lie Italian (jovernmont and eataldished 
in a palace offered by that (foverninont. 'I'lie Assembly is therefore askeil to aeknow- 
ledpe with );ra(itude the jrenerous oftVi' of the Koyal Italian (loverinnent, the decision 
as to tlie steps to be taken beinjf reserved for the Council, after consultation with the 
competent oixanisations, more particularly the International (\unmittee on Intellec¬ 
tual Co-operation, in agreement with the Italian (Jovernment.

48. It was in conse<|uem'e of the discussion on the last subject that ,the lion. 
Dame Kilith Dyttelton, of the Hritisli Delegation, submitted to the Assembly a proposal 
that the general question of the relations between the League of Nations and insti¬ 
tutes or bodies set up under its authority but not forming part of its organisation 
should be studied, and that the (iriiiciples which should govern their acceptance by 
the League should be laiil down by the Council. The Second Committee e.xamined 
this proposal, and on its recommendation the Assembly invited (he Coum il to have 
the, que^tion studied, and asked that a report should be submitted to next year’s 
Assembly. 

On 2t)th Septembei- the Assiunbly approved the Heport of the Second Committee 
on (his subjei't, which was as fcdlows: — 

'I’he Second Committee has made a prelijninary examination of (he draft reso¬ 
lution presented by the Hon. Dame Kdith L.vttelton with regard to institutes or bodies 
set up under the authority of the League of Nations. 

ft has noted the great importance of this <|uestion, and proposes that the Assenibl\ 
should invite the Council to have this ((uestion studied and to ask that a report on 
this subject should be submitted to the .\ssemblv in its Ninth Oidinarv Session in 
1928. 

Kcoxomic CuM.MiriKr. 

49. This Committee has hitherto dealt with a number of matti'is of a severely 
technical character, and of somewhat secoml-class importance. As a result of the 
resolutioTi which we have alieady described in the Kejxut of the Kcoiiomic Conference, 
these a<4ivities are in future to be broadened, and the Committee will have a certain 
measure of responsibility in regard to (he first-class (luestions of economic.s, including, 
above all, the question of tariff's. During the last year the normal activities of the 
Committee have been sulwirdinated to those connected witli (he Kconomic Conference, 
and some of the subjects under considerati(»n, for instance, (he abolition of im|M>ri and 
export prohibitions and restrictions, became merged in the agenda of tlie Conferem-e. 
It has, however, continued to «lo useful work, and one subject which is referred to under 
the next heading is the draft f’rotoc»)l on th.e execution of foreign arbitral awards. 

oO. Sir Fazl-i-Husain spoke in the debate in (he Second Committee on (he work 
of Economic Committee tfor text of speei h see Ajtpendix III, .\nnexuie V). and con¬ 
gratulated the Kf'onomic Committee on a good year’s work in spite of the fact that 
its activities had been naturally overshadowed by (he Kconomic Conferema*. With 
reference to the approaching conference for the abolition of imj)ort and export prohi¬ 
bitions and restric-tions, he said that India welcomed this conference be<'ause, like 
other sue h conferences, it would ctmtribute to the mutual understanding which followed a 
frank examination of ••ircumstames. He stated that India was piepared to incur 
responsibilities which others were ready to incur, to the same extent and sinml- 
laneously, and that it was <tn recipna-itr that a <-ountry in the position «if India was 
Itound tf) rely. With regard to the subject of the treatment of foreign nationals and 
enterprises he called attention tn a defecd in the draft resobition, and propo.sed an 
addition which was a«-<-epte<l. He stated the position of India with regard to the 
Protocol on commercial arbitration iind expressed flu* view that the objection whi«‘h 
had hitherto been taken to this Pro(<Kol on the part of India might be withdrawn 
when it and the Convention which was being drawn up on the execution of awards 
came to be considered together. On the subject of economic statistics he agreed that 
there could be no two opinions as to the desirability of unification, but he pointed 
out that the statistics which were »Iesired might not be always available, and (hat their 
collection might be so costly that s«>me States would mit feel justified in incurring the 
requisite expenditure. He slated, finally, that the importance of economic barometers 
could not be over-estimated. The economi<- barometer of the futiu'e wmild have to be 
one which was extremely sensitive and delicate, and which served ff>r all countries, 
all climes and all continents. He thciught that the work was one whicdi in its univer¬ 
sality was an ideal Work for the League to accomplish. 

The Assembly adopted the following I{esoluti*)ns on 20th September: — 

The Assembly: 

1. Reiterating its convietion that the conclusion of an International (Conven¬ 
tion for the alxdition of imjwrt and exiwrrt prohibitions and restrictions would greatly 
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facilitate the recovery and future development of woild trade, appeals to all (lovern- 
iiieiits to send duly authorised representatives to tlie t.'ouference which will take place 
at Geneva on 17th Octol)er 1927, and expres'es the most earnest hope that n<i efforts 
will be spared to hrinj? the work of the t'onference to a successful issue; 

2. Notes witli satisfaction that steps have alieady l)een taken hy the Council to 
set in motion the preparatory work I'onnected with the exei'ution of certain urgent 
resolutions of the International K<-ononiic Confereme, in particulai- those relatin^f t<i 
tariffs and commercial treaties, to the unification of Customs nomenclature and to the 
tieatment of foreign nationiils and enterprises duly admitted to carrv out their ucti- 
\ ity on the territory of a foreijfn State; 

'V. 1*)^**^ note of the ratifications of the International Convention ndatiiiff to the 
sim]>lihcatiun of Customs formalities and of the Protocol of 192-1 on Arhitration 
Claii.ses duriiifr the past year, and expresses the hope that those States whi<-h have not 
yet found it possible to adhere to these two international Acts will do so at an earlv 
date; 

4. Notes ivith satistaction that it is proposed to eonvene a Conference in the near 
tiiture with a view to achievinff frreater unformity in economic statistics: 

a. Notes with approval that the rei-ommendution that the E<-onomie and Finan¬ 
cial Selection of the Secretariat should issue a Statistical Year-lxMik has now borne 
truit, and recommends that this valuable vcduiin* sliould become one of the annual 
publications of the JiCaf^ue; 

(i. Observes with satisfaction the prof^ress which the Fleonoinic Committee has 
made in the study of the question of false declarations, in Customs matters, of the 
[iroffiessive assimilation of laws relaliny to bills of exchanpje and cheques, and of 
economic barometers, and hopc-s that no efl'ort will lie spared to brinp; this work to a 
successful issue ; 

7. Notes with satisfaction the prop’ress made in the Kc<momic Section’s 
enquiries regarding the direct and indirect means phued at the disposal of foreign 
jiurchasers in the different countries tor the ]uirpose of satisfying themselves of the 
quality of the goods which they acquire in those countries; 

Kecomniends that these eii([uiries should lie pursued on the lines imiicated in the 
provisional pamphlet communicated to the Second Committee and that the Goiern- 
meiits should assist the Secretariat in order that a further publhatiou, wliicli shoubi 
lie as comjdete as possible, may be issued at an early date.

ol. A Protocol on comniendal arbitration was adopted at the Fourth Assembly 
leeognising the universal validity as between Signatory States of clauses foi the 
■'cttlement of disputes by arbitration, which are voluntarily inserted in commercial 
• ontrai ts between the nationals of different countries. This Protocol has been ratified 
mi behalf of Great Hritain and various parts of the Hritish Empire, and a considerable 
iiuniber of foreign countries, but not by India. Gn the whole, the number ot asso¬ 
ciations has been considered disappointing, and this is believed to be due to the absence 
of any arrangements for the execution of arbitral awards. The lOeonomic Committee 
lias further been engaged in drawing up provisions to supplement the Protocol in this 
lesjiect, and the result of their labours came before the Fhghth Assembly in the form 
of a draft supplementary Prot<K-ol for the execution of awards. The Second Commit- 
lee, to whom this draft was referred, determined to refer it. together with the 
comments and observations of various Governnients. to a Sub-Committee <if legal 
experts for final prepiiration. A member of our Delegation. Sir Kdward Cliamier. 
served on this Sub-Committee, and his knowledge of the IJritish and Indian system ol 
law was of great value in ensuring that the Protocol was not modified to meet the 
lequirements of Continental law in such a manner as to make it unacceptable to 
countries in which the other system prevails. The new ('onvention (the Protocol toini 
having been replaced by that of a (Convention) is now open for signature, together 
with the original Instrument, and we under.stand that the Government of India will 
be prepureil to consider adhesion to the two Instruments taken togethei'. We under- 
‘'tand that this (^invention which, owing to its highly technhal character, did not 
receive much general attention, mav be ranked among the most solid ai'hievemeiits of 
Ihe Eighth As.sembly. 

'I’he following Ilesolution was adopted by the Assembly on 2t!tli Sejitember;_ 

Whereas the World Economic Conference recommended the Economic Committee .\ssen)Mv 
In endeavour to promote the extension in all countries of recourse to commercial Ueaolutiou 
i'l'bitration; (26 Sept,). 

Whereas, in connection with that recommendation, the Conference was of opinion 
that the beneficial results of the Protocol of 24th Sejitember, 1928. in regard to the 
lecognitiou of arbitration clamses in private »*ontracts, and particularly in commercial 
contracts, would not be fully realised until provision was made ensuring the enforce¬ 
ment of arbitral awards; 
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And whei'eas the Economic Conference recommended the Council of the Leug^e 
i)f Nations to take steps to submit to all States fjir siguatui’e at an earljr date the text 
of an affi'eement providing; for the exe<*ution of arbitral awards in c*omnien*ial 
matters: 

The Assembly: 

Recognising' the great importance which «'ommeifial cindes attach to the .settle¬ 
ment of this question; 

And having regard to the favourable rtfpoit subinitted to it by the Second 
(’oininittee whi<*h considered the various observations submitted and the various amend¬ 
ments proposed as a result of the <‘ominunication of a first draft to the Members of the 
1 .eugue: 

Decides to open the annexed (Convention* immediately for signature by all the 
Members t>f the League and by non-Meinber States which are already Contra«-ting 
Parties to the above-mentioned Protocol of 1928; 

And invites the Council to take whatever measures it may deem expedient to draw 
tlie atteiitiim of all Members of the Leogue and all non-Member States to the value of 
the above-mentioned Protocol and (’onvention ami to the conditions under which they 
may become Contiwting Parties to these agreements.

52. This (Committee has hitherto pluye«l a raoie prominent role than that of its 
twin organisation, the Economic Committee, but the re.sult of the re.solution athipted 
by the Assembly in regard t«> the lM’onomi«' Confereme will no douitt be t«* ailjust thi-, 
disparity. The principal tasks of the Financial (’ominittee have been the restoration 
i(f the An.strian and Hungarian <*urrencies and a number of other financial inettsnres 
of almost etjual imptirtance, such as those in connection with Danzig and Estonia 
and the financial supervision of the settlement of Greek and Bulgarian lefugees. 
Probably the League has not up to date made any <‘ontribntion to the general cause 
of peace and [H’osperitv greater than those which are covered by these headings. 
'I'hese important and valuable works have been mainly of interest to Europe, but 
anotlier problem which has been under the consi«h*ration of the Financial Committee, 
riz., that of double taxation and fiscal evasion, is of imne general appli<‘ation. The 
latter <iueslions have now reached a stage at which four draft (’onventions have been 
drawn up after long and exhaustive te«“hnical examination, ami have been <*ir<'ulate<l 
to Governments for consideration. 

58. The (’ommittee ha.s also made much progress with an interesting new .s«‘heme. 
which is Indieved to contain great possibilities. This is a scheme for the financial 
assistance «»f States which may he the victims of aggression. It arises fn>m proposals 
submitted by the Finnish Delegation to the Pj'epar:itory Coinmi.ssion for the Disarma¬ 
ment Conference, and its importance lies in the tact that it is a concrete applicuti4)n 
ol the principle of Article ll> of the (’ovenant, whicdi provi«les in principle that 
Members of the League who are attacked by another State should rec-eive ecomnnic 
and financial assistance from other Membeis. 'I'he pi'oject had only been circulate*! 
a short time before the Assembly, ami many Governments, including the Government 
of India, had not had an opportunity of examining it and formulating their attitude. 
In these circumstances the Assembly <-ouid not do more than recommend It for furthei 
favourable consideration in the light of the views of Government.s, when the.se have 
been collected. The British Delegation welcomed the s*-heme, and undertook to co¬ 
operate in it on the understanding that it formed part of a genet'al settlement <if the 
liissirmainent pr<ddein. This .scheme is referred to further in paragraph ,59. 

54. iSir Fazl-i-Husaiii spoke in tlu* course of tlie debate in the Se<‘ond (hnnmittee 
on the work of the Financial ('ommittee (see Appendi 111, Annex 1X>. He referivd 
to the valuable work whhdi the committee had done in enabling «'ountries which were 
suffering from a<'ute financial crises to .stabilise their currency ami to effe<-t budget 
e<|uilibrium, and to obtain through the credit and prestige «»f the League nece.ssary 
loins at a lower rate fd interest than would have been possible otherwise. Helj> given 
in this way was, he .said, help to individual <ountries, and In countries outside Europe 
there was a section of the public which was disposed to emphasise the fact that the 
beneficent work of the League was limited to a certain tract in Europe, and was there¬ 
fore not international in the larger sense of the term. As a rule it was only delegates 
honi countries directly affected by the work of the Financial Committee who timk part 
in this debate, and he felt obliged, as a delegate from a country which could not be 
included in this description, to meet the criticism which he had indicated. This work 
showed emphatically that the League was not a Ixidy of talkers, and it 
proved how effectively the League could deal with practical'problems. He rejoiced 
in this work because it enabled the Tieague to con.sohMate its position, and he was suit- 
that if requests similar to tho.se which had come from Austria, Hungary and other

In conclusion expresses the hope that the entire sch<*me which lias now been 
elaborated will be fully successful.

(1) Welcomes with (yreat satisfai-tion the successful flotation of the Hulp'arian 
refup:ee loan, providing funds for the cari'yinfr out of the scheme approved by the

(2) Takes note of the prof>iess already made in the work of makin<>- land and houses 
available for the occupation of the refugees; 

(.'$) Ex|)resscs the hope that, during tlie coming year, it will be possible to rccoid 
the I'ompletely satisfactory progress of the woi'k of settlement; 

(4) Desires to express its appreciation of the courage and residution disjilayed by 
the ilulgarian (lovei’iiment and the Commissioner of the League ot Nations in cairsin^ 
out the scheme.

:is far as jiossible. technical litihun between the work ot the Organisation and tlie 
specialised ailministrations aiul experts of n.ui-European countries. The 'I’liiid General 
('onfereiice was held al Geneva just before the Fiigbth .\ssembl\, and it adopted a new 
constitution which is designed to facilitate the representation and t>arliiipation oi 
tiislant countries. 

btj. We had the advantage of being represented in the Second Commiiiec when 
the report of the Third General Conference was under discussion, by Sir C. I’, llama 
swaiiii ,\yyar, who had been the delegatt* of India at the Conft'renee, and who w.i.- 
iherefore aciiuainted with the work of the Organisation and with its plans tor ilu* 
future. In recognition of the fact that the Organisation was endea\ouring to bio.olen 
its hitherto somewhat restricteil activities. Sir C. I*. Ramaswami .yvyar spoke in the 
Second (kunmittee (tor text see .\ppemlix III, Anni'X \ II) ami said that the labouis 
of the Third Conference had marked a grinit advance towards the mutual understamling 
of national ami international problems. He noted the fact that Stales whicli were not 
Members of the League, such as the 1 nited Slates ot .\meri<‘a and Egypt, and also 
powerful organisations like the International Chamber of (’ommerce, had co-operated. 
IL' referred to the proposal which had been adopted in reganl to the application <d a 
system of idenfif.v <‘ertificates in lieu of national passports to persons who were without 
nationality or whose nationality coubl not be ascertained, and was glad that this scheme 
had been adopted in a form which temled to obviate the objections which had been fell 
bv certain countries. 'I'he decision on these proposals was in the form of a rectimmen- 
dation, and not of a resolution binding upon Governments. With regard to the 
proposals for the collection and exchange of information on lommunications he was 
glad that the Conference had dispelled the fears which were entertained at one time 
that a special organisation of considerable size idiarged with new work was going to be 
created. The scheme as it left the Conference had been restricted to the collection of 
information of a non-confidential character which was already at the «lisposal of Govern¬ 
ments. and the provi.sion of wliiidi would involve Governments in no additional expense. 
Tt may be noteil, however, that when this scheme eaine before the Fourth Committee 
tor approval of a supplementary estimate of the League budget, the Fourth Committee 
took the view, in which the Imlian ihdegate concurred, that desirable as the collection 
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III' this iiifonnutiuii luift'lit 1 )p. the work was of less uiKenfy «utl necessity than other 
tasks for whit’h supplenieiilary estinintos were demanded, and it therefore decided by 
a majority vote not to approve the supjtlementary c.stimate. It may be observed .that, 
since the (bmeral (conference, and under the new (‘onstitution of the Organisation which 
was approved at the Conference, the interests of Asia in the work of the Organisation 
have been recognised by the app<tinfment <tf a Siamese member to the Advisory and 
Technical (’ommittee. 

The Assembly adopted the following Res<dution on 20th September: — 

The Assembly: 

K.xpresses to the Advi.sory and Technical Committee for Communii'ations and 
'I'ransit its satisfaction for the work accomplished in tlie course of the yfur; 

Is gratified that the Third Oeneral Conferem'e on Communications and.'Transil 
has achieved successful results on all the items of its agenda and has contributed to the 
establishnnmt of closer relations between the Organisation for (\)nimunicntions and 
Tiansit and the Stat(‘s nou>Members on the Ijeague; 

Invites tlie Advisory and 'Technical (i’ommitieo to take in hand at an early date 
the study of (he (|uestions raised during the Conference’s debates on the Committee’s 
work; 

Approves the provisions of the new Statute for the Communications and 'Transit 
Organisation for (he application of which the Assembly’s consent is necessary; 

.\ttaching special importance to the cidlection and utilisation of information on 
I omniunic’ations, urges the Afembers of the League to facilitate the collection of the 
information necessary to (he Organisation for t^)mmunications and Transit, in con- 
foimity with the resolutions adopted by the Conference, and trusts that, when under¬ 
taking the cidb'ction and utilisation of this information, the .\dvis«iry and 'Technical 
Committee will effect a constant improvement in the co-operation l»etween the Organi¬ 
sation and the experts and administrations of the various countries, particularly of 
tlie non-European countries, whether Afembers of the f.eague or not; 

And invites the Afembers of tlie JiCague to consider favourably the rei'omiiieudation.s 
adopted by the Conference with regal'd to identity documents for persons without 
nationality.

A ConfeisMice was held at (feneva in July last for the creation ol this body which 
has been discussed at previous .As.semblies, and is referred to in the Reports of jneviou-. 
rndian Delegations. India was represented at tlie Conference by Dr. Paranjpye, but 
lias not yet decided to join the Cnion. 'The results of tlie Confei-ence were reported to 
ihe Second Committee, on whose recommendation the Assembly passed the following 
Resolution on 22nd Se|)teniber: — 

'The Assciiihly : 

Highly gratified at the success of the Conference for the Creation of an Inter¬ 
national Relief Union; 


Convinced that the (lovernments, before which the results of the Conference have 
now been laid, will definitely decide to co-o|)erate in this work of international solidarity ; 


Offers its thanks to Senator Ciraolo, to the President of the Conference, and to the 
iiieiiibers of (he Preparatory (.’omniittee for the scheme on which the Conference’s work 
was based, and requests the President of the Conference and the members and experts 
ot the Preparatory Committee to hold themselves at (he Council’s disposal to propose 
to it all measures that may be calculated to facilitate the putting into force and the 
application of the Convention concluded by the Conference. 


COMMITTEE III.—Arbitration, Security and Reduction of Armaments. 

')T. In addition to the material describing the preparatory work during the. lust 
12 months for the Disarmament Conference, which included various studies of legal 
ijiiestions in regard to security arising out of the (Covenant, the 'Third (Committee hud 
before it the Dutch proposal for the further study of the principles of arbitration, 
security and disarmament, and the Polish projiosal for the prohibition of all wars of 
aggre.ssion, both of which had been referred to it by the Assembly. Further proposals, 
winch will be referred to shortly, were introduced in the course of the discussions of the 
(Jommittee by the French, (lerman, llelgian, Norwegian and Finnish Delegations, .'The 
(Committee, had thus to deal with a bewildering, and to some extent conflicting, mass of 
material, and it was no small achievement to produce from this a series, of propositions 
which were coiierent, lucid and of great value. 'The Committee held 11 meetings, each 
of which lasted for several hours.

riH. S]>euking towanla tli« and <»t' the jfeueral discussion in the Third Coiuiuittee, 
Lord liylton describ«Ml the position of India (f<»r text see Appendix 111, Annex XI). 
He said that India was less intimately <-oncerned with the subject of tlie debate than 
other countries whose delep-ates had taken a jtrominent part in it. The army main¬ 
tained in India for internal security and for the defen<-e of its laml frontiers had been 
considei-ably re<lu«-ed in re«'ent years. 'I’iie task upoji wliich it was enp:ug:ed was dift'erent 
from that which iimst delefjates had in mind when they spoke of war and the alterna¬ 
tives t»» war. The maj«»rity of the Members of the l,ea*fue were nations whose armaiiLeuts 
existed t<i deal with a continj^ency which they believed to be remote and they hoped 
would never arise. India, on the l•ontra^■y, had on her frontiers tribes whose traditions 
anti iiistinct,s and habits of life were those of war; not war a^. a resort to force as a final 
measure after all the resources of tliploniacy hatl been exhausted, but war in a more 
primitive sense tts ttn almost tlaily occupation ami as a jtrofessiou tjf brif^anda^e. With 
such neiffhbours the siMiirities which the Ltnigue hatl to oiler cinild be of tio value. He 
therefore aiiilressetl tlie Committee rather as a sincere believer in the value of the League 
than us a delegate of a country wiiich derived any special advantage from the security’ 
oll'ered by the League. He iiad been struc-k l>y the value wliich speakers seemed to attach 
to the reafiirmation of principles whicl) had alrea«ly been accejited not merely as ideals 
l)ut as practical obligations. Tlie danger was not that the ]irinciples of the League 
should be forgotten, but that they should <ome to be regarded as no more than formube 
or I'ounsels of perfection which belonged to the region of ideals rathei- than to the 
pia«*tice of States. He said it was the business of the Committee not merely to dream 
of disarmament, or to realiirm geneial piim-iples, but to work out their ])ractical appli¬ 
cation in a world of realities. Some were inclined to insist on the need for action, 
others on the diffii-ulties tif action; both lines of thought were helpful. It was the 
fiublie opinion <if the w«irld whii-h was the nnitive force of the League; some currents 
of opinion might ap|>ear t<i be opposed to their wishes «ir ends; they <-ould not be 
ignoi’iai, and it was imposible to go against them, but by tacking either to the right 
or to the left it might be possible to make even those mirrents serve for jirogress towards 
the goal. It was a (juestion in that Committee not of defining the goal, but of finding 
means of a]ipi‘oaching it. If one means proved abortive, another must lie sought. If 
one c-onfereiice on disarmament failed, it was better to exjilore the causes of its failure 
than to bewail the fm-t. The task of the League was to improve, if jiossible, the 
machinery of arbitration, to make that nn‘thod of settling disputes more attractive to 
the nations of the world, to increase, if possible, the secui'ity whii'h could be afforded 
against aggression and so to make possible that prog7'essive disarmament which every 
country desired for its well-being and development.

.'’>9. 'I'he Fremdi Delegation submitted a draft re.solution recoinmemliug the con¬ 
clusion or ai bitrat ion agreements between States in order to creati* the mutual confidence 
which was inilispiuisable to the effective continuance of the woik of the Preparatory 
Committee; secondly, requesting tlie Council to direct that Committee to study simul¬ 
taneously with the preparation of a draft ('onvention for the limitation and reduction 
oi armaments, measures calculated to give all States such guarantees of security es 
would enable them to redine their armaments to the lowest possible figure in their 
proposals at the ('onfeience; and thirdly, expressing the oiiinmn that such measur«-s 
would be found in spei-ial security agreements, and a modification of the jirovisions of 
the Protocid of 1!)2-1 in tin- direction of greater elastii-ily which would enable States 
to graduate their commitments according to the relations existing between themselves 
and other States. 'I'he (lerman I)eh-gation, with reference to the suggestion that the 
Prepurafoiy (kimmittee should not continue its work until further international security 
had been attained, observeil that (rermany and certain other States had already been 
di.sarmed, aiul urged that the Conference should be held on the basis of the existing 
conditions of .security. Count HernstofV proposed that the Preparatory Committee 
should be urged to complete its work as soon as jmssible and thus enable the Council 
to convene the Di.sarniament Conference before the next ordinary session of the 
Assembly. The l)uti-h, French and (irermaii propo.sals were referred to a 
Snb-(!ommittee which threw them into the form of a single draft resolution. 
Two notioeable modifications were introdu<-e<l. As drafted by the Sub- 
('ommittee the resolution provides for the appointment of a Special Committee to study 
measur»*s relating to guarantees of .security instead of leaving this to the Preparatory 
(kiininittee, and suggests that one of those measures might consi.st in invitations from 
the (kmncil to the several States to inform it of the measures which they would be 
prepared In take to sup|)ort the Council's dei isioii in the event of a conflict breaking out 
in a given region. After some discussion as to the meaning of the .second alteration, 
the draft of the Sub-Committee was in substance approved by the Thii’d Committee. 
It was .specially made clear that it was for the individual States in their replies to 
indicate what, if any, was the “ given region ” in which they would be prepared to 
take measures to support a decision of the Council. The Belgian Delegation drew 
attention to the diffii-ulty of limiting air armaments without interfering with civil 
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aviatiou aihl to the recoiiiinendatioas of the Preparatory Committee on this suhjeet, 
and proposetl a Ue.snlution to the effect that it was desirable that tlie development of 
civil aviation should he directed solely towards economic ends, to the exeltfsiuii c'f 
military considerations. Tliis proposal was approved. The Norwegian Delegation i»ro- 
posed the opening of an optional Convention for obligatory arbitration <if disputes. 
After a reference to the First Committee it was decided that the subject should be con- 
sidere«l by the I’n'paratory Committee on Disarmament. Lastly, the Third (Committee 
ae<-epted a resolution proposed by the Finnish Delegation on the subject of giving finan¬ 
cial assistance to a State which miglit be the vi«'tim of aggression. Cord Lytton stated 
that he had had no instructions i-egarding this proposal, and made it clear that by voting 
for the resolution he would not <'ommit the Government of India to apy financial 
liability. It was stated in reply to Tjord liytton that in a<‘cepting the res<dution the 
Assembly would only be authorising further study of the scheme. 

GO. At the close of its proceedings the Third Committee submitted to the Assembly 
a series of five resolutions dealing comprehensively with the Dutch, French, German, 
Norwegian. Helgian and Finnish proposals, also with re])orts of the Council regarding the 
methods to be employed in order to enforce the obligations of the Covenant, as expedi¬ 
tiously as ])ossible and the working of the organs of the lieague in times of emergency.

Sl'MMAKV Ol' RkSOI.PTIO.N ON DlSAUM.XMKNT. 

01. The leading features of the fifth and most important of these resolutions, 
which deals with the Preparatory (’ommittee for the Disarmament (’ouference, are 
briefly as follows: [1 lecords a conviction thut the principal condititm of siu-cess in the 
work of disarmament is “that evei-y State should be sure of not having to ])rovide 
unaided for its security by means of its own armaments, and should be able to rely also 
on the organi.sed collective action of the Ticague of Nations.” It asks for the completion 
of the technical work of the Preparatory Committee to be hastene<l, and for the 
(k)nfeience on the limitation and redui-tion of armaments to be convened immediately 
this work has b«>en completed. This ?neets the view of the German Delegation that 
disarmament is possible and should be proceeded with under existing coiulitions of 
security. At the same time, to im-et the view that increased security must be found, 
the resolution letjiiests that the Prepaiatory (hunmittee should be authorised to create 
without delay a Committee whose duty wouhl be to consider, on the lines indicated 
by the Preparatory Committee, ” the measures capable of giving to States the guarantees 
of arbitration and security necessary to enable them to fix the level of their armaments 
at the lowest possible figures in an international disarmament agieement." The 
resolution goes on to indicate that these measures should be sought in a variety of ways, 
and in enumerating these ways it advot'ates the jtrinciple of legional agieements, of 
which the Ijocarno Treaties are the type. These agreements are described as those 
" which the States Members of the League may conclude among themselves, irrespective 
of their (ddigations under the (h)vcnant. with a view to making their commitments 
proportionate to the degree of scdidarity of a geograjdiical or other nature existing 
between tlmniselves and other States.” The residution concfiides with the idea to whi<di 
we have already referred that the Council should invitt* the several States to inform it 
“of the measures which th.ey would be prepared to take, irrespe<‘tive of their obligations 
under the ('ovenant, to snjjport the Council’s decisions or recommendations in the event 
of a conflict breaking out in a given region.” 

On 24th September the Assembly appi'oved by ndl call the following Declaration 
concerning Wars of Agressi(»n : — 

The A.ssembly, 

Recf>gnising the .solidarity which unites the community of nations; 

lleing inspired by a firm desire for the maintenance of general peace; 

Being convinced that a war of aggression can never serve as a means of settling 
international disputes and is, in consequeiu-e, an international crime; 

Considering that a solemn renunciation of all wars of aggression would tend to 
create an atmosphere of general c-onfidence calculated to facilitate the progress of the 
work undertaken with a view to disarmament; 

Declares: 

(1) That all wars of aggression are, and shall always, be prohibited; 

(2) That every pacific means must be employed to settle disputes, of every 

description, which may arise betw'een States. 

The Assembly declares that the States Members of the League are under an obliga¬ 
tion to conform to these principles. 

On 2fith September the Assembly approved the fcdlowing Resolutions and 
Recommendations <-oncerning Arbitration, Security, Disarmament ami the work of the 
Preparatory Committee for the Disarmament Conference: — 

I. Whereas in certain countries there is at pre.sent a clo.se connection, from the 
technical point of view and from the jxcint of view of organisation, between the re(|uire- 
meiits ami developments of civil aviation and those of military aviation; 
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And whereas this connection lends to difficulties in limiting air urniunicnts without 
hainperin^; civil aviation; 

The Asseinhly, 

Declares that it is desirable, for this jmrpose, that the developiueiit of civil aviation 
should he dire<‘ted solely t«)wards e«-oiioniic- ends to the exclusion of military interests; 

lte(‘oinmends all States Members of the beaffue of Nations to act as far as possible 
on the reconiinendati«>ns made in this conne<'tion by the l’rej)aratoiy t’oiiiniission for 
the Disarniuinent C<»nference; 

And re(|uests the ('ouncil to insfrm‘1 the Advisory and Technical ('ommittee for 
(.'oiiimuni<'ations and Transit to consider practical methods likely to facilitate the 
conclusion of the a^'reements between aviation undertakings in the various countiies 
which are refei red to in these re«-«>mmendations.

(Convinced (hat, in this connection, it is of the utmost im])oi'tance to ensure the 
rapid w<»rkin;' <d' the oi”:aiis of the beapfue of Nations at times of emer;'ency ; 

('onsideriu": that their intervention in (he shortest p«issible time may i»r«>ve to be 
an essential comlition for the pri-vention war; 

Trustiii;; that ^yreater facilities for the immediate o]>eration of the ma«diineiy of 
the beae-ue of Natiitiis will assist the work of disarmament; 

Inspired by the spirit and i)H>visions of the (}on\enant; 

Reasserts (hat it is the oblie-ution of the States IVlenibers of the I,ea;rue of Nations 
to fa«'ilitate by every means in their power the rapit! meetin;r of the Coun<-il at times 
of emeiffeiK'y; 

Invites the States Members of the T,ea;'ue of Nations to take in advam-e all 
m'cessary measures for this purpose; 

(’ont'iatulates the Council on haviii;' studied the (juestion, to which the Assembly 
attaches the ;>:reatest imi>ortance, and re<|uests the (’ouncil to continue its stmlies. 
particularly in re;'ar<l to telephonic communications between the s»-at of the beaKne

Beings convinced that the principal condition of this success is that every State 
should Im* sure of not having to provide unaided for its security by means of its own 
arinainents and should be able to rely also on the orjyanised «'ollective action of the 
Iiea^ue of Nations; 

Affirmin'; that sm-h action should aim chiefly at fore-siallinj; »»r arrestint; any 
resort to war and, if need be, at effectively ]»rotectinff any State victim of an affjfression; 

BeiiiK convinced that the burdens which may thereby be imposed on the different 
States wilt be the more readily ac<-epted by them in pi‘opo]'ti<m as—

1. Recommends the ju-ofriessive extension of arbitration bv means of special or

to the complete su<‘«'ess of the C-onferem-e on the Famitation and Reduction of 
Armaments;

In the systematic preparation of the machinery t'o be employed by the or>;nns of 
the Tieuf;ue of Nations with a view to enabling: the "Members of the Iieup:ue to perform 
their obligations under the various aiticles of the Covenant; 

Fn n>;reenients which the Statc*s Members of the Tjeap:ue may conclude anion^ 
theinselves, irrespective of their iddiprations under the (hivenant, with a view to making; 
their comniitments proportionate to the dej;ree of solidarity of a (;eof;raphical or other 
nature existinj; betw’een them and other States; 

And further, in an invitation from the Council to the several States to inform it of 
the mea.sures which they would be prepared to take, irrespeidive of their oblif;atiuus 
under the Covenant, to support the (Viuncil’s decisions or recommendations in the 
event of a conflict breaking; out in a ^iven re(;ion, each States indicatiiif; that, in a 
particular ca.se, either all its forces, or a certain part of its military, naval or air forces 
could forthwith intervene in the conflict to support the (Council’s deci.sions or 
recommendations.

62, The Assembly passed a resolution on this .subject last year and actinf; on 
that the (hnincil referred the draft Convention w’hich had been drawn up ti; a Special 
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(with iusliiu'tions to prepare a final draft which nuKht serve as a basis for 
an International (Jonference. The Spe(!ial Coininit.t.ee,,iiiet in March 1927 and prepared 
a report, which showed that there were fundamental differences of opinion between the 
nii>nibers. Several speakers referred to the subject in the Thinl (Jomniittee. The 
Committee appeared to lx; unanimous in tliinkiiiK that a solution «>f the problem was 
indispensable in connectir)n with the question of disarmament. The majority seemed 
to be imdined to the view that the juivate manufacture of arms must be dealt with in 
a manner dilfercnt from that provided for State manufa»‘ture. The Third (hminiittee 
proposed, and the Assembly approved, a resolution reaHirmin^ the f^reat importance 
of the subject and sujrf'estinp; a (Convention jiroviding for the superintendence of the 
private manufacture of arms and for publicity with repaid to the manufacture of arms 
either by a State or by a jirivate person or firm. 

The following is the text of the Resolution adopted by the Assembly on 24th 
September: —

COMMITTEE IV.—Budgetary and Financial Questions. 

Tite liEAcrK Budget. 

(».'{. 'I'hose who remember the Report of the Indian Dclepation at the last Assembly 
will be aware that the Assembly approved a Resolution of the Fourth (Committee which 
was moved by Sir (C. 1*. Ramaswanii Ayyar, the Indian delegate on that Committee, 
t*> the effect that it was desirable, without puttinp obstacles irt the way of the develop¬ 
ment of (Iw Leapue, to kee|) in view a maximum limit of expcmliture with the object 
of securinp that the contributions of indiA’idual States should not normally in future 
exceed their contributions for that year. It was naturally the object of the Indian 
Delepution this year to remind the Fourth Committee and the Assembly of this 
Resolution and to semne as far as possible that this principle was not disregarded. 

I!4. In the budget which was iiresented to this year’s Assembly the total estimates 
for 1928 were placiMl at 24,S79,t>22 francs, the real increase of expenditure on the 
basis of these estimates as compaied with the budget approved for 1927 being abo\it 
lOO.OIlO francs. The estimates for the Secretariat and the Permanent ((ourt of Inter¬ 
national Justice taken together showed a small decrease, and the increase of the total 
was caused by an increase in the estimates for the International I.abour (Organisation. 
It had Iwen stated, on the authority of the Secretaiy-General, that although the gross 
expenditure contemplated for 1928 was greater than that for 19‘27, the net burden on 
each Member of the League would not in all probability be heavier in view of the 
ilistT’ibution among the Members of the League of the greater part of the suri>lus for 
192(1. The statement was welcome to us as showing incidentally the effect of the 
Indian Delegation’s Resolution last year, but we had to take into account (1) the 
normal practi<‘e of bringing Supplementary Estimates of <-onsiderable amounts before 
the As.senibly, (2) the possible retirement of Spain and Brazil next year, and (2) the 
possibility of a considerable charge falling upon the League of Nations in two or 
three .yoais’ time in respect of the Singapore Buivaii (a matter of great interest to 
India), when the Rockefeller contributions, by which the Bureau is chiefly supported 
at present, come to an end. The retiivment of Spain and Brazil next year has still 
to be rec'koned with. We have hopes that the financing of the Singapore Bureau for 
a considerable further period may be assured witinmt heavy additional charges falling 
upon the Ijoague. In regard to Supplementary Estimates, a serious position was 
revealed. Supplementary' Estimates of nearly l,0(H),(K)0 francs were submitted by the 
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Leuf^ue aulliorilies lit the Supervisory (’oiiniiis.sion. and allt’r pruiiiii^ by the Supei- 
visory Conuiiission, were presented to the Eourtli (%)nitnitt(‘e to the amount fd' over 
titlO.OtK) francs. Tlie.se, it was uiidei-slood, woultl iiwrease the unit of coiitrilnilion 
(the number of units for which India, is responsible l>ein*; •'»(>) by widl over l.tMMl fiancs 
after all off-.sets haA’e been allowed for. The ta.sk of Iryinn' lo cITcct reductions was, 
therefore, incumbent upon those delef^ations, imdudiufi- our own. who are actuated 
by motives of economy in jiractii-e as well as in principle. 

()5. The ffeneral debate on the binlffet wa.s opened by the Uritish dele<fale, Sir 
Edward Jfilton Younp-, who was followed by Sir ('. I*. Uaniasuami Ayyar. The 

latter said that his llesidution of last year had been put forward not only from purely 
economic consiilerations, but also to eiisuie that States that were far removed from 
immediate scene of the labouiis of the I.eaf^ue mi^ht be assui-ed that its work was of 
as comprehensive and univci-sal a <*haracter as possible. New commitments entered 
into should be considei-ed with reference to what would happen not only durinj!: Ihe 
year under n*view, but in future years. He also refei-red to (b«> im]>ortancc of applying' 
a llesolutitin passeil by a previous Assembly lo the effect that ■'jiccial in vest ijraf ions 
made in the interest of om* or more Membeis <if the [jcae-ue should be paid for b\ 
those Members, and he ui’fred that when States which were not Members of the Eeaf^ue 
took paid in Oonfei-ences orfraniseil by the Tienprue those States should be e.\pecte«i to 
pay their fair share of the expenses of su<-h (’(inferences. Ili* also r(‘ferre(l to the 
necessity foi r(«<>:ulatiiifj the publications of the l,eap‘U(> as far as possibb* on a sound 
commercial basis, and su{jf;ested that apfents should be apiiointed in distant countries 
with a view to the dissemination of tho.se publications. In the course of the subs(>- 
(pient debate on the details of the budp-e.t he raised various points of detail, as. for 
instance, in leffard to the tinancin" of the Sin<j:apore Hurean in repard to the (‘stimate 
presented for the settlement of disputes under the Transit (>ip-anisation, and as to 
the proposal to authorise the Transit ()rp:anisation 'o colb-ct inlormation on the 
subject of communications. lie served as a member ol a Sub-(lommittce to d(*al 
with a proposal for the formation of an administrative tribunal to settle an.\ |Miint 
which mip-ht arise in connection with tlu* cfintracts under which meiubei-s of the staff 
of the i^ecretariat and Tnternational liubour Otlici' are si'rvinp. He was also selecteil 
to serve as one of the members of tbe Eoui’th Committee* di>|iuted to (•ouf<*r Avitb 
members of the First Committee in repard to the pi-oposals foi tbe Codification ol 
International fjaw. The text of this speech will lx* found in .Xppendix Ml. 
Annex XTT. 

(iti. Sir (’. 1*. Hamaswami Ayyar’s remarks are* r('fl(>cti*d. lop-ether with those of 
other delepates, in the Tlepoi-t of the Fourth Committee. This Heport indicates that 
the expenditure of the Eeapue was not increasin'p in proiiortion to tin* new tasks 
entru.sted to the licap-Aic and to the im-reased work thereliv involv(>d for the vai-ious 
orfjans of the Tieap-ue. So far as fifrures are a reliable p-uide. tin* amount of work done 
by the staff has pniwii considerably in rc'cent years, ff the .\ssembl\ decided to 
entrust new task to the vSecretariat, it was mu-essary either to incri'asi* tin* budpci oi 
to suspend temporarily .some part of the normal duties ot the Secretarial. 'I'he 
Report indicates a view that if the expenditure of tin* I.eapiu* is not to be developed 
indefinit(*ly. the Eeapue will sooner or later be obliped to impo.se limits on re<)uesls 
for fuither expenditure, and it is suppested that the Assembl\ mipbt at some time 
b(* invited to ap])oint a small body to d<*id with f-ur1h(*r projiosals for (‘xp<*nditur(*, 
and to examine the order in which new task entrusted to the Eeapue slioubl be under¬ 
taken. The lleport also states that the l’nbli<'ations Department is bcin^- r(‘orpanised, 
with a view to placinp it.s operations upon a more commi*rcial basis, and that a 
considcrablv larper amount in respect of receipts from the sab's of publications was 
anticipated in the near future.

(•7. tin the subject of Supplementary Estimates a loop and arduous debate took 
place. Thi.s debate re vended in the Fourth Committee a real and earnest desire for 
economy, althouph it may be open to cpiestion whetlu'r this desire was fully imple¬ 
mented. At the same time it indicated unmistakably the peculiai- difficulties id’ 
financial ('ontjAil in the uniipie circumstances of the Leap'uc, which arise from the 
absence of an executive authority with power to determine the priority in which 
pnjposals involvinp expenditure should be undertaken. The fiidian Delepation, 
topethcr with the Jlritish D('lepation, followt*d the pidicy of suj)portinp the authority 
of the Supei-vksory Commi.ssion, which is the most elTective orpan for financial control 
in the Eeapue’s yM>ssession, and for the cnnition (d’ which, it may be i-emcmbered, a 
past Indian Deletjation was larpely responsible. 1’liis (’omrukssion, of which Dird 
Meston is a member, scrutinises in the most thorouphi and efficient manner the financial 
provision for the measures which the lj(^apue has in hand or d(>cides to take in ban<l. 
but it lacks the ultimate power of selection amonp those measuii^s. It is, in our A’ieAV, 
very desirable, if not necessaty, that in the near future the Assembly should find some 
means <»f satisfyinp the principle, which is an esseidial part of the financial procedure 
of national Governments. Serious warnings were expressed in the F(»urth Oommittee

iitid was due to come uj> for turther coiisi<lera(ion at the As.seinl)ly of 1928. The 
l>ud>re( for 1928 included an estimate to provide for a lueetin;*: this winter of the 
Staiidiiift Coiniuittee on Allocation of Expenses, .so that new proposals ini^hi he 
hrouffht hefore tlie next As.seinhly. When this estimate came before the Eourtli 
Com'mittei*, M. Reveillaml, the Fyench delejtate, who is chairman of the Allocation 
Committci'. said that, after consideriiift the e<()nomic conditions of the various 
countries he had comi> to the <-onclusion that the penerai economic situation of the 
world would not be sutfii-iently stable, at any rate for some years !<► come, to permit of 
any satisfactory ])ermaneut settlement of this nuestion in the immediate future. Tn 
these circumstances, he thou);:ht that there would be ni> object in holding' a session of 
the (tommitlee as had been intended, and ai’cordingly he proposed a reduction of the 
estimate. The claims of India for a reduction of her share of the expenditure of the 
l.cague have always been stronigly pressed in the past. .\s it bail not*been anticipated 
that the matter would be raised this year, the Indian Delegation had no definite 
instructions and were not in a position to accept any arrangement under which the 
pii'sent scale would continue in force for a number of years. There was obviously 
nothing to be gained by insisting on a meeting of the Allocation (humnittee being 
held during the present winter, as the Fourth Pommittec was clearly impressed with 
M. Reveillaud's arguments, which were, in fact, of a convincing nature. Sir P. 1’. 
llamaswami Avyar, on behalf of the rndian Delegation, confined himself to securing 
an understanding that the acceptance of the proposal to reduce the estimate did not 
restrict the liberty of the next .Assembly to discuss the matter again.

•‘5. The Assembly adopts, in so far as they have been approved by the Fourth 
Pommittee, the conclusions of the various reports of thc> Supervisory (\unmission 
submitted to its consideration. 

•1. The Assembly adopts the conclusions of the report of the Fourth Pommittee. 

'I’lie .Assembly requests the Secretary-fJcneral. 

1. To continue negotiations with the Phinc.se (lovernment. with a view to arriving 
III .some arrangement by which the contributions in arrears tnay be Iii|uidated: 

2. To make further representations, through such channels as he may consider 
appropriate, to the other States at present in arrears; 

.‘1. 'I’o submit to the ('ouncil in due course a report showing the results of the 
action taken by him. 

The .As.sembly decides, 

(1) To apply once more the system at present" in force, under which no changes 
will be made in the .salaries in 1928; 

(2) To in.struct the Salaries .Adjustment Pommittee to make a new enquiry into all 
till' a.spects of this question, with the bel]) of the competent services of the Secretariat 
and of the International Labour Office, and to .submit the results to the Supervisory 
Pommission at its se.ssion in .lanuary 1928; 

(d) To instruct the Supervi.sory Pommission to submit a general report on the 
question to the Assembly at its ninth ordinary .se.ssion. 

.Subject to the amendment of form suggested by the Fourth Pommittee, the 
Assembly adoiits the annexed .Statute* e.stablishing a League of Nations Administrative 
Tribunal. 

The A.s.sembly of 1981, however, will consider, in the light of the experience 
gained, whether (here is reason to abrogate or amend the said Statute. 

The .Assembly’s resolution of 17th December 1920, giving to certain otiicials in 
case of dismissal a right of ajipeal to the Pouncil or to the (loverning Body of the 
International liabour Office, is abrogated as from 1st .lanuary 1928.

CONSTKUCTION OF NeVV LbAGUE OF NATIONS UuiLDINUS. 


Assembly 

Resolution 


SI. ■ For the earlier history of this mutter reference is invited to the Heport of 
the Indian Deljration to the Special Assembly of 192G. This Assembly had,approved 
proposals for llie construction of a new Assembly Hall and of new oflices for the 
Secretariat and for the purchase of the building land. It hud adopted a provisional 
estimate of nearly 17,000,000 francs, including a sum of 4,000,000 francs which is 
the guaranteed price for the sale of the building at present occupied by the Secretariat. 
A competition of architects has since been held, and as many as 077 designs were 
submitted. The Jury of Architects which examined these plans decided unanimously 
that the results of the competition did not justify it in recommending any one of 
the plans for execution. They decided to dispose «)f the prize money by giving nine 
equal prizes to the nine competitors whose designs appeared to them to be (he best, 
and further .smaller sums to .18 further designs, arrangeil in two cla.sses of nine each, 
which were considered worthy of honourable mention. Wlien tlie report«of the Jury 
of An-hitects came before the Assembly a Committee <if five members was appointed to 
consider the f|uestion and report back to the Assembly. This (’ommittee rep»)rted 
that, after allowing tor the purchase of land and other general exiicnses, and for 
interest on the i-ash balance actually in the l.eagtie's jM)s.session, and for the guaranteed 
sale price of the present Secretariat buibling, there would be a sum of I.'),400,()()() francs 
available tor building purposes. They thought that the sum available would not be 
sufficient to ensure that the new buildings would, without being actnally luxurious, 
be .satisfactory from the icsthetic as well as from the practical iioint of view, and they 
believed that it was neces.sary to contemplate an increasi* of the credit allotted to 
a|ipro.\imately 19,500,000 fiancs. (In their recommendation the Assembly approved 
in principle that the sum to he spent on the new buildings should be increa.sed to 
approximately this figure, on the understanding that the exact amount of the sui>ple- 
mentary credit necessary would be submitted to the .Vssemblv at its next .session. 
The Committee further ex|)rcssed the view that the ultimate choice of a idan should 
be made from among tho.se which received the nine eiinal jirizes, and it recommended 
that a small Coniniilfee shonld be appointed with full powers to choose, with any 
changes that might be necessary, the plan which in their opinion most nearly .satisfied 
requirements. After some discussion in the Assembly these rcc'ommendations were 
approved, and the members who had served on the Committee which had made these 
recommendations were appointed to constitute the Committee which is to continue to 
deal with the question. 

The A.s.sembly adopted the following Resolution on 26th September: — 

The Assembly: 

Approves the reiiort of the Sjiecial Committee of five nuunbers in regard to the new 
buildings; 

Approves, in principle, that the amount to be spent on the new buildings may be 
Increa.sed to apjnoximately 19,5()(),()()0 francs. The exact amount ot the sui>plementary 
credit nece.ssary will be submitted to the A.s.semhly at the next .session; 

Empowers a Committee I’omposed as follows:—M. Adatci, M. Osusky, if. Politis, 
M. UiTutia and Sir Edward Hilton Young, to study the nine plans awarded the equal 
prizes of 12,01)6 francs in the architects’ comi>etition, and to choose, with any changes 
(hat may lie necessary, a plan which in its opinion complies most nearly with the 
practical and icsthetic reiinirements. The decision of this Committee will be submitted 
to the Council of the Ijeague ot Nations for approval and ratification, and will be 
communicated to the Assembly at the next session. 

The above rc.solution was jiropo.sed by a Special (Committee .set up by the Assembly 
at its eleventh meeting, on 10th .September 1927, to present sugge.stions regarding 
the deci.sion to be taken in the matter of the new I.eague Buildings. 'I'he report of 
the Special Committee and the re.solution were subseciuently submitted to the Fourth 
Committee, in accordance, with the A.ssembly’s deci.sion, and atqmived by it.

Ij-ugub of N.\tions Eibrary. 

82. Before leaving this subject we ought to mention the munificient gift of 
|2,0()(),0()0 from Mr. John H. Rockefeller, Jr., for the comstructiou and endowment of 
a new beagne of \:itions Library. The _As.sembly naturally confirmed with gratitude 
the acceptance hy fhe Council of tlii.s gift, the purpose of which can he adequately 
carried out with the certainty that no liabilities will in future be imposed on the 
Members of the Ijeague on account of its acceptance. This gift will render possible 
the formation and maintenance of a library on a much more extended .scale than that 
which at jnesent exists in the .Secretariat or could otherwise be contemplated. Tt will 
greatly improve the facilities, of which there is an increasing need, for research work 
and for students. 
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Th« following i.s tho text of the Kesoliitioins adopted by tlie Assembly on 12tli 
September: — 

lu aceordaiK-e with Aitielo 28 (ti) of tho Financial Regnlutions of the Tjeague, Assembly 
the Assembly confirms with gratitude the acceptance by the Council of tho League 
of the gift of two million dollars offered by Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., for the 
construction and endowment of a League of Nations Library. 


COMMITTEE V.—Social and General Questions. 

Ciiii.JJ Welfaiik. 

88., Indian Delegations of the past two years have been som»*what con«erned 
with the appearance of a tendem y on the part of the Child Welfare Committee to take 
too wi«le a view of its ju'oper sphere of operations. In 1925 the .Maharaja of I’atiala, 
and in I92(ithe, Maharaja <if Kapurthala, l•onsidered it desirable to exjiress apprehension 
as to the conse(|uencea that might result fiom any invasion of areas of i)urel,v dtunestic 
concern, and from a jKdicy of frying to apply indiscriminately ideas or criteria which 
for social or even religious reasons might not be imiversallv ap])li< ablc. This tendency 
had been noticed also by other observtu’s, and the Cominitte»‘ hatl been advised by tin* 

(Jouncil of the la'aguc to “ endeavour so to nai'row the field of each jiarticular enquiry 
as to produce results of practical value to Governments.” At the Assembly of 1928. 
the Fifth Comniitt<‘e, in its report on this subject, ai>pre< iat<‘<l the fact that j)racticai 
(••msiderations must .sometimes limit the .scoi)e ol inernational co-oj)eration in this field, 
and they calle<l attention to the caution expiessed by the Maharaja ot Kajmrthala. 

During the last 12 months the Child AVelfaie Committee has appointed an Agenda 
Sub-(Iommittee for the i)urpose of controlling the subjects treated, and this Sub- 
Committee may lx? considered to have done goo«l work, although the nece.«sity for 
lioufining activities in this field to objects of internutionaj. concern still re<(uires to 
be watche<l. As tho warnings i)reviously expressed appeared to have had a salutary 
effect, and as the Rc'port of the Committee, whi<'h was ]iresent<‘d to this year’s 
Assembly, contained nothing which called for <-riticism, the in<lian Delegation was 
able to abstain from taking part in the dis<'Ussion. 

The Assembly adopted the following Resolution «)n 20th S«>]itember : — 

'I'hc Assembly notes the report submitted by the Child Welfare Committee. .Assembly 
expresses its apj>re«Mation f)f the work it is doing, and retjuests it to continue on the Resolution 
lines indicated in tho report on the work j>f its third sessi«m. Sept.). 


Tk.\I' 1-TC l.V WoMKX A.Vll CniJ.nRKX. 

84. The most notable stibjecl in this year’s discu.ssion was the report of the 
special body’ ot experts which, has been enrjuiring into this traffic. Only the first 
part of this r(‘ju)rt has been publishe<l the .secoml part having been communi«ate<l 
< imfidentially to the Gov<‘rnments <-oncerned—of whh h tin- Government ot India i.s 
not one —lor such observations as they may wish to make. ’I'he.se observations are 
to be rci-eived shortly, and on their receipt the body of exjierts will meet again to 
consider tlnun, after whi<di the (luestion will <'ome before the Coiincil of the League 
for a deci.sion as to further action. The re.solution adopted bv tin* .Xssembly called 
attention to the ju-oblem of the relationship which, according to the «om*lusions of 
the special body of ex])<*rts, exists liefween the licensed house aiul the traflic in women, 
and ex]>ressed a hope that the apino]triate Committees would examine the question 
of the desirability of lecommending to all Governments tlie abolition of the system 
of tho licensed house. 

85. The special body of experts has so far <-onfined itself to America, Euroju* and 
the Near Ea.st. It has, however, r«'ported that information in its pos.session tends to 
show that the international traflic- is also nn>t with in the Far East, and it acknowledges 
that, owing to differenc'es of n*ligion and c-ustom, the piTtblem in the Far East appears 
in a different aspe<-t. The iiuestion of authorising the special body of experts to extend 
its enquiries beyond the areas alrc*ady inve.stigat6d has thus not yet ari.seu; but it 
may do .so when their present task has been <*oinpleted. In tbe circumstances, no 
question affecting India arose tbis year. 

Tho Assembly adopted the following Resolution on '20tli September: — 

Tbe Assembly, .Assembly 

Takes note of the fejeort of the 'rraflic in Wonien and Children Committee, thanks 
the Committee for the good wj)rk it has aci-omjdished, and ex])resses the hojie that 
thi .9 work will be continued along the same lines; 

Having learnt w-itli the greatest interest that the Traffic in Women and Chihlren 
(Committee is examining «*arefully, in conne<-tion with Fart I of the ex])erts' report, 
the problem of the relationship which exists between the licensed house and the tra'ffi<* 
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in wdiiien, requests the Traffic in Women and Children Committee to examine as soon 
iic |M)ssihle the (piestion of tlio desirability of reeoniniendiiif? t«) all Covernments the 
abolition of the system of the licensed house; 

Desires to express its warmest approval of the able and eourafyeons work of the 
Special Boily of Experts, and earnestly recoin mends Part 1 of the report, and especially 
its conclusions, to the study of the (Governments'of all States Members and noii-Memhers 
of the League of Nations. 

Tiik Production of Oimum in Pkrsia. 

8(1. At the Assembly of 1925 attention had been called to tlie absence of eft'ective 
control at I’ersian iKjrts over exports of o]iium, and the final Act of the Second inter¬ 
national Opium Conference contained a recommendation that a Commiiiision of Enquiry 
should be .appointed to visit certain opium-producing countries. Accordingly, .in pui-- 
suaiice of a recommendation of the Assemhly of 1925, a Commission was ap|K)inted to 
l)e sent to Pmsia to study the I'xisting situation witli regard to the miltivation of the 
pojtpv and (lie replacement of a proiKirtion of this cultivation with other crops. This 
Commission reported at the end of 1926, and its report came before the Assembly. 
The Commi.ssion considered (hat the Per.sian (Tovernment should make it an essential 
part of its jirogramnie to take definite steps looking to, and preparatory for, a gradual 
and .systematic reduction of cultivation to begin three years from the promulgiition 
c.t the programme. Tt believed that, after the preparatory period of three years, the 
Persian (.lovernment might safely undertake a reduction of It) per cent, each year 
in the acreage allotted to the cultivation of (he imppy, and it made a number of practical 
recommendations designed to facilitate this programme. The Per.sian (lovernnicnt has 
expres.sed its willingness to atteinjd to carry out the recommendations of (he Commis¬ 
sion, with some modification, hut in doing .so it has deidared that the sncce.ss of it.s 
pDigramme will in large measure depend on its obtaining liberty id' action in tariff 
alVairs, and on the removal id' the restrictive tariffs on Persian jirodncts which must 
lie substituted for Opium. The A.ssembly expres.sed its aiqireciation of (he goodwill 
shown by (he Persian (iovernmeiit, and hoped that the (Governments concerned would 
givi' (heir earnest and favourable attention to the tariff conditions referred to by (he 
Persian (lovei'iimenf. 

'Ihe Assembly adopted the following llesolution on 2()th September; — 

Vssoinbly The .\ssembly lakes note of the report of the Commi.ssion of Enquiry into the 

Gesoluti'oii liroduction of opium in Persia, of the idisciwations of the Persian (lovernment on <imt 

20 Sept.). report, and of the letter from the (diairnian of (he Commission of Enquiry to the 

Secretary-(.leneral, dated 2drd April 1927. 

Tt, e.xpresses its sincere (hanks (o the memhers of the Commission for their valuable 
worki, and its high appreciation of the goodwill shown by the Persian (lovernment in 
co-operatiug with tlie T.eague in its attempts to reach a solution of the difficult and 
complicated jiroblem of narcotic contrid. 

The Persian Government having declared that the .success of its programme will, 
in large mea.sure, depend on its obtaining libei'ty of action in tariff affairs and on the 
removal of the restrictive tariffs on Persian products which must be substituted for 
opium, the Assembly expresses the hope that the (iovernments concernc-d will give 
their earnest and favouiafde attention to tho.se conditions and that the Per.sian (lovern¬ 
ment will kecji the Jieague of Nations informed of the progre.ss made in carrying out 
the .scheme ])ropo.sed for the gradual diminution of the cultivation of +he oiiium poppy 
in Per.sia. 

It earnestly recommends to all countries concerned with the production and manu¬ 
facture of dangerous drugs and their law material the enactment of legislation similar 
to that now projio.sed by the Government of Persia, or such equivalent action as will 
ensure tlie necessary reduction of raw material and (he manufacture of drugs. 

TH.ltFIC IN ()PIU.M .-VNO OTHER D.AN(;F.II0US DllUli.S. 

87. The Government of India have a representative on the Advi.sory (kmimittee 

■ dealing with this subject in the iierson of Sir .John Gampbell, i_.{'..s. (retired), who 

is the present (’hairman of the Gommittee. The work of the Gommittee in recent .years 
has been principally concerned with the illicit traffic, in manufactured drugs, viz., 
morpliia and other derivatives of ojuum and cocaine. In these (•ircumstances no con- 
tioversial question in regard to opium arose. 

88. The Report of the Advisory Gommittee called special attention to the gravity 
of (he .situation which exists in regard to the illicit traffic, in drugs and the urgent 
necessity for action in the direction of control. The hojie of adequate control resides 
( hiefly in the bringing into o])eration of the Geneva Convention of 1925, for whicdi 
a sufficient number of latifications has not yet been received. The jirospect of the 
Convention i-oming into force has not improved reccmtly. The Report of the Advisory 
Gommittee, although approved without criticism, was received in the Fifth Committee 
with less attcuition than might have been expected. It apjioared that there would be 
some advantage in directing attention to the necessity for action as publicly and 
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I'lnphatically an ponsiblc, an<l uctx)r<linf?ly, when the Report of the Fifth Committee 
i>n this subjeet was presented to the Assembly, Lord Lytton made a gpeeeh. 

80. He said that India was very much alive to tli(‘ f^ravity of the «lrufr problem, 
and looked to the liOUffue for help in reffurd to it. He wished the Assembly to reali.se 
the enormous extent of the illicit trattic in <lrups, ami the ^rave human imjMut of that 
trade as revealed in the Report of the Adviscny Coinmittt'e. India, ff)r instance, 
imported a small amoiint of cocaine for me«lical purposes, but tin* illicit traffic in 
cocaine in India was stated by the Committee to be as much as It) times the legitimate 
im]iort8, in spite of vi^rorous and efficient administrative efforts t(t suppress it. The 
fi(i;urcs of the illicit trade fpioted by tlic Committee weie startliiiff, but even so, they 
scarcely conveyed their full human import. ITe went on to ]>icttire to the Assembly 
the intensity of human misery for which the «lrujr evil was res])oiisil)le, and he asked 
how, in face of such facts, there were (i«»vernments with the power to slop it which 
allowed it to continue. Yet 5-1 nations were parties to the Ila^rne ('onvention, which 
included as an obligation accepted by all the si^-natories a ju'ovision to enact laws 
ami reffulations to limit exclusively to medical and legitirnalt* ])nri)ose'. Oie manufacture, 
sale and use of druj>;s, and with further provision for co-operation between (rovernments. 
The drufjf problem was not one of those which could not be solved, and which must 
be tolerated because no remedy <siid<l be f«»und. On the contrary, it was one which 
all the nations of the worbl had recofjuised, had discusseil, and had iiledjxed themselves 
to remedy. It was one of the evils which the Leafrue of Nations was competent t») 
remove, and the removal of which was one of the triumi>hant achievejuents which 
still await the Leafrue. The individual efforts <(f no siiifyle nation could stem the tide, 
but by the combination of alt cations it coul<l be stemmed swiltly and effectively. 
The States Members of the I.eafrue were already bound by an Inteiaialional (’onvention 
to ilo this, but, it still )emaine<l for ]>ublic o]>inioti in sfune countries to insist on fulfil¬ 
ment of that obliffation. 'I'heie were i)robably not more than •■{(• drufr factf)ri«‘s in 
the world, and if each (lovernment concerni'il jmt a riiifr fence round these factories 
the illicit traflic would cease. The Convention of 1925 mifrht not be perfect, but it 
represented the furthest point yet reacdied and was the most etiei-tive weajjon available. 
He a7)pealed to delcfrates on their return to their various countries to create an opinion 
which' would insist uj)on acti«)n. 

The .'V-ssembly adoi>ted the following; Resolution on 2()th September: —

in Ojiium and other Daufjerous Drills and the resolutions cojitained therein, and 
earnestly recommends them to the attention •)! the States ^lembeis <if the Eeajrue.

90. In anticipation of the Convention receiviiifj' a sufficient number of ratifications 
and cominp' into l<ii<e, the Secretary-(leneral had submitted <'stimates bir the necessary 
expenditure ludiif? met from EeaRaie funds. The.se estimates came uji for consideration 
in the first instance in the. Fourth Camniittoe, but the question was referred to the 
Fifth Committee for their ojiinion. There was some que.stion wbetber the expenses 
of the BoariF should be boi’iio by the l.ean'ue at all, but it seemed to be tl\e ^reneral 
view that siudi a cour.se would be reasonable and desirable. Sir Fazl-i-Hussain asso¬ 
ciated him.self with this view in the F<mrth Committee. The <iuostions whi<di received 
most attention wme whether the .services of the Board .shoubl be remunerated at all. 
seeinj>' that, practically without exiejition, apjiointments to the numerous advisory 
bodies which .serve the Leaj^an* carry no remunmation, ami wlndher, if the members 
of the Central Board were to receive remuneration, the amount iuo])osed, viz., 5,000 
Swiss francs a year, was adequate. After a loiiff dis<'us.sioii the Fifth Committee 
expressed the opinion that it would be well if the Council could secure the jvratnitous 
services of jiersons of the <|ualifications contemplated, and thus carry on the fine 
tradition of (gratuitous service. But if this should nrove impossible, as several members 
apprehended, the Fifth Commiti'>e was not jirepared to .say that the provisional estimate 
wa.s suffici('nt. After further discussion in the Fourth Committee, it was eventnallv 
decided, on the recommendation of the Suiiervisory Commi.ssion, imt to make nnv 
financial provision for 1928, on tin* (jidund that there seemed insufficient jirospect of 
the money b<*infr actually re(|uired, owintr to the delay in the ratificatitm of the (\m- 
vention on which the appointment of the Central Board depended. 1'here are still 
certain countries, e,specially Italv, that are not satisfied that thecreatioti of the Central 
Board will he the best means of rej^ulatinfr the Convention when it comi-s into foice.

Congratulates those resjionsible for the measures already lakmi and contcm|ilated 
for the permanent settlement of Armenian refugees in the Xear East ; 

Exi>resses the hojie that, as a result of the efforts described by the High Commis¬ 
sioner in his rejiort, the neces.sary funds will be secured for the exc*'ution *»f this work 
and that, with the continued co-oneration of the mandatory Power, this a.sjiect if the 
Jiroblem may be successfully li(|uidale<l; 

Ajijiroves the provisions in the budget for the Hefugee Service* in addition to the 
supjilementary credit of 7,500 Swi.ss fran<-s f<ir the service bir establishing Arnienifin 
refugees in Syria. 

Further, the As.sembly, 

Notes with interest the offers of employment now available for refugees in overseas 
countries: 

Itccognises that the execution of these .schemes reejuires the imniediat** establish¬ 
ment of an adequate revolving fund; 

Urges the (fovernments concerned to inform the High Conuuissioner as soon as 
possible what measures they are jirejiared to take for hnancing the settlement of 
refugees from their territories; 

Hequests the Council to invite the tloverning Hody of tin* International Labour 
Office, in examining the budget of the Hefugee Seiwice for 1929, to con.si<ler whether 
adequate funds for settlement have been thus jirovided.

S r, A VERY Con ventjon . 

91. The <*onclusion of this Convention was one of tin* jirincijial achievements of 
the A.ssembly of 1926. The Convention jirovided for the submission of annual Progress 
llejrorts which will enable the As.sembly to watch the execution of the Convention. 
'I’he rejKirts whi«*h had been submitted by the fiovernment of India in regard to recent 
deA'elopments in Hurma and Kalat were jiei'hajis tbe most striking feature of the 
material before the Committee. The Convention bus so far only been ratified or 
acceded to by 14 countries, of which India is one. A<-c(irding to statements made 
in the Sixth Committee, six more countries hope soon to be in a jiosition to ratify. 

92. Several points reijuired to be brought to the noti<*e of the Committee in regard 
to Inilia, and the Maharaja of Kajnirthala accordingly made a sjieeeh, of which the 
text will he found in Appendix IIT, Annexure XIV. In the first jdace he made a 
statement intemled to corre<*t a misunderstanding for which the Indian Delegation of 
1926 lunl been inadvertently resjionsible, rh., that the re<*ent liberation of slaves in 
tbe Kingdom of Nepal had been influeneed by the League. He stated that the 
Nejialese authorities had annoume*! their intention of liberating slaves before they 
could have known that the League was taking the tjuestion in hand, and he called 
special attention to features of the* work carried out in Nepal which might be studied 
with profit by other countries who were fa<ed with the same jiroblem. He then refer¬ 
red briefly to the events of the last year in Kalat and Hurma, and he supjilied 
information more recent than that which had already been furnished to the Le.ague in 
regard to the success which had attended the measures taken in Kalht, lie also

'I'he single transferable vote syst»*m means that the voter arraufjes the 
candidates for wimm he wishes to vote in or«ler of preference. .\t first only first votes 
are counted, but afterwards all first votes which are not to be elTec-tive, i.r., 

those ffivi'n to candidates who have already I'cceived the minimum numbei' of vote-^ 
ms'cssary for idi'ction and those f'iven to <-andidates who recidved so few as to ha\c 
no chance <if election, ai'C disrcf^'anled. and the second votes taki* their place, and so 
on until a sutlicimit number of canilidates have received the minimum number of voles 
reijuired for election. 'I'he idea was first sufff'ested by Lord Cecil in the <'our'-e of the 
discussion ielatiiif>' to the constitution of the Council wliich took plai-e in 1926, and it 
was subseijuently tak<>n up by the Nfirweo-ian Government, by whose dclcffate it was 
presented to the Assembly this year. 'I'lie Norwejfian Government described tbeir 
]iroposal as desijrneil to allow electors to exercise a free and independent choii'c wlien 
volinfr, and as cnsuriiiff at the same time their equitable representation. 'I'hey pointeil 
out that while, in the case of ordinary I’arlianientary elections, there was pre\alent 
the i|uestion of creatiii}; a stable majority as the basis of a stronjr Goveinment. in the 
case of the Council of the r,eapue it was universally afrreed that the Council oufjht 
always to embrace representatives of dift'ei-ent ideas, different interests and even 
different races, 'fhe suppoiters of the proposal thouffht that the sin>rle transferable 
vote was the system best calculated to fiive this result. 

94. 'I’he Government of India had expre.ssed themselves in favour of the sinc-le 
transferable vote system, as they considt*red that minorities had (he best o)i])ortunity 
r)f making themselves felt under this system. It was, tlnreforc, best calculated to jjive 
due consideration to the main svo>>'raphical divisions of the world, (lie fjreat ctliiiical 
fi'roups, the different religious traditions, the varying types of civilisation and the chief 
soiirces of wealth, these exjuessions being contained in a resoUition of a former 
.\ssembly t<) which great significance is attached by Eastern countries. AVe were, 
therefore, instructed to supj)ort the Norwegian Delegation, and Sir B. K. ilnllick 
spoke a«'<'ordingly (for text of speech .see Appendix HI. Annexure XVi. He expressed 
the o]union of the Government of India and said that though a good d»‘al hail been 
said about the practical ditticultii's of putting the .system into operation, these 
difficulties di<l not .seem to him to be very serious. The electorate in the As.sembly 
would be far more competent and far smaller (lian the average electorate in a general 
election in a Ettropean State, and it would not be affei'ted by the violent storms of 
local feeling whii'h were ajit to sweep over a country on such oci’asions. 

9.0. It was at one time believed that owing to the unfavo\irable attitude of ceitaiii 
Great Bowers, Great Britain and Erance in particular, there would be little supjxut 
tor the Noi'wegian proposal. An unexpected volume of supi)ort was, however, given 
and India was not the only member of the Empire to place herself in opposition to 
Great Britain. In the end the view prevaibd that, as the present method of election 
to the (Council had been introduced only last year, it should be given a chance i>f being 
tested belore any further c-hanges were mad<'.

'I'nists that the technical oixanisations to whi< h the ('ouncil has submitted a 
numlier of these resolutions will undertake as soon as jiossible the special enquiries 
lelatin;;, in particular, to the que.stions of tele<;raphie and telephonic rates, the 
improvement of communications, the conveyance of newsjiapers, identify cards for 
journalists and visas for journalists’ passports; 

'I’rusts that the C^mncil, at its December session, wilt take the most suitable 
measures to enlist the sympathetic attention of Governments for the other re.solutions 
adopted by the (!onfercnce in order that effect may be <;iven to them; 

Notes with .satisfjudion that the Council, takinu: into account the recommendation 
made by the (’onfeience, has declared (hat, should it at some future time appear neces¬ 
sary, anil should developments in the technical international problems which affect 
the Press make it seem desiiable to those concerned, it will in principle be willing to 
lend the assi.stance of the orgtinisations of the Lea^fue for the .study of these questions, 
and to organise a consultation or call a Conference for this purpose. 
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Concluding Remarks. 

!)(>. We have alnaidy aiitieipated 1o seme extent <»ur f^eneral cem lusionK on tike 
I'litstandin^ 1‘eatnres of the KiKhlh Assembly. 'I'he importance <»f the session was 
em(diasi.sed by the fact that leading: statesmen, such as M. llriand ami Herr Strese- 
niann, who, on previous occashius, have been content to iesi(>;n the leadcrsliip of their 
delefjations into other liands, remaimul in (Jeruiva on this o<-casion until the end of the 
Assembly, fundamental questions weue examined with an unusual deforce of frank- 
m'ss ami with a sense of reality. Those who may have thought that tin* idealism of 
the lioaifue woulil wither in such an atmosphere ajipear to have been wron^. The 
liOaffue liJis, in our view, gained miu-h in stieiic-lh from the fact tlmt ditferences weit> 
mote clearly defined and are now Itetter understood. There is less uncertainly, for 
instance, as to the sincerity of the Hiitish Kmjtire ttjwards the Lea*>:ue, and as the 
attitmle of the Hritish Empire may be claimed to be the j>:reatest single factor in 
Ia>af>:ue politics a clear appreciation of it is of vital importance. tlie same time 

i; is clearly realised that the Hrilisli Empire, in view of its res]>onsibililies ami com- 
jiiitments all ovei' the world, cannot at jiresenl g-o beyond a ceitaiii {toiiit in the policy 
«if altruism tor the sake of international ideals, and thoufjh this fa<t necessarily dis¬ 
appoints the hopes and aspirations of many ^feml)ers of the Ei'af^ue it has been accppt«*d 
with resiffiiation and without bitterness. The events of the session mipfht have 
shaken seriously an institution less securely founded than the J-eaf^ue has shown itself 
to be. 

97. When tlie Assembly ojiened there were many w’ho thouj'ht that a deadlock 
had been reached in the f^:reat <im‘stion of Arbitration, Security and Disarmament, 
ami that the proceediiif^s of the I'l' paratory ('<immittee for the Disarmament Con¬ 
ference would be adjourned xinc tlir. .\s a result of the debates the l’rej)aralory 
Committee will continue its work, both on the existiiiff basis of se<'urity and in the 
more favourable circumstances which may be <-reated by an impi-ov«-ment in the 
conditions of sei-urity on lines whi<di have been indi<'ated. At least the study of this 
question is still alive, when there was a serious jiossibility that it mi'^ht not be so. 
At the same time the Ecafrue is launched upon a j)olicy of iirternational reeonciliation 
ami co-operation in the ('conomic spheii>, whi<di, in the opinion of many authorities, 
m:iy lead to a realisation <d' the idisds ot the Eea<fue as eiye<-lively as the more direct 
axeiuies of approach. 

98. We believe that the ]»osilion ol India in the League is beiiij^ steadily 
sfreufj-thened, and that the claims of India and other non-European countries to o-reater 
tacilities for effective participation art* beiiif*- received with inci-easiiifr sympathy as 
the prt'occupation t)f flu* Eeao-ue with the acute and urp:ent pntblems created in Europe 
as an aftermath of the war is passiii”' away. 'I’he acceptance of new tasks depemls 
u[)on the initiative of State Members, and so far the initiative has come almost entirely 
from Euro()ean countries. We can understantl the view current in India that the 
aifiviti«*s (d‘ the Eeafjne contain little in uhirh India can interest herself or from 
which she can benefit. Hut we think that a modilication t»f this view would be justi¬ 
fied by a candid examination of the facts. It would, in our view, be a matter of 
“•reat ri-yret if the opportunities olTerc'd to India by the Ijeafrue towards the* develop¬ 
ment of her status amon^ the nations ot the* world were imiierfectly rc*alised thi-ou};h 
io-noranc-e of misunch>rstamlin^ of the fac-ts. For this reason, and because* repre-senta- 
tion needs to be basc*d ujeon an infoiiued and t*nlift:htened public opinion, we fei*l that 
n:rc*at iiu])oitance should 1 ) 1 * alta(dic*d to publii-ity.

'I'he Siih-C(intinittee, ap|iointeil hy the Kirst ('oniinittee to stud.\ the (piestion of 
aeeessions to internat ioiiiil a>>ieenients <>iveii suhjeid to i tit ifieat ion met at the Seere- 
tariat of the l<ea<;ue of Nations at Itl \.m. on the Kith of this month. It elected me 
as Chairniiin and iit. the stime time askeil me to suhmit its report. 

'File Suh-Coiiimittee coiisideri’d the eonse<|Uenees involved hv an aeeession to an 
international af^eecnuMit oiven suiijei-t to ratification, a (piestion siihmitted to the 
,\ssemhly as a result of the Coiineirs adojitioii last .March of a leport hy the Polish 
deh'H'ate. 

The Suh-Coinmittee made a distinction in particular hetween accession [lure and 
simple, as understood in the estahlished practice, and exereisiiier its full efteets as soon 
as iiotifi(>d, and aeec'ssion ijiven suhjeet to ratitieat ion, whieh is a more reemit practice. 

While eonsiderintJ' that the former practice should in any case he maintained, 
the Suh-Committee ohserved, iieveitheless, that the new [iraetice offered advanta<^es in 
certain eases. There are, in fact, ({overnmeiits whieh, liavipf? heen iinahle to sip-n 
an af?reenienf within the time-limit fixed, would nevertheless he {jlad to acc(>de there¬ 
to .suhjeet to ratification. 

The list suhniitted to the Suli-Coinniittee hy the Secretariat shows that this pro¬ 
cedure i.s nearly always followed hy the same Members of the Tieap:ue, and that scveial 
of them have followed iifi their accession hy ratification. 

Tn view of those facts, the Suh-Committee came to the conelusinn that the pro¬ 
cedure of aeeession piveii suhjeet to ratifieation should he accepted, hut that the 
practice should not he either eneouraj'cd nr di.seouijifred. So as to enahle the States 
parties to an international apreemeut to know with u hat Govei iinients they aie 
pledpcd, it is necessary to establish a .system preeludinp all doubt as (o the scope ot 
the undertaking entered into hy an aceedinp State. 

The Suh-Committee would therefore advise the .Pirst ('(>mmitt(H> to take the line 
that the ohlipation should he piv.suiued to he tinal when a State does not, when noti- 
accession, ex|>ressly nu*ntion that it is suhjeet to ratilieation. 

The Suh-Committee also studied the effect whieh the new practice mipht have on 
the l/eupiie's publications, and it came to the conclusion that it would he advisable 
to introduce in the accessions column of the list published hy tin Sectetariaf a sub¬ 
division clearly .showinp which accessions are final and which arc still suhjc'ct to 

ratification. 

Tn view of the forepoinp, the Suh-CommiHoe lecommends the First Committee to 
propose to the As.senihly a Resolution on the following lines. (For text of Res<»lution 
adopted, see i>agc 114.)

Yoiii- Suli-(h)nimittee has very <-arefully examined the documents forwanled by 
the (Council to the .\ssenibly, and it has reaihed the followiiif; coindusions, which it 
has the honour to submit for your ajiproval. 

'Phe Committee of Fxperts ap|)ointed by the Council in pursuance of the Assendily 
resolution of ‘J2nd September 1!)24, for the profriessive codification of international 
law, havin}^ completed the first stajre of its discussions, submitted a I'eport to the 
Council on 2nd .\]uil l!)27. In its annual sessions of l!)25-27. it has jNO'formcil the 
mission entrusted to it with a zeal, conscientiousness and ability whiidi deseive un- 
ipialified nraise. 'Phi' Assembly will no doubt wish to associate itself with tin* tribute 
of thanks already paid by the ('ouncil to the distiiifruished Chairman, and the 
liapportenrs and members of the (,’ommittee. 

The Committee recommended to the (’ouncil five snbjei-ts of international law 
which, in some of their aspects, are, in its opinion, now ripe for ref^nlation by inter¬ 
national action, and stated what it consiilered to be the most ajipropriati' method for 
canrj’inpr out the preliminaiy work. It mentioned also two other subjects of a moii* 
particular character for which it sn>;>rested a special procedure. 

On the icjiort of the Polish represeiitativi*, .M. Zaleski, the Council expri'ssed a 
number of hifrhly interestiiifr oj)inions on the (hnnmittee's coindusions. 

Tt is for the Assembly to decide what ai tion should be taken in respect of the 
(’ommittee's projiosals and the suj'gestions which the Council has made refjaiiliiifi' them. 


I.— (iCE, SCIONS WllK II NOW IMI'K FOR ReoI’ I. VTMIN HV I NTKilNATIO.VAl, 

.\(;ilKE.MKXT. 

'Phe ti\e questions which now seem to the Committee of I'ixpi'rts to be lijie for 
codification are the fidlowing: — 

(1) Nationality; 

(2) 'Pei-ritorial Waters; 

(-■{) Diplomatic Privileges and Immunities; 

(4) The Resjionsibility of States for Damage done in their 'Perritories to the 
Person or Property of Foreigners; 

(o) Piracy. 


Of these five qui'stions, the Couindl took the view that only three should be dealt 
with at present, the (question of iliplomatic privileges and immunities and that of 
piracy being left on one side. Neither of these* two ipiestions, on which the conclu¬ 
sion of a universal agreement seems somewhat diflicult at the present time, is imjiortant 
enough to warrant its insertion in the agenda of the proposed Conference. 

Your SulvCommittee was unaninious in concurring with this view, for it is 
essential to the success of the work in hand that the agenda of the First Codification 
(Conference should not be unnecessarily overburdened. 

'I’he Sub-(,'ommitlce was further in agreement with the Council’s suggestion a*- 
to tlic two particular (piestions wliich the Committen pi’ojiosed should be, governed by 
a sjiecial procedure, viz., (1) the cpiestion of the piocedure of international conferences 
and pnxedure for the conclusion and drafting of treaties; and (2) the question of the 
exploitation of the products of the .sea. 

.\s legards the first ipiestion, the Sub-Committee, is of ojiinion that the Assembly 
should ask the Council to instruct the Se<*retary-(}eneral to huA-e the question investi¬ 
gated by his services. To this end, all available precedents on the sujiject Avould be 
collected, the (lovornmnnts being asked to give information as to their own practice. 
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whifh iliey wonlcl no doubt b« ]»repai"ed fo do; and resoandi by and discussion with 
individual siincialisls iii the various countries should be encouruyed by yiviny as much 
puluicily us may ]»ossible to the results of tlie enquirv. 

As l() tlie second ((uestion, Ibe Suli-(biinniittee wboHy concurs in tbe recomiiKMida- 
iioris of the Coiiiniittee of Experts and of the (Council. Tberc i> no doubt that marine 
fauna, is exposed to the risk of early extermination by exploitation which is opposed 
to economic iirmciides. International protection would fill a real need and at tbe 
saiiie time meet the wish id aU the Governiiienfs co-iicerned. ft would be well worth 
while to establish such jiroti'ction by means of an international affieeinent framed liy 
a con lei ence ol experts. At the. same time, it is ipiite certain that, at the present sfayc, 
there can be no tboiiyht of ininicdiately conveniiiy such a conference, and we must 
be content for the jiresent to pave the way foi- it. l''or that jiurpose, it would be well 
to leter ttie ([iiestion to the Economic. ('oniinittce of the l^eayue for investiyation, 
.Miyyestlily that it should seek the co-operation of tbe International Council at (hipeii- 
iiayi'ii and of any otbei- boily particularly coiiceined in the matter. This done, tbe 
Economic (ainimittee would rejiort to tbe Council, indicatiny how far it was jiossible 
to convene a conleri’iice. In addition, the Assembly niiybt pass a resolution uryiiiy 
that this invcstiyation should lie carried out as expeditiously as po.ssiblc .so that the 
iiiectiiiy of the. conlereiice need not be too lony delayed. 

It.has been asked whether it would !)«■ possible to propose that further questions 
in addition t(> those ineiitioned above iniyht be added to the juoyraninie of tbe Eirst 
( odificatioii ( oiifeience. What will be said below reyardiny the necessitv of careful 
and methodical jiri'pai'at ion for tbe Conlerence will show how ditbciill it wmibl be to 
allo\v such a possibility. At the Conlerence no riybt of initiative ciln be admitted. 
It will not (‘Veil be jxissible for new questions to be put on the proyramnie diiririy the 
preparatory work. To do so would disoryaiiise tbe wlude scheme. Exercise of such 
an initiative «-an only be conceived in the form of siibmittiny to preliiiiinarv enquirv 
new (jiii'slioiis the examination of which would be reserved for a subsequent confeieiice.

.\s the number of subjects now ripe for codification is limited to the 1 brcc questions 
already staled, your Sub-Coininittee, followiny the e.sainjile of the Committee of 
I'jXlKM-ts and tin* Council, debat(*d whether tliese ((iiestioiis oiiylit to be dealt with 
scpaialely at seia'ial conferences, or siniiiltaneously at a siiiyle conference, wbicli 
miybt be subdivided into dinereiil sections. It was of tin* unanimous opinion that 
tbe .second alternativi* was, for more than one reason, tbe better. Not onlv did it 
Iireseni the advantaye of a yreat saviny of time and money, but it would also yo 
further towards salisfyiny the interest taken b,v public opinion in the jiroblein of 
coditicat ion. 

It slnuild be observed, however, that it it proved imiiossible for tbe Conlerence 
to Hnisb il.s work within the space of tiniei which Hie Govei nmenis jiai I ici])a( iny 
were able to devote to it, arranyemeiits would have to be made to enable it fo hold 
succes-i\e sessions at fixed intervals until it had conqib'led its proyramnie. 

It remains to consider the date, jilace and manner of convocation of the ('onference. 


(a) Ihiti' of the Con/rmicr. • 

'I'lie date deiiends essentially on the* preparation necessary for traiuiny the 
ayenda of the (’onfi'rence. a matter wbii’h we shall discuss present ly. It is impossibb* 
to foresi'e at all exactly how lony this will take. .MI that can be said is that it i.> 
biybly desirable, that the jireparatory work should be performed as rapidly as possible 
so that the (’onference. may meet some time in 192!). It is to be hopi'd that the work 
will have reached a suflicieiitly advanced .staye for the ninth session of tbe .Vssembly 
to fix the date for which the Conference can be summoned. 


(b) I’litcv of the Confercorc. 

E’lr the jdace of the (''onference, the Sub-('ommit(ee, in accordance* with the* 
suyyestion made in the Commitlec, jnoposes the cajiital of the Netherlands. This 
choice is yood for many reasons. 

'I'ln* llayiie, on account of its atniosphere of serenity, so precious to all who have 
staved there, is the ideal place for an as.sembl,v met to c-o-ojierati* in a diflicult task, 
the success of which calls in a biyh deyree for calm and reflection; further, the h’irst 
Codification Conference iiiiyht. rally more States if it met at the llayne than in anv 
other town; The. llayiie was the .seat of the two I’eace Conferences to the heritayi* 
of which the Eeayiie of Nations ma.v be said to have succeeded ; to c-ouvene the First 
(hiditicMf inn (Jonferenc*c> at the llayue would demonstrate the* c-ontimiity of tbe elYort — 
an effort t.o-diiy rendered more systematic* by the yood offic-es of the Eeayue -to 
invest international law with a little more precision and .stability; lastly, the choice 
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of 'J’lio Hsifjue would l>e a (‘ouiplinieiit lo Ihe Nothorlaiids CovoniiiicMii , which, through 
its repeatetj initiafivc.s in connection with the cotlification of intcniational jnihlic and 
private' law, has never failed to render valnahlc servi(;o to tins cause of international 
iinderstainliiif'. 

From the. statements of the Netherlands representative at the Council, wn may 
venture to hope that, if the AsseiiihJy ai-ce])ts the jeropresed choice, the Netherlands 
fTOvernment would willinfrly ace'cde tei the Council’s roeiuest and extend its hospitality 
to the First Codification Conference. 


(c) The methotl of Con vocation of the Conference. , 

V<nir Snh-CoTiiniittee is unaninionsly of oj)inii>n that the convociit.ion and pre- 
p.nration of the First Codification Conference should he left entirely to the. Leaffue, 
of Nations. When this point was discussed iji thi' (’onmiittee, it was forcibly shown 
that any other course would he interjn-eted by a section of puldic, opinion as a I'eal 
blow to the prestijfc of the. League. 


III. -I’HKP.Ml.VriO.V OK TIIK CoX KKHKNt'E. 

Knowledge of the nature of the work to he undertaken, added to the exjierience, 
fiained fi'oni certain iniportant conferences in the past, lead to the conviction that, 
in oi'der to ensnre the success of the First Conference on Coilificat ion, it is absolutely 
('ssential that the |)rof>-ranune and organisation shoultl be carefully and methoilically 
prepared. This is all the moi'c necessary .as the eoinin*; Ccmfei'cnce is to be the first of 
.a lon{» series of similar (’onferences an«l will establish a ti-aditioTi wliicli, if it’ is 
to be fruitful, must be based on sedid and unassailable foundatif)ns. 

The prejiaratory work will be specijilly hea\’y. It will ilcmand fi'orn thosi* who 
undertake it. "•rent sncT'ifices of time and considei’abb' theoietical and iiractical know- 
b'dfje. It must for this reason be entrusted to the Secietariat of the Leafine assisted 
by a special orfj’anisation. Tonr Sub-Committee is of o])inion that this oi'p'anisation 
should be a committee limited to five jiersons, po.ssessed of a wide knowledfje of inter¬ 
national practice, lepal jnecedents and .scientific data rc'latini;' tr» the problems to be 
j'eaolved. 'I’hey should be apj)ointed by the Coiincil. 

This speciiil orfranisation must sibove all make use of the work of the Committee 
of Fxiierts, tiikiuff into account at the same time the resolutions which have already 
been adopted nr are in proeess of beinjr franu'il by such learneil associ.'itions of inter¬ 
national law as the Institute of International Law, the International l.aw ,\ssociation 
and other sitnilar bodies. Where necessary, it cotibl apply directly to these Inidies 
and T'equest them to devote the w<»vk of their next session to the <|Uestions wliich will 
he dealt with by the First (i’onfercnce on Codification, l.astly, in older to ensure 
the university of international law, it should take into account the extensive and 
remarkable elTorl. at codificati<in macle during’ recent years by the Pan-American 
Union. 

Aftei' this preliminai'y work, which would be in the nature of a penei'al sui-vi'y 
of the subjects to be dealt with, the Committee would have to undertake an enquiry 
ajipro^chinp the (iovernments of the States Alembers and non-Members throuph the 
Secretariat, accoidinp to the followinp jtlaii: — 

It would fii'st of all draw uji a schedule for each of the f|uestions cominp within 
ihe seope of the jiropramme of the Conference, indicatinp the various points which 
were suitable for beinp examined with a view to reachinp apreenient tlu'reon. These 
points should be detailed as fully as jmssihle sf> as to make them perfectly clear and 
facilitate the replies. The States would be invited to furnish information on each 
jioint from the following three points of view: — 

(a) The state of their positive law, iiiteriial and international, with, as far a.s 
|Ki.s.siblc, cii’c'Uin.stantial (h'tails as to tlieii' bibliography and jurispru¬ 
dence ; 

(h) Information derived from Iheir own ])ractice al home anrl abroad; 

(r) Their wishes as repards possible additions to the lules in force, and the. 
makinp pood jiresmit deti« iencies’in international law. 

In drawinp up the schedules, the (kmimiltee should follow as far as jio-ssible 
the ])recedent offered by the minute and methodical prejiarat ion for the London Naval 
Conference of 1908-09. 

The schedules would then be .sent throuph the Secretary-tJeneial to the different 
(Toverninents, with an invitation to reply within a reasonable time, which mipht be 
fixed at six months. 

If, after examininp the replies from the (lovernments, the f’ommittpe. considered 
that it would be useful to make further encjuiries of some of them, it would state 
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in a I'resh B<'hed»ilc! the preiuHe jjuinis upon whicli further purtirulurs were desired. 
This soliedule would a^nin he sent to the, G«>veriii)ieu1s concerned through the 
Seoretury-General. 

At the end of its einpiiry, the Coininittee would he in a jKjsition, after c’ompar- 
iug the information sent liy the vnri<nis Governments, to estal)lish the points on 
which there was agreenient or any degree of <livergency, in resjiect of each aspect 
of the questions to he dealt with. The result of this comparative stuily of each single 
aspect should he emlmdied in a rejau-t, the conclusions f)f which might serve tis detailed 
liases of disc,ussion for the Conference. 

In his report to the Assemhly in l!)2H, the Secretai-y-Genei'al should give full 
information concerning the [irogress made hy the (Committee. 

When the Committee's worl. was tinished ami the liases of discussion for each 
item on the ('onference’s jirogramtne hiid been fixed, it would remain for the Council 
to decide the date of meeting and the form of the invitations. 

In your Sub-Committee's opinion, the (Jouncil, in sending the invitations, should 
not confine itself mercdy to enclosing the reports ami ha.ses of discussion prepared 
hy the Preparatory ('ommittc'o. The lessons taught by tin* exiierience of the Second 
liague (^inference and your Sub-Committee's anxiety to ensvire the comjilete succe.s.s 
of the First Codification Conference lead it to think that the* (’ouni-il should also 
send the Governments invitmi to the Confei-cnce a draft set of regulations for the 
work and that it would he highly desirable that, in this document, a luimher of 
general rules should he indicated with prei-ision in order to make clear the sjiiiit in 
which the work of the Confei'cm-e would he comhu-ted and also the scope of the 
decisions it would he called U[ion to take. 

Your Suh-Committec considers that these rub's should incliuh* the four 
following: — 


(a) liulr of I'nanimonx Vole nr Mujoril)j. 

Although it is desirable that the Confercnc'(‘'s der'isions shouhl he unanimous and 
('very elTort should lx* made to attain this result, it must he clearly uaderstiKid that, 
where unanimity is imiiossihle, the majority of the participating States, if disposed 
to accept as among themselves a rule to which .some other States are not prepared to 
consent, cannot he [ircvented from doing .so by the mere opposition of the minority. 

(h) df the Srnpc nf llir Kiii/iiijeniciifx enirreil into. 

In such matters as may lend themselves to this, it would he useful to jirovide 
for the po.ssihility of concluding two kimls of convention: a very comprehensive 

convention on the general rules of the subject, likely to he accejiled by all States; 
and a more restricted convention which, while keeping within the framework of the 
other convention, would include sja-cial rules binding only upon such States as might 
he prejiarcd to accept them. 


(cl /full’ of the Flr.rilnlilf/ of thv ('on rvntionx. 

As the.se agreements are meant to definite and fix the law, it is not to he .suppo.sed 
that they could lu> concluded foi- limited periods or with the ojition of denunciation. 
They must he permanent. Hut, with the double ohjei-t of fai-ilitating their aci-ep- 
tance hy all States and of making it possible to adapt the rules laid ilown to the 
changing- needs of life, it would he desiiahle to |>rovidc an organi.sed .system of revision, 
such as follows: — 

Any conventi«)n drawn up by the Conference would he subject to revision after 
the expirati«)n of an initial period <d It) yeais if a rei|Uesl to that eflect was received 
from a certain number of signatory States. In that case, it would he for the 
Council of the Jjeague to summon a conference at the earliest possible upportunity 
to consider that anreiidments were to he made in the convention the revision of which 
had l)een demanded. 


(d) Unlv of the S/iiril of the Coilifirntion. 

Codification of international law «-un W imagined in several forms. It might 
be mere registration of the law in tone. It might he something more if, instead 
of inerelv recording the rules already in existence, an attempt were made to adapt 
them to'practical needs. Lastly, if might he an entirely original work designed to 
make good the present deficiencies in the law or to replace the old rules by new. 
Although it is very <lifficult to lay down strii tly In'torehand in \\hat spirit the work 
of the First Codification Conference should In* i-onducted, it i-an he stated that while, 
in order to lend to u.seful results, the Conference must refrain from making too many 
innovations it cannot limit it.self to the mere regustration of the existing law. It 
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must, ns tnr as possible, a(lax)t ilip miles to eoiitoiiiporary (conditions of rnternutional 
life. 1(.' is in order to avoid any inisnnderstandiiijr on this matter that the States 
which are to take jiart in the Conference should he appris(‘d of the spirit^ in which 
the woi'k of codification is to be undertakiMi. 


IV. -ElTl’IlK OK ConiKICATlOX. 

It was proposed to the Coniiiiiltee that a perinanent orfi:anisation for codification 
should he formed, by constitutiiif^ a permanent lef>;al coinmilli'e and perhaps enlai'{<- 
ing the legal Section of the Seci'etariat. Vonr Suh-Coiiiniittee is unanimous in think¬ 
ing that thesi' ]dans are, to say the h'ast, somewhat jnemature. 'i'he experience of 
the Ih’eparatory Committee and tiie proposals which it may fprinnrate next year 
should first b(> awaited. 

As regards the (‘ont.innation of the work of the Committee of Experts, youi’ 
Siil>-('ommittee ciidoi'ses the opinion exjiresscMl in M. Zaleski’s i-eport, which repre¬ 
sents the views of the (Committee itself. I'hc* Committi*e should hold the session 
which it contcMujilates for the purposi* of completing the work it has already taken 
in hand, so soon as funds, are available; but it would be premat iirit to ask it at 
jiresent to carry its ennuiries further. It would be better to await the ri^sults of the 
work which it has already accomplished. 

V. (foxcJ.isioN. 

.\s conclusion to the above observations, your Sulv-Coinmitlee pr(»]>os(*s that you 
.should adopt and submit to the .Xsscnnbly the following draft Uesolution. (Kor ti*xt

'I'lie First Committee referr<*d the proposal of thi‘ deb'gation of Paraguay to the 
iSub-('onnnittee which it had appoint(‘d to i-eport on the various (|uestio]is aiising out 
of the work of the Committee of Expeifs for tin* Progi-essi v(‘ ('oditicat ion of Intei'- 
nutional Ijaw. 'i'he Sub-Coiumitt*‘e consisted of .M. llolin (Relginm), Sii- Cecil Hurst 
(British Empire), ,M. Politis ((fre(*ce). Dr. Ijiinburg (Netherlands), Dr. (kiballera 
(I’araguay), ('ouut Rostworowski (l*uland), M. (iuerreii) (Salvador) and M. liiifgien 
(Sweden). 

'File Sub-(yommittee adojited a report which was apjirovi'd, with slight nioditi- 
e.ations, by the First Comuiitb'c on 2){rd September PJ2T. 'I’he k'irst Committee sub¬ 
mits this report to the Assembly and recommends the* lattei- to adopt tin* Itesolution 
contained therein. 


RkI’OHT ok THK. SrU-CoM.M IT'l l-UC. 

'Fhe First Committee has asked the Sub-Committee to jii-esc^nt a report on the 
jiroposal .subinitt(‘d by the delegation of Paraguay at the ’jilenary meeting of the 
Assembly on lOth September 1927, inviting the Council to eiilrust the Committee, of 
Fixperts with the preijaratioii of a geneial and com])rcheiisiv(* plan of (;oditicatioii 
in international law, paying due regard, as tar as possible, to the work of c.odification 
which is being carried on in America. 

It i.s unnecc.s.sary to mention the considerations which led the delegation of Para¬ 
guay to submit this proposal, as they were ex]dained in del ail both in the A.sseiiibly and 
at the meeting <jf the Fii'st ('oininittc'c on ItJth Sc])lI'lnlier 1927. 

The proposal was referred to the .Suh-Coiiiiiiittee of the T’irst Coiniuittee, for 

( ousideration in the light of the results already obtained by the Committee of 
Experts foj- the l*rogressive (Modification of International Law’, and bearing in mind 
the views and ojiinions exjiressed by tin* First Committei'. 

Tht Sub-Committee considers that the projxisal of the delegation of J’araguay i.H 
of the highest interest for the attainment of unity and universality in international 
law'. 

It i.s of opinion that it would lie advisable to considei’ the jiossibility of framing 
a general draft jilan of codification with .sjiecial reference to nomenclature, and the 
systematic, classification of .subjects, with a view to tludr pi‘ogre.s8ive codification ivs 
and w’hen they ai'e considered sufficiently I’ijje. 

In carrying out this ta.sk, regard should be had, as far as possible, both from 
the scientific and practical .standpoints, to (he advance of theory, to the work already 
accom{dished by learned bodies and to the vast and remarkable'efforts at c.o(lificution 
which are lieing (lariied on in America. 
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The tusk be eiitruaied to a special cuniiiiitiee chosen by the Council; the 

meuibers of this (.'oiniiiittee should not merely possess individuully Ihe i-eijuired qiiali- 
iicutiuns, but should also represent the main forms of civilisation and the pi'incipal 
le( 4 ul systems of the woild. The Sub-Committee, liowevei-, considered that it woubl 
be premature to appoint any special orffan for the jjurjiose at the pjesent time. It 
is ijreferable to wait until the Assembly is in a position to draw up the future pro¬ 
gramme (»f work for the (hjinmittee of Experts. It would be sufficient for the 
moment to invite tlie (Jonimittee of Experts to consider at its next session the con¬ 
ditions undei- whicli the problem might b«* investigated and to present a report to 
the Council, whi«-h woubl conimunicate these suggestions to the Assembly. 

The Sub-Committee has accordingly the honour to jirojiose that the following 
draft ltns(duiion be submitted to lfic .\ssembly foj- its a))i)roval. (Koi’textof Resolu¬ 
tion adopted see Jiage 11!1.) 

Annkxi'WK IV.— lifjiorl of the Seroml Coin iiiitiee on Ihe Work of the 1 nternational 
('om mittce on /ntellertnal ('o-o/ieration. ( R.apjiorteur : .1/. /ireitxrheii], (ioviaaiiy.) 

The ninth session of the International Committee on Intellectual (h)-operatlon 
took i)lai‘e in .Inly li)‘27. 'I’he work of this Committee anil of its Sub-(tomniittees 
was to a great extent iirejiared ami facilitated by the International Institute of 
Intellei-tual (’o-operation. 

Though still burdened with financial difliculties which have resulted in a «-ertain 
under-statHng-, the Institute has done its work in a satisfactory manner. It ]jrepared 
reports, made the investigation- rei|uested by the International Committee on 
1 ntellectiial Co-opei-ation at its preceding session, convened committees of experts 
and assisted them by every means in its power; In short, it carried out the i-esolu- 
tions of the Committee and has proviul itself once again an indispensabb' auxiliary 
of the Committee. 

Tin* Set ond Committi'e has taken note of the rejiort of the activities of the Institute 
and of the conclusions submitted by M. l)esti-ee. On behalf of the (foverning Roily of 
the Institute, the J'tii/i/iortriir lielieves he can affirm that the (lovcrning Roily has 
reason to be completely satisfied with the activities of the International Tnstitute of 
Intellectual Co-operation and that this is an organisation deserving of all possilile 
support and encouragement. 

'I'he work ot tin* Committee on Intellectiial Co-operation was j)receded by a meeting 
ot the Suli-Committee ot Exjierts for the Instruction of Youth in the Existence and 
Aims of the l.cague of Nations. 'I'his Sub-Committee, which held a first meeting last 
year, drew up a number ot recommendations and suggestions. These wei'e submitted 
to the Sex'enfh .\sseml)l_>' at its ordinary session. In the light of the information 
cominiuiictitcd to the Secretariat both by the (Joverninents and by private international 
associations concerned with the education of young people, this Sub-Committee of 
Experts thought it advisable to re-grou]) and arrange in a more logical order the recom¬ 
mendations jireviously formulated. 

In an admirable rejiort which the Committee on Intellectual Co-operation apjiroved 
unanimously. M. Di-stree. member of the Sub-Committee, comments on these recom¬ 
mendations and sets forth the reasons which have led the Sub-Committee of Kxpeits 
to come to tijese conclusions. Fuither. on behalf of the Sub-Committee and in ordei- 
to confirm the work acconqilished. M. Destree pioposes the three following resolutions;- - 

(o) \ League of Nations Educational Information Centre shall be created at the 
Secretariat of the Committei* on Intellectual ('o-oj)eration in (leneva and at tin* 
I nternutioniil Institute of Intellectual Cooperation at I’aris. 

(h) Authority is granted to the Sub-Committee of Experts to meet every two or 
three years to e.vamiiie the i-esults obtained in the ilifferent States from the application 
of the recommendations drawn u]) by the Sub-('onimittee of Experts and, if necessary, 
to submit sup|)lementary leeoliiliientlalioiis. 

(c) Authority is granted to the ('ommitfee on Intellectual Co-operation, in consul¬ 
tation with the Secretariat, and with the agreement of the (lovernments concerned, to 
uppoint i)ermanent lecturers and advisers. These lecturers should be at the disposal 
of the teaching statT aiul ot the groups and associations desirous of primiotiiig a spiiit 
of international co-ojieration, to instruct them in the aims and existence of the League 
of Nations. Eurther, they should encourage the practical apjilication of the Sub¬ 
committee of Expei'ts’ recommendations, 

I'hese three projiosals upjiear (o be fully justified. Nevertheless, whilst the put¬ 
ting info practice of the first and second oi these pro|)osals would not im|>ose any 
fresh charge on the budget of the Committee of Intellectual Co-oi>eration. the third, 
if it were carried out, would invcdye a considerable increase in this budget. It would 
perhajis be advisable, to begin with, to approve only the first two proposals and to 
authorise the creation of the Educational Information Centre and also the meeting of 
the Sub-Committee of Experts, as at pre.sent constituted, at intervals wbich should be 
iletermined by the Committee on Tntellectunl Co-opei'ation. 
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'I'he (’i)uiicil, lifter oxniuininK' the work of the Coiiiiiiitlee on Iiitollei'iual t'o- 
openttion ’on yiul S«*pteiiil)er 1927, ilid not take iiny forinul dei-ision on the proposals 
of the Sub-Coniniiltee of Experts. It merely jmt forward su<j:p:es<ioii,s liy whicli we 
iin^ht be with lepai’d to the future work of the Sul)-(VininiittiU! of Exj/erts. 

“ 'I’he Sul)-Coiuniittee,” said the (’ouneil, “ nii^lit be eonveiied liy the (loniniittee 
on Intelieetual (h)-opoiation wlien the latter thoufjlit it ilesirable. In the intervals 
between plenary nieetino's of the Sul)-('oniniittee, its Chairman mi{>:lit, if an in)])ortant 
iiuestion shoubl arise, sumnion a small eommittee consistiiifj; of some of the members 
of the Sub-(k)mmittee. 'J'his small i-ommittee would investifjate all i|uestions j'ecjuir- 
iiiff urf'ent eonsiileration. It would be composed of those members of tin* Sub¬ 
committee who were more especially <iualitied to deal with the paj'ticular question 
involved. 

“'I’he small committee mij^ht be convened by th(‘ Chaii'iuan of the Suli-Committee 
after consultation with the ('liairman of the rnteruatioiial Committee on'Intellectual 
Co-operation. As a •General rule, the report of the small committee would be laid before 
the plenary meetiiq? of the Sub-Committee, except in jiartieularly ur<;ent eases, when 
it niip-ht first be sent direct to the Ciimmittei- on Intellectual (ki-ojieration." 

'I’he four Sub-tk)iuniittees of the Committee on Tutidlectmil Co-ojiei-ation have 
l■ontinued their work this year and have followed the same cautions and accurate methods 
ns in the past. 'I'hey have .always taken advantaf>'e of existiiifi: national activities, and 
their efforts have led more fi-equently to the co-ordination of existiiifr or<>;anisatious than 
to the creation of new international bodies. 'I'he International Mnsi'ums Ottiee, which 
was founded by the Sub-Committee for Arts ami la-ttej-s, and the Co-ordination Serv ici* 
of National Information Ottices attached to Eibraries, which was founded by the Sub¬ 
committee for Scientific Relations, are based on the same principles. 

It is to the initialivi' of the first of these bodies that we are indebted for the afj'ree- 
ment between the (’halcopfraiihical institutions of Nfadrid, l‘aris ami Rome, the exhibi¬ 
tions held simultaneously in these cities and at present at (leneva, the ]Uiblicafion of 
various bocjklets for the use of jkm’soiis interested in ([uestions of museocTapliy and 
information on art, &c. 

Most of the problems with which the Sub-Committees have hail to deal durinp; the 
lecent session were not taken uji by them foi- tlie first time. 'I’hey bad already been 
under consideration and tlieii' solution called for extensive and tlioi'ouf''li iiivestiyatioii, 
and for uieetinj?s of experts and specialists. 'I’he Committee has worked without haste, 
hut with no unnecessary delay. For exaiujile, in the important sjihere of tiie co-ordina¬ 
tion of the bihliofyraidiy of the various seu-nces, it has found a piactical foimula for 
the orj'anisation of certain subjects in an n<rreenient between those concerned—those 
who prepare and those who make use of bibIiop:raphies. 'Phis is true of the eeonomie 
seienres. In other departments, such as that of biology, ])rof>ress is beiiiy made and 
there is every reason to believe that important practical lesults will be obtained. 

'I’heve are still difficulties in the way of carryiiifj^ out these useful jiioposals. 'J'hese 
(lifQculties are mainly financial, and the (’oiumittee on Intidlectual Co-operation has 
coiumended this aspect of the problem to our notiei*. It is to be hoped that the Com¬ 
mittee's appeal will be heard and that these obstacles may be overcome thanks to e-r.nils 
fioiii the intei-national and national associations concerned, and jierhaps also to jirivate 
Pfeiierosity. 

'I’he same diflieulties threaten the e.xistence of the Office foi- Annual Tables id' 
(’onstanfs and Mathematical (luantifies. 'I’he International (.’ommittee dealiiie'with this 
matter is strup-jjlinp' under adverse conditions with difficulties which have become more 
serious since the war. (lovernuients, scientific' bodies and industrial cirides are alike 
interested in the eoiitinuation of the work of the Coiiimittee foi' the Annual 'I'ables of 
(Constants. 

'I’he Assembly, like the Committee on Intellectual Co-ojieration, consideis that it is 
essential to provide the Committee for the Annual Tables with the supjiort and resources 
re((uired to eiiabh* it to continue its work. It desires to recommiMiil it to the friendly 
consideration of (lovernuients, learned bodies and industrial circles. 

As ref^ards university lelations, the (’ommittee is ■’•ratified with tlii’ results obtained 
fiom the meetiiifj-s, held under its auspices, of the representatives of the international 
■students’ a.ssociation.s and of the Jlirectors of National University Office’s. It also 
considered how the Jiullftln issued by the University Relations Section of the Institute 
might be made as useful and interesting as the financial conditions governing its 
luiblication permit. 

In connection with intellectual rights, two questions in particular have continued 
to ( laini the f'omniittee’s attention—scientific projierty, and improvenii’nts in the exist¬ 
ing convention on copyright. After an enquiry extending over five years, th(> Com¬ 
mittee believes that the period of investigation is at an end and that it may convene 
a committee of experts for the former question. It would be the task of this committee 
to prepare a draft convention, taking into account the observations so far submitted and 
the enquiry conducted by the Institute of Intellectual Co-operation in the various circles 
concerned. 'I'he work undertaken by the Committee us a result of Keiuito Ruffini’s 
propo.sal might thus lead to the conclusion of an international convention to protect 
and reward scientists and their discoverie.s.

ot_ the Arts section ot the Institute. Thi.s Congress, which has beeji cartd’ully preparecl, 
will taike place* at I’riigue in the autumn of 1928. 'I'he (’zei’lnaslovaik Government has 
kiinlly otfereel to provide* toi* ji part of the n«*eessai’y expenses. The (’ongress has 
aii'oiised the ke(*nest inti*r«*st in most countries, iiiid especiailly in (Central anil Eastern 
Kiirojie. Invitations to the Congress will he sent to the (iovernments and organisations 
interested hy a (’(ininiittee composed of niemhers iippointed hy the Czechoslovak Govern¬ 
ment. representatives of the Committee on Intellectual Co-operation appointed hy its 
chairman and ol rejiresentatives of the rnternational Institute of Intellectual (Jo-ojiera- 
tion, as well as delegates from the Preparatory Committee of the Congress. 

A new sclieiiie has heen jmt forward which wotihl make a very suitahle supplement 
to this work. /I’he town of Heine has iiifoi-nied tlie Committee on Intellectual Co¬ 
operation that it is willing to organise an Kxhihition of Popular Arts foi- 1981 or 19.‘12. 

1 In* ( oiumittee has noted this pro]iosal with the greatest jileasure, and 1 think 1 am 
expressing the sentiments of the Assemhiy in congratulating the town of Herne on its 
generous jiroposal. Moreover, f am sure that the Institute of Intelleetual Co-operation, 
as well as the Secretariat of the Committee, will do all tlie\’ can to facilitate the carrying 
out of this scheme. 

The ('oiumittee on Intellectual Co-operation has once moi-e noted the importance of 
National (’ommittees, and the extent to which their work facilitates the relations 
hetween the Committei* its(*lf and the intelleetual centres of the various countries. 

It has also said how advisahle it would he to ]i)'omote anil eiicmwage these com¬ 
mittees liy giviny; them moral and. if possihle, niateiial •»nj»jiort. 'I'he Assemhiy of the 
I .e m'ue ol .Vatious has inoii* than once shown its interest in these organisations, whose 
indui'iiee is steadily extending, and which now form a network covering not only most 
Kurojiean countries, hut also States in other continents. 

The Committee on Intelleetual Co-o|(eration has very rightly tak(*n a keen interest 
in the international nnoement which for some time jiast has di'veloped in regard to the 
important prohleni of the ein(*matu|;raph in its relation to general education and the 
develoiuuent of the artistic sense. 

Ilavinw noted the findings of the Con>;iess ol Paris of 1929 and the (’ongress of 
Hasle of 1927. the ('ommittee has authorised the Institute of Intelleetual ('n-operation 
to continue its study of this <|uestion. to support the work ol the I nt(*rnat ional Com¬ 
mittee for Educational and Social Welfare Films, and to keep in touch with all ins¬ 
titutions and national and provincial centres which an* interested in this (|uestion. 

'I’he Committee has noted with satisfaction the setting up of a Committee of Intellec¬ 
tual Workers attached to the Int(*rnational Eahour Oflice. It has aski'd M. Destree and 
Professor Einstein to represent it on this {'ommittee. 

'I'he idenaiy ('ommittee, sitting in its capacity of (loverning Body, has examined 
the r(*i)ort of the Directoi- of the Institute concerning last year’s financial situation, a-' 
well as a rejioit hy M. di* Heynold in the name of the Committee of Directors. 

The ('ommittee li'arned that it had heen possible to balance the Institute’s budget 
for 1928. thanks to the grants which were ailded from various M)ure(*s to the French 
Government’s grant. 'I'he Go\erning Hody notes with regret, however, that the 
Institute’s resources ai'e still far from adeipiate for the carrying out of its entire 
programme. 

Till* Second Committee reiiuests the .\ssemhiy to a|)|)rove its report on the work ol 
the ('ommittee of Intellectual Co-operation and to adopt the following Resolution-.

During the seventh ordinary se.ssion of the Assemhiy, the Seiamd (’ommittee had 
before it the initial stages of the Eeague scheme for the settlenieut of some .‘12,00(1 
Hulgariaii i-efugee families. 'I'he general jilan of work had been drawn u]), the machi¬ 
nery to .somi* extent organised, and the work had heen st.irted by means of a small 
advance pending the final n(*g‘ot iations lor the loan m*ci*ssary to ])ut the scheme into tell 
operation. 

We can now consider the full year’s work and note with gratification the jnogiess 
achieved. In the fir.st place, it is .satisfactory to record the sueces-ful tloatation of the 
Hulgariaii Refugee Doan. Dondon. New ^ ork, Italy, Switzerland and Holland siihs- 
I’rihed for bonds hearing 7 per cent, interest and redeemable not later than 19(17. 'riu* 
price of issue to the public was 92 ]ier cent, and a total sum of anproximately two and 
a t|uarter million pounds sterling was made available for the settleiicnt of retugees. 

The (quarterly reports of the ('onimissioner of the D(*ague of Nations, if. (’hai'rou, 
show that the yield pf the revenue assigned for the security of the loan, nhile not up 
to the* estimates contained in the Hulgarian budget, have iieverthele-s been aiujily -uffi- 
eient to cover several times over the sums required for the service of the loan. It is 
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to note thut Iheiv has been u prop^ressive iiiiprov«*niciit in tJu* yield of Hie 
iissiffiied revenues and that yet further steps are beiiifc Hikon to m-eentuale this ♦eiuleiiey. 

As regards matters of organisation, the ilulgar (iovernimuit is to he i-ongralulated 
on the success witli whiidi it has i-entraliscd all its refugee services under'the able 
direction of M. Sarafoft', whose euergetii* cii-operation has lieen a feature of the work <d‘ 
the' last year. A wise, steji has bee.n taken in securing the advice of Messrs. I’rice, 
Waterhouse & (hi. as to the system of accounting adopted, which has thus been placed 
on thorouglily sound lines. 

It will he i-ecalled that an essential feature of the scIkmuc, embodied in .\rticle iS 
of the Protocol of 8th Kepteinher 192(1. was the provision by tin* Hulgarian Govern¬ 
ment of in2,0()<) hectares of suitable land free from any encumbrance. liCgal 
iHfllculties in the acijuisition by the State of nnencumbereil title tp tin*'land required 
have caused certain delays, but these have already been obviated to a considerable 
extent by a sjiecial law passed by the Itulgarian (Tovernmeiit. Purtber delays have 
been caused by technical difficulties .as to majis and surveys, but these are gradually 
disappearing owing to the excellent work of the Geographical Institute of Bulgaria, 
to which M. Charron pays a special tribute in his rejiorts. 

'rhese difficulties in providing the land have necessarily nnnie the jirogi-ess of the 
work of building houses in which the refugees can be installed somewhat slow, but the 
forth report of the Tveague of Nations C’ominissioner shows that we may hope* for a 
great intensification of activity in building houses in the near futuri*. ('onsiderabie 
jirogress has been made in the distribution to the refugees of sec'ds, agricultui-al imple¬ 
ments and (‘attle. 

Other difficulties have been faced and apjiropriatc measures taken to mec't them. 
The original plans for the drainage of marshes hav<'. npi>n close techitical examination, 
been found to need revision, which has lieen undeitakc'u. The lii*ague owes a very 
great debt of gratitude indeed to the distinguished Italian engineer. Signor Pornari. 
foi his invaluable co-operation in this matter. 

Similaily with regard to malaria. The well-known Dutch scientist. Professor 
Swellengrebel, in concert with the Health Section of the licagtie. has rendered services 
of inestimable value, and. in accordaiue with his r(*conimenda1 ions, :i competent medi¬ 
cal service has been set up and a suitable organisation started to unch'itake anti-malarial 
work. 

Plans have been drawn up or are in course of prejiaration for as ninch work mi 
road and lailways as is ]>eiinitte<l by the amount of funds at presimt available. It is 
to be hoped that substantial progress will be made in this direction duripg the coming 
year. 

It is parti<ularly gnatifying to record that, owing to the deteiniination of all 
jiarties concerned, the prcdib'ius whi<di might have arisen out of the settlement of 
refugees in districts near the land frontiers of IJulgaria have in all cases been stdved. 
.\ high tribute is to be jiaid to the spirit of co-o])eration in which the llnlgarian 
Government and the neighbour States have acted in this matter. 

W<* <-an therefore re<-<ird the sm-cessful inception of this scheme, and if in many 
directions unforeseen difficulties have arisen, we can look with satisfa< tion upon the 
couiage and lesolution with which they have been faced and the prosju'ct of success in 
overcoming- them. M'his has meant aniuous work for all concerneil, but we can confidi'iitly 
count on the energy and initiative of the Bulgarian Government and of the servants of 
the heague. under the insjiiring leadership of the Commissioner, M. (’harr-on, whose 
skill and devotion liave been lieyond piai.se. We »an rest .issured that tln‘y will spare 
rm effort to add still another to the a<-hieveinents of reconst i-uction which the Teague 
legards with such justifiable [iride.

.\lthough a ve<-ent development, the participatimi of the Teague of Nations in 
the public health actiyilies of 8outh America already promises to be fruitful. I’re- 
ventivo medicine, by its very nature, embraces the e.ntire liumau race and recognises 
no nationalities or frontiers; and the work of the Health Organi.sation, as approved 
by the Assembly, is of fundamental importance. Countries which Geogiaphically 
are far di.staut from the .seat of the Teague of Nations realise this more than othens, 
and recignise in this high tribunal the most generous of collaborators and the most 
f-ompetent of advisers. 

The problems of infant mortality were the main idiject of the journey to Tatin- 
Amoricu of the I’ro.sident of the Health (’ommittee, Profe.s.sor T. Madsen, and of the 
Medical Director. Dr. Rajchman. They were to attend the iifeeting of the Inter¬ 
national Group of Experts in Child Welfare held at Montevideo last dune to study 
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the uiedic«>- 80 cial caustis of infant nioiality in Latin-Airiprican countries. Moreover, 
their powers of ohseT-vation pfave them deen insiprht into freneral healtli conditions. 
'Suffffestions were submitted, and several |uans of real continental importance were 
proposed. The I.eaffue of Nations, in afrreemeiit with the (lovernnieiits con<'erne«l, 
may he able to transform these plans into pmit realities. A refeience to these plans 
will be made later. 

1. The. campaipfii a>fainst infant mortality is of special importanc»* to lattiii- 
America.n countries. If one <‘onsi<lers the ^reat area of l•ertain of these countries 
and their sparse po|)iilatioii, the importance of the loss in human capital caused by 
hififh infant _ mortality rates will be appreciated. llf»u- mindi «freat<*r the prosperity 
of these, nations mi^^ht be if the population inm-eased niori* rapidly and thus facilitated 
the jfi'owtli of its iinlustries, uffriculture and ^•ommerce. 

On this continent, as elsewhere, it was jirimarily private enterjirise which <*reated 
numerous (>r<j-anisations for child welfare. These organisations have steailily become 
more efficient, and to-ilay’ they are tryin<; to fill the role of public health and social 
institutions. Neveitbeless, in spite of the modernisation i>f their i)ro>;rammes of work, 
they are still too widely scattered and their ai-tivit ies lack supjiort and cobesicm. 

Moi-eover, tliey wei'e not all designed for the handling of lar<re problems: they 
lhave been en”aeed in dealinjr with immediate danpfers of obvious ur<rency, T'hese 
<•onsideratiotls, tofrether with other similar ones, exjdain the enthusiasm with wbic li 
the Latin-American exjierts respoml to the invitation of the TiCafriie of Nations and 
attended the (.'onfeieiice at ilontevideo. 

Delefjates of Arjfcntine, Ilra/.il, Holivia, Chile, Paran’iiay and T'^rup'uay were 
thus enabled to make a. detailed steady of tbeir national pridilems relating: to chibl 
welfare, and, .■ijiprovinu' the pr<'''edure acce|)te<l by their Knropean colleajrues, they 
adopted plans for iii vest i<rat ions whii h are to be carried out in 1928. The purpose 
of this study will he to detcrinim' with the j^rcatesl possible exactitude the main medical 
and social causes, both of still-births and of infant mortality. As in the case of the 
investijrations in Europe, it was considered necessary to carry out these investi<fations 
in both urban and rural areas, comprising- lo<-alities with biffh anil low mortality rates 
in both frroups. It is thus hoped to arrive at conclusions on which it will be possible 
to base, as lajiidly and widely as possible, eft'ective prophylactic measures ajrainst 
infant disease.s. 

In order to obtain results that can be compared as between the different countries, 
it is obvious that uniformity of method is essential. It was tbeiefore dec-ided to 
propose that tiie member of the Health Section of the Secretariat of the Lea>;ue of 
Nations who is responsible for co-ordinatin<r the investijrations in Kurojie should 
undertake a similar work in the Latin-American countries. 

It was also dec ided to convene the* Latin-Amc-i ic an experts duiinjr the first halt 
of the y'ear 1928 for an exchanjre of views on the results that will by then have been 
obtained and on the (lossibility of improving- the method of i-nciuii'y. 

It is interestino to recall in this c-oiinection that the ilontevideo mei‘tin*>' was tlu* 
first conference helcl by the l.c>ao-ui* of Nations in a T/alin-.\mc*rican country, and it is 
^rratifylno’ to note that the inau;;ui'ation ot the work of this ('onferenc-e was macle 
the occ-asion of an official cei'cmony in the* prc'scmce of TTis Kxc-ellc'iicy the President 
cif the Republic and presided over by tin- Minister of Industiy. These c-ircumstances 
show the importance which the (lovernnient or Urnoiiay attiibuted to this ronferenc-e. 

2. Thanks to the initiative of the Health Committee of thc^ Leafrue of Nations, 
the lot of the Latin-American child will certainly la- much im|)rovecl when each 
countrv hivs determinecl, with a view to reniecl_\ ino them, the main >oc-ial-medic-al 
c-aus''s of infant mortality in its urban cc-ntres and rural districts. Hut the prac-tic-al 
application of these measure's and their siic'cess are direc tly deiiendent on the ciuality 
and the decree of trainin<r of the staff' which will be entrustc'd with their execution 
aucl supervision. Itlindful, no doubt, of siic-h I'onsiderations as these. Professor Arao/ 
Alfaro, member of the Jieafrue Health Committee, has sufrtfsteel, with the support 
of the Arffentine. Government, the establishment at Buenos .\yres. undei- the auspices 
of the Leajfuo of Nations, of an infernationnl health c-entre for infant welfare. It 
woulcl provide traininpr facilities for a staflf-capable of dealinpr in an ellii-ient fashion 
with chilcl welfare in Latin-Americ-an countries. 

This sehool woulcl also c-o-ordinate the work of the various ma}>iiitic‘ent institutions 
which have been established in the ,\r>rentine capital by the State and the muni- 
c'ipalitv with the work of private orfrani.sations and of the very ri'inarkable Welfare 
Soe.iety. It woulcl lie placed under the luesideiic-y of the Ar>rentine member of the 
Health Committee, wdio could submit to the Health (’ommittee an annual report 
dealing' with the ac-tivity of the school during the past year and rhe nrogramme of 
studies for the c-oming year. Hut since eduention is only one stage in developing 
the practical work to be clone, the Argc-ntine Federal Health Authorities desire at 
the same time to establish dispemsarics and welfare centres in tbo.se provinces where 
infant mortality remain.s relatively high and which noeive immigrants from oversc-as. 
For this purpose the Federal Authorities are I'ounting on the support of the provincial 
governments and municipalities. 
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Tt would also he possible 1o profii by ibe so-ralled system of inter-c^banjfes of 
pul)Iie health peisonnel, whirh is well known lo tlie Assembly and the uscfvilness of 
which has l)epii (bscribed in reniarkiible fashion by the honourable deleffnte from 
Tlritish India, to jrive the Aifrentine umlertakinf>- an intermitional rharalder. ' ff 
'«c]iolarslii])s could be ^rranted to liUtin-Amencan doctors of countries other than the 
Argentine to enable them to follow the i-ourse of higher education which would be 
given at the ccntie in question, and also to pass a period of training in the treatment 
and prevention stations, and if exfierts from other countries could be invited by the 
Health (b)mmiltee lo give collides of le<-tures or to study there, a n-al centre for 
international technical (‘ollaboi-ation might be established. 

Pe?-haj)s one day some other Hal in-American country may offer to create a centre 
complementary to that proposed by the Argentine authorities, for it is important 
that the public health exjierts who deal with infant wclfaie slnfuld be effectively 
supported not only by visiting uursc'i but also by social workers. Tf in the future 
a social welfare seloxd could be of service in a Hatin-.\merican capital, and if this 
could be in Chile, the delegation of this country would be very pleased ti> ensure, 
by means of the sch()ol established at Santiago, fruitful collaboration with the Health 
('ommittee of the League. 

8 . The M'ork of the Health (‘omniiltee could be still further turned to advantage 
by the Tjatin-Amejican countries if the League of Nations cimbl take under its 
auspices the higher eilucation in health, which was organised two years ago at Rio 
de .Taneiro, and so emlow it with the same international character as the courses 
organised this year In- the ire.-dth t'onimittee in Paris atid London. This srdiool 
could be based on the magnificant Rc'seandi Institute founded by Oswaldo Cruz at 
Rio dc .laneiro and directed with so much scientific ability by Professor Carbis Chagas, 
member of the Health Committee of the League of .Vat ions. 

The training of jmblic health experts and of a health staff is essential to the 
economic development of Latin-.Vmerican countries. Public health is not only the 
technical application of modern ex]»ciiem-c in preventive medicine; it is also the 
imi>rovonient of tin* conditions of economic life. Public health officers are pioneers 
who ensure the exploitation of wcaltli and miahlc peojde to enjoy the natural resources 
with which they are richly emlowed. 

The Assmnbly will thus readily understand the cajiital importance of giving this 
national army of ".scouts” an adeijuate teclinical training- a training which can 
only be ])rovidcd hv institutions <d' recognised tmdinical standing. Numerous public 
heallii specialists from T.at in-Ameri<-a have already profited by the interchange system 
of the lieague, and :i])proximately 42 of them, belonging to lo ditferent countries, 
holding J;cague of Nations si-holarships, have been able to study in North America 
and in various European countries. 

The Hraziliaii proposal would enable other Laiin-.Xmeriean lountries to benefit 
by the excellent training given by the Oswaldo Cruz Tnstitute ami tlic c.\]>erieuce it 
has already acipiired. It will probably not be jiossiblc for tlie Health Conimittei* 
to invite many leetniers to assist in the iiistvnetion given (here, as it has been able 
to do in the case of the health coursc-s in Paris and T/oudou, but one or two foreign 
teebiiical experts might, be appointed to <-o-operate for a few monilis in Rio with the 
Latin-.\merican staff, and here again, as in the case of the Argentine centre, sebolar- 
sbips might enable Latin-.Vmericaii diM-tors to derive a large amount of benefit from 
these courses. 

■1. The .\s.scmblv will also be iiiteri'stcd to learn that Protcssoi- Carlos (’Imgas 
ami Dr. Clenientino Kraga, Director of the Brazilian Federal Public Health Servici', 
have suggested that an futei'iiational Tjcprosy Research Centre should he estahlished 
under the au.sjiices of the League. 

'I’he problem of le[irosy has engagml the attention of the Health Committee, for 
some years, and flu* effrirt.s imole in Norfberii Eiiroiieaii counlrie.s lo combat, thi.s 
disease have been crowned with ’ remarkable success. I’lie road whicli .several E.astern 
and many Latin-Americiiii cijuiitrie.s have still to travel is an arduous one. The ta.sk 
obviou.s1y devolves upon ibe national authorities, but investigations into the causes 
of the spread of the disease demand the assi.stance of all and real co-operation between 
.sideiitist.s of all countri<-s. This (ask affords an excellent opportunity for defining 
international action and the extent of national effort. Tf the Health Organisation 
is ab'e to ohtaiii the co-ojierat ion of (he great scientists of other countries in the, 
research work already undertaken in Tiutin-American I’mintries, it will have made a 
real contrilmtion to the sedution of one of the most difficult problems which the health 
administrations of the countries are c'allcd upon to solve. 

It is necessary to add tliat a Brazilian philanthrojiist—Dr. (ruillenno {iuiiile— 
is prepared to coniribute a .sum of fiH,()()() Swiss francs a year towards the. creation of 
a leprosy re.search centre. Moreover, it should not be forgotten that the Fmleral 
(rovernmeiit of Brazil would take a deep interest in the new development of public 
health under the auspic-es of (ho League of Nations. 

5. The c-om|)arative researr-bes into the. sero-diugnosis of syphilis in Europe, 
initiated by the Health Uoininittee, ami the practical results already (ditaiued, might 
be extended to liatin-Americun countries. The Institute of Hygiene of the State 
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of Sao Pauloi.s williiip- io niiiko lliis possible ami lias already earmarked in its budjfet 
a sum suHicietit to jirovide the salary for one year of a serolo^ist to be appointcsd by 
(lie Health (lommillee of (lie la*a<>ue of Na(ioiis. As soon as tliese iiivestif^ations have 
been bejfun in Brazil, (ln\v nii}>li( be ('Xlioided (o o(lier Latin-American ('ountries; 
a step forward would (bus be (akmi in (be eanipai<.'n aKains( (his social scourffe. 

6 . Thanks (o the lieaK’ue’s mission, co-o})«ra(ion be(wce.n (he sanitary adminis¬ 

tration of l!riif>uuy and (be Mixed ('oiiiniission of (be lleaKli (’omniiKee now studying' 
liealtb insurance, in Kiiroiie lias beiui assiir<-<l.'

Tin- .Vssembly has thus an 
o[ipoi(unity of oixiii”' clear proof of (be d«*sire of the l.eayue of .Nations to <‘i>-oj)erate 
in (bis work of fundamental importance, b\ lacilitai inj>- the reali.sation of (be sebeiues 
just jiliiecii befoie it.

'Plmnks to the various 
su^-f^estions broiio'lit back !>> the .Mission ol die Hcaltli Committee in Batin-Ameriea, 
(be Assembly now lias an oppm I unily toeieate a li\iiiu imaue ol the Bean’ue of Nations 
ill die ver.\ heart of I .at i u-.\ merieaii loiuiliies and lo estalilisli tanailile and definite 
bonds with (be l.eaf'Ue and its liealtb Committee.

The reports jiii.seiitod to this Assembly euneerniii”- the work of the Health Org'aii- 
isation of the l.ean'ue furnish a record of proprc.ss that is jirat ifyiiif*-. It is not 
iieeessarv to atlminil any description ot the louiine work of tbal Urjcanisathin. The 
.scope and oii.jeets ol this work have been Inlly de.scribed in rejiorts to this and to 
previou.s A.-semblies. Attention should, however, be directed to a few aspect.s of the 
work of special inteiest at (be [iresent lime. 

Since the last .\ssemlily a new llealdi Commitlee has been appointed. A wel¬ 
come innovation has been the appointment ol expert as.sessors, who take part in the 
work of the Committee in an ailvisory eapa< it\. The ajipointment of assessors from 
countries as far distant from (iciievn as ,\uslialia and Ja])an is iurtlier evidence of 
the teiidemy toward.s universality of the wm k of the Health Organisation, which 
received favourable eommeut during our meetiiifrs last year. 

The past year lias seen a still further ilevelopment of (he Bureau of Epidemio- 
lo>?ie,-il intelligence at Singapore. 'I be work of (bis Bureau lias now become of 
administrative inteiest and importance, not only to countries in (he East, where the 
hetiefits are obviiiu.s, hut also to all the inauy other countries having commercial 
iclations with the East. Weekly telegiaidiic reports concerning the liealth conditions 
iu no less than lo7 ports of Asia, Australasia and the East Coast of Africa are 
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despatched to the Rureaii, and this infttriiiatioii is l»r<)adca.st throupflioul this area 
from an incieased nnniber of wireless telejfiuph stations. Movements of epidenne 
disease can thus he watched and .studied and ineasures taken iji advance to repel 
invasion of infection. 

The perinaneiici! of the SipcTiapore Hureaii, it is suhinilted, should he as.sured hy 
the Iveaffue, w liose authorities should eiisuiv its ade(|UHte financing. E.spe«*ially 
worthy of reineinhrance is ilje circuni.slance that the activities of this Organisation 
foriii the cliief vi.sihle link l»etween Eastern <‘ountries and the League ()r^aui.stition. 
That those couiiiiies—some of whom, like India, are lar<je cimtrihutors to the fjenerul 
hud(<et—appreciate this aspect of the Leaj^jie’s work is evident from -their close <-o- 
opei'atiou with its lahours. Thus, foi- instance, India is represented on the Health 
Cmnniittee, tt» the mutual advaatafres, it is ho})ed, of India and of tlie Health Orfjan- 
isation itself. 'J'he Government of India, which welcomes his appointment, has not 
only sent Colonel Graham, its representative, to attend the mectiiif; in January, hut 
is also co-operatino' hy hroa<lcastino the Hureau’s weekly epitlcmioloji'ical reports. 

The weekly (listrihiition of the Siiie-apore and other current e]>idemiolooieul 
information of iinjantance from the wireless station at Nauen in Germany is a still 
more recent »levei(;pment which pi-oved of vei-y <;rcat assistance to administrations in 
Eurojie anil elsewhue during the iuHueii/a epidemic of the early months of this year. 
During' the course of that oulhreak all Eiirojjean Health .\dniinist rat ions furnished 
the Health Gi-fraiiisation with weekly tele}>-i-!»phic summaries of the projrress of the 
epidemic, whiidi information was hroadcast twice a week from the Nauen station. 
The demon.stration thus alTorded ot the .cajMihilities of our Health Grg'anisation to 
.supply prompt and reliahle information in the event of the ajipearance of serious 
epidemic disease has occasioned much faxourahle comment. 

Tt is H'ratifyiii”' to know that a way has hecn found of iililisiiio die ellicieiit 
epidemiolojtrical iiitellij>'ence work of the Health Grj^anisation, including that of the 
iSinffapore liureau, in discharoino the ohli^ations imjiosed on the GIHce international 
d’Hyffiene puhliqne aTid on signatory Governments hy the International Sanitaiy 
(^invention of 192(1. 

Reference should also he made to the further a^rreement concluded between the 
Permanent Committee of theOtlice international (I’llypriene puhli(|uc and the Health 
Committee with the ohj<*ct of seem-injf still clo.ser co-ordination of tin* work of these 
two bodies, 

'I’lie recent termination of the work of the Intciiiational Sleejiinj^-Sickness 
Commission deserves more than passin^f notice. It is another strikin>; e.\ample of 
the widespread nature of the Health Oifiauisation’s activities. The ('ommission has 
produi’cii a rejmrt o!' veiy considerable scientific interest and imjantance and has 
been able to jmt foiward suirKt^i^fiotn* f‘n' intciiiational co-op(>ration, hy the Admiii- 
istr.itions interestcil, in the control of this di.seu.se, who.se jireveiition is of vital jiuhlic 
health and ecoiaiinic imjiortance to laiffc territories in Africa. 

This .X.ssenihlv has heard imudi duriiiff jn-evioiis years re^ardinjr the .so-called 
inttM'chang'e.s ot jiuhlic health otticers—a system whereby health officers of man\ 
countries have been able to jirotit by the e.vjierieiice of other countries in liandlitio' 
health jirohlems that are ini|iortant to all. 'I'lie iiiterchanj^e, or study (our, that is 
to hej'in in Germany durinj): the course of the jiri'sent month has features id' sjieinul 
interest, and will he attended by as many as Jt) ollicers holding' inijiortant jiositions in 
the health administrations of almost as many •■ountries. 

Eollowinj' the exanijile ot the iiiterchann'e. held in Jajian in I92r), one is heins,' 
arraiijfcd in India with tin* active assistain-e of the i-eiitral and local Governments, 
and jfreat results are anticijiated therefrom. It is hojied that the I’ivsident of the 
Health Committee and the Director of the Health Section will he able to join the 
jiarty so as to produce the best results both from the point of view of the Leuffue anil 
ot the localities concerned. It may not he out of jilace to enijihasi.se that the.se inter- 
chunjfes furnish a consincuous exam|ile of inteiiiational co-ojieration and (•mphasise 
and carry into jiractice the ideals of universality embodied in the (’ovimant of the Leaffue. 
Hy this means and by the dissemination of intellioence as to cjiidemics and research 
into eiiidemics, the administrations and the jieojiles of distant countries are brought 
into close touch with the central (trp:anisat ion of the Leajtue, and the mutual lienefit 
derivable from the contacts thus established cannot he over-estimated. 

An interestinjf develojnnent Kiowinn' out of this system of study tours has been the 
orjfunisation of international health cour.ses. Thi'se courses last alMUit .seven weeks. 
They consist of lectures, discussions and juactii-al demonstrations at which the work¬ 
ing of public health and sanitary institutions and sanitary enjfineeriiiff jdants are 
thoronfrhly explained. The subjec ts dealt with cover a larj^c raiiffc, special jiromi- 
•leiice heinj; jriven to .juihlic health ]>rohIenis of i>res(*nt-day imjHirtance and to 
recent develojnnent of jnihlic health sciemee and research. 'I’hese courses afford an 
ojjportunity to health otticers helonj'infi' to many administration.s of hearing the 
views of jirominent exjiert.s rcnardinjc such matters. The first of .such courses was 
held in Paris in the early months of this year, and a .second cour.se will be. held in 
Tiondon in November and December. In Paris all the lec-tiires were delivered in 
hVeneh; in London the course will he held in Enffli.sh. 
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The Maluriii ('ommiuHion liaa re«‘eiitly puhlisltod u general iei><)rt, which illus- 
trutea the value nl' tliis Comiiiis.sioD’s work lo tlie iiiiuiy counlrie.s in which malaria 
ia so prevalent a cause of ill-health. The ('oniniissiou has made extensive tours 
throughout all (fouiitries in Eurojje in which malaria pn'sents problems of public 
health importance, and in Syria and Palestirn*. I'wo nuunhm's of the Commission 
have recently jwid a visit to the (Tnite»l States of .\m(*rica. The ojiixirtunity 
ufford(*d _ hy these tours for discussion hctw<*en the promimmt exp»‘rts foi'ining the 
Commission and the malaria exis*rts «if tin* <-ountries visited concerning jn’obhuns 
of great haail imisu-tance have been of the utmost value*. The Health Committee 
continues to rei-eive reipiests fur advi<-e coiic<*rning malaria jirohlems and through 
its Malaria (Commission it has rciciitl. he<*n able to reinl(*r signal service to 
Bulgaria. The tlovernmeiit o( India hopes that it may he possible foi* this Com¬ 
mission t'o visit Imlia tluring tin* laft<*r half of ami it is confident tliat if this 

invitation is accejit»*d, evei-y i*ffort will b<* made by tin* vtirious local (iovernmeiits 
in India to make the visit inf<*n*sting ami helpful. Uef(*rence should also be made 
to tin* malaria courses that have l)c<*ii organis<*d b\ tin* Ilealtli (Irganisat ion at the 
Ka<*ulty of Medicine, Paris, the Ijondou Sidiool of Hygiene ami Trojiical 
Medicine, and at tin* Institute of ^faritinn* and 'I'roiiical .Medicine, Hamburg. .V 
lalsiratory course of some four we<*ks’ duration at one or tin* other of these insti¬ 
tutes is followed by two montlis’ work in certain malaria <listiicts of Italy, Sj.ain 
and tin* Kingdom of tin* Sei lis, Croats and Slovenes during wliich jiart ici|>ants have 
an opjiort unity of seeing and taking j»ari in anti-malaria work there b(*ing carried 
out. The ex|M*nses incurred by attemhince of these malaria courses for a neces¬ 
sarily limiteil nunib(*r of medical officers engageil in malaria work in (loverument 
einjiloy in diflerent countries i •> a charge against the lleallh t Irgaiiisation budget, 
and an iin‘r(*asiiig' numlier of applications received lor attendance at these courses 
is evidence of tln*ir great utility. 


Another excellent c-xaniph* of the manner in which a League technical organi¬ 
sation can secure collaboration in d«*aling with scientific iiroblems is afforded by the 
International Uabies ('onf(*rence, which was liebi in Paris in April last, and where¬ 
in my countiw jiarticipat»*d through two experts witli practical experit*nce of the 
subject. Hydrophobia, thougli nowhere an important lausi* of mortality in com- 
jiarisoii with that occasioned by epiilemii* ilisease, is nevertheless in certain countries 
a priddent of groat nractical importance. Since Pasteur discovered the preventive 
treatment, that hears liis name, institutes for tin* treatment of persons bitten by rabid 
animals have sprung up all over tin* worhl. In the course of time, modilications 
have been introduced into the tieatment as instituted by Pasteur, so that at the 
pre.sent time very div(*rgent methods are employed. 'I'lie ('onf(*rence arrung’ed by the 
Health (Irgaiiisation aiVordi'd the first op|)ortunii\ then* has been foi- dii'ectors of 
institutes from all jiarts of the world to meet ami comiiare experiences of the, i*esults 
olitaiiied with the various modifications of the original Pasteur method that are in n.se 
in their laboratories. 'I’lii* technical discussions that took jiiace were of the greatest 
po.ssible value, and the reiiort of the ('oiiference will be an authoritative statement 
regarding many difficult scientific iirohleius and tend towards increased (*fficiency. 


Reference should also hi* made to two im])ortant aitivities of the Health Organi- 
■satioii which originated in resolutions of the .\ssembly enquiries into infant mortality 
and health insurance respectively. 


Several asiiects of the study of health insnram e are of interest to the Internationnl 
lAihour OHice, and consequent (y the Expert ('ommission which is entrusted with this 
.study coiisist.s of twelve meiiibers. half of which were nominated by the Governing 
Body of the International Labour (Hlice, and half by the Health (’oinniittee. This 
Poinmissioii, at its first meeting in Geneva in April last, ilecided on a programine of 
einjuiry into certain asjiects of public health and .social insurance, from the point of 
view of j)reventive medicine, in certain selected countries. The personnel charged 
with each of thi*se empiiries is repre.seiitative of both the public* hc*alth and the social 
aspects of insurance*. In view* of the gri*at interest with which cpie.stious of health 
insurance are being considered in iny countries at the iiresent time, tin* results of this 
Gudy will be looked forward lo with special intere.sf.

The work aeeoniplished in tlie domain of eeononiies in the oourse of the last 
year hy tin* l.ea^-ue of Nations, the ('oiineil, the Keononiie (•rj^'anisation, under that 
eminent economist. Sir Aithur Salter—a work of which the Iteapue of Nations has 
evt*r\ ripht to l)e jiroiid—was, as yon know, (lenlleinen, the [>rei)aration and jrround- 
work' of the International Economic ('onf(*ri*nce. Of this Confereiict* onr 
ilistinf>'nished colleaft-ue, il. Eoncheur, will s[»eak to you with that authority which 
attaclu's to all his pronounc(>nients. M_\ task is a more modest one. 1 shall only 
claim your attention for the lus-essarily restricted hut none tlie less meritorious and 
concrete activities of the Economic Committee, ttwin^- to the preparations for the 
1 nt(>rnational Kconomic Confer«*nc«*, this Committee has only ludd two sessions this 
year, one of which was devotc-d to tin* work entrusted to it hy tin* (’ouneil and the 
othei’ to the work devolvin*>' u|s>n it in consecjiience of cei-taiii resolutions of the 
International Economic ('(mference r»*feiTed to it ()y the Council. 

1. Internntioniif Conferrnrr for the .Xhohtion of Import iinil K.rport f^rohihi- 
tions anil Hex! rirlion.'s.

.\ss(*nihly at its liftli ordiiiarv session, has l>e<‘ii tin* ol-ject of loii”" and careful studic's 
hy the Econoniir- ('onimittee in consultation with ({overnnu'uts and inten*sted circles. 
The International Ec<momic Conf«‘r»*nce pave its unanimuus aii|>ro\al to the draft 
convention prejiared hy tin* Economic ('onimittee as the basis foi- discussion' at an 
intermit ional conference. 

Tly a decision of the Council the Conferenct* on Prohibitions will oiM*n at (ieiieva 
on 17th (tctohei- of this year. ,\lt States Membei*s of the Eeapue and the pi inciiial 
States non-Members hav»* b(*en invit<*d by the Council to send repr(>M*ntat ives to this 
conference. 

'I'he cominp conference, although it has been i>rc*paied bi*fore the International 
h'conomic ('onl'<*r<*nce, may hi* repauled as tin* (list atteini>t to pive praid ical effect to 
the )nincii>l<*s and recommendations of that Confer»*nci', and it may have* a consider¬ 
able infliK'nce upni tin* success of other measures which may be contenijilated to put 
into ojM'ration oth<*r iiUfKirtant recommendations of the Economic ('on fei'encc*, in 
partimilav those relatinp to tariffs. 

b'or this reason, and in order to free international cuinmerce from a bariier 
whii-h it considers to he one <d' the chief obstacle's to the freer movement of pood*!, 
tin* S»*cond ('onimittee cannot but *'xpr»*ss tin* wish that the coininp conference will 
Iciid to the con(*lusion <d' a hindinp apr«*ement, sipiu'd and subsequently lutitied by 
as many States as po.ssible. 

2. As mentioned alnive, tin* sei-oiid s<*>sion of the ('omniittei* was entirely 
devoted to the prei>aratory study of c(*rtaiii recoramemhitions of the 1 nternutiona.I

liminary studv of the actual situation in the various countries, so as to be able to 
judpe at which moment and under what conditions furtlu'r st(*[)s could l>e taken 
towards a common jnilicy. The study undertaken by the Kc-onoinic ('onimittee refeis 
in pai ticnlar to the chaiacterist ic featnies of the tariffs of the various countries, the 
advantapes and di.sadvantapes of their (Tistoms rei/ime as w(*ll as of the form and 
ai>plicatiou of tlie mo.st-favoured-nation clause and .so forth. 

The first .step towards the unification of ('nstoms nomenclature apjieared to the 
('ommittei* to be the drawinp up of the peiieral franu'work of a iinitied tariff to-form 
the basis for further work. Contrary to the pessimistic anticipations held in many 
(luarters, the small proup of exjx'rts to whom the Committee (*ntru,sted the first task 
has already achieved very considerable piopress. In ()etolM*r they will submit their 
unified framework alonp with pro[H)sals as to tin* best methods for elahorutinp the 
details, and we have every reason to hojH* that in tin* y(*ar lf(‘28 preat propress towards 
tin* unification of tariff nomenclature will have Ix'en made. 

The (juestion of the treat meat of forcitjn nationals and enterpri.'ie..s is not new 
to the ('ommitt(*e. It will be remembenl that in l!>2-‘f and I92f) the Committee apreed 
upon two si'i-ie*. of ]uincipl(*s with repard to the treatment of fori'ipners in fi.scal and 
lepal matters, and the treatment of foreipiiers admitted to I'xercise a trade, profe.ssion 
or other economic occupation, and that (In* adojdion of these* principles •whs recom¬ 
mended by the Council to all States Memhens of the Ijeapue. The Internatidnal 
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hc'onoinic (.-oiifereiice lia,s now j'eeoiiiiiieii(le<l Ihut jui iiitin'iiutiunul <‘onf’ereii(;e be held 
with the ^object, of settliiifr the matter by menus of an international affreement. The 
Second Coinniittee is j»lad to stale that the K«a)nomic ('ommitteo is already enffaged 
in drawing’ up tlu', i>re,p;iralory documents for thi.s conference. 

.1. I he I nternatioiuil (.’oiirention relntiiif/ to the Sl/nplification of Ciixtotn.-'

The fij’st reports of the (Toverninents on the application of tin* ('oiiven- 
tif)n_ wliich hiive been coniniunicat. d i(, i he Sec’retary-tb'iu'ral in accordance witli 
Article *.), reveal (F cpiote tin* repoil of the (anntiiiltec>) “ tlie siriliing progress wliicli 
lias l)e(*n niadc* under tlie influenc-e of the (Amvenlion, liotli as regards tlie clauses 
whicli li ave a liinding' cliaracter and those wliicli are nieielv in tlu* nature of ]'(*coin- 
niendations. ’ .Moreover, the Committee has found that the jn’ovisions of the Conven¬ 
tion are being increasingly used as a basis for the settlement of ipiestions of a simil.ir 
chaiacter in bilateral treaties. 

In view oi tlie encouraging ri'ports of the (iov«*rnments on the ap]>lication of the 
provisions ol tiie (\inv(‘ntion, the Kcononiic Committee has decided to take up the 
',tudy of c(*rtain recommendations annexed to tlu* t'onvention with a view to their 
practical aj>j>lication. 

4. .\s rc'g’ards tin* question of false tieelaratioiix i/i diishiins iniilleris, arising out 

ol a r(*comnu‘ndation of the (leneva ('onference ot lJ)2d on ('astoms h’ormalities, the 
Coniniit tee, alter considering tlu* \arious pro]>«>sals whicli lia\e been put before the 
Committee eitlu'r lor an international i-onvention or for bilateral agreements, dm-ided, 
with the approval of the Council, to invite a few jurists and Customs exjierts to express 
llieir ojiinion on the juridical and technii-al aspects of tlu* question. ttwing ro the 
urgent natiiri* of tlu* oth(*r qiu*stions now on hand, tlu* proiHised mc(*ting of exi«*rts 
has not yet taken place, but the (‘ommittee iiiulerstands that it is conteinidated hobl- 
ing it at the t*arli('st inissibh* date. 


b. The- l‘rolorol of on A rhit ration. Cla.ase.i has been ratified during the past 

\ear hy two further States, thus bringing the number of ratifications up to 15. The 
..mall iinmber of ratifications during the, past year is no doubt due to the fact that 
an additional jirotocol for tlu* eiiforeement of foreign arbitral awards has been l>re- 
jiared and ali(*ady circulated to the M<*inbers of the l.eagiu*. 'I'he Assembly will be 
called upon at its present session to consider this dralt, which is intended to supple¬ 
ment the t92.‘{ I’rotocol. This cpiestion forms a separate item on our agenda, and 
1 therefore* do not jiropose to dwell upm the matter hen*. 


I). ^\'ith regard to the quc*stion of the unification of /uVf.v of e.rcliani/e, the 
Kcononiic ('ommittee is now directing its elYorts toNcards an attempt to assimilate and 
hariiioiiisc* in the first place the laws of the countries belonging to the continental 
group, a c’oiuiilete unification of all i*xisting laws having b<*en recognised as iireseiit- 
iiig, tor tlu* time* being, insuperable obstacles. 'I'he Kcononiic Committee is of the 
opinion that if only the continental laws relating to bills of exchange and cheques 
could be assimilated, great progress would be achievt*d, and it might then iK*rhai>s 
be easier to bring- into closer harniony the c-ontineiital and the Anglo-Saxon .systems. 
With the apiiroval of the Council, tlie Committc*e eallc*d together a meeting of exiK*rts, 
drawn From business c ircles, to iioint out the practical dilticulties encountered by the 
business world as a result of tlio divergt*ncies lH*twc*c*n the laws of the different 
countries and to single out those ditfiiultic*s which appeared to he* capable of solution 
hy means of an inti*rnational agreenic*nt. .\s a result of the iiroposals of the.se exiH*rts, 
the. ('ommittee c’anie to tlu* c’ciiiclusion that further steps should be takt*n with a view 
to framing the iu*c(*.s.sary articlc*s to .serve as the basis of an international agreement. 
'This task will be entrustc'd to a iiu*eting of exiHuts, mainly jnrist.s, the holding of 
which has aln*ady been approved hy the ('ouiicil and the convening of which is con¬ 
templated for this autumn. 

'I'lu* .Second ('ommittee has been infc>riiu*d that if, as wc* have every reason to 
buiie, flu* work of llif.se f.xpfits nijiidly udiieve.s the de.sired ifsull, it should hi* 

po.ssiblc* to comsider the c-oiivening of an international conference, eithc*r at the end 
of 1928 or the heginning of the following year, with a view to reaching an a^ec*niunt 
to bring about that assimilation of legislations of the continental t> pe which is so 
greatly to be ih'sired and to which I have* just referred. 

I. considered it advisable to draw sivi-ial attention to this I’ircumstance in order 
that rc)nntri(*.s contemplating the rc'foim of their laws relating to bills of exc hange 
and c’hecpu*s might if necessary bear it in mind.

AxNKxruK IX .—Report of the Seeotiil Committee on the U’orl: of the (trfjanisntion 
for (lorniminirations and Transit and on the Jfesnlls of the Third (General Confer- 
enre on Communications and Transit. (Rapporteur: M. de Urourhere, Belg’ium.) 

From the Reisirt and the •Supple*ine*ntiiry Re*ixirt of the* Advisory and Technical 
^ommittee for Communications and 'I'ransit, the* A.sse*mbly has been able to form an 
idea of the way in which thi.s (Vimmitte*e* has effe*ctively pursue*d its work durin^r the 
jxi.st year on the linc.s already rei>t*ateetly apjiroved by the .\sse*nibly. To mention 
only a few exiiinples, the investijrations already re*ferre*el to regiirdinfr combined 
tran.sjxirt, the unifie-atiou of iirivate law' in inlaml navi{Tiition, and the unification 
of statistic's are makinfr it possible to .s«*curi* most valimble* results. Those relatinjf 
to the unifie-sitioii of tonnage. mea.sure*ment in maritime navigation have at last been 
put in hand with all the necessary ex|x*rt a.ssistane:e. The final report on the unifica¬ 
tion of buoyage and lighting of coasts has been submitte*d to the Governments of 
maritime countries with a view to a possible conference. In the same way, the 
definite pre)i>o,sals which, in pursuane-e of the Ra.ssport Conference, the Committee 
has been able to draw up with regard to the issue of a transit card for emigrants, 
exempting them from the formality of visas, will probably 1 k! incorjHirated shortly 
in an agreement giving them practieinl effect, nesirly all the Governments concerned 
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having' alroiuly signified ilmir assent. T^astly, the en<iuiry regarding inland naviga¬ 
tion in Europe lias been brought to an end with a detailed study of the important 
problems of inland navigation coneerning Poland, in whii-h country a special mfssion 
of experts studied on the spot in agreement with the Polish Government -the condi¬ 
tions for the construction of various canals, the regulation of the Vistula, the routes 
of access to the outlets on the Hallic, the drainage of the Polesian marshes, etc. 
With the rejiort submitted on this question anil <‘ommunicatpd to all the Governments, 
the Advisory and Technical (!omniittee, in conformity with the resoliition of the 
Genoa (hmference, entered upon the path of providing practical assistance to Govern¬ 
ments with a view to the economic onstriiction and develojiment of Europe. 

Tt would undoubtedly be of ureat interest to examine in detail the results of this 
regular work of the Advisory and Technii'al Committee, to whose c-rculit should also 
be put the investigations undertaken at the (.'ouiicil’s I'equest with a view to the 
iniproveinent of the conimunicatiims of the Eeague id' Nations at times of emergency, 
which will comc> undei- I'eview by the Assembly when it considei's the work done, in 
the matter of the reduction of arinainents. But this year it would seem that the 
Assembly, without neglecting the results of the Advisory and 'I'echnical Committee's 
continuous work, should give its partituilar attention to the results of the Third 
General Confereni'e on Communications and Transit, prp])ar(*d by the Advisory .ind 
Technical Committee, and held at Geneva from August to !l^nd Septend>er last. 

This Conterence, moreover, directly requested the Assembly to lake ])ositive action 
on certain jioinls.

The General Ctmference t»f 1927 hatl ntd tm its agi*ntla the elabtiratitm td' any 
general ctmvontious. Fxcept as regards a particular tjuestit)n arising t)ut t)f the 
Ct)nfert‘nce on tlu* Interuiilitmiil Regime tif Passports, viz., the tpiestion t)f identity 
docunu'nts ft»r persons witlumt natitmality, it tlitl nt)t deal with prtdjleins aft'eeting 
the direct interests td' States. Fttr the first time an internatitmal ct^nferenee t»n 
ctimmunicatitms iut*l with the main t>bjec( td' siijtervising and bringing tt> the highest 
point t)f efficiency the methotls td' international ct>-t)rtlii>atitm utilisetl by the League 
tif Natitms in the tltmiaiu td' transports. Yet, alth.ough the Governtuenfs bad no 
speciiil interests tt> tlt*f<>ntl, at any late as regartls the greater ptirt t>f the agenda, 
4d Governmetits wen* reitresetdt'tl, anti this fact altme shows the impt)rlance atfached 
by all the jitlminist i at ions tti the constditlaf itm anti develojmieiit tif the wttrk of the. 
League t)f Natittns as regards cttmniunicatitms anti transit. The I'nited States of 
America tot)k an active jiart for the first time in a General Conference t>n Communica- 
litms and Transit ttf the League. Kctiatltjr anti Fgy])1 were silso reiiresented, as well 
as Turkey, who hatl alreatly tiikt'ii part in the Sectmd Coaiference. The Cnion t)f 
St)cialist, Stiviet Republics was luit rej»resentetl at the Ctinfereiice, but officially com- 
municatetl its desire tt» bt* kept infornietl td' the results, to which it attaches great 
importance. 


.\part frtmi the Governments rt'presentetl, the presence in an atlvisory capacity 
of a very large number ttf international tu-gaiiisatitms helpetl tt) give this Conference 
its ])articuh»r character anti to make it par r-rctUenev an instrument ftu' the general 
co-t)rtliiiatitm t)f internal ittnal activity in tlealing with questitins of traTjsptu t. The 
Jnternatiojial Railway I'liitui, the Internatitinal Transj)ort Otlice at Berne, the Tnter- 
iiatit)nal Cttmmission ftu- .Mr Navigatitm, the 1 ntej-natit)nal Air Tratlic Association, 
the J nternat itinal Technical Ctimmittee tif Legal Experts ftu* Air Navigatitm, the 
Internatit)nal River Ctimniissittns. tin* International Shipjting Ctmferenct*, the Tnter- 
natioiuil Chamber t)f Ctmimerce. the Intt>rnatitinal Federatit)u t)f Transport Workers, 
the Christiiin I'nit)!! of Transpt)rt Wttrkers, the 1 nternatit)nal Brt)atlcasting Ciiitm, 
anti the Jligli ('timmissariat of the League t)f Natitins ft»r Reftigees fottk part in tin* 
debates in an atlvistuy capacity. This ct)-operatit)n of tirgaTiisatitms and Gt)vernTnents 
in League ctmferences is iterhaps one tif the most interesting innovations introduced 
by the Ijeag’ue in the mefhtttls of internatittnal cti-operation. 


The first twt) items t)t the Ctinference's agenda were, accortling to statute, the 
consideratit)!! t)f the Atlvistuy anti Technical Conimittee.'s report on the wt)rk dt*ne 
since the last Conference and the reptut of the Secretary-General of the League t)n 
the action taken to give effect to the tlecisitms t>f previous Ctinferences. 


The Conference, in the cour.se of general and public discussions, examined by 
categories of questions the work tltme by the Committee. A defailetl table of the 
work accomplished anti t)f the composition of the Committee anti of its various sub¬ 
committees or specialised committees had been drawn up for the Ctmference; the 
latter was naturally unable to go into all the technical details of the wt)rk undertaken 
l>y the Committee with the help of over 120 siiecialised exi)orts; but the new Advisory 
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him! Teclmiciil C'oiiunittee will be able to profit by inniiy UHef'ul comments uinl u lurg^e 
iiiimlxM- of importtuit siifrjrestioiis were made with regard to forthcomiu{? activities. 

till the llun};:ariun Delefjrutiun’s proposal, the Advisory and 'rechnical (’ommittee 
was asked to study the best means of eiisiiriiiff as far as possible, in the event of 
Ktave occurrences of a g'pnoral character alTe<*.tinf>- loutes of communications, the 
iiiainteiiaiice of international transit by the preconcerted utilisation of alternative 
iHiutes which could temporarily i-epbu'e routes through wlii«‘h transit had betsune 
impossible. 

On the Latvian Delej’-ation’s proi>osal, the Oomniittee was asked to examine the 
position whii'h arose whenever considei-ations «»f an international character obstructed 
the freedojii of communications and international transit and cieated ti situation 
calculated to paralyse and imi)overish e«-onomict life. 

'rhe ('onference also decided to f«)rward to the Advisory ami 'rechnical (’oniniit- 
tee foi‘ examination a declarafitm by the Swiss Dele •'•it ion drawiiij; att(>ntion to the 
m*cessity for orfi'anisinp;' international co-operati«>n in tlie spheie *>f a*rial navio-ation, 
where it is at present imperfect, in the most rational manner and with the assistance 
of the o'lj'atest possible number of Stales. 

It is hardly necessary to emphasise the importam*e, sometimes even from the 
political and social points of view, of the tpiestions thus I'aised. 

'I'he (’onfcM-ence lastly considered the possibility of hastmiine the ratification of 
the jjeneral ••onvenlions previously concluded, the application of which seenuMl to it 
to be of the •yreatest importance to the peac-efiil development of trade. 

Another point on the an’enda relatetl to the revision of tlu* Rules of l)rj>-anisa- 
tion and of the llules of I’rocedure for (Jeneral Conferences adopted at Harcelona 
in 1!J21. I'ixix'ri(‘nce seemed to have shown that, alilu)Uj;;h llie principles of the former 
Rules ji-ave tlie ()rfi‘aiiisatioii siifHcit'iit stability combined with elasticity, and siilfieienl 
autonomy whilst safeo'nardiii}' the rif 4 :hts of supervision t)f the Council and of the 
Assembly, and itlthonf*h they hatl thus shown their valm* and should he maintained, 
a new Statute of tlie (M{>’anisation was desirahh* which should he cdeai' anil more in 
confoiinity than tlie previous one with the neci-ssities which experience had ^ladually 
revealed. 'I’lie new Statute adopted by the Conference may he rej^rarded as consoli- 
datiiif' the (IfKaiiisation. (Mianj{es of substances as compareil with the former rules, 
are not of ^reat importanci*. Mention should he nuule, however, of the luovisions 
sanctioninn- the necessary initiative of the Council as re^iards invitations to jreneial 
iionforem‘es anil the convening of limited conferences, provisions which provide j^ri'ater 
latitude than tlie former Rules; those which nive ffieater liberty than heretofore to 
the Advi.sory and Technical Committee's procedure with rej;ard to the settlement of 
disputes; those which take account of the constitution of,the Advisory and 'reclinical 
Committee and of the specialised or^rans sulMirdinate to it, whose o])eration had 
not been so clearly defined at Harcelona; those sanctioninf>- the holding- of j>-enmal 
c.onfeiences every four years, while allowin)i; this provi.sion to he modified in excep¬ 
tional circumstances: and, lastly, .those, perhaps amoii”- it he most characteristic, 
which facilitate Hie co-operation of States not Members of the Leafiue with the 
<)r{j:anisation or within the Organisation. 

Amon}>’ these latter jirovisions, mention should he made of one which cannot he 
definitely put into force witliout the Assembly’s aiijiroval. 'I'he text of the Assembly’s 
resolution of Oth December l!)20 stipulates that “ the total number of members of 
the Committee shall not exceed one-third of the MemlMus of the T.eafrue of Nations.” 
Since States not Members of the League .may be members of the I trKanisation, and 
as such may be called upon to form part of the Advisory and Technical Comniittee, 
the (toiifere.iice i^onsidered that, in the event of u ceidain number of States not 
Members uf the Leufiuc huppeniuf' to form part of the Oif^ani.sation, t.c., in the very 
case in which the ()i’<>anisation would have the f>:reatest vitality and importance for 
the world as a whole, the m.aintenaiu'e of this provision inifrht make it diflicult to 
a]ipoint to thi* Coinmittee the best tpudified States which were members of the Orfjan- 
isation but not M^embers of the Leaffue, the number of places held by the Members 
of the licaffiu* havinf>" in these cases to Itn* correspondingly diminished. iloreover, 
from the financi.'d point of vdew, the vajlinfi- of the bnd>»(jt by the Assend)ly sufficiently 
restricts the (.’ommittee’s expenditure, and it should be ob.serv'ed that, since the first 
ordinary session of the Ass«*mbly, the rules poveiniiiff the administration of the 
Leajrue’s finances have deedded that States not Mendiers of the Tioafiaie admitted as 
members of any ()rf>’anisation of the Leaffue shtndd contribute to the expenses of 
the Organisation concerned, unless there is any .stipulation to the contrary. In these 
circumstances, subject to the Assembly’s approval, the Conference adopted the 
follovving’ i>rovi.sious :—■ 

“ The Ailvisory and Technical Committee shall bn compf>sed of members appointed 
by Members of the Lea^'i** of Natiims, an»l may also include imunbeis apx)ointed 
by members of the Ornani.sation which are not Membt^rs of the Leajfue. 

“ 'I’he number of meml)ers of the fonner cla.ss may not exceed one-third of the 
number of the Members of the Leaf>ne. The number of members of the latter cla.ss 
may not exceed one-third of the number of the members of the (Irfjanisatioii which 
are not Meinlnns of the League. If, how-ever, the niimbei- of. members of the 
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(Irjfaiiisaiion which ai-c not Members ot‘ the Lea”:ne is less than three (or six) one 
member (or Iwo, as l.lie case may be) of this class may be appointeil.” 

Tt seems likely that, for the same reasons as the 'Phirtl General (’onference, the 
Asseinbly will desire lf> j;ive its apjiroval to these jtrovisions, aiifl in ffeneral to 
facilitate the co-oi)eration of States not Members of the lieatrue so hai)pilv inautrurated 
at the 'riiii'd ('onferen»*(' itself. 

One of tln! (juesiions which aroused the fjreatest interest at the (.’onference, notably 
on the part, of the States not Memla'rs of the Tica^’m*. and one for the. dise\ission of 
which the Gf)veriiment of the I’riited States «)f .Vnwi'ica had sj)ecially sent an impf)rtant 
delef>’ati»)ii »’oniprisinpf specialist experts, was the ijiiestion of the collection and 
exchann’e of infoj'ination oji communications ami tiausit. The placinpr of this (jues- 
lioii on the (’onfcrence’s af>'enda by tin .\dvisory and ’Pechnical Committee was due 
to two reasons. 

’I'he re|)ort submitted to the seventh ordinai-y session id’ the Assembly by the 
Second Coniinittcc* v'ontaiiied the followin'*' obs«‘rvati'ins ; 

“'Phe .yivisory and 'I'eclinical Committee has hillicrto restricted its activity 
mainly to hiirojic, where, as we have said, the situation I'onseciuent. ui)on the war 
had piven these scuvices exceptirmal importance. 1 would like to pfiint out, however, 
that, in the inli'resls of the Leafjue of Xotioiis ;uid ol the Catin-Ainei'ican States, 
it would be most desirable* tlrat its work slumlil extend to these countries. l'’or this 
jmrpose, information would first have* to b«* coll«*cted f>n both sides in «)rder that, 
on the e)ne hand, tin* .Vdvisory and 'r<*clini<'al (’ommittec minlit bcconu* familiar with 
the situation ajid conditions of the I>alin-.\im*rican ioun1rii*s as reijards transit ;ind 
communications, and that, on the other band, the (love'inmeats and public opinion 
in these count rie's mi<i'lit be ac(|U-iint(*d with the* aim and work of the Committee, 
the results obtaiu(*d and the ways in which tin* Committee could on en-e-asion do 
them im])')rtant s(*rvic<*. In ord«*r t<* attain this r(*sult. the Committee must jyet 
into touch with t lu* («ov(*rumeutal and administrative* bodies rcsjionsible fejr ceuumunie'u- 
tious in (*ach of these coiinti'ies !»?iel supply the*m with all necessary information em 
the work it has already done, at the same* time askin'*' them for ele*tails re^^arelinpr the 
situation of e*ommnnicatn»ns in each e''>untry.” 

'rin* re'solution adopted by the last .\ssembly and {re'ue’ralisiny these observations 
declared that the .\ssembly— 

“ 'I’l'tists that the 'I'hirel (ie*neral C*infer(*nce f)n Connnunie'ation.s and Transit, 
which u ill be* held in 1!)27 and whie h will e*\aniine in particular the peneral ques- 
tiems of ortranisat ion and docume'ntat ion, will e'onsieler the epiestiou of improvinfr, 
SIS far as jnjssible*, tcehnieal liaison be(wee*n the work of the Orffanisation tor Com- 
luunie'ations and 'I'lansit and the specialiseel administrations and experts of non- 
Karoj)ea n cenint I'ies.” 

A]>art from the enility of colle*etin<r anel e*xe'hanyinf*' infornnetion on communica¬ 
tions and transit with a view to a be'tter liaison bctwee'ii the ('ommunientions and 
'I’ransit (tr^ranisat ion and specialise'd circles in e**»untrie's outside Euroj)e, the Advisory 
and T’ee'hnical Coinmi(te*e* had also fe'lt the absohite necessity of acquiiinp' continuous 
and essential information on the jiositiim as re'erards e'ommunie'atiejns tbre)Ufrhont the 
weu'ld. (’ertain miseiud(*rstandiiif>s having: hael ti» be* disjielle**! at the Conference, 
wht*re the fear hael been e*xi)ressed that it mi.'i'ht be i)rei]>osed te> create a. larffe special 
anel indeieendent oi'irauisation fr)r tin* ae-eoimulatieni juid distribution of information, 
leaeliu'' the (’ommittee* tee break entiiely ne*w '>r*)uud. the latter stated its intentions 
as fedlejws in a note submitted to the Confereue'C : 

“ When it was lirst established, the ('ommunie-ations and 'rrausil (trK'anisation 
e-oneerned itself chiefly with the most ui'cent task (hat of establishing' principles, 
iluit its only Inski' Is it at the |tresent time its esstmtial task? Resjionsiblo as 

it is for advising the organs of the* League and the (ioveruments as te> the measures 
to be taken to se*cure fre(*doiu id communications and to jiioinote international 
co-oi)eriition in the matter of 1 ranst>ort. can the ()rg*.misat ion I'ontiuue its work effi- 
I'iently if it has not constantly at its ilisposal the most elementaj-y and indispensable, 
inforiimtion as to the state of int(*i nat ioiial relations in the* field of transport and 
the general ilevelopment of the various forms id' tniusport in different countries? 

The. Committee has felt that it coulil md remain \uiinforumil as to large fluctua¬ 
tions in trafTic. liepressions. irisis anil advances, important interiiational arrange¬ 
ments concerneil with transport, the opening of iuniortant new routes, the develop¬ 
ment of new jMU'ts, extensive changes in the geueial organis-.ttion of transport in 
diff'ereiit countries, and so forth. This does not mean that the ('ommittec proposes 
to undertake any new work, or in any way to extend its international activities; it 
merelv wishes to provide itself with the necessary machinery for its normal and 
regular work. 

As far as funds have permitted, following out individual id'as and dealing with 
lU'oblems as they arise, the Committee has already in the past collected information 
on certain points; but this information has been found inadciiuate to enable the 
Committee to keep in touch with the most real and practi<al problems of transport. 
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I’be Committee htm therefore eonelmle«l that il is essential to or^fanise systemati¬ 
cally what has hitherto In'en done on ]>urely tem]s)rary, frannientnry and inade()nate 
lines. It has attempted to deal in the m«)st economical manner with a need that hits 
heen felt hy all international orj^aniaations of a like kind. 

'I’he work that, the Communications and Transit Committ(*e has in mind is hy 
no means as considerable as the informatory work that has l>een done to meet the 
recjuireinents of tin* Economic and Financial Or>ranisation; but the (tominittc'e feels 
that it is an anomaly that, the T,eaf>'iie should have, in the ^reneral interest, copious 
and np-to-date information on every aspect of economic life exce])t that which is 
perhaps the most international and representative of all transport.” 

After discussion, the Conference adojdi'd the following resolution with the 
unanimous approval of the (lovernnu'iits takinpf part and with tin; supj'iort of all 
the international or<i'anisations represented:— 

“ Tin* t'onference has fully examined the question referred to it df |)rovidin<r 
further information for the Communications and Transit Or^raniastion. 'I’liey note 
that, in the supplementary statement submitted by the Advisory and Technical Com¬ 
mittee, that body expresses a doubt whether the (trjranisat ion can ‘ continue its 
work efiicieutlv if it has not constantly at its disposal tin* most ebMuentary and 
indisjKMisabh' information as to tin* state of inti'rnational relations in the field of 
trans|>ort and the ^‘(Mieral develoimient of the various forms of transjiort in diffenMit 
countries and the ('ommittei' adds that it does not pro]>ose ‘ to undertaki' any 
new work or in any way to extend its international activities; it mendy wislu's to 
provide itself with the necessary machinery for its normal and i’e<cular work.’ 'I’lie 
Conference notes also that the .\dvisorv and 'I'l'chnical Committee thonjjht that the 
colleetion and utilisation of sui-h information would facilitati* collaboration bidwi'en 
till' Or^janisat ifin and exj>«>rts and administrations in thi' various countries, ]>arti- 
cnlarly as far as non-Kui'oiH*an countries are t'oneerned. 

I'he ConfercMice is therefore of op:nion :— 

“ (11 'I’lmt, while the establishment of any s|)ecial bureau of information is 
neitluM' called for nor recommended, the (Irfjanisatioii should be enabbsl to furnish 
its<>lf a<h'i|uately with such information as may 1 m> nc'cessary to enabh* it to ]>i*rforni 
eft'eidively its importatit and ext»Mrsive fiincti»)ns, it beinjr understood that informa¬ 
tion so <d)taim'd would, on re<|nest, bo put at the disposal of (lovernnients and 
interested orfjanisations; 

(21 I'hat, to this end, the (lovernnients tind intert>st(‘d organisations in thi' 
vai'ious eountrie.s should b<' inviti'd to furnish the (tif^anisation rcffulai'ly witli such 
information of a ffein'ral character on (piestions of communication as may Ix' deemed 
suitable for the pur]Kis(>, it beinj>' uiuh*rstood that only material of a non-confidential 
nature shotild b<> asked for, and that no additional work should b(> leciniri'd for the 
(loviM'iiments and organisations; 

(d) I'hat tin* information should be limiteil as fai us possible to questions within 
the ])rovinc(' of the (trfj-anisation, but that the eolleidion of information u]>on any 
particular question should in no way lx* n“”:arileil as brin^iiif; that ])articular question 
within the coniiK.'teuce of the. (trjfanisation nor as implyiiif; any intention of dealiufr 
with the (piestion on the part of the (tifraiiisation. 

The Conference tloes not feel called u|Mm to recommenil in detail tlii' informa¬ 
tion which should be colh’cti’d, or to prescrilx' any detaihxl scheme for the utilisa¬ 
tion of this information. Such <[Ui’stions should Ix" determined by the expei-ience 
gained by the Advisory and Technical Committee as to the value of dilVtu'cnt courses 
of action, and to some extent by the nature of the question with which at any time 
the Transit Oi-jranisation i.s dealiii”:. 

In dealin^r with this matter, the (’oiiference has jjriven atti'iition to th(> residu- 
tion of the Assembly of 1921) that the (leneral Conference should ‘ consider the ques¬ 
tion of imin’oviu”- as tar as possible the technical liaison between tin* work of tin* 
Organisation for Communications and Transit anil the sjx'cialised administrations 
and exjx'rls of the non-Eur<qx-an I’ountries.’ 

It is confiilent that, in the cjcdlectioii and utilisation of such information, thc‘ 
Communications ’IVanait Committee will promote closer relations betwixMi the Orf^an- 
isation and the <-xiH>rts and administrations—for examphq hy ]>rovision for corresixin- 
dents in cases where such a method may be considered tin* most appro]>riate in 
afrreement with the (tovernments concerned. 

It trusts tluMi'fore that the next Assembly of the Leafjuo will put at the disixisal 
of the I’ransit Or<<'anisation the necessary means.”* 

The Assembly w'ill certainly con^rntiilute itself on the co-oXHjr.ation in a lu'w form, 
or in a moi-e compbde form than hithi'rto, which all the (xovernments have ])roniised 
throuxch their representatives to briii}; to the work of the Organisation foi' Com¬ 
munications and ’transit. It will no doubt desire to associate itself com])let('lv with 
the Conference’s views and to invite the Advisory c.nd Technical (kmimiltee to

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All thosi' Ion ns wore iss^iod without the leaist ditlic.ulty. 'I'ho investing puhlio 
hiis confidoiice in the loiins issued under the jiiispires of the Lei>j>’ue of Naitions beejiuse. 
it knows thiit they ;ir«‘ based on plans curefiilly studied hy the impartial liiid hif^hly 
iiualified exiHuts who form the l'’inam‘ial f’ommittee. l''urtliennoie, it is woll'kiiown 
thiit this (’omniittee follows systematieally sind assiduously iimincial conditions in 
the coimtvii's with which it is concerned. 

In consetiuence, till the loans issued under thi‘ iiuspii-es of tin* lienf^tie of Nations 
liiivc iienefited from ;» lower rate than if they liiiil hcen contract(*d by the I'esjxiotive 
(rovernments without such ]iatronaj^e. Hut tin* viilne of the Finiinciiil ('ommittee’s 
work is not confined to the fn<ilitv of contractinir these loan.s. The idaiis of the 
lieajriie of Xiitional, and conseipiently those of tin* Financial Committee, are primarily 
diri’cted to layiiifj- sound foumbit ions on which the ctaiintric's concenjed cii'ii Imild the 
b('st economic sti-uctnre jK'i'mitted by c-ircumstances. nu* loans hitherto issued hav(^ 
been a nn'iins of ett'ectin*; the rcconstrm-ticm j)f tin* (in:inciiil position v.'hlch was 
compi’omised in nmny countries in li)20 ami the followiiifr yi'iii-s, during which the 
Fiminciiil Committi'e dis]>layed its j>freatest ;ii-tivily. Itefore coinmencinf' this 
reconstiiiction, it was first essentiiil t«» stabilise the mlrreiicy and to effect budf'et 
eiiuilibrium in thesi* <-ountries. In both these ilirectitiiis tin* Fimincial Committee 
fiirnishcd classic examples, which w«*r«* biter followed by numerous countries when 
they hail i-ecourse in th(*ir turn to the advice of the Leufyue of Nations and of the 
h'inancial (*ommittee, and also by countries whii'b undei’took their finain'ial recon¬ 
st ruction indciH*ndently. 

With rc^jard to stabilisation of currency, the classic example is that of the 

Austrian crown, followed by llunprary, (lei'inany and Poland, to name only those 
countries in which tin* dc|ir(*ciation assumed an extremely jrrave character. 

Tu 1!)20, at the time of the Hrnssels Financial Conference, the jjeneral convic¬ 
tion was that, before stabilisinj' the currenev, it was necessarv to balance the biidcet. 

Th is belief is not ]ierhaps erroneous to-day, but the eonci’ete examples ((Uoted above 
reveal (he fundameutal neci'ssitv of ha vine a general scheme providine a comi>lete 
and simultaneous system for the stabilisation of the* currenev and the balanein{»' of 
the budeef. The Austrian example further emphasises that, in a eountiy with a 

jrreatly depreciated I'urreney, it is impossible to obtain budpret etpiilibrium as lonjf 
as the value of the* currency continues to fluctuate, and, in conseiiuenee, impossible 
also to lay the foundations of an effei-tive leform of the* budfrot system. 

Conseipiently. it was ueci'ssarv to stabilise first, and then to aim at a system of 
budfjet eipiilibrium which, becomiufjr jiracticable in virtue of the stabilisation, in its 
turn made the latter |>ermauent. 

'I’lii* corner-stone of currency stabilisation in all the countiies which have* Iiene¬ 
fited by the work of (he Financial Committee was the creation of banks of issue 
inde]ieudent of the (lovernment. Tndei>enden( banks of this kind were founded in 
•\ustria. TTunti'ary, Danzifr, and Tlstonia: in Bulgaria. (Jovernment influence over the 
National Rank was materially diminished, while, in the case of (Treeee, the I'^inaneial 
Committee has drawn up a set of statutes for a new bank of issue that may be 
I'cfj’ai'ilcd as a model of their kind. 

The li'inancial Committee, side by side with its ]>i'oj)osal for establishiuf^ these 
indeiiendent banks of issue, was resjsuisible for a refoi’in that has fjiven the happiest 
j-esults—the centralisation of the State revenues in the banks of issue. 'I'his i-eform 
was effeidcd in .\ustria and in ITunfrary and, havin<; led to the most satisfac-tory 
results, has been ineorjsji’ated in detail in the new scheme for the reconstruction 
of (rieek finances. 

The second essential step in financial reconstruction is that of securing budffet 
eipiilibriuni. In this direction, the Financial Committee ]x'rfoi‘med work of six*cial 
impoi-tance in all the countries under study. The results obtained were extremely 
satisfactory. The Financial r’ommittee is concerned not only to reduce expenses by 
advisinj.^ I’casoiiable and suitable economies, but also to projiose i-efoi’ins of a nature 
to increase receipts. When the currem*y has ln*en stabilised, the effect of these 
measures is to afford the 'rreasury a sound basis for assessinfj taxation, since the 
calculations are ba.sed on stable revenue fifrures. 

n'he I'inancial Committee also insisted upon effective i-ontrol b(*in>^’ exercised by 
the I'inance Afini.stry over the other Afinisterial Departments, an essential condi¬ 
tion of budiretary eipiilibrium. One of the most suitable methods of exercisin^jf this 
control is tile system of monthly hudprets and monthlv closed accounts. 'IMiis system 
was apjdif'd for the first time in Austria on the initiative of the. Coniniissioner- 
(feneral. M. Zimmerman. It was subseciuently apjdied in Huiifrary and Hulffaria, 
and is, it appear.s, followed at the present time in I’oland and ot.her countries. 

(rreaf importance was also attached to the regular publication of reports on the 
financial situation of the States in ipiestion. It is onl,v by the publication of such 
information that jnihlic o]iinion Imth at. home and abi'oad is able to follow and verify 
the nianafccnient of the countr.v’s finances, anti a larp^'e nnmlier of (lovornnient.s now 
publish monthly or quarterly report.s on their financial situation. 
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'I’he application of the (loinniit tee’s methods to financial l eforni had b«*en so 
s»i«‘cessful from a pra«'tical standpoint that their main outlines were followed in the 
most important plans for finaiu-ial reccmstriudion in FiUi’ojie, their features 

lieinp: roprodufa'd to a laif^e extent in the iirinciples laid down for the financial 
r(•constrll(^tion of Germany. 

When plans of this kind are prepared l»y the Kinancial Conimillei* and put. into 
oiKiration, tlim'r application is followed methodically and cari'fnlly hy the Coinniittee, 
and as in all its other work, the (kuninittee "is carc'fnl to sec* that the essential part 
of the scheme, in this <*asc, hndp:etai-y ecpiilihrinm. continni‘s to he ol)sc*rved. 

lict us now considei' the* work of the Kinanc-ial (’oinmittee sinc-e the* last Assembly, 
llurinj? the latter half of 192(1 the (k»mmittc‘e dc'votc'cl if si*l f specially to execution of 
the scheme* for the* settlement of Hnlpari.io .■•i>fnp'ces, of which the Hritish rejirc'senta- 
tivc* has ffiv(*n a detaib*d rc*port. ’I'ln-ie is therefore no need for me to r(*vc*rt to the 
niattc'r, ncir^to ^-ive a further description of the lemarkabb* work rc'cently accom¬ 
plished wiUi a view to the financial reconst ruc-t ion of Greei-e. of which the Italian 
rc'presentativc* has already spoken on this platform. 

In 1927, the sc'ssions of the h'inancial ('ommittc*c* provided two v(*ry charact(*ristic 
example's worthy of special mention, for they constitute* a fresh asse*rlion of e*ertain 
jirine-iples alre*aely apjelied in prae-tice by the Gommittee*. I re*fer. first eef all. to the 
investip'atieens and ele*cisious relative* tee the finam-ial situation in Dan’/ifr. ’I'he 
financiiil situation of the* h'rei* f*ity was unsatisfae-tory anil, In'tore procee*eliufr with 
re*e‘onst ruet ion, eiie*rj*'e*t ie nie*iisure“s we*re* ne*e*essarv to In'in"" about a reeluctiou in 
e'xpeneliture*. _ .More*over, it was e*ssential that I’olaeid should ae'ii*e* to allow the Eree 
City of Danzi;^ a biryer shai'e* in the* Customs re*e-eipts of the* Polish Customs systi*m, in 
whie-h the* territorv of l>auzi;r is iue-Iudcd. At the same* time, the* Gove*rnnie*nt of 
Danziyf wishe'd to institute* ei tobiee'<-.> mono|>edy, for whie-h the co-ojH*riil ion of Poland 
wees inelis|K'ns:ibb*, ami to fulfill the* e-ddif^alions imi>ose*d by the* 'rrt*:\ty eef Pe*iice upon 
the* Ee-e'e City. It tet*ede*el all the* authority f»f the Einane-i:el (’einemittee and its 
inoeneeity in findiie'*- e-onepromise»s eluriii**- the* neootieitions to achieve* the solutions 
whie*h made it possible* to isseie* ei loiiu last .lune. 'I'liis heiin pi'ovidi*s funds for the 
Iiepiidation of the* floietiuo- debt, for the* payment of the* sums ibee* nndei- the Treaty 
of Peace* iinel feer cre'dils foe- the* buileliiifr of house's. The* loeen jirofrrieinnie also 
pi-(evide*s foe- a s.\ste*m of supe'rvision, whie-h is elesi<>-ne*d in the sjinie* imenuc*!’ as the 
pre*vious syste'ius to feii-nish ee frujii-eintee* foi- the* e-reditois, whilst e*nsen-infr that all 
ne*eessary stojis shoeild be* teeken feu- the normal finane-ieel deve*lo])ment of the e-onntry. 
As in the* e-ase ed' the* llanzifr municijuil loan of 192**), sujeervision is exere-isetl by 
ii Iruste'e*, re*side*nt abi-oad, and is e'onfined to the* i-e've*nue* assis>-ned as se*e-urity for 
(he* servie-e* of the loan and to the* utilisation of its proceeds foi- the purjeoses men¬ 
tioned in the* pieio-rainme. 

The* se*e-onel example of the* l''inane-iiil (’ommittee*’s work is provieb'd by the st Jiely 
ed’ the* banking- and e-urrene-y situation in Estonia, whie-h re*tnb*re'd jwessible* its i-efonn. 
.\lihon<rh the* J'lstonian bnde-et had been stabilised in 1922, the finam-ial situation 
of the* e-ounti'v wiis unsatisfae-tory. 'Fhe bank ed’ issue was in a elanf>-e*rous situation 
eui acc-ount of the* laroe* nunibei- of froze*u e-redits with whie-h it was burelened. The 
Piimne-iiil ('eunniit te*e re*e-eunmeiieleel first of all the int reeelm-t ieui eif a e-ui-reue*y law 
anel the i-e*visieui etf the* stededes of the bank of issue. 'I'lie Predoe-ol ao-reeel npe)n with 
the* Ksteenian re*]ire*se>nt at ive*s pi-eivideel feu* the* e*stabl ishment etf :» o'etbl exe-hau}fe 
stanelarel. laid down the prine-iiile tlmi the baidx sheuibl have* the sole* rif>ht of issuiiif;- 
mde*s, jinel i-elie*ve*el the liitte*r of its btu}r-term e-redits. which we're* to Ik* t ransferre.el 
to a nioi-(}>:a<ie institute*. .\ foreiyn loan of Ul.doO.OtM) would nnike it possible to 
liepiidate the loii”--te*i-in e-i-e*elits >ri-adually. 

Ih'sieh's (his work of finam-ial r)*e-ons( ine-t ion rest rie-teel to e-e*r(ain e-ountiie*'. only, 
the* (kuniieittee alset oe-e-iipied itself with the* study of ee*r(ain peun'ral ipie-tieiU'. in the 
first pbie-e* with that of demble tiixation anel lax evasion. In this e-on ne*e-t ion it 
apjxtiideel ii spee-ial e*oimnitte*e* eoniposed of the hi<jrh Treasury edlie-ials of elilTereiit 
e-ountlies. This ("’ommiltee* worked for se'veral ye'ars and re-acheel its final e-om-lusions 
last April, ’riie* ('’oniniittee of experts drew up four di-iift e-ouvent ion., for the pre'veii- 
tioii of elouble taxation anel to establish .judie-ial and administrat ive assistam-e* between 
States in matters of taxation. 

On tlie proposal of the Einaneial Committee, the Coune-il dee-iile'd to submit this 
report to all the* (Toverniiieids for e-euisieleration anel to snniinon a e-eneral moetino-of 
expei-ts ill 192S, The* ('leniiieil has elee-ieb*el furtbe'r to publish in one* vediinie* all the* 
existin;^ e-eu*veiitions i-e>lative to ilemhle* tiixation. 

Tlie. Einaiie-ial Committee dealt ahso with the epiestion of e-oinde'lfi'itin^ e-iirreiie-y. 
It sent a tpiestionnaire to all the banks of issue in order to obtiiiii the*ii- opinions. (In 
the basis of the i-e'plies received, it foi-wareled a re*iKirt to the Cmine-il, wliie-li elei-ide'd 
to appoint a sjieeial e-onimitte'e* to study the epiestion :inel prepiiie a ilr:ift e-oiiveid ion. 
This e*omiiiiltee* hopes to finisli its task ve'i-y shortly. 

Taistly, attention must be drawn to the e*xtreinely useful work whie-h the* Einane ial 
f?ommittee has ae'cniupli.slied ns re'e-ards tlio j)ro]>e)sal siibniitte*il by h'inbmel for 
fiuane*ial assist a ne'e*, to State's vie*tim.s of a}r"ve.s.sion. Tt is true t.> say that the 
courageous and detailed report of the Einaneial Committee shows a praetienl way of 
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nudiilisiii^;: llu* financial rosnurces of tlic Sfales Menibeis of the, licaj^ue afruinst a 
State ffiriliy of ajffrn'ssion, and I'ui-nislips a strikiiif? deiiion.stration of the soli<lnrit.y 
of tile Ijea^yue’s attitude against sucli a State. 

Finally, T jiroiiose to the Assenihly on hehalf of the Second (hnnniittnc the following 
liesolution : — 

“ 'Phe Assenihly takes note of the activities of the Financial (^iinniittee ami 
expresses its f^-reat satisfaction with the ivifrhly useful work aecoiiiplished hy it.”

In accordance with the resolution adopted hy the Assenihly on 2-lth Septeniher 
I92h, the Council convened an Intei'iiational (’onferem-e for tlu* creation of the Inter¬ 
national Hi'Iief Fnion. ^I'he Conference, which was attended hy re])res(*ntatives of 
4M State's, sat from 4th to 12th July l!t27 and ajiproved a Convention and Statutes. 
The social and leo-al inipoitan<-e of these- instruments should he eniidiaisised. Ily 
puttiii”: tills <>-ener»)us idea into effect, the I/eafjne has made a further steji alonj; the 
path of international solidarity. If there is one moment in the life of nations when 
international solidaiity shmild come into play, it is the moment when a disaster is 
pilino uj) ruin, hreakine- the s|)rin<rs of the jieople's resistance, and castiii*’: its wlnde 
lif«' into disonh'r. In such an hour of in-ed tin- International Relief Ilnion will 
hrin>r to that country the succour und the lirotherly aid of all the nations. 

.\ jieriisal ot thi- articles of the ('onvention and the Statutes reveals the care that 
has heeii taken not to dry up the sjiriiijjs of private charity, hut to stimulate and co¬ 
ordinate them. 'Pile International Relief T’uion, as ))ortrayed in the documents 
mentioned, aiMM'als for co-operative not onlv to the Reil (h-oss Societies, Init also to all 
puhlic and private orjfanisat ions in a pfisition to In in*' relief to stricki'ii pc'oples. 
'Phe Con fi-reiice has ri-vi-aled its wisdom in ■setting' up a lii'i'hly tlexihle iiiacliinPi’y 
whicli can operate' with the utmost eflie-ii'in-y. 

4’lie I.eae-ue of Xatioiis can con}>-ratiilate itself on the results achieved. The As- 
senihlv will rei'ull tin* iiuixirtaiice attac-h(*<l hv itsi-lf and hy the Council to the ri'alisa- 
tion of this sclu-me. The leiij^thy discussions that took jilace in the .\ssomhly Committees 
in 192'{, 192-1 ami l92o eiiahled tlu' project to he examined in every detail. A I’re- 
j)nratory C<.nimitt<'e. composed of exi)erts of various tiationalities, j)repared. followinj^- 
the trend of the Assembly discussions a <lraft report on which the work of th(' (’onfei'- 
enc(' was hase<I. 'Phe .\sseiuhly will <'ertainlv wish to exj)ress to the mcnd)ei-s of the 
Committ(*<' its sat isf.-ict ion with the results obtained, and to oifei’ them its thanks, A 
special expression, of frratitmh' is <lm* to St'iiator Ciraolo, the promoter of this hnmane 
project. The Ass(>nd)ly will also <louhth'ss wish to thank AI. Ktilz, the President of 
the Confei-ence, who was ajipointed hy the ('ouncil. 

'Pliere is one p*nnt to which atti-ntion may profitably he drawn. 'Plie Piepaiatoiy 
Committee for the Cira<do Scheme internrets the decisions of the Asscinhly taken at 
its fifth ordinary sc'ssion, in tlu' sens<' that its mandate will onlv lx* tc'rminated hy 
the final c(inst it ut ion of the International llelit'f Fnion. 'I'ill that time the Com¬ 
mittee holds Itself at the Ciuincil's disjmsal to prepare the executive measures involved 
hy the creation of the International Relief Fnion. .\t its meetin*' on -Ird Sejitemher 
1927. tiu' Council (h'cideil to propos<» to the .Xssemhlv that tlu* Prepai’atorv Committee 
should continue to meet to |)repaie draft reirulations foi- the international Relief 
Fnion and to suhimt to the ('oum-il any pi-oposals that may facilitate the juittin*; into 
force of the (’onvention. I think that the (\>nm'iFs proposal is a particularly wi.se 
one. lentil the new orfjanisation has been formed, the Leapriie cannot disinf(*rest itself 
in the (piestion without the risk of je«ipar<lisin«i’ the results already achieved. It 
must continue, with the assistam-e of the ex|)erts. t-o concern itself with tlu' scheme. 
The Preparatory Committee—or if cir«'Uinstaiic«'S so demand, only .some of ifs meinhers 
or experts, who would h(> syiecially invited hy the CouTK'il and wouhl have the, 
assistance of the President of the Conferein'«?—will he in a pf)sifion to proj»os<* to the 
Coum-il all such nieasui-es as may he expedient with a view to tin* early constitution 
of the International Relief Fnion. I therefore proyxise the adoyition of the followinp:

On 1-lth .lune la.st the (/reck (hivernineiit forwardi'd to the Seci-etnry (leiu'ral of 
the Leayyiie of Nations a h-tter askinlj' the Council tf) ay)j)i'ove in y)iincij)le the conclu¬ 
sion of a loan for an effective sum of nine million pounds sterlinp- and to authorise the 
Financial C'oinmittee to assist (Ireece in the pi'ejmratifni of a complete plan of curreni^y 
and bankinf? reform. 
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In tills way the, original idea of Ihis lonn, whiidi was duo to iho necessity for 
(•oin]»letirig tlie work of settling the refugees, eliangeil its elisiraeler and resulted in tho 
large.r eoncoption of a eoni])lete and organic jdan of financial reorganisathm. 

'I’lie uoik of sotting the refugees, which had heen undoitakon under the auspices 
of tho Ijoaguo of Xations and had already given valuahle results, could indeed only 
1)0 pursued with difficulty unless a 'scheme of financial reconstruction was first carried 
out. 

'J'lio l<'inancial Coiiiniittee, at its session in Marcli 1927, reipiested the Secretariat 
to colh'ct the fulh'st possible information reganling the present financial position of 
tho (ir4*ok Uepublic. 'I'liese in vest igut ions wore coml net od on the spot by M. Ave.iU)!, 
Deputy Secretary-(Jenoral, and a number of m«'nib<*i-s of the Ijoague Se<Teturiaf, with 
most (‘xcept ional enoi'gy and ability: the (lrc<‘k (invciniiiont gave effective assistance 
in the work by placing at the disposal of tlu'se otfieials all tlio information an«l data 
which thoV r(M|iiired. n’ln> (‘onneil having ai’ciuhal to the (Jn-ok (lovornnient’s request, 
the h'inaneial (k)mmitt(>e was inst I'uetetl in a resolution datcil 17th .lane 1927. to continue 
to co-operalo with' the ri‘j)i’es('ntativ<*'S of tin* Greek tlovcMiiment and the JiTational Dank 
of Grc'oco with a vi«‘w to fixing tho t'oiulifions umhu' which the lioague. of Nations 
might intcM'vcne. 

The n(>teotin(ions wei'<‘ continue<l and led to the framing of a draft Protocol, to 
which are annexed a draft .\gre<Mneut betw«‘cn th(“ Greek Government and the 
National Dank of (}r«‘«*<-«> and draft Statutes of tln‘ new bank of issue; these ilocuments 
form a v;)st ])rogranim«', whi<di enibra<'e'S th»“ various problems raised by the financial 
reconstruction of Greece. 

'I'ln* ])lau ri'sts on thi-et> main bases, whiidi constitute, as if were, the pivots of the, 
reeonstrnel ion <‘ontemplaled ; the constitution of an autonomous bank of issue, the 
a<di ii'vement atul ma ini(Mianee of budgetaiy e<[uilihrium, and Ihi- stahilisation of the 
currency. 

.\part from these essential aims, the draft deals at the same time with the 
payment of budget arrears—an essential operation if stable budgfdary efjuilibrium is 
to be achieved- -and tin* compl(>tion of the work of s**ttling the refugees, which will 
b(* oin* of its (>xeelb>nl r<»sidls. 

'i’alo'U as a whole, the draft has b«*en planned with a breadth of view and an 
exactitude in matters of dc'lails which <lo«*s honour to tin* wisdom of the financial 
Committee and tin* p<*rspieaeily of all who took part in the work. 

'I’he gem*ral liin*s <d' this ])rogramnn* follow fin* classical ])rinei|)les of souinl 
finan<*ial jadicy and av(* Ini<l down in such a way as to provide tin* country with a 
solid modt*ru organisation. 

The indispensable condition of achi<*ving the results coniemi)lafed is, indeed, the 
issue of a loan whii h will furnish the funds n*quived to carry out the imjiortant and 
difficult task ])roposed. 

'I'his loan, foi* an »*ffecliv4* sum of nine million i)onuds sterling, will be divided into 
Ihrei* i*qual blocks of lhr(*e million i><minls each. Oin* block will be set apart for the 
comiiletion of the wurk of settling the refugees, tin* second to j)av off budget arrears, 
and the third to renay the debt owned by the Greek Stale to the National Dank, w'hich 
will be passed to the acc<iunt of the new bank of issue *o provide the latter with the 
liquid funds reijuired for its op<*ration. 

'Pin* luimaiy feature of tin* ])roj)o-.ed reform is the establishnn*nt of a new bank 
of issue* upon wliich depends the possibility of the stabilisation of tbe enrrem-y. 

It had fiisi of all been pitqiosed to convert the National Dank of Greece* into an 
institution better suited to perform the fnin-tioiis of a bank of issue, but. in the course 
of negotiations, it was deci(b*d that it was preferable for that bank to continue to 
nnd(*rtaki* tin* various op(*rations not usually assigned to a central bank and to establish 
a in*w bank eif issue. 

'Pin* bank of issue to be known as the “ Dank of Greece”—will be incorporated 
as a ,joinl-stock company with a capital of four hnndreil million drachmas. 

The <lraft Agreement betw«'en the Greek Government and the National Dank of 
Greece specifies the conditions governing the transfer of the debt represented b,v the 
bank's note's in circulation to the new bank. 

This ,\greemenl also contains an arrangement concerning the transfer to the bank 
«d' issue Of (Ortain assets and liabilities ed' the National Dank of Gri*e<*e. 

From tin* time the Dank of Greece is established, the National Dank will take 
over the whole of the shares and may siibsi-epiently olVer them for sale on the financial 
market at carefully regulated intervals in order to avoiil any depreciation in the price, 
of the shaies. 

The Coinmitt(*e’s attention should be 4-alled to Article 1 of the Statutes of the new 
hank of issm*. which renils as follows; 

“The first duty of the bank is to lake the necessary .steps to ensure the stability 
of the gold value of its notes. For this jiurpose, it shall exercise control, within the 
limits of its Statutes, over currency and credit in Greece.’’ 
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I'lii* {'ollnwiiin' urlifU* ilofines tlio measures to ensure the eniivertihility ‘>f notes 
into U'fral curreney <it' foreign eouiitries with a stainlunl tii- into eiirreucy eon- 

vei'tihle into acfortliny to tlie laws of those eoniitries. 

■As rej>-ar(ls tiie cov**!' of tlie mites issue Jiy the hank, it is [ii-ovided that this must 
rejiresent not less than 4t) per cent.'of the amount of tlie, not(>; tliis cover must coiusist 
only of irohl or foreifrn exchaiio'e directly or indirectly convert ihh> into j^ohl. 

Tl»e drat I A‘;'r(‘enient and Statutes contain all pi'ovisions of a detailed character 
recpiired hy the constitution and operation of the new hank, as’ W(>11 as thosi* {•■overniiifi: 
its transaction, which iire limited t<i loans and <lis<‘ount (ijierations for short jieriods; 
it is further stipulated that the hank must puhlish a hahim-e-sheet threi* times a 
month, and that all the other private hanks must every month suhmit sta.tiMiients of 
their accounts to tlie Greek Govei-uinent. 

As a corcdlary to the establishinent of the new certral hank, an iinjiortajit reform 
will lu* introduced into the (Tceek administrative system. .Ml i-(*ceijils and paynienl.s 
must he passed throup"h the Ihink of Greece, which may employ the branches of the 
National Hank of Greece for this Treasury scrvi<-e. 

'I’o enal'ib' the Hank of Greeee to conimeiici' ojieratioiis, the Gre<*k Government, as 
has been stated aboA-e, will [lay over to it on its ojieninf>' day a sum of three millions 
sterling' fiom tin' yield of the loan; simultaneously, a poi-tion of the Stale's debt to 
the Hank of Greee, included in the assets tlansferred to that bank by tlu' National 
Hank of Greece, will be i-aimelled. 

Till' method of r(>])aynient by the (ireck State* of tlu* balaiu'c of its d(*bt to the 
National Hank, and snhseipiently to the Hank <>f Gree»-e, is also jirovidc*!! for. 

It will thus be [lossible to secure conditions in accordance with recof'iiised 
j)rincipb>s for tlu* efficient operation of a c<*nli-al hank of issue iiiion which heavy 
resyMinsihil it i<*s |■(‘st, in particular that <if e-uarafit<*eint>- the stahilily of the currency. 
'I’hese principles, which are enumerated hy the J*’inancial t’ominiltee, an* as follows: — 

(ii) The independence of the hank; 

(h) 'I'lu' sole ri};ht of note issue; 

<c) The limitation of tlu* hank’s operations to loan and discount transactions of 
' a short-terjii and s<*lf-lifpiidatina: charaele>r; 

{(/) 'I'lu* reduction of the .State «leht to the hank and the we*ll-de(im*d limitation 
of iu*w a<lvanc<*s to the State; 

(r) 'riu* centralisation of the mone.v transactions of tlu* Stale and of .Slatii 
enterprises in the Hank of Greece; 

(/) 'riu* provision of ade<iuate and a|i[iropria1e coNcr for a unified note* issue. 

\V(* have alrea<ly nu*nlioued that another pait of tlu* loan, iimountiu"’ to three 
inillions sterlino-, Avill be emjdoveil for the rei»ayment of the 'I'reasui-v arrears, these 
an'<*ars h<'in<>' rejiayahle uji to that sum out of tlu* amount, of loan, aiul as i-ea:ards the 
balance, out of the resources available from the Greek .Stati* which arc eiuimerat(*d in 
an aniiexure to the I’rotociil. 

Tlu* part of tlu* loan thus employeil will he ]>aiil direct to tlu* Hank of Grei*ce, 
which will lelease the necessary sums af^aiiist «locunu*nts issu(*d hy the Gn*ek Audit 
office certit\in>r that those sums actually <-orrespond to tlu* settlenu*nt of the ahove- 
inention(*d ilebts. 

In the draft ae‘reenM*nt tlu* Greek Gos-ei-nmeat niuh*rlak(*s d(*finite <ddio-ations 
cone«*rniii<^ tlu* maintenance of hudo-efary ei|uilihrium, the publication of accounts, the 
limitaiiou of the amount of ifs short-tenii loans, etc*. 

'I'llC pi'oposed securities for the new loan inelnde tlu* surplus of the ?’evenue.s 
already assi<>ned to fhe seiwice of previous loans and at pre.sent lindor IliP .'*Uppi‘vi.'<ion 
of the International |•'inaTU•ial Goniniission. 

A clause in the draft I’l'otoeid jirovides that the conditions of tlu* loan, the issue 
juice*, tlu* rat(* of infer(*st and lh<> <*xiK*nses of issue, of nr*j^'otiations and of (b*liverv 
shall he at least as favourable to the Greek (bivernment as those of the Hefufjee lioan 
of 192-1. .\ person ajijiointed by the Einancial Gommittee shall be resjionsible for 
seeiufr that tlu* contracts for the conilusi<in of the loan ar«* in accoidance with the 
provisions of the I’rotoeol. 

A few words must be added reo-aulinjf the work of refufjee settlement, for which 
the third [lart of the loan will lie employeil. 

'I'lu* ((uarterly reports of the Hefu}>:ee .Settlenu*iit (%)mmisisioii "five an accurate, 
and detailed surv(*y of the development and proffress of this work. In jiart ieular, the 
fourteenth repoit, that of last Tune, contains some very interestinff information. 
There is eveiw reason to bi* ffratitied with the results ohtained, thanks to the activity 
of all those who have taken part in this ta.sk of the highest moral, social and 
hunianitaiian value. When it is considered what has been done and what remains 
to be done, one conclusion becomes evident; it i.s impossible to interrup .such a work. 
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The Einunciul Coiuinittee is of <ipinioii that the sum of three million jioumlrt 
sterlinf?. to the previ«>us halain-e, will sulfiee to meet the cost of the most urjjeiit 

settlement wfjik which it is important t«> complete in the next two yeais. 

The ffeneral plan for finunciul reconstruction and i-eluj^ee settlement—of which 1 
liave in this rciijort been uhle to pfive inily a nummary account, hut which can Ije seen 
in all its details iir the documents to which I have refci-re«l—<-ontains all the ehum'.nts 
and pi’ovides every pr<<spe.ct of a succesisful I’esult. 

Greece, who in recent ycuirs has underp;one a very remarkahle economic dovelop- 
ineiit, has every inlel-est in adapting' her financial institutions to present comlitions 
hy means of uppi-opi-iate reforms. It is in order to a<dii»*ve this jjurpose that tlie Greek 
(hfverpimMit has applied to the Ijeit^'uetd Matiotis, not only for its supj)or1 in contract- 
iiift: the h>an,,hut for its advice in woi-kin}f out a complete ])lan of l)ankine- and fUirrency 
reoiiyanisation. 

The Leaf>:ue of Nations has heen ahle to plac«‘ at the disposal of Greece the weight 
of its exj)»M-ieiice and all the ahility <d' its technical services. 

'I'hanks t(j the perfect oi-oanisation of tlies«- services, to the skill of the expeits 
which they iindude, and to the ('XiMMience which it has already aci)iiir(Ml, the Lcaf^ue 
is in a position to furnish very powerful suppoi-f to the Slates whicli appeal to it. 

In the case of Grci'ce— since we are more than conlideiit, we arc certain of sma-ess 
—one cannot speak of an exjjeriiiient, hiit rather of a realisation, and in any event of 
a fact of th(> hi}^<^t inijiortaiice and of tin* ”'r»*atest interest. 

T have therefore tlu* honour to propose to the f'ommittee for sulimission to the 
.Vss«Mnhly the followiiio- <lraft Uesolution. ( l''or text of Itesolution adoiited see 
imp-e 1‘Jh.)

'rw(j years have already passed sima* the Se*’ond ('ommittce's Hap])orteur on 
economic <£U»‘stions asked the Asscmlily to adopt a ])ioposal li\’ the l•'rencil l)idcj>’ation 
asking for the constitution (d the Preparatory ('ommitte(' foi- tin* Kconomic (’oiiler- 
ein-e. Your unanimous approval <d this suprpestion was ot f>ooil autf^'ury. In a few 
woi'ds you f?ave a ‘feiu'riil definition of the j>r«>l)lem : on outlined the results wliich 
you hoped to achit've as regards the imj)rovement of cconommic I’elations atnl the peaia* 
id' the woi'ld. 

11. was in relation to the proldeiu of security that, for the first, time, our colleao’ue, 
M. •louhaux, remiinled the Leaji'ue ot Nations of its duty to restore peace in the 
economic relations of tin* jjeoples. When a nn>rc ilefinite proposal was suhscuueully 
hioup’ht hefore the Assembly at its sixth oialinary se.ssioii hy the author of the ])resent 
lepoi-t, M>e deh*”'ates id' all the nations assemhleil here immediately understood that, 
in a world still shaken hy tlie Great War, weakened hy nunieious financial crises, ainl 
.'•■ufferini' from serious economic distiirhance in the aorimiltural as well as in the 
industrial and <-omniercial spheres, the Leaijue of Nations alone lunl the necessary 
authority to consiiler the various prohlems at issue as a whole, to define their causes 
and to recommend suitahh* r«*nicdios. 

In conformity with your suf>>restions, the (h)uueil proceeded to a consultation on 
a wide husis; it had re»‘ourse to interests of all kinds, to various i ntet Jiat ional bodies 
like, the. International Imstitute of Afjriculture at Koine, and the International 
Oluuuber of (Joinmeire and to the national jiiofessional urg'anisations ; ami it called 
ujion file Secretariat of the Leap'ue of Nations and the International Jiuhoui' Office 
tor a prolontted effoid. 

'I'he result of these two years' work has heen submitted to the Second thimmittee. 
M.Theunis, with that lucidity of exposition, that for«-e and that conciseness of thou<>:ht 
which we all know, has ^iven it an historical retrospect of the Preparatory ('ommittee 
and of tlie (hmference itself; he has emphasised the value of the recommendations 
which it drew’ up. 

Too much stress cannot he laid on the importance which ,>houhl he attached to 
these recommendations. They have the twofold charactiMistic of undoubtedly repre- 
sentiiif^ the opinion of the hest-cpialifieil cii-cles and of {divine- the Lea<*ue of Nations 
auiianirnons opinion with all tin* authority of su(*h an impressive comhinatioii (d‘ 
experts. 

Kuriusi: the whole period id' the Preparatory Committee’s wo*k, the memhers of 
the (kmimittee themselves, assisted by the Secretariat and the 1 uti'inational Tiahour 
GHi(*e, collected a series of document's, as complete as it was scieiititic, im all the 
prohlenvs to he dealt with. The (hnifereiice next impressed pulilic opinion In the 
competence of the ileleffations composiiifr it. Every country had sent to Geneva, in 
the capacity of delegates or experts, their most qualified industrial, commercial and 
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aprifultural representatives and their most tried authorities on labour, consumption, 
co-operation and economic; relations iii general. 

Tt is uunecovssaiy to expatiate, loiifjev on this subject; the value of the uuuniniity 
achieved was imnunliately appreciated fhifmfjrhout the world by all bodies interested 
in economic questions, and here at (reiieva by the (hnincil of the Jieay:ue of Nations. 
The (Conference's recommendations were, indeed, at once submitted to the Council'w'ith 
a veiy favourable rejiort by M. Stressemnnn. At its .-.ession last .Tune its members 
made official declarations indicative of that determination—which is happily beeomiiijf 
ffeneral amon^ nations—to organise economic peace as an essential condition of a 

peaceful and prosperous existence for all c-ountries, whether ,>tronp: nr -weak. 

• 

The Second Committee has just made a ilecisive step in this direction. It, too, 
has endorsed the Conference’s projiosals. To this unaninioiis opinion of the experts 
who met at (reneva in May, you are ffoiiif? to bring the jiowerful aid—the fi-uitful 
promise—-of the support of your liovernments. The resolutions wbii’h we have the 
honour to pi'opose to the Assembly'c-onfirni (he general will to work for the exemition 
of the propraninie submitted to you by the Economic (’onfereiice. Its I’retsident, in 
his closing speech, (quoted a charaideristii; sentence of the Commei'ce (’omniittee : — 

“ In spite of the variety of the nuestions raised, the diversity of thr*ories, and the 
legitimate national sentimentis of ail those who took pai’t in the discussions, one 
important and extremely encouraging tact has emerged and, having emeiged, has 
become increasingly manifi'st as the work has advancinl. This fact is the unuiiimous 
desire of the members of the (hmfeieiice to make sure that this (.’onferi'iice shall, in 
some way, mark the beginning of a new era, iluiing which international commerce 
will successively ovei-como all obstacles in its path that unduly hamper it and resume 
that gi'ueial uiiward moveimuit whii'h is at once a sign i f the worbl’is economic health 
and the necessary condition for the develoi»ment of civilisation." 

This uiiiinimous desire of the Conference has in its (urn animated the Second 
Committee and will assuredly animate the Assembly also. 

You have moreover, to give your opinion as to the method of organising the work 
whic-h has still t<» be done. In (his, too, you will follow the suggestions of the 
Kc«)nomic (Conference, which considered (hat the Kconomic Organisation of the l.eague 
of Nations slioubl be so adjuste<l as to perform with success the delicate and compli¬ 
cated work entrusted to it. 

As regards the details of this readjustment, opinions dilVered, but unanimity was 
leached on the foll<»w'iiig points: necessity of icorganisation; appreciation of the 
work done by tin; Kconomic (Jommittee; excellent results achic'ved in the pis'paration 
of (he Conference thanks to the <'omposition ami balance of the Ib-eparatory (hmi- 
mittee. 

It is from an examination of the Conference’s results and of its main conclusions 
that we have drawn the main ideas w'hich the Assembly will submit to the Council. 

These lesolutions refei' to the three chief <’ategorieis of ec()nomic activity—com¬ 
merce, Midustry and agriculture. In perusing them, we find considerations suggested 
which must lead us to give effect to (he (.k>nferenee’s wishes. 

It -.eeiiied t<J us necessary in the fii’st j»lace to retain the I'iconomic Committee 
with its ]>iesent competence, while adapting it to the new conditions of e(;onnmic 
life. The resolution whi<’h we submit to the Assendjly gives all the necessary parti¬ 
culars in this respect. 

The Conference, knowing the value of the results already obtained l>y the Kconomic 
Committee, expres.sly mentioned that Committee in its icstdutions, thus pioving the 
implicit confidence it felt in its work. 

But the (^inference also affirmed the nei-essity of the Tieague of Nations and its 
Kconomic Organisation counulting, “ so far as necessary, tin* comi>etent bodies rejire- 
senting commerce, industry, agriculture ami labour.” In ebapters full of jiromise for 
the future, it repentedl.v emphasises the wide range of expert advice on which the 
Council should lie able to draw; it shoubl be alile to obtain such advice at any 
moment from the Kconomic Organisation which it set up to assist ill one of its most 
valuable tasks—that of promoting economic peace. 

This need for forming a group of economic authoidties was emphasised in the 
recommendations of the Conference relating to industrial pioblems; the chapter on 
mtionabsation, for iiiistance, recommended (hat efforts should be made to obtain 
increased production, a higher output and improvement in the i;onditions of labour, 
ami a reduction in prices “ in industry, agriculture, trade and finance institutions, 
not ni(*ndy in lai-ge umb'rtakings but als«) in medium and small.” 

The same reasoning applien to international industrial agreements, the flevelop- 
ment of which, in the opinion of the (Conference, should be followed closely by the 
Ijeague of Nations, which should collect information on the matter and publish it from 
time to time. It also holds good for industrial information. All (he members of 
the Assembly are aware of the valuable resolutions ado]>ted by the Conterence on this 
subject. They know that these resolutions will call for daily and uninterrupted work, 
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ior whwh the Coiii'crenco has already drawn up a detailed profframme, special uieii- 
tion bein^ made of the information to be obtaineil both from the Kconomic Organi¬ 
sation of the lA^ague of Nations and from the international Labour Otfice, the former 
being rtKiuesied to draw up reports, studies and statements which will require the 
highest qualifications on the puH of its nieuibers. 

It is hai'dly necessary to remind you tliat the resolutions relating to agrituilture 
show a great desire for permanent <;ollnl)orutiun with the re prosen tatives of agricul¬ 
turists. ^ Tilt* w'ork of agricultural c<»-operalive societies, the development of credit, 
and various other problems engaged the special attention of the Ctmference. In this 
lespect it laid definite^ tasks on the League; of Natitms. It drew up a prograuiine for 
the League which (‘unnot be nuccessfully carrieil out unless agricultural interests are 
represetited as widely as possible in the Kconomic Organisation of the League of 
Nations. It is the ununinious -ve<*oniiiieiidution of the Se(‘ond Oonniiittee that the 
Council should give vei-y special attention to this important question of the represen¬ 
tation of agriculture. 

The opinion of the Conference, baised not only on the experience of each delegation 
but also on the results obtained by the I’reparatory Committee and by itself, was, 
generally speaking, that economic jirobicms as a whole could only In* examined success¬ 
fully in theii- general environment, and c*onsi<lered in theii- relation to one another, 
whethei they were in their essence industrial, commercial or agricultural. 

Confidence in the Kc'otiomic Committee of the League of Nations, a considerable 
extension of the problems which have been studied until now. complexity of the task 
to be uii'lertaken, necessity of close collaboration between all those who have to (;an’y 
it out—such are the conclusioiii. which emerge from the work of the Kconomic Con¬ 
ference. 

In view of these considerations, we propose to the Assembly the creation of a 
new organ comprising compet(;nt authorities on industry, commerce, agriculture, 
finance, Iraiisport, labour pmldems ami ({uestiniiis relating to consanii»tion. This con¬ 
sultative coiumiltee would send its report direct to the (hnincil, ami, in oj-der to ensure; 
the n(*cessary liaison, would communi«*a(e them immediately to the technic*al organi¬ 
sations com Pi ned. It would meet on the request of the Council whenever iiecessury, 
and at le-ast once a year. 

We thought that th<* International laibour Office should bo asked to nominate 
three workers as members of this Committee. We also expressed the hope that the 
International Tiiistitute of Agricultuic and the International Chamber of Commerce 
would lie asked to give tbeir assistance. 

Kinally, without venturing to make any definite recommendations to the Council, 
we suggest that it would p<*rhaiis be well if the Advisory (’ommittee coubl usk other 
<irgaiiisatioris to join in its work, such as the new International Management Institute 
and the Tiiteriiati<mal (hi-o]H*rative Alliance. 

Some of you may perhaps be inclined to think that this organisation is somewhat 
complicated, Imt the' pniposals whi«“h I have the honour to submit to the Assembly 
ni the name of the Second (^imniittce are the results of an exhaustive discussion in 
which a-count has licen taken <if every side of the pniblcm and ctf all the interests 
concerned. We have been gui«led solely by the desire to jirovide the League of 
Nations with the means of pursuing its e.ssential task: the establishment of peace 
througii better international e«-onomic «*o-operation. 

The Second (hniiiiiittee has the honour to submit to the Assembly the following 
draft llesolutioiis. (For text of Ifcsolutitins adopted see jmgc* 11(5.)

In its report of la.st April to the Kconomic Committee, the Committee of TiOgal 
Experts explained the purjaise of its work as follows: ^ 

“The Protoi'ol on Arbitration tnauses, which has been open for signature since 
24th September, lays down, subject to certain specified conditions^, that each of 

the oont-acting States sliall recognise submissions to arbitration concluded between 
parties subject respectively to the jurisdiction of dilVereiit contracting Stales It 
stipulate.!, in the fii-st placei that the existence of a .submission to subitnition precludes 
recourse to the Courts of either of the coiitractiii 
that each contracting State iinderlakcs to eii.sure 
in accordance with the provisions of 
ten’itory under such a submission. 

“ On the other hand, the I’rotocol of contains no pixivisious ut all regarding 

the enforcement of awards made in toreign countries. 

“This omission was noted in the report submitted by the Kconomic Committee to 
the Council of the liPiigue of Nations in September, 192t>. 


States, and, in the second plu*‘e, 
e execution by its authorities ami 
its national laws of awards made in its own 
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■■ After having' (1) roeognised the validity of the suI)nii88iou to arbitration in 
l)rivate t:iti*rnational jolations, and {2) provided for the enforcoiiient of the arhitml 
a\vur<l in the hitate where it was made, a tliiril aim sliould be pursued, namely, t«J 
ensure the international effej-t jif suidi an uwar<l." 

Sueh is the problem which the experts have endeavoured to solve by moans of a 
draft Protocol which has been submitteil. in accordance with u Council resolution, to 
all tlie Members of the League in ordei’ to give them an opportunity of submittiiig 
their <»l)'.ervations. 

At I he time when it passejl this resolnti«»n, the (’ouncil also decided to place on 
the Assembly’s agenda tln> i[uestion of opening such a I’rotocol. 

On this ipiestioii lieing referred to if, the Second (himmittee api)ointi>d a Snb- 
Committe*' of .lurists and asked it to «‘xamine the observations submittt'd by the 
(Tovernmcnts and to stUtle the terms of a «tralt which would, as far us possible, take 
into account the various views expressed. 'I’his Sub-(h)mmittee, as well as the Second 
Commitltie, unanimously ai’rived at the conclusion that you should be reconmieiideil 
to open a Convention worded according to the text which is now before you. 

liefoi-e explaining to you its mechanism and the reasons underlying its jirovisions, 
T should like to say a few words as to the impoitance which should be attached to 
the (pieslion. Recourse to arbiti'ation for settling disputes arising out of contracts 
ooucluiled between parties 'of different nationalities is becoming more and more 
freciuent. 'I'his fact did not es<‘ape the International Kconoiiiic Conference. The 
latter, as you are aware, unanimously adopted very specific recommendatifms on this 
point.* 

In taking the coui'se which T propose, the Assembly will thci'efoi’e only be con¬ 
tinuing the work begun four years ago, whilst ii( the same lime it will be carrying 
mil tin' wish so clearly i-xpressed by the Ki-onomic Conference. 

I now come to what 1 may call the technical part of my report. 

The Committee of J’ixjierts gave its dmft the form of e. Protocol open to the 
signature of States; this was the form already employed for the Protocol on Arbitra¬ 
tion Clauses-which was opened for signature at Geneva on 2-lth September, 

The llritish (fovernment jiointcil out that, in the form in which it stood, this 
draft might give rise to diflicultie.s <lue to the peculiar constitution of the llritish 
Lnipire. It rec.ouimended the form of a convention enumerating in its jireamble the 
heads of States participating therein and their plenipotentiaries. The Second Com¬ 
mittee I'uve ailopteil this suggestion. 

The (kmventiou will remain open for the signature of countries. They may give 
this signature at any time they choose. 

At the request of the British Delegation, and in consideration of the fact that 
the system laid down in the (’onvention would not always apply to all the territories 
of a given Stiitc, the Second Committee has hail to modify the teiiiis emjdoyed in 
various clauses of the diiift. 'I’lius, in tin- new ilraft, i(*ference is made to the territories 
to which the Convention applies, to the i-ountry in which the award is made, etc., these 
expressiens aiv sutHciently elastic to »-over the complex situations which may arise in 
tin? British Lmpire, in federal States, etc. 

As icgards the cimtents of the draft, the Second Committee had to i-onsider the 
very imjiortalit observations of the ^'etherlumls (iovej-nnient that the Committee's draft 
differeil materially from that, adopted by the ('onference on Tnternatioiial I’livato 
I.aw hebl at 'Phe Hague in lU'Jo. 'Phe scheme of The Ilsigue, making it a condition 
that the arbitral award should have, in the country iii which it was niaile, the same 
effect as ii judgment, provides foi- it the same means of enforcement abroad as in the 
case of a judgment. By this system, the power ov(>r the award of the judge of the 
country where it is sought to enforce the award is reduced to a miuiniuin. The draft 
of the Committee of Lxperts takes no ai-count of whether the arbitral award has or 
has not the same force as a judgment in the country in which it was made; it regards 
the arbitral award itself as founded upon the submission to arbitration, which is a 
private agieenient.; hein-e it is Icil to admit a much wider power of control on the 
purl of the Courts of the country in which the award is sought to be enforced. 'Phis 
diverg‘*‘ice between tin* systems by no means implied a criticism of The Hague draft 
bv the ('ominittee of Lxperts. It is explained by the fact that the circumstances 
(onsidered are different. The Hague draft begins by dealing with the recognition 
and enfori'emenl of foreign judgments; this starting-point greatly facilitates the recog¬ 
nition and enforcement abroad of arbitral awards w'hen they have the same foi-ce in 
tin* countrv in which they were imnle as judicial decisions. 'The Committee’s draft 
must, on llie other hand, be made to ajiply even between (‘ountries which grant each 
other no special facilities foj- the enforci*nient of their resj)e<*tive judgments. 

ft. should be added that 'Phe Jlague scheme is intended to serve as a model for 
bilateral treaties, whilst the jiresent draft is inteinled for a collective agreement; anil 
III a (!on;’eiilion of this latter sort every possible precaution must be taken. This 
collective agreement, uioi-eover, does not precluile the conclusion of bilateral treaties.

Th« iarl, I'otiiaiiiH that Tha HapfUft whemo tonds to make the eiiforeeinent of 
arhitral awards easier than tlie present draft. The utility of the latter, one may 
almost say the lu'cessity for it, is not affected on that account. It is an acknowledf*e<l 
tact, to whicii the Committee of Experts di'ew attention in its report, that the lH'Jo 
I’rotocol, for want of fjrovidin}*' for the eiiffir<’einent of arhitral awards abroad, some¬ 
times leads to a denial of justice. This is an omission wliich must he supplied. 

'Ihc ,Sei-orid Conimitteci’s sUidy of the ohservalions of the Netherlands (fovejiimciit 
confirmed it in the belief, (‘.xpressed by the Committee of Kxj)erts, tliat only the* leco”- 
nition and entorcement of arbitral awards >>‘iv<‘ii in \irtue of a submission to aibitia- 
1 i(m,^ covered by the 192^1 I’rotocol should be dealt with. It therefort' did not .idopt 
the Swedish Covernment’s suj'jre.-1 ion tfiai ihe projiosed afrreeinent should be open to 
States which hud not sij>;ned and ratified the Iff'Jd I’rotocol. In its opinion, the 
jirojiosed (jorivention should be* len'arded as complementary to the 19‘J-i I’rotocol. 

rile lU'camhle of Article 1 defines the arbitral awai'ds tr) which the (*on\enlion 
will be ufijilicable. Accordiiif' to this text is necessary— 

^l) that the award should have been made in pnrsnance ot a submission to 
arbitration covered by the 192d I’rotocol; 

v2) that it should have been made in a territory of one of the contractiii” 
jiarties to which the new (Convention applies; 

vif that it should Imve been made between persons subject to the jurisdiction 
of a State nr Member of the Ceatrue of Nations which is a party to the 
new Convention. 

In <'onipliain-e with a rec^m-st ot the Danish (iovernment. which pointed out that 
in certain countries the procedure was not completely f^overned by a “law,” the (Com¬ 
mittee substituted in this preamble and in various provisions the worfls “ in conformity 
with the law j>-o\eriiinH' tbe arhitration proc«-dure ” for the word- “in accordance witli 
the law.” 

'Pile Second Committee has thought it advisabh* to maintain tlie provision 
i-Viticle I. litera it) to the effect that the award must have been made “in pursuame 
of a submission to arbitration wliich is valid under the law applicable tbereto.” The 
Cennan (ioveniment jiroposed a clattse specifyinj^ what this law was. The Second 
Comniitiei- i-ealiscd the imjiortancc of such a definition for Ihe (Couit which was 
asked to enforce a foreign arbitral award. But it considered ihat no ilefinition could 
be o'iven in a simple formula and that it involved the mo.st intricate problems oi 
pri\ ate intm nat ional law. Tin* e.xact ileti'i'inination ot Ihe law apjilii’able to the sub¬ 
mission to arbil rat ion would rather be a matter for the llaKue (.Confirence on Private 
International Caw than for this Committee. The latter therefoie refrained from 
makiiio' any di*tinitirin, so that the Court in eai*h pai-ticulai- (“use will have to discover 
what this law is hy applviit*;' the lules icn'anlin<.v the coiitiict of laws. 

The Second (Viuimittcc. on the other hand, added to the clause requiring that 
the award should have liecoiiie liual in the country in which it was made (Article 1. 
litera //). 'Pile Italian (iovernment observed that, it would bo necessary to define the 
meaning' of these words. Phe difficulty of doiii*; so was due to the diversit\' ot th<‘ 
laws re^ardiiifr the means of rediess. A <>-eneral phrase based on the distinction 
belwi’cii oi'ilinarv and extraordinary means ot redress diet not secni to take suffieioni 
aceouiit ot this diversity. 'Phe draft exidairis the final eharactor of an award hy 
sa\ill”- that the award has not this character if it is open to '' oppo.illhi/i. " itppt l " or 
piii/rri/t c/t ctissiitii/ti. But as this loriiiula is not suitable to aw arils made in 
lonntries which dii not pos.s(*ss tlu*si* ini*ans of redress with I'elntion to ai'bitral award-s, 
it was neccssarv to add, as |•ep:ards all awards, that they would not be considered as 
liiial if aiiv jiroceediiif^s for tin* jnirjiose ot contestinp’ Ihe validity ot Ihi* award, c.i/., 
an action for aiinnlnieiit, were peiulinp. 

Naturallv the term " pom mi cn iiissntioii " employed in the provision in question 
will iiii'lude ** /c fi'i’oiti'S I'll ri'risioii whii*li obtains in 1‘eifiiin of siii b s\stems of law. 

The Second (kmiiiiittoe held that, from the particular point of liew from which 
it was doalinj; wdth tlie question, what must he eoiisidered was the final eharactev of 
the aw!i'-d. and not its executory ehararter in the country in wdiieh it was made. On 
this jioint it did not adojit the opposite view put forward in paitieulai 1 a the I'jstonian 
Covonunent The reasons which led (he Committee of Experts not to reipiire that 
the award should lie exeeutory in the country where it was made appeared to the. 
Com mitten to be eonelusive. 

The Seennd Committee caretullv examined (he case in which an award does not 
cover all the matters submitted to the arhitral.ir. It mav happen in such a case that 
the award deals with the claim of one parti withoiif deciding.- on the counter-claim 
of the othci partv and is so it wouhl appear desirable that sucl* an award, so lon>r 
as it vemains “ partial " should not he eiiforeed abroad, heeause. the decision on the 
coimter-rlaim mav cancel the effect of the tir.st decision. Ao:am. the award may {?ive 
a decision on a part only of I In' elaim, because the arbitrator finds tins part to be 
proved, wliilst another part of the claim may be reserved on the ground that it calls 
for fuller consideration. In such a ca.se it would appear desivahlc. imismucb as this 
“ partial” award has full validity that it should he enforced immediately. 
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CodiujH tee i-onsidered that a sati.sl‘aet«>ry .solution-would he to >rive the auth«)rity 
of the country in whieli the enforcenient is .sought the option of nostj>»)ni!ip; re<‘opnition 
nr »>nfor'‘eiueiit, or of ^raiitiii^ it subject to a ffuaraiitee. I’his authority may, of 
coi’iisp, Ollier a “ paitial ” award to be eiiforceil or not at its discretion. J‘'uither, if 
the submission to arbitration authtmse the arbitral tribunal to make ,i partial aw’airl 
where this is in conformity with the law apjdii'ahle to arbitration procedure, the 
enforcement of the award may natuiully not bi> refuseil im the pronnd that it is 
“jiartial." Moreover, it appeared uniiei-essary to introduce a clause to cover the case 
in whii'h the losiiiff party has already satisfied the award and would be discharf^ed 
therefrom—for exainpie, by payment. 

Hy the provision in the iii'eanible to Artiide 2 of the diuft ('onycntion that 
“ I'ecof'iiition and enforcement, of the award shall be I’e fused ” in tlie .cases covei’ed by 
that article, all that is meant is that in such laises the authorities of the country wliei'e 
it is .souiflit to enforce the award are not liound to sei-iire recofrnition and enforcement. 
Under the terms of tliis text, recoj^nitioii and enfoicement are admissible even in 
these ca.-«es, if such recoirnition and enfoi-cement are allowable under the law or treaties 
of tile country concei-ned (Article ob 

(Vrtain modifications have been made in the di’aftiny of .Vrticli* d for the sake of 
cieatec jirecision and to take ai'coiint of the new piovisions in Article I (lit. i/i. The 
Committee did not iiccept the Uritisli (irojinsal to authorise the tiibumil to ^rant ii 
party time to “have the award I'emitted to the aibitrator.” In the Kist place, it is 
unnece'.sary to indicate in the Convention the remcd,v oiien to tlie jiarty, and, secondly, 
the remedy jiroposed is not to be found in the law of all countries. 

With ref?ard to the documents which have to be supplied, the ('ommittce indicated 
by an addition to the in-eamble to Articled that the article in i|nc.stioii was descrijitive 
in charactei, and not exhaustive. It accepted a jiroposal by the (Jerinan Delectation 
to the effect that a translation of these documents may be demaiideil. Xaturall,v, this 
reipiirement may be omitted h,v special affreements between Governments. 

The Committee, however, rejected another projiosal by the German Government 
lor the production of an official document cei-tifyinct that the award had become final. 
The Committee, whilst recof'iiisinfr the importance of this sU””’eslion, shared the 
o]iinion of tin* Committee of Cxpi-rts that a stipulation of thi< kind could not be 
inserted in ti collective Convention. 

The Swiss Delectation sucrcrested that the Convention should apjily onl.v to 
arbitral awards made after this (.’onvention had come into force, ('ontlictincf opinions 
were e.xjiressed on this point, and a middle i-ourse was ado])ted. 'I’liis Convention will 
only apply to awards made after the coniinct into force of the Urotocid. As the 

date of this entry into force will be different for different countries, ..onnt will 

have to be taken in each case of the date of the entry into force foi' the country 
concerned. 

The “ protocid ” clauses (Articles T i*t seq.) have been slicihtlv mollified, partly 
on account of the ditference of form between a convention and a jirotocol, and ]»artly 
to take account of the observations of the Ifritish Delegation ri'irardiat*’ fliaftiiif; 
foi’iiinlas which ai'c approjiriate to tin* orjranisation of the Jlritish Empii-e. 

At the request of the Tlritish Delo<;ation, it was also reco<>;nised that the (kmven- 
lioii should not apply to (he colonies. ]>rotectorates or territories under su/-erainty oi- 
mandate of any of the Ilicjh Contractin'; Parties unless they were sjiecially mentioned, 
but it could be r(’ndei-ed applicable to them by a declaration to (hat effect (.\rticle in').

Tin* Third (’ommittee unanimously ayrees, however, (hat the solution 
of this probli‘m is intrinsically indispeiisalde. and that it niiyht have an e.\celli*nt elTect 
on the yi-neral problem id d i'a i ina ment. The Committee was almost unanimous in 
|•onsid(•riny; that this solution iniyht perhaps be souyht in a Convention which, while 
subjectiny private inaiuitacluie to supervision, would extend to State manufacture 
'iich of till* supervisorv reeulaiioiis as moie paiticularlv concei n jmblicity; this would 
satisfy the non-produci ny countries, and at t lu* same time woulil meet the wish ot 
certain other countries that consideration shotilil he yiven to the sjiocial conditions of 
State manufacture.

The present repoit will deal with the other ipiestions submitted to us. 

The (’ommittee found, in ]iar( ii-ular, (hat the investiyatioiis nndertakeii under 
the direetioii of the Prepaialorv (hminiissioii demonstrate the necessity of takiny certain 
precautions to prevent the development of civil aviatiim beiny hampered by military 
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(■(insideratious and diverted t'ur tlie same reasitiis into a direction whirdi ini^ht constitute 
a sei-ious uhsfacle to the estahlishiuent of iuteriiat ioiial confid«>m*e. Without prejudice 
to tlu‘ work of the Preparaf««ry (.'oiuiiiissioii with rej>-ar«l to the jirohleni «)f aviation, tl»e 
(’oinuiittee trusts that the As^einhly will a«lopt the res«)luti«>n whi«-h it pn>pi»ses, in 
order tt) «>bviate this risk tH«‘s«)lution No. I). 

Tlie ('oiiuuittee has taken note with the keenest interest «>f the eruiuiries under¬ 
taken by the Committee of the Coum-il and the te<‘hnical oixanisations workin>? umh*r 
its direction with re^^ard to the metlnuls ami reffulations which would imable tlie 
Council to take as expeditiously as possible siu'h decisions us may be nec’essary to 
enfori'e the oblip^atioiis of tin* Convenaiit, aiul the most suitable measures to faidlitate, 
tin- workiiifi' of the Leap'ue oi-p-aiiisati<iiis in time of emeixem-y. The Committee. 
I'onsidered these <|uestioiis simultaneously with tlie projnisal on the Assi-iiibly’s Ufreiida 
to the ell’ect that it should be laiil ilowii as a principle that it is the oblip-atioii of tin* 
Government Members of the League to facilitate by every means in their power the 
meetinp- of the (’ouin-il in time of emeiffency. 

The (kimmittee pi'ojioses for the Assembly's adoption two Itesidutions on tliesi* 
(luestioiis. to which it attaches ‘reiiiiiiie importance (Resolutions Xos. 11 ainl III). 

The Resolution whii-h tin* 'I'liird ('ominittee jirojioses that you should adopt 
rep-ardintr the system pi-oposed by the h'innish Government for alfordinp' financial 
assistance to States victim.s of af>Ki'i*.ssion is linked u]> with the invt*sti>iations made by 
the Secretarial in rcp-ard to Article Iti (Resolution \o. I A'). 

'I'he Ihiiuniittee, which ri-ceived the h'iiinish proposals with the •'•realest interest, 
sU^'U'e.sts that they should continue to be invest i •rated by the special ('ominittee referred 
to below. 

In the course of discussion, certain delipcations made resei vat ions on a niiniber of 
points; thesi- aie recorded in the iiiiiiutes of the ninth nieetin<r (‘J’Jnd S(*ptenibcr). 

As rec'ards the proposal submitted to the Committee by Dr. Nansen on behalf of 
the Norwegian l)el<*cat ion, rc-c'arilinfr a dralt optional <-onvention for oblic-aloiy 
arbitration ot disput(*s. the ('ominittee, having re>*'ard to the importance of its li*^'al 
asjiect. asked the First Committee to •rive it preliminary consideration. 'I’lie Third 
Committee notes the opinion expressed by the Fist Committee contained in the 
tidlowiii”' report; — 

“The (huuniittee does not consiiler itself in a jiosition to study the Xorwejrian 
proposal ill detail duriiip' (he present Assembly. 

It emloises the opiiiiiin of the Third (himniitlee favouring’ the study ot a ^jeneral 
convention for compulsory arbitrations through the iiistruiiienlality of the Comifiittce 

r irovided foi' in the lesylution concerning- arbitrat ion, security and disaniianient voteil 
ly the Third Committee on 21st Sejitembcr 1!)27. 

The en<iuirv should include in its s<-ope the possibilities of the develojiment of 
arbitration in all its aspects. 

The Committee be^s to indicate the followinjr points for eniiuir\ : — 
ill) Means should he sou*rlit for encourajrinfr ami pioniotiiifr’ the acceptance of the 
optional clause of .Article •{() ot the Statute of the peimaneiit Court of I ntei nat ional 
Justice and the conclusion of .special tieatics for jmlicial settlement, arbitration and 
conciliat ion. 

(h) In any i n vest ip-at ion into the methods ol [lacific settlement of disjiutes between 
States, .s[iecial attenticin should be paid to the pioceduieof cfuii-ilialion, which is of the 
utmost iiiijjoitam-e. 

if) A'ery special attention slmuld also be piven to the ipjestion of the relations 
between the Council's and the .Assembly’s mediatory action and the jirocedures of 
arbitration and conr-iliation. 

((/) In studyinp a peneral convention for compiilsory arbitration, enquiry should 
be nuule as to how the convention could be piven sufficient Hexibility to permit the 
contractinp States to adjust the oblipations a.sMimed to their parlicuJar 
circumstances.'’ 

La.stly, the Assembly ieteiu*d the Netherlamls Delepation’s proposal to (he third 
Committee. The French and German Delepatioiis submitted kindred proposals direct 
to the Committee. 

It appeared on examination that, so far from beinp antaponisfic, the three texts 
expressed similar ideas, and formed the most admirable comjdenients to one another. 
It was accordinply found possible to combine them in a .siiiple Resolution, which met 
with unanimous approval (Resolution No. V). We need only reproduce the text here 
with a few brief remarks. 

All the delepations were apreed that the work for disarmament should be prose¬ 
cuted with the utmost enei-py. 

The Assembly, at its seventh ordinary session, had decided that, in the pre.sent 
conditions with repaid to repioiial ami peneral security, the w'ork of the I’reparatorv 
Commi.-^sion shoubl be continued, no effort bcinp spared to brinp it to a successful 
conclusion as quickly as po.ssibb*, and that the Conference itself shoubl be convened 
as soon as the preliminary technical work was completed. 
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All the deleju^aticins remain faithful to this view and uifre that a further clfort 
sliould be made to i-eucdi the (‘■oiicdusion without ilelay. At the same time, all realise 
that tlie proposed moveme;it alunp- tin* mad to disarmament will l>e only the first step; 
ami must he followed by others before any real freneral disarmaneiit cun be iiclii(“ved. 

It IS ree(jf>-aised on all hands llmt the pretiter the imjtrovement in the r-onditii/n.s of 
security^ and the more decided the nature of the first step, the smtner the siibseijueiil 
steps will l)e tiiken. The Committee tlierefon* feels that, with a view to renehinp- 
definite sedations as (quickly as jujssible, the study oi lln* ijuestions of arbitration and 
security should la* resumed on systematic lines. 

• I'jte Committee is aeeoidinfrly ma.kinp: ilefiiiite pioptjsals tt) tin* Assembly for tlie 
OIf»'5inisation of a (’ommittc'e whieli would study, undei- the direction id’ the I’repaia- 
tory Commission, the best means of •■•i*'’n<r all i-oiintiies the fruaraiitees id' arbitration 
end security necessary to (‘iialdc iliein to fix tin* level of their armaments at the lowest 
jMissible fiifures. 

M’he ^Ihird Committee considers tlrd the Committi*!* in ijiu’stion should include 
iepr(*seiitatives of all the States which have si-ats on the I'roparatory Commission and 
ai'e Members (d the I,eaf''ue, other States l•c*pr(“sented on the Commission beiii"' invited 
to sit on it it they so desire. 

It should be (d)serv(*d that, in urfriiifr at the bt*i>innine; of I’art tf of the resolution 
that the work of the I’rejiaratory ('ominissioi* niu-vt coiitimie until the final fi'oj.l — 
f;encral disaiinament— has been reached, the ('omniittee docs not mean that the I’lepa- 
ratory ('oinmissinn as at- jiri'sent comjiosed should be perjiet uated, but simply u islics 
to point out that, whatever success tin* first meesiires of disaiinament may havi*, the 
iiuestioii has a i hara-cter of continuity which calls for uninterrujited work. 

A iiumbei" id delegations desire to make it cleai that this resolution, which the 
Third Committee has the honour to submit lor the .\s.sembly ’.s approval, is not to be 
intei'iiiptcd as in the slifjlitest decree afl’cetinc' tin* oblijratioiis incumbent on the 
.MeinlM*r.s of the Ceafi'iie in virtue of the Covenant. 

M he Committee unaiiiiiiously ajrrees that these obiioations lemain uualteied, 
ni'ither diminislu'd nor increased by the adojition of suidi a resolution. 

Durino- the discussions which look [ilace, the attention ol the Committee was 
drawn to the im[iortance to be atlacbed, tiom the jioini id \ iew ol security, to the 
conclusion id aereements. especially as between Members and non-Members ol the 
I.eao’ue, on tin* lines which have been advoeatt*d in the I’nited States, i.r., an’reements 
lor the outlawr\ of war. 

With ref-ards to the final iiaiaon*jih of the r<*solnlion, the Committee desiii's to 
[loinl out that the aji'ieements therein mentioned are not in any way to be confused 
with such alliances as it was possible foi' countiies to eonfiact for political juirposes 
of one kind oi- another belore flie Covenant of the l.ea^iue established general firim iples 
and obli^ratioiis w hich introduced a measured harmony into intei national life. 'I'he 
aereenients referred to in the resoluti.u: are to be re>>arded as means for emtblinj^- Stal<‘s 
which wisli to enter into closer mutual eneaffements than are provided by tbe Coven¬ 
ant to help each other to dischar<>e more elfecti\ely, so |ar as they are concerned, the 
obii^-atioiis embodied in the Covenant itself. These uffieements, therelore, are to be 
regarded simply as instruments for apjdyinir the princijdes ol the Leao-ue more 
clfeclively in specific leffions. 

.\s the last lines of the text have eiven rise to certain ohservalions, it may be 
well to define their meauino-. There is no question ol asking- the ('ouneil to- send 
to Stale Menibei-s of the Ceaoue a questionnaire rei>ardin>>- their intention in all ima- 
•iinable cases. 'I'he idea which the Commission wished to exjiress is that the 
Committee which it has suj'frested should be set up should be instructed to study tbe 
lorms in which the Council should ask the different States to inform it what measures 
they would be prepared to lake to sn))port its recommendations or decisions in certain 
ca.ses which the said State's mif>ht indicate. Tt is understiMid that Stale's will have* 
all ])ossible liberty to repl>' in sui b nninner as they think he'sl to these* euieiuiiies bv 
the* Conne-il. 

'riu* obje'ct thus soni’hl is to render it e*asier for inelivlilual vSlates, at the Disarma- 
me*nl ('on fere*nce. to fix the* lowest jiossibh* fiifure for the>ir armaments, by enabling- 
them to •Graduate them in preijiorlion to the* «-uarantee of se*eurity afforded by the* assis¬ 
tance on whiedi in e-erlain cii-cumstane-es tlie'y mifjht be* able* to re*ly. (l^or text of 
ITe'.solutions aelopte'el see iiap* 12S.)

1. FInonciol /'oxilion. 

'I'he accounts of the Iluildinjr Fund show a cash btilani'e in hand on .‘list .Auf>nst 
1927 of n,l(M),t)t)0 francs in round figures, to which must be added the guaranteed sale 
prii'c of the Hotel Xational—4,()()().(ItM) franc.s. Fi'oni this sum of 1.9,4()t),()()tl fiancs 
it is prudent to ])ut inside a sum of 1,0()0,t)t)() francs for the purchase of land and other 
i^eneral exjieuses. There is therefore a sum in hand at thi' present time of roiio-hlv 
14,400,000 francs. 

As some time will naturally elaiise before any considerable jiayments must be 
made from this fund, it seems permissible to anticipate the addition of a sum of about 
1,000,000 francs as interest on the laiffo cash balance now' ai'tually in the possession of 
the Jjeague, thus brinf»intj the amount available to a total of 15,4(10,000 francs.

Until a plan h as been detinitel_\’ decided ujam 
and carefully revi.s(*d, it is of coursi iiiniO"il<Ie to "ive a more exact estimat**; it may 
be jiossibb* to effect a reduction upon the sum named; and, in view of tlie amount 
(.f cash actually in liand, it is also unnecessary for the Assembly to vote at this jni'sent 
session a definiti* supplementary credit. All that is neeth'd. and the Committee 
ventures to urffe stronj^ly the necessity of this measure, i> that the Assembly should 
now a^ret* in principle* that tin* Huildinff Fund will be inc!'(*asi*d to the amount of 
approximately 1 b.rjttO.OlH) francs, should it be continued that tin* ri'ipiii’cd bnildinz>s 
cannot be obtaiin*d for less.

In this connection the folb)win»: titfures ai'i* sipaiificant ; wlu'reus between 1922 
and li)2(» the buelfi-et iucreaticd by only b jeer cent, and tlie staff by 27 per cent., the 
iiiunb(*r of ilocinnents translati'd into Freindi incrt*aseil by 89 pi*i' cent.‘ and that of 
documents translat(‘d into En<i-Iish liy 71 per cent, lliii-inp- the same j)eriod the do(ni- 
iiicnts passinji' throut>-h the l{(*fi-istry increased by 48 ])er cent., and the nnmber of days 
durin**' which ('onimittees and Sub-Committees had held meeting's by 17r) per cent. 
'I'ln* statistics for the tirst months of 1927 indi«*ate that then* has be(*n no falling- olf 
in this progressive ni(!venn*nt since the end of I}) 2 (>. 

Tin* tiyures mentioned show that the amount of work done by the staff, which, in 
tlie o])inion of many competent judges, had always been satisfactory, has grown con¬ 
siderably of |■^*cent. years. Tlie Committee ft'els su:e that this (*xcellent result is due 
ti- tin* gieat ad m in ist I'at i ve (|ualiti«“s of the Secretary-( Jeiiei-al, who, assisted by the 
I'nder Secretai'y-Geiiei'al in charge of internal administration and tinanee and by the 
Treasurer, and stimulated by the Superviso'r_\' Commission, hail succeeded in a r»*lative- 
ly short sjiace of time in Imilding iij) that remarkable organisation the Secretariat of 
the League of Nations. 

'I'ln* S(*cretary-(reneral stated that it would be dillicult to make further rfiduetion.s 
in the budget of the Secietariut and the Special Organisations, as this had already been 
heavily cut down by the Supervisory Commission. 'I'liis y(*ar*s experietice had b(*en 
loncliisivi* on this jwiiiit. For instance, it was only by elfectiiig several important 
iransfers of credits that had been possible to meet the expenses of the Economic Con- 
f(*rence, w hich had been estimated at much too low a figure. 

The increased exjienditure is largely due to the development of the Leag’ue'.s 
work: it is important, therefore, to consider vei \ caicfully an,\' credits for new under¬ 
takings since, when om* has been started, the credit grantt*d cannot lx* dis¬ 
continued without losing the benefit of the c.vpenditure alr(*ady incurred. 
If, therefore, the .\ssembly decides to entrust n(*w tasks to the Ijeague it will be 
nece.ssary to increase the bndg<*t or temjxuarily suspend some part of the normal duties 
of the Secretariat. 

The ('onimittee’s ;ittenticii was drawn liy sev(*ral members to the residution 
adopted by the Assembly last M*ar. on the ]iro|)osal of the Indian delegate, which 
reads .is follows: 

“ Without luittint* obstacles in the way of the development of tin-* League, it 
is desirable to keep in view a ma.ximum limit of expenditure with the object of 
securing that the Contributions ot individual States shall not normally in future 
exceed their contributions for the current year.” 

In order to facilitate the apjilication of tin* above residution, some memliers of 
the (Committee expressed the opinion that the League should impose limits on requests 
for further expeiidit are. In order to obtain this i-esult, the .Vssembly might be invited 
to delegate authority in the matter of pro|*osals for further exu.'iiditure to s.nne, 
smaller body, and this body might examine the order in which new tasks entrusted 
to the T,eague should be undertaken. No foiinal decision was, however, taken hy the 
Coiuniittee on this jioint. 

'I’he (,'onimittee, having special regard to the elYect of .supplementary credits in 
incieasiiig the total expenditure of the League, and the necessriy for co-ordinating 
jiroposals for fresh expenditure, decided that all supplementary credits should be 
rxinsidered together, on the report of the Sui»er\ isory Commission towanls ihe end of 
the proceedings of the Fourth Committee, and that, in the meanwhile, the budget 
credits should be voted only juovisionally. 'I'liis ])rocedure was followed, w’ith ad¬ 
vantage, to the deliberations of the Committee. 

It further confided to the .Supervisory ('oinmissioii the task of assisting it .is to 
the comparative urgency of the various propo.sals for sujiplenientary credits. 

'I'lie question of expenditure aifecting one , 81 x 11 * or a limited nnmber of States 
Members of the rieague was also raised by several iiiembers of the I’ourth Cominiftee. 
'Fhe Secretary-General .stated that he had not lost sight of the re.solulion adopted in 
this connection by the third oidinary session of the .'vsNembly. For instance, cei'tain 
States not Members of the licague which had been iyvitcil to particiimtc in confer¬ 
ences convened by the r.eague had, although they were not bound to do so according 
to the terms of the tinancial regulations, jiaiil at their own w'ish an equitable part 
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of the expenseH of IIioho ooiiferPtioeH. It woiilil, however, he dati^eroiis io j;-ive loo 
wide au apijlij'utioii in this ])riiieiple, esj)eeially in the i-iirte of Meiid>*Mr» of the Leu{?ue 
that derive few direct iidvantaj*'e.H fr«>m flieir pariici}»a(ion in Ihe w»irU of the Fieuffue 
of NationH. ,

poHsihle to incliuh* in Ihe liiidoot lor 192M an appreciahly hifrln'r ••nni in respect of 
receipts from Ihe sale of inihlical ions than was included in Ihe hiidoet for 1!)27.

.Secretariat. 

After a lonf; discussion, tin* Committee decided n-it i-i make any chance in the 
hudj>et of the .Kdministralivi* ('ouiinissions and Minorities (Questions vSi'clioii. While, 
in Ihe o]iinion of one speaker, Ihe lime had conn* to make certain cuis in this depart¬ 
ment of the Secretaiiat, several memheis of the Fourth Commiltee consider(*d, on the 
coiitraiy, that there could he no ((uestion of reilucinc these i redits, hui rather that 
it mifrht he l•onten^J)lated to inciease them in \ iew id the c-reat importance ot Ihe 
servii'es renilereil hy the Section, particularly in r<*<>ard to minorities.

In Ihis connection, he drew 
atteiition to the dejilorahle hahit ohserved in Ihe hudj>'ets of many Slates of continuiiii^' 
to include in the hudc’et items of expenditure which had hecome ohsolete In consi*- 
quence of the completion of Ihe woik for whic-h the credits had heen originally 
vof.(*d The Diri*clov <d' the Section assured the Committee that he did not think that 
any criticism of Ihis kind could Ik* !e\elled a<>:ainsl Ihe hiidcet of the Fconomic and 
Financial ()r)>:anisat ion. As soon as a piece of work was completed, the otlicial who 
had heen in charn'e of it was assigned a new task.

The hiidjyet of tin* International Lahour Difianisal ion provok(*d an interest inp- 
diseu.ssion with re<>:aril to Ihe question of refugees. ,\s ihis work could prohahly not 
be completed for many years, a memher ol Ihe (hmiinillee asked Ihe Director of the 
International Tjahonr Office if the credits lelatiii”’ thereto should not in future fluure 
under the headiiifr of Emin'ralion Ser\ice of tin* Office; this new .irranofement of thi* 
hudf^et mi;^ht ])erhaps pre.sent t he advanlae'e of elfeci iiif*- cerlain economies. 

The Director of the. International I.ahonr Office reminded the Committee of the 
cireuni.staiiees in which the refnoi’e woik had heen taken over hy the International 
Tjahour Office and of Ihe suj>'<>eslions put forward in various quarters that Ihis work 
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should h(> (h»y(>Io])e(l so as to assist th«> uiieiii])1oy(‘d or workers in Kurone finding' 
themselves in an uneerlain and j>reearions jtosilion. 'rhesc* suggestions liad not, how¬ 
ever. Is'cn accepted hy the (roverning Hotly of the International Labour (Hlice and 
had lindei'd been rejected by the Assembly in lOHib and IDtitl; accordingly the Itefugee 
Service remained provisional, ami the credits relating thereto had to be (uitered in 
a sejtarate budget.

Mill Cbiiirman ol the (’onimittee on tin* .\lh>cation ot Kxpenses, who represonts 
France on tin* Fourth Committee, recalled the fact th:it the Sixth ordinarv si'ssion 
of the .\sseml)ly had considei-tul that the Coinniiltec on the Allocation of Kx])enses 
would have sufticitMitly relialde figures in H)*J8 to establish on a solid basis a final 
scale for the allocation of the expenses of the Ijeagui' of Nations. As the hlconomic 
(h)nference had obs(>rved, however, flu- world was still in an unbalanc(>d state, parti¬ 
cularly in Kuropi', wheie the stability of before the war was far from having l)een 
attained. In any case, the Committee on the Allocation of Fx])enses, whose con¬ 
clusions wci'i* cliiefl\ based on a study of the State builgets, could not expect to find 
a sufliciently sound basis for its work next year. 

'I’he budgc'ts on which it would ha\e to work would imbu'd be those of int^fi, a 
year which was one of tin' most distmhed as lu'gards the financial situation of several 
imixirtant .Stat('s. owing to tlu' erratic movcnn'uts ol tlu'ir national currencies, whih* 
a large number of other countries, which had. ])reviousl\ stabilised their, rates (fI 
exchange, had serious <lifficult ies to face owing to the reactions (Frodneed on their 
internal prict's and diiectly affecting their budgets. 

Agreeing with the conclusions ot tin' French representative’s statenieut, and 
without wishing to encroach on the sphere of the l!>k'8 Asst'inbly, which, as ])oinled 
out by the Indian delegate, is alone (|ualiiied to take a decision on tin' substance of 
lh(' ([Uestion. tlie Kouith t’ounuittec considers that the time has not yet conn* to 
draw U]i a final scale. It nevt'itbeless thought it well to jiroviih' in the budgi't the 
sum francs in order to allow of the convocation of the Committee, niori' 

esiiecially in the <'vci.l of m'w States ap|>l.ving for admission to the League.

'Pile Fotiilh Committee, in approving- tin' conclusions of the Supc'ivisory Com- 
iiiission's various reports, desired to exjucss its livt'ly thanks to the Chairman for the 
cai'i' with which the Cotiimission had studied the \arious (|Ut'slions laid before' it bv 
the last Assi'Uibly. 

'Phe recoinmcmlat ioii by the Supervisory Commission to include the' e'X]n'nscs of 
the. I’ermaiK'iit Ccntial Opium Moaiil in tin* general bmlgi'l of the l.<'agm' gave rise 
to an interi'sting discussion. .M. Cavazzoni, di'h'gate of Italv, adduced all the aigu- 
meiits which, iu his oiiinion, weighed against the Supervisory Commission’s pro|)osal. 
'Ph(' (M'lii'va Ci'Uvi'iit ion bad not yet come into force. Ib'fore the Hoard could act 
with any eltt'ci, the (’oiivt'iitioii would have to be ratified by tin' most imyiortant 
producing, manuf'.n turing and consuming countries. ’Phe jiowers confeired upon the 
Hoard area pait of tbo>c alit'ady <'xcrcised by the .\dvisory Conimillee of the League; 
tlu're could be no (im-sliou cd' charging the League id' Nations biniget with a fairly 
substanti.il sum in orilcr to establish an institution towai'ds which most of its Mi'uibers 
were imliffcri'iit, while some of them were o])|)o.scd to it. Finally, the Council has

Tn addition, about 200 
persons have bo(*n lescued with the help of their relatives whom they had reaehed 
Ix'fore arriving at the R<“ceptmn llottse. 

In order to achii'vi* this end, about 20,(•(•0 Turkish gold pounds have been used, 
or a little over l(S,tl()0 pounds sterling, which gives an av(*rage cost of fll bx. jier 
head, incluiling' cost of administration, maintenance ol the rescue home, board, 
clothing, medical cari* and education, and tlu* settling on the laud of some of the 
older boys. 

It is rcfiorted that To ]iei- cent, of the resem'd have succeeded in getting into 
loiudi with their relatives, and 4(H( have become self-sujiporting, as they have been 
taught a trade or found suitable work. 

With regard to last year’s work, il iss .Jopjie I’eports that the mis.sion has reeeived 
imudi sympath.v tiiid encourag'emerit, and has therefon* made good progi-ess. The 
French Governmeni has been supiiorting the Commission wholehearti>dly and no 
difficult.V or resistance has been made by any particular element of the po|nilation. 
’riu’ funds jdaci'd at h(*r disposal for this work from various sources amounted to 
over f;(i,()t)(). The. lesult has been that the number of re.scued has exceed(*d that of 
former years. Three hundred and tw>*nty-five persons have been rescued, tin* largest 
number in any jiast year being dlfO. 

In reviewing tin* work of Miss .Tepp«* we can onl.v r(*peat the words sjioken b.v 
Dame Edith L.vttelton at the seventeenth plenarv meeting of last yi'ar's Assembly: 

The braver.v, c(iurage and resource that she has shown are worth.v of the highest 
I'raise.” We are juoud to have bi'en as.siM-iafed with her in lu'r good work. .Mthough 
Miss .leppe is severing her oflii’ial, conneetion with (he League ol Nations, as she teels 
that her work of rescue is completed, she is. it is understood, continuing in a private 
capacity her efforts to restore these unfortunate ju'ople to a normal life. She 
lonsidcrs that, until this ta.sk is comideted, she will have to remain responsible for 
at least 400 ]ieop!e. 

It i.s therefore to bo hoped that the generous financial supjiorl which has been 
friven by voluntary organisations will continue till the work has been brought to a 
•'^ilti.sfaotorv iciicltl.sion. The (\)inniiftee considers fliaf she '-lumlil be allowed to 
rf'tain the furniture and eiiuipment of which she is at pre.sent m.iking use until her 
Work for the rescued is detinitely at an end. 

The Fifth Coniuiittee proposes the following Resolution to the Assembly. (For 
text of Resolution adopted see page 139.)

M. Jnnson, llelg’i'nm.) 

The Asseinlily has iki dnulit ex.amined the repoH «>n the third session (vf the Child 
Welfare (hnniniflee of <he A<lvjsory Cooinii8.sinn for the Profection and Welfare, of 
(’hihlren and Younj; I’eople, and will eeHainly wish to expi'ess its gratitude to the 
Coininittee for tlie work it is doin^ ainl has already dime. 

In conformity with the reconiniendation matle hy the (Council of the Eeaf^ue of 
Nations at its session iiv .Fnne Mt2(), the Child Welfare Committee endeavoured to 
make a judicious choice of the <|uestions to be jilaced on its aR’enda, in order to 
concentrate its attention on the problems whose study and solution are of practical 
value to (rovernments. With this in view, it. formed iin Affenda Shb-Comniittee, 
whicli has already jjrovisionally settled the affenda for the next session. 

Ill juirsuance of the recommendation made by the Assembly at its seventh ordinary 
session, the Committee decided to pursue the enquiry on the effects jiroduced on 
children by the cinematograph and to study the ]iosition of the illefritimate child 
in the various countries. The ('’ouncil, dnrino its session in .Tune 1927, instructed 
the Seci-etary-(Jeneral to send to the Governments the questionnaire drawn up by 
the Committee with a view to obtaiiiint; information beariiiff on these two enquiries. 
I'lie questionnaire dealing with illeoitimate children was sent on the understandinfr 
that the (loveriinient..- sliould only jfive information if they thoiifjht fit. The attention 
of the Child \\'eltare (kmimiltee is directed to the importance, from a physiolofjical 
and mental point of view, of the enquiry undertaken coiicernino’ the cinema. 

The Child AVelfare Committee has recorded its frratitiide for the efforts of the 
Health (Committee to improve -ind standardise the statistics of still-births and infant 
mortality, and has decided to leave the study of the medical aspects of the question 
to the Health Committee, at the same time requestiiifr it to forward to the Child 
Welfare Committee all doi-umiMiis dealiiifj:' with the social asjieets of the problems 
which concern child welfare. 

After Ji detailed sfud.\' of the vei-y full infoi-mation collected with regard to the 
uffc of (‘onsent and of m;inia(?e, the Advisory* (Commission, sitting as a plenary meet- 
inf? of its two (Committees, expre.ssed its conviction that the fixinpr of too early an 
affe as the af?e of consent is likely to encoura}?e the traffic in women and children, 
and to lead to the corruption of younf? persons. It requested the (’ouncil of the 
fiCafiue of Xatioiis to draw the attention of (he Governments to the imperative necessity 
of takiuf? this factor into account in order to ensure the effective protection of children 
and youiif? yieojile. 'I'lie Commission decided to postpone to its ne.xt se.ssion the ciuestion 
ot the lefral afre of marriap'e, and its possible relation to the afje of consent. The 
(’ouncil re([uested the Secretary-Genenil to submit to the various Governments for 
consideration tin* Commission’s resolution dealiiif? with the afre of consent. 

The f’ommittee deluded to pursue, jointly with the International Habour Office, 
the enquiry into the effects of family allowance.s on the welfare of children. 

I’he Child AV'elfare (k)mmittee i*e<iuested the Secretariat to await the results of 
the enquiry now beiiif? ci.nilucted by the International I’rison (’ommission with ref?ard 
to .Juvenile Courts, and to submit a report at the ne.xt session. 

The Assembly, at its .seventh ordinary session, had recommended that the exani- 
ination ot the que.stion of mental and physical ?•ecre,ation should be left on the Child 
Welfare (’ommittee’s prof>Tamme. In conformity with this recommendation, the 
Committee appointeil rop/iorteiirs, who vvu’ll submit a report in the course of the next 
session on the methods adopted i)i the various countries and on the re.sult.s already 
obtained. The International liubour Office has been requested to communicate to the 
Secretariat the information in its juis.session on the utilisation of workers spare time 
ill its relation to child welfare. 

Furthermore, the (kimmittee decided to retain the que.stion of blind children on 
its afrenda and the members and asse.ssors of the (kimmittee af?reed to collect informa¬ 
tion in theii- respective countries on this subjecd. 

Finally, the (kimmittee examined the information received by the Eef^al Sub- 
(’ommittce in answer to the questionnaire on (he two draft- intei-national conventions, 
relitiiif? !e.-|)ectively to the repatriation and relief of minors, and to the execution of 
judf?ments lelatiii}? to the enforeement of the oblipration to prov'ide for the maiii- 
temmee of niinois when those respfinsible for them reside abroad. It re(]ue.sted the 
r,ej>al Sub-Committee to continue its work on certain lines which it indicated. 

It should be 7-ecoi>nised that the work of the Child Wei bare (.’ommittee is consi¬ 
derable and that p?reat elTorts have been made to brinj? it into line with the jecoimnenda- 
tions of the Assembly and of the Council. 

’I’he Fifth Committee comdudes therefore by asking? the Assembly to prant its 
supfiort to the woj-k ot the Child Welfare ('ommittee and to adopt the followinf? 
Re.solution : — 

“ The As.sembly notes (he report .submitted by the Child Welfare (Committee, 
expresse.s its appi*eeiation of the w'ork it is dnin{? and requests it to continue on the lines 
indicated in the rejjort on its third session.”

'I'he. ninth sessinn <>f tlus A«lvi.'<ory (Joitiinillea on 'I'raHic in Opium and oihor 
Danf^eron.s Drug's was hold at (lonov'ii I'roin 17th •lannaiy t<> drd K(d)niaiy 1927. 'I’he 
Report of the Oonnnitteo to tin* (lonnoil on this session was examined hy tlio Oonin'il on 
I Ith Maroh 1927, and tin; ne<*essary inslru<*tions wore f;iv<*n to tin* Secrotary-Ooneral 
with roffard to llie action arisinf^ out of tin* rosolntions contained in that i'e|)or1. 

'I’he. Advisory (lomniittoe concluded from tin* (lociimcnts in its |)oss(*ssion 

that the illicit (ratlic in druffs continues to ho a f>-rav<* danf>'or. 'I'iic 

Advisory Committee points out in its report the noec^sity foi- a f>oncral and 

vivid aj)preeiation of what tiiat. traffic means in terms f)f human sntferin^, misery and 

•legradatioii. It jfoes on to inahe the very serious stati>ment that, with rcfi’ard to eom- 
hatin^ the dru”‘ evil, action liy the (lovernnients falls far short of th(*ir eontraetual 
oblifjations; hut in'ither the Committee nor the I,eati'ue is in a position to ft'ra])])le with 
thi.s hufje problem exeej)! to the ('xteiit to which they are aided in that task by individual 
(Jovernments; the possibilities of direct executive action are necessarily confined to 
these individual (Toverinnents, actinj*- not only within their national territ«)ries but 
also in direct co-operation with each other. 

'i’he Fifth Committee* wishes to draw the sjiecial attention of the .\ss(>mhly to the 
f>'ravity of the statements made by tin* Advisory Committf'c, a body of spci-ialists who 
umloubtedly possc-ss the most intimate knowledfre and the widest (*xperienci* of the 
subject. A very ;*'ravc cliarj^c* is made a<fainst tin* individual (}ovei'nm(*nts, and the 
documents published h\’ the Advisory Committee siippoit, it mu't be* admitted, to the 
very fiillest cxtt*nt tin* vi<*w it has c\'pi-<*ssed as lo the dani^cr of the situation. 'I'lie 
Fifth Committee would like to make an aiipeal to tin* .\ssembly deleoaic- 
that they should all, on their return to their respective countries, ni<re upon tin- com¬ 
petent authorities there the ncc(>ssily for drastic action. 

"I’lie Aclvisory Coniniitt(*e has, in its se<-ond resolution. mad<* a d(*finite recommenda¬ 
tion, namely, that a systematic and searchiiifr einitiiry should be undertaken without 
delay by the (fov(*f7iments <d' all the countries which manufacture the dru<j:s or imjant 
them on a <-onsidei'abl(* scale with a view to discovei'injr fi’om whom and by what 
methods the illicit traffickers procvire tlieir supidies. One method ot investifjation has 
been iinlieat(*d in that rescdiition. and the Fifth Committee cannot too sti’onfidy recom¬ 
mend to the Ass(*mldy delee'ates that they should do all in their ])ower in theii* own 
countries to sec* that tin* Committc'e’s ve<|uest is com])lied with. 

,\ v(*ry important exchange of views took place* in the Advisoiy Coniinittt>e on the 
subject of a resedution submitted to that Committee by tin* ri*presentative of the Italia'* 
(lovernment. 'I’he Italian reprc'sentat i\e proposi*d that the Advisory Committ(*e shoulil 
liold an extraordinary session, with a view to drawin**- up concr(*te projxisals for tin* 
reduction of the ([uantities of drujrs manufacture**! to tin* cpiantities reipiired for meilical 
and sci(*ntifi<* purposes, and also with rc<rard to combatino’ the conti'abaiid traffic in 
drugs with spi*cial ref(>rence to tin* <-auses which i'tckIucc* it and including penal and 
other ineasiii’es which might bt> adopted to snnpres- it. In the coni-se of the discussion 
it becann* (*leai’—though there* was no formal proposition on the subject, and no vote* 
was taken mi it—that a maimity of the members were either in favour of or wovild not 
opjiose the calling fd' an (*.\traordinary meeting of the Advisory Committee to iliscuss 
the (piestion of the illicit traffic generally, provided that the discussion at such a meet¬ 
ing were limited to measures which fell within the sco])e of the Hague* (’onvention or 
of the (feneva Convention of 192o. The Advisory Conimitt(*e jireferred to leave tin*' 
matter to the aji^ireciiition of tin* Council, and the Council, being of opinion that tin* 
calling of an extraordinary session of the .\dvisory Committee to discuss the ipu'stion 
of the ilhh'it traffic might well la* desirabb*. emjiowered the Chairman of tin* (^t)mniittee 
to call such a session should circnuistaiu’es warrant stich action. An extraordinary 
si'ssion has now been summoned for 2Sth Sejitember. 

The Advisory CommItt(*e has also polnt«*<1 out the impoi-tance of the bringing into 
force of the (leneva Convention of 19th l''ebruary 192o. It states that great difficiiHi- s 
will continin* to be encountered in d«*aling with tin* huge illicit tj’allic nidess the further 
powers which the Conv**ntion confers are obtained and that serious haian is being caus(>d 
by the long delay in bringing the Convention into general O])eration. 

The siluation in (’hina i.s the subject of another residution of the .\dvisory Coin- 
iniftee, which recommends that all (Tovernments should exercise s])ecinl vigilance in 
the ease of all postal matters destined for (’hina in so far as this is ])ossible. 

The Advisory Committee has again passed a resolution with regard lo the ratifi¬ 
cation of the Hague, Convention by Turkey. This quest ion was coijsidei'cd by tin* 
Assembly of 1928 and also by the Assembly of 1920. Cp to flu* jiresent time, luv rejilv 
has be.eii reeeiv’ed from the Turkish noverniuent lo the Secretariat's communications 
on this subject. 

The. lack of information with regard to the exact situation a* to the ti'affie in opium 
and other dangerous drugs in C(*ntral and South .\merica has caused some anxietv. It 
"'as, however, a great satisfaction to the members of the Advisory Committee to see a 
representative for one of these countries take part in their work for the first time. 
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having'’ appointed a representative on the Coinniittee. The Fifth Coinniittee 
draws tJie sjieeial attention of the delejrations from the Central and South Aiuoriean 
countries to Resolution O of the Advisory Conmiittee, which deals with this point. 

Resolution (5, desJiuf? with the necessity for c-oiitrolling the o])iuni and dru>? traffic 
in' free ports and free /ones, is of special iiiiportance to all countries in which fi-ee ports 
ami free /ones exist. Ciuhuihtedly, these <‘omi1i'ies will take every possible measure to 
stop theleaka^^e which may take plac(* fhroufrh such poj'ts and zones as u <'onsequence 
of inadequate control. 

S(*veral resolutions deal with the necessity of furnishinj^’ reports on the comnu'rcc* 
in drug's in the various countries. 'Hie (Joveinments should not forget that the Hague 
Conventif»n has already laid down special stipulations in this respect, and they will 
lealise that lack of information is bound to hamper the work of the (^)mmittee. 

The Fifth (’ommittee has the honour to submit to the eighth ordinary session of 
the Assembly the following Resolution: — 

“ The Assembly notes with a])proval the report of Iht* Advisory (’ommittee on 
Traffic in Opium anil the resolutions contained therein, and earnestly recommends them 
to the attention of the States ileiiibeis of (he League.”

'The Assembly will remember that (he sixth si'ssion of the Assembly, on 2(5tb Sep¬ 
tember I5)2r), adopted the following I'csolutions. 

‘‘1. 'The Assembly: 

” Having considej'oil the residution containeil in the h’inal Act of the Second Inter¬ 
national Opium Conference with regard to the appointment of a (himmission of lOnquiry 
in certain ojiium-ju-odming countries: 

” Recommends that such a Commission should be sent to Persia to study: 

“ (a) 'The existing situation with regard to the cultivation of the poppy; 

” {!)) 'The replacement of a pro]>ortion of this I'ultivation by other cvo|)s. 

” TI. 'The ('oniniission shall consist of tiot nioretlian three ])ersons. to be a])pointed 
by the (.’ouncil; a (icrson having the nei essary cpialifications to act as chairman, an 
expert on the agricviltural side of the problem to be nominated after consultation with 
the Tnternational Institute of Agriculture, and a peison liaving experience of business 
conditions and markets in the East and knowleilge of (rans])ort pridilems. 

” TIT. 'The ,\ssenibly is of opinion that such .an enquiry would require for its work 
the sum of 100,000 gold francs and decides (bat this sum be voted for the purpose.” 

Ibd'ore going into further details, we must mention the great generosity of (he 
Persian (lovernment, which provided ci-edits in excess of 100,000 gold francs foi- the 
housing, transport and other exjienses of the (’onimission while in T’ei'sia ; and of the 
Hureaii of Social ITygieiu* of New Vork, wliicii furthej' guaranteed the expenses of the 
(’onimission uyi to 150,000 gold fi'iincs, and weie thereby very largely instrumental in 
its success. 

'The Council, at its meeting' on lltli D<*i'embei' 1025, appointed the following per¬ 
sons to servi* as members of the Commission: — Pi'csident : ilr. Frederic A. Helano 
(United Slates of America), a former member of the Fe<leral Reserve Hoard. Members: 
Dr. Fridiano (’avara (Italy), Professor of llotany at (he T^niversity of Naples: 
Mr. V'ictor Cayla (h’ranee), .\giicultural Engineer. 

Tt was later agreed that Mr. Delano should be aeeomj)anied by iin Amerii’an agri¬ 
cultural exjiert, whoso duty it would be to assist the President of the. Commission on 
agricultural questions. Mr. .1. H. Knight was chosen for this purpose. 

From the report of the (’ommi.ssion wbicli is now before the Assembly it is cleaj' 
that the Commission has diligently and carefully studied poppy cultivation in Persia. 
It lias ill its report presented and explaineil that situation in detail. It has made a 
sjiecial study of the question of substitutiiig a poition of this cultivation by other crops, 
and by the revival or introduction of certain inilustrieff, and it has concluded that, while, 
difficult of accomplishment, it is not only possible and feasible, but to the economie 
interest of Persia to adopt a iirogramme for the gradual diminution of, the cultivation 
of the opium poppy. 

The report of the Commission has been pre.sented ti> the Persian (rovi-rnment, whicFi 
has submitted its observations in a memoi'niiduni [iresented Tiy a lettei' to the Secretary- 
(leneral, dated 4th March 1927. 

The Persian Government found itself in general award with the comdusions and 
recommendations of the Commission save those pertaining to the increased cnlfivution 
of cereals, the morphine content and alleged medicinal demand for Persian opium, the 
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perc(MitaK« of opium addiction amoii^ the pupulatiuii and the attempt to prove that 
poppy cultivatirm has some relation to the periodic famines. 

In its written and oral statements presented to the Council, the Persian Govern- ' 
meat called attention to an eiroiieous belief which lias heretofore e.\isteil that Persian 
ojiiiim entered to a considerable extent into the manufacture, of narcotii- druf^s, and it 
demonstrated by the statistics published by the League of Nations that less than one- 
half of 1 per cent, of all opium used in the manufacture of medicinal opium, morphini* 
and heroin was furnished by Persia, and was therefore forced to the i-oriclusion that 
a reduction in the ([uantity of opium produced in Persia would have no aiijneciable 
etfect in reducing the iiuantity available for the manufacture of narcotic drugs. It 
further pointed out that, if all the pro<lucing countries accepteil the curtailment pro¬ 
gramme pi-oposed for Peisia and annually reduced their jiroduction by 10 ])er cent, of 
the iiuautity remaining at the end of eacli year, there would still be iiroduced 20 years 
from the pr(*sent time twice the <iuantity of opium necessary to meet the medicinal 
reiiuireinents of the world. 

From the foregoing analysis of the situation, the Persian Governnient c-oiuliuled 
tliat, in order to obtain an etfiu-tive control over the narcotic trade within a leasonablc 
period, not only must the ]»rinciple of curtailment he applied to the producing countries, 
csjiecially Persia, who are least able to afford the losses involved and ivlio are least 
atfected by the drug habit, but that it must also simultaneously be |)laced in elTei t in 
the countri(*s which manufacture drugs—the coca leaf and its derivatives to be subjected 
to the sanii* redviction ju-ogra!ume as opium and its derivatives. 

'I’he (’oinmission recomniemh'd a 10 percent, annual rediu-tion on ojiiuin cultivation 
hut did not find itsedf in a position to estimate either the time I'ctiuired or the cost 
involved in the substitution of other crops and industries for o]>ium. 'The J’ersian 
l}ov<*rnmenf did not consider itself warranted undej- the circumstances in accei)ting 
blindly an indefinite ]irogramme <d' reduction, but it did accept a thiee-year trial of the 
plan, during' which ynudod the ess<uitial factors i»f time and cost of substitution could 
be <letermine<l. 

'I'he progiamme which the Persian tlovernmeut ])roposed to submit to the iliuljless 
with recommeinlation for its enactnuMit into law was then stated as follows: — 

1. Approval of reconnnen<hition of reduction in area under l>opp.v cultivation of 
ID i)er cent, per annum aftei' three years on the plan proi)osed by the (’ommission of 
Kiniuiry. 

\oU ‘.—The annual reduction to iontinue for three years, after whi< h time the Per¬ 
sian Governnnuit will reconsider its position, taking into account the elVect the reduction 
has had on the wtdfari' of the cultivator, the trade balance, tbe budget and the genei'al 
economic conditions (d‘ the countiy, and what a«'tiou has been taken by othej- producing 
countries to curtail the production, of the raw material and the manufacture and ilistri- 
hution of habit-forming drugs, 

2. Acceptance of the opium imjairt certificate system with an annual rcnluction, 
beginning not later than the third year after the present, of ID ])er cent, of the <iuantity 
annually piMinitted to leave the country without production of opium import certificates. 

.Vote.—Subject to tlie reservations iiidi<'ated in the note to j)ara. 1. 

D. .\u exemidion from land t:ixes for a period of five years in the case of areas 
di\i'rted from the cultivation of the jmppy t«) that of substitute crops. 

4. Prebu'ence in the granting of agri<'ultural loans to be given by the .State Hank 
of Persia, when established, to cultivators who divert part or ail of their land undei- 
ojiium cultivation to th-.it of substitute crops. 

b. In agreement with the. intention of the T.eague of Natitms and the recommenda¬ 
tion made by the Commission, the Government promises to study the increase <if exj)ort 
Customs duties on such opium as is exported without certificate, and likewise to study 
cliangiug the existing taxes on opium to other taxes whii'h will facilitate and expedite 
the decrease of the cultivation of and oommerce in opium. 

While the Persian Government has a<a'<*pted unconditiojially to ])ropose its reduc¬ 
tion programme to the Medjless, it is nevertheless pointe<l f)ut in tlu- letter from the 
Ihusian Government to the Hei'retary-General, tinted 4th March JD27, that the Govern- 
fient and iteojtle canmd. be exjicctetl to continue to support a iirogramine of reduction 
unless IVi-sia is accorded substantial etpiality of op].M)rtunity with regard to the world's 
tiade in medicinal oi)ium, and unless I’ersia is enabled to put into etfect the reasonable 
measures which art' essential for fiscal and economic leadjustmenfs. .\mong these 
I’easouiiblei meitsures the Commission of Entjuiry has particubirly ntded and reeommendeil 
tarilT autonomy. The Persian Government is likewise convinced that its independence 
and free.dom in the establishment of legal Customs tariffs are essential f(»r the i)rotection 
iind encouragement of I’ersian substitute industiies and the promotion of e.xport. In 
fuet, the Persian Government states that the uttainment of this aim is an indis])ensable 
condition if the Persian Government is to' pursue the policy which the League of Nations 
IS considering for curtailment of the production of and commerce in oj)ium. The I’ersian 
Government is confident that there will be a generous appreciatum by other Govern¬ 
ments of this important aspect of the situation. 
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'i'he Fifth ('oinmittec* \voul<I also draw tha attention of the Asseiahly to the h*tter 
from the ('huirinan of the ('ojiiinission to the 8e«T»‘tai'y-(lem*ral, in \vhi«'li he j-eplies to 
cei'tain points of detail in wliieh the Persian (Jovej'jiinent «‘riticised the report and (fives 
a very clear and valnahle suniHiary of the pt'i-sonul ohservations of the ineinla'rs of the 
(‘oniinission diirin<>: its visit to Persia and of its tindinprs and recoinnieinhitions. 

The Assembly will certainly affree with the Fifth (’ommittee that the lienffue of

()n readinp’ throiip:h the i-ejiort of the Commission, one caifnot hut admire the 
scientific met hod, 1 he thoroup-hness amt the care willi which it has he(*n p,rei)are«l. 'I’lie 
attitude of the P(*rsiaii (tovei-imient is also worthy of the hip-hest pi'aise. Not only did 
the I'ei-sian (Jovernment do everytliinp materially i)ossilde to assist the work of the ('om¬ 
mission, hut when the results of this work lu*came known in 'I'eheran the I’ersiaii 
(r(jvernnient immediately expressed its u illitip-ness 1(» co-i>j)ei-ate as fully as possible in 
attaininp the results desired liy tlie Se«'ond Opium Coi»fer(*nce and later hy the Asseiiihly 
of the Fesipue of Ntitions. 'I'liis readiness of the Persian (lovernment to further the 
etforts of the fjeapue to combat the drup evil will he repariled as particularly comfortinp 
in view of the recent announcement hy another j>ro<luciiip country that it is 
takiiip sle]>s to r«'ilm*e jiropi-essively the exports of opium exce})t for medicinal 
and scientific* pui-poses, so as to extinpuish them al1opidht*r within a definite |)eriod. The 
Fifth ('ommittee* ex]>ress(*s the* hope that it will not he* lonp helore the* example* set hy 
these two (jovei-nmeiits is followed In the oth»*r i-ount ries co)ice*rne*el with the* pj-odiict ion 
of opium anel e-oca h*af anel with flu* manufae-ture of the-ir ele*rivatives, sue-h as n:or|)hine*. 
heroin, cocaine, etc. 'I'he h'ittli ('ommitte*e draws the* aMention of the* Asse*mhly to the* 
slate*me*nt made* hy llie* I’ersiiin (¥overnme*nt that the pi-opramme to he* snhmitteel to the 
iledjle*ss pren’ides for the* acceptance of the* recommendations of the ('ommission with 
the* reservation that aftei- tlie jilan has been in elfee-t for thr(*e* years the* (>ositie>n will he 
re*e-onsid(*red, takinp into ae-count the* welfare of the cultivator, the* huelpt>t, the* trade 
halane*e anel the* ee-onomie- situation of the* e-oiintry, tnifl the nrtinn fitlrn hi/ other i/ro- 
i/iiriiii/ oihI iiuinii/oel iiriii// eon nt ries to enrtai] /iroihirt ion oni/ inonn/ori lire. 

The experiment which lues hee‘n maele* in senilinp- the* Ceemmission eef Fne)uiry tee 
Persia is eef so preeit vahie that the Teeapue* shei\ilel ne)t best* sipht ot the furthe*r 
eleveloptiient of the [lolie-y whie-h hies thus been iniinpurate*el. 

'I'o the words of iippiee-iatiem to he Pe*rsian (ietvernment the Fifth ('e)mmittep weiiild 
like to add a respectful request to that (Tovernment that it shemhl ke*c‘p the hoiipue 
informed of further eleve*lopinents in the ]»re)prainme whie-h tlie I’ersian (jovernment 
has laid down feir it.s own puielnnce anel whie-h it has snppe*st(*el ns a pe'nc*ral me*saure* 

low’arels iin e*tfe*e-tive i-(*due-tion in the piyediie-tiem of ojiinm. At the siiine* time the* 

I iflh ('ennmittec* ex]iie*sses the* tirm e-onviction tlmt e)the*i- (iove*rnme*nts e-one-e*rne*el with 
the produe-tion of tlie* I'iiw materiiil anil with the nmniifae-ture* of mire-otie- drups will 
take similar or e*e|uiviilent ae-tion and tlmt those* (iene*innie*nls whie-h elo not alre*aely 
kee*p the l/e*apue informeel of the memsures whie-h they iire* aeleqitinp will eh) se) in the 
future*. 

The Fifth Committee* desires om-e more tee appeal le) theese (leeveruments, whie-h 
hiive* so far fiiileel tee liitify the (5e*neva .\rranpe*ment iinel ('em vent ion, to elo see with 
as little* delay ;is possible in orde*r that full and efTee-tive* e-e)-e)pe*rat ion may he* assureel.

Annkxvhk XXA'^Tl. — Tie/iort of the Fifth ('omnilltee on the Troffir in Women nml 

Chihlren, (llapporteur: M. /*orlf/ii., ('uha.) 

The 'rarffie- in Wejinen and ('hilelren ('ommittee held its sixth sessie)n at (iene*va 
freem ‘25lh te) MOth Aiiril 1927, and was presi<le*d over by Ilis F..\i-elle*ne-y M. lle*pnanlt, 
eleh'pate for France. 

The pi-eater part, of the* sessiejii was devoteel to (he* consideration eef the* Rt*i»ort of 
the Spee-ial Iloely of Kxj)erts. The Coune-il had forwariled to the me*mhers of the* 
Traffie- in Weemen and (Miilelren ('oniinitlee Part 1 of this llei)or1 in eerele*!- that it niiplit 
consider what ae-tiein it e-emld re*coniinend as a result of the inforniatie)n suhmitteel hv 
the exiierts. The suppesteel re*me*elies in Part 1 ot the Ui*port were very fully diserussed. 
The Committee jearticularly ree-ommeneled (hat se*vpie* measures shoulel he take*n hy 
the varieeus Govei-nments re*parelinp foreipn proe*urers and sontenenru. 

Ifurther, in oreler tf) e-he*f-k the traffie-, the* Coune-il was re(|ne‘st(*d to invite the* 
vsirious (lovernment.s It) sujiervise conditions under whie-h pirls under 18 years of ape 
are ^allowed to po .abroad with e-ontracts of einplo,vment, and, in i)arlie-ular, to insist 
on the strict entorc(*inent of e*niipration laws and repulations. Riiecial attention was 
devoted to the riuestion of r-ontracts for artiste.s in music-halls add other similar 
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eHtaLlishmcnts. it was reromnieutlt'd lliut an eiKiuiry shoiihl he iiiulei taken by the 
Secretariat with the a-ssistunce of the Intevuationul l/abour i.)'ili<*e rc^urdin^ tiie methods 
adopted in tlie different countries for the material and moral piolectiou of arti.stes 
truvellinff abroad under contract in luusic-halls, etc. 

The Coinmitti'e ••on.sidered the observations of the experts on the effects of tlie 
low waffes paid to women in certain employments, and recoffiiised that the low wa^cs 
paid to women in certain hranr-hes of employment is a factor which cannot be di.s- 
legarded in c,onsiderinf>- the problem of prostitution in its relation to the traffic. 'I'he 
Committee su^f^ested that the Secretariat should examine tin? <iuestion of women’s 
wa^es with the International Labour Office, and <onsiiler whether any aspect of the 
question should he explored, r('i)ortin(r to the Committee at its next session. 

The more ^'eneral measiires to which the Committee continues to attach thi> 
ft:reutest imixjrtanc'e arc the adhe.sion of ( lOvernmcMits to the Intcunational Conventions 
and Agreejiient for the Suiqiressioji of 'rrattic- in Woiiicmi and ('hildren and dir<>et 
administrative co-cjjceration betwi^en the central authoritic's of the diff'eicmt Statics on 
all mtitters connc>ct(‘d with the traffic. 

The cjuestion of the inffucMice of ohsecme puhlications was also discussed at some 
length. A re.solution was adcjptod drawing ihi' attention of the Coimcil to the fact 
that SI hirge numhc'r of Stsitos which hsive signi'd the Intm nat ional Convention for the- 
Supjiri'ssion of t he Circulation of ami 'I'raffic- in Ohseeni' Puhlications hsive not rsitified 
their signsiturc-s, iuid that many States McunhcM's of the Li‘agne hsive taken no steps 
towards becoming jisirties to the Convention. 'I’he Council was asked to invite the 
(xovernments of those* State's to take' the' ni'ce"-arv stejis in ovde'r to se'curi' their co¬ 
operation in this important matter. 

'I'lie Coniniittoe', being eonviiie-eel llisit the' tixiiig of too e'sirl.\' an age' as the age 
of consent is likc'ly to ene-ourage trallic in wonie-ii and ehildren, iei|ue'steel the' Coune-il 
to draw the attenlion of the' (fove'rnments to the iniiii'isitivi' ne'i'd of fixing the age 
of consent siiffie-iently high to ensure the' e'tt'ective' protection of i-hildren and young 
jienple. 

As regsivds the h'gsil age of marriage', the Commission thought it iniportaut that 
the age of marriage sliemld re'sie h si rational standard. It eh* ide'd to jiostjs’ne* further 
consideration of this eiue*stion until its iii'xt se.ssion. 

'I’lie Se'cre'tariat w ;is instructed to e-oiiliiiiie' to e-olle'ct informsit ion on the* einestion 
of tlie exjiulsion of toreigii prostitutes. The See retariat wsis further. rei|uesti*d to make 
a summary of laws in its jios.se'ssion dealing with the* jiunishnient of jiersoiis who live 
wholly or jisirlly on tlie immoral earnings of weimen, ami to jirc'si'iit it to the Com¬ 
mittee* sit its next me*e*ting. 'I'tie information alri'sidy ohtaineel by the Si'cTi'tsiriat on 
the e]uestion of the emidoymeiit of wome*n police* should he coniple'li'd. The* Committee* 
noteel with satisfae-tion the increasing- inimber eif women i*niploye'il in the peilice feire-es 
of varieiUH e eiuntries. 

With re'garel tei the* e-eintrol eif i>rostitutiem anel lie-enseil house's, the Traffic in ’Weime'ii 
ami (’hilelren Ciminiitte'i' took note ed' the eihservatieins e-ontaini'il in the Exjierts’ Ke*]ieirt. 
In view eif the' fae-t that Part 11 eif the Hejieirt has not yet he-i'ii ]iuhlisheel anil that 
e-i*rlain mi'iiihers of the Committi'i* ri'nuiii' adilitioiial information, it was ih'i-iileel to 
]iost])iim», further elisi-ussion until the* m*xt session. Consielevations of the same* kinel 
leel the Committi'e* to iiilojit a similar ili'i-ision ri'gariling tin* einestion of e'.xtt'iiiling 
the e'Xperts’ investigation to e-ountries whii-li have* md \ e't e-oiiie' within the se-eqie of 
their eneiuiries. Thi* Ceimmllte'e I’oumI that it e'oiihl not i*x]iress an o])inion on this 
matter sintil it hael thoroughly exaiiiini'el I’art IT of the Ue'])ort. It look note of the 
ilesire exiiivsseel by the voluntary organissit ions for an early puhlii-al ion of Part TT of 
the Exjierts’ Rejieirt. 

'I’lie rejiort of tin* Conimitte*e to the Ceiuin-il wa,s e-onsielereel by the Council on 
16th June 1927. 

'I’he Sir Austen Clisimbi'ilsiin, thought that women’s «va)ges seemed 

to be a large ee-eiiuiniii- eiue.stion anil to lie outsiili* the .se-ojie of the Committee’s work, 
and the Council ajiproveil tlii.s jioiiit of view. 

The Spi-ri'tsiry-deueriil was instruiteel to take the nei-essary ae-tion arising from 
the rejMirf, suhjei t to the eih.sorvations feiriiiulated by the I\‘ii/iporfrur. 

'I’lie rejsirt of the* 'rrnttii- in Women and Children Committe'e gave ri.se to a very 
full anel intere'sting elisi-ussion in the Fifth Committee, wliii-h e-cntreil on the ejui'stioii 
of licemsed houses and the ejuestion of me*asures in tore-e with regaril to sotileiiciirs 
and jiroe-urers. .\ numlier of de'legates emiihasi.seil the* imiiortani-e of the employment 
of women in the jnilii-e. Several delegates inaele interesting statements e-emcerning 
the situation in their own e-ountries. and urged the imjiortam-e of emidoying women 
jxilii-e to jiatreil jiuhlie- places.^ 

Certain elelegates exjiressed a wish that the age of i-on.sen; slionlel, in eio case, he*, 
lower than the age of marriage. 

'I’he (lerman delegate on the Committee Informed her i-ollcagues that a new law. 
whii'h preivieles for severe penalties, was tei i-ome into force on 1st Oe-tolu'r, abolishing 
licenseel houses in (lerniaiiy within the limits of its jiower. 'I’he' ili'legeite of Hungary 
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alsu lucentioiied tho fact tliat the syeteiu of the licensed house had recently been 
abolished in that country. Several delef^utes f^nve it as their opinion that the abolition 
of licensed houses in their countries had been fully justified. 

'I’lie (leleffate of Cuba stated that li<-enscd brothels had long been abolished in 
Cuba, and that very stringent laws, regulutions and jjolic.'e nieusures were enforced 
lor the i)rotection of young female emigrants and the prosecution of their habitual 
(ixploiters. 

The delegate of Erance stated that his country was als(j moving towards the 
abolition of the system of licensed liouses, but that it must be given time. He pointed 
out that the suppression of regulated prostitution could only be effected by- attacking 
not only the licensed-house system but all the <litYerent factors involved, also that this 
was the policy adopted by France. 

'I'lie delegates of Roumaniu, .lajian and Hungary stated the opinions prevailing 
in their own countries with regard to this most difficult questitm. 

The Committee was unanimous in re«ommen€ling that the strictest ]K)ssible 
measures should 1 e taken against souteneurs and piocurers. The Rritish delegate 
laid stress on the desirability of adequate punishments being provided for in regard 
to sexual assaults on children, and also for persons who foi* the sake of financial gain 
stimulate the graver forms of vice. 

A special tribute was paid by the Committee tt) the excellent work of the Special 
Uody of Experts on the traffic in women and children. 

The Fifth Committee has the honour to submit to the eighth ordinary session 
of the Assemblv the following Ifesolutioii. (l^'or te.xt of llesolutioii adopted see page 
ld7.) 


An.nkxurk XXVIII.— Report of the Fifth ('ommiltee on Measures in faaour of Armenian 
uml Russian Refu/jees. (l{ai)i>orteur : Major Flliat, British Empire.) 

There are seveial League activities closely ct)m>ecled with refugee pi’oblems, and 
it may be of use to state at the outset, for the information of tielegates attending 
for the first time, that the iiresent subject has no connection with the Greek or the 
Bulgarian Hefugee Settlement schemes. The jiroblems of Russian and Armenian 
refugees have <iccui)ied the atbuitioa of successive x\ss«MnbIies for some years. They 
have be<*ii dealt with jointly by the High (.'onimissioner for Refugees (^Dr. Xansen) 
and by the International laibour Oifice with great vigour, and both are grc'atly to 
bo congratulated on the very useful results which have attended their elforts. In 
the original stages, a very serioiis jiroblem was pre.sented by the influx of large numbers 
of ili.sorgauised and destitute refugees into countric's where the mac luTiery of govei'u- 
ment was in process either of reconstruction or of creation. 'I'his aspcid of the problem 
has now entirely passed away, ami the greatest praise is due to the energy aJid self- 
sacrifice of the Refugee Service, whose patient and unremitting woik over a long 
j>erj,od has, with the lielp of the Ijeague and the help of the Governments «a)ucerned, 
rc'duced the whole (juestion to one <)f comparatively small diimmsions. It is an 
espe«Mal i)lea.sure to me to offer, i?i the name <»f the Fifth Comniitlc'c, «iur homagt' to 
the great personality of T)r. Xan.seii, whose vision and guidance throughout have been 
such an inspiration. 

The problems were attacked as follows; — 

1. The aiiomah)Us status of the refugees was dealt with by the issue of identity 
‘■ertificates, to overcome iKissixul difficulties, (-ti-. '^Phese certificates have proved, as 
can be well iiiiagnied, of the utmost use t<» the refugees, who have gratefully recog¬ 
nised their value. 

2. The jlestitution and unemployment were dealt with by the transfer of the 
refugees to countries, largely in Europe but also overseas, wlnu’e oi)portunities for 
x'lnployment ])rcsented themselves. In this manner, ap])roximalely 200,000 were placed 
in a ]M)sition to support themselves. 

d. TiUnd .settlement .schemes were drawn u]) to dc'al with a proportion of the 
remaining refugees. 

The High f'onimissioner for Refugees farther <-onvened an luter-Governniental 
Conf’erpiiee in Alay l!)2(l for the purpose of iniiiroving the pa,.s.sport .system am! of 

raising a revolving fund of not less than £100,000 to assist the migration of refugees. 

The International Pa.s.sport Arrangement existing when this (Conference met had 
at that date been adopted by 40 and d4 Governnnmts for Russian and Armenian 
rcd'ugees respectively. 

d’he Conference of May however, finding that refugc'es in some countries 

were not receiving the benefits from the passport, system conti>mplated by the original 
International Arrangement, drew up a Sujiplementary Anangement to improve pass- 
pcjrt fucilitii's. Tt al,so arranged to increase* the revedving fund by means of the issue 
of stamiis constituting a special yearly ta.x of b gold francs on the renewal of the 
Xansen certifii-ates, usually charged only to self-snjiporting refugees. I<fi.st year, in 
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itH .survey, tlie (loniiiiittee reporied tu the Assembly that the statistit-s 8upplie<l 

by tlie_ 1 iite.riiatioiial Ijal>our Office iiidicatetl (he existe)ic»* of not les.s thiiii 1,000,000 
Armenian and llussian refnjfees in 20 different coimtrie.s. As tlie records f'oi’ some 
countries had not Ijeen received, tlic (\>nimittee considered (he total niiu'lit be safeW 
estimated at 1,500,000. 

tJf tliese, 190,000 were rej)orted unenij)loyed, but here a^ain tlie complete statistics 
were lackin^y, and the total number of unemploye <1 was estimated at 2o0,0(Mf. '1’hi‘re 
are therefore 1,250,000 jilaced, and the problem now liefore ns is (be pi’obh^m of tbe 
last 20 I>er cent. l*rof>Tess has been as follows. 

hifty (Tovernments in the case* of the Hiissian jiassjiort ami >'10 in the case of tbe 
.Vriuenian passport have now adopted and n'cofrnised in principle tlie original I’as.spoi’t 
rrauf^einent. 

Sixteen (Governments have notified their formal adhesion to the Sujiplementary 
Arranf'‘*nit*nt drawn up by the Inter-doverninental Coiifereiice of 1020. The reiKirt 
befon* you .shows (hat a sum of approximately 1.50,000 Swiss francs has already been 
received for the re.volvinjj fund from (he issue of the.se stainiis. 

'I'lio rejMirt of the Director of tbe International Jyabour Office noti‘s (hat there 
are at luesent 10,000 niieniiiloyed Ilu.ssian ndiifrees in Shanf>:hai, while the position 
of trade in that city at th(‘ present time affords no jirospi-i t of an early rediu-tion of 
tiieir numhors. Tin* majority of tliese 11 iissians are ic‘sideiit in the I'rencli Coni-ession. 
Through the courte.sy of (he French (ioveriiment, the International liabonr (tffico has 
licen able to aiTanp:e for the issue of Nansen jiassjiorts tliroiif,>-li the French (.’on.sul in 
.Shanffhai. 

In 'I’nikey, some -1,000 llussian iefii;*ees came luidei' a Di'cree ol (be 'I'lirkisb 
(iovernment, promulo-ated this sprinp:, which rc<iuirc>d them either to obtain Turkish 
nationality or to leave 'rtiikcy before 1st .\nfrust 19‘J7. 'I'lie Chief of tbe international 
Labour (tflicci Ilefufi'ct* .Service jiroceeded to Anj^ora to deal with this cunerj^ency, ami was 
able to secure a suspension of tbe a]i|>licaiion of the Decree b\ (be 'I’nrkisb Minister 
ioi I’'oi'ei<>n Atfaiis.

Another niattor slioiild be taken note of by (be .\s.seinbly a.s alfectiii)| tin* interest.s 
(it all catef^-orics of retun'ec'S now under discussion. wlietliiM' itnssian oi' Armenian, 
self-supportinj' or destitute, urban or a^rricnllural. 

The Advisoiy Committee, in Septemlier 1920, resolvcul that: — 

“ Tlu! different practical (piestions concerniiifj- Itnssian and .Vrmenian vefunees 
cannot find a satisfactory solution as lon^r as tlu* i>e<ial sifnation of tlu'si' refu^jees is 
not i-efi-ulated by tlio I.ca;j-ue of Nations.” 

The Advisory Committee went on to sU}r<>'est tbe toimalion of a technical Com¬ 
mission of llussian and ,\vmenian exjierfs to act as advisers. 

A .summary of the couclu.sions of this technical Commission is to be found in 
tbe lliffh f'ominissioiier’s rejiorf. If r(*comiiieiids the adoption of a variety of measures 
b) ensure h'^jal rif>:bts in resjiect of property, man'iap:e contracts and other matters, 
and uif^es (hat an liiter-doveriimental Conference sliould he summoned before the end 
of 1927, at which the technical Commission niifrht discuss with rejiresentulives of tlu* 
interested (joverninents how best to carry ont tliese measures.

During the past year these jirohlems have ri'ceived special attention at the liands 
Ilf two different Inidics. The sch(*mes considered fall under two separate asjiects, 
niipiely, the settlement of (he Armenian refugees at pre.smit still remaining in .\siu 
(mandated territories), numbering ft(t,000, and settlement ov(*rsea.s. 

For the convenience of (lie Assembly, tlie.se propo.sals will be separately summarised. 


SK.TTI.KNtKXT OF ARMENIAN llKKriiKES IN SyHIA. 

This problem has been considered by a .loint .\inienian Siib-Coinmlttee of tlu* 
Advi.sory Committee attached to the High Commission for Refugees. 

The .loint Snb-Oommittce was set up in accordance with re.sohitions of the seventh 
"rdinary .session of the As.stunbly and of (lie Advisoiy Coniniittie. Its Chairman is 
•b*. Naiisen. Its Vice-(lluiirmau i.s M. Alliert Thomas, and its nieiuhei\s include lepre- 
•'‘‘‘utatives of pbil-Armenian societies in various countries. The .Toiiit Sub-Committee 
works in close co-oiH>ration with (lie mandatory Dower for Syria. It held its first 
lueetiiig in November 192(). 
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At file lefnuist of the Joint Sub-Comniittoo, Mr. T. P. JohiiHon, (AaaiHtant llitrl, 
Coniiiiis.sioiiei- tor Itefugoes and Chief of the Jlofugoe Servic;e ot tlio Iiiternutiuiiul 
iaihour ()ffic'e) went to Syria in Ueoember 192t». He report<*d that, t)nt ot the total 
of 90,000 Ai'iiioiiian refujifeos tJieie, 40,000 weie in e*amj)8 and needing aaaistaiu e, 12,000 
ul them ill a most |)n*earious .situation, and the other 28,000 in eaMiiul einployineni only. 

'Pile lligli ('oiiimissioner rejuirt.s that, .sinee tlie heginning of lt)27. eon.sidorahh* 
piogre.ss lia.s heen made to improve this .state of thing.s. 

Lain! ha.s heen ac-qnired and plains of lionse.s apjn’oveil to aeeomnioilati* 2,500 urban 
lefugec'.s at a cost of iJ40,000. Mc‘a.siires have been taken to lU’Cjnire lain! to settb* 
.some 0,500 agri<-nlt ural and urban refiigee.s. 'I'hi.s .second .sehenie i.s e.stiniate<l to cost 
some £00,000 and is being eariieil Ihixmgh on fniid.s already in the posses.sion of tJie 
.Joint Sub-Committee. Tlie jiroc'ess is inevitably slow owing to difhetilties of obtaining 
a i lear title to laud, &c*., wliieh will be familiar to those' with experiemp' of Near- 
Kastern land pureha.se. However, 20 families have alri'ady been settleil between Tyii' 
and Sidon, and land has been acquired for 500 more, who are now in process of .settle¬ 
ment. 

It wa.s estimati'd that the sums expemled would be repaiil by the' uiban refugees 
in five yearly instalments, and within a period of seven or ten years by the' agrimiltural 
settler.s. 'I’he High Commissioner I'stimates. howevi'r, from evidc'ne-e.s of energy and 
enterprise shown liy the first settled groups ot agrieiiltmists, that the' latter perloil will 
la* miieh shorteueil. The la'paynu'nts will be devoti'd to the settlement of further 
grouiis.

Proposals were received b\' the Intt'i'iiational liaboiir Office fi-om five States, all 
in South America (,nami'ly, Argi'iitine, Holivia, Jlrazil, Paraguay and Peru), to receive 
i-efiigee immigrauts, for land settlement, to (he number of •■)(),000, in return for an 
ailvance of some ,t20 per head from tlie revolving fuml. 

Absence of fuiuls to take advantage t»f these offers was the motive (hat prompted the 
High Commi.ssioner to carry out a suggestion made In- the I nter-( Govi'rnmental Confer¬ 
ence of 192(j, namely, that interested (Governments should be inviteil to make special 
advances to the revolving fund for ovi'rsea-s settlement. 

A secoml Inter-tGovernmental ('onferi'iiee was accordingly convened and met in 
tij'iievaon 15th and lOth June 1J)27. M. V evei-ka ((V.i'cho-Slovakia) was in the (fliair. 

The Confereiii'e (1) apjiroved in jirinciple of ovei-seas settlement for Hu.ssian ami 
.\rmenian lefugees. 

2. It further e.xpresseil the wish that (Governments which have not yet ratified 
th.e Supplementarv Arrantgemeiit of 1!)2(» slioubl «lo so. 

•}. A (hiril representative of the Conference reijuested “ such (Governmenfs as 
are ilisposed to fiudlitate the migration (o overseas coiinti'ies of refugees on their 
territories to inform the High (.kjiiiniissioner as soon as po.ssible, and in any case before 
the eighth ordinary session of the Assembly of the Feagaie,” of the number of i-efugees 
whose settb'inent they would be preapred to finance, ami tfie number of unemployed 
refugees, acciirding to their occupations, on their teri-itories desiiims of emigrating. 

4. The Coiiferenee requested the Counidl of the League of Nations to afford all 
jiossible fai'ilities for the tinnsfer of Armenian ri'fugees to Soviet Arnu'iiia. 
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Tlie (loiiference rec^uestod the H iffh ('ojiiiiiissidiier to (■oiiiiminicute these i-(*solu- 
tious to tile Council and the Asseinhly for their eon^iileruticni. 

It will he seen from tlie rejiort of the (^inference that the (ieniian (roveniinent 
lias already jiroinised a first conirihution of 10(1,(100 [{. M ks. to the revolvinff funtl, 
and that the Czecho-Clovak Polish and Serl>-('roat-Slovene deleffutes to the Conference 
intimated the willin'^^ni'ss in princijile of their (fo\ejiimeiits to participate in thi" 
scheme eithei- hy means of advances, financial };nai-antees or the issue of the Nansen 
stamjis on their territories. 

'I'he reptirt concludes ; 

It is ho])ed that the (lovernnients at present exjiendino lar*;e sums for the 
mainti'iiance of these refuf'ees will (iinl i-. possible to adojit one ot the means reconi- 
laeiidiu! hy the I nter-( roN’enimeiH.il (’onference for aiKancino (he necessaiy 
j eiiiiteration] ex])enses. 

“'I’liere is evei-y reason to helieve that, hy the ajiplication of the recommendations 
ot the Conlereiice, the interested (jovenimeiits will he cnahled to eliminate from their 
hiidKets in a comparatively shoi't s(>ace ot tiiiie the heavy annual e.sjjciiditure of 
i;‘J,0(1(1,(10(1 at present incurred hy tln-ni lor tin* maintenance of unemjiloyed refuf^ees 
without involvino themscdves in any ahsolnte capital expenditure." 

It will, of course, he understood that the schemes descrihed here cover only a 
projiortion of the refiigc'es and, conseqiUMitly, «»f the liahility. 

It wilt he seen that thi‘ essence of the whole matter is to he tounil in the third 
resolution of the Conference of Itl'JT, namely, that the (Jovernnients interested should 
supply the llioh ('oniiiiissioner as soon as possible with detailed projiosals as to the 
niimher of refugees whose seltlenuat they would he jiiepaied to tinance. etc. Time 
Is alhi miiortant, as the pi-ohleiii tends irrevocably to heconie, in some cases, more 
dillieult to stdve. Moreover, t he oppoi t an it ics now open for settlement will not remain 
ojien indefinitely. 

The devoted clforts ot the Ilie-h Commissioner and his sialT have now resulted in 
the formulation of ihdinite plans for the settlement of a suhstantiul pi-ojioj’tion of these 
unforfun.iti’ iieojile. Tin' exeeuli<in of these plans dejiends on the co-operation of the 
various (tovernmeiils concerned. I’nless that i-o-ojierat ion is undertaken foi-thwith, 
it would seem not only uni'easonahle hut unjust to expect from the llefuf^ee Service 
that it should contiiun' to assume lesponsihility for the liquidation of this prohlein.*

'riie Sixtli Coiuiuitlee eoiisiclerecl the inf<iriiiatioii whicli was eoiiimuiiicatod tt» 
the lieuffue of Nations hy dift'ere'iit (Joveriinieiits l•olu•erIliIl^>■ the j)ro^ressive abolition 
ot slavery and eonditioiis analop;ous thereto in aceordanee with the resolution adopted 
by the Assenil)ly on ‘Joth September 192li. This information eonsisted of doeiiment.s 
fi-om the .\bys>iiiian (lovernimnit, the Briti>h (roverunient. file (iovernment of India, 
the I’ortujjuese (lovernmcMit and the (Jt>verniiient of tlie Sudan, iiml of siipplenuMitary 
statements matle orally to tlie (himniittta* by representatives of Imlia and of the 
Kritish I'lmpire. 

'riu‘ delefjates of c-ertain States point«Ml <»ut that, in view t)f tlie faet that their 
legislation was alrea«ly in I'onformity with the j>rovisions of the fJon vent ion and had 
moreover bt>en communieatml to the Assembly in tin* re])ort «)f 1924 on slavery, and 
eonsideriii”; that the progress autieipate«l jis a result of the (.'on vent ion will in eertain 
respects be shiw althoriij;h steady, the parties to this Convention should not be expeeteil 
to fui-nish every year a leiif^thy report on the subject. 

Attention was tlrawn to a recent deeisi«>n of the Full ('o\irt of Sierra Eeoiie wliieli 
.sn(Ul(*nly revealed a reyrettable defieiem-y in the lefj'islation of that l^roteetorate 
respeetino’ slaveio". The Committee was f^lad t«) learn that an Ordinance w'us boinp; 
urj^ently pM'])ared to remedy this unfoi't«inat«“ hiatus in the legislation of tin* I’l-otec- 
toi'ate and that a special session of the Eeffislative Council tif Sierra Leone had been 
convem'd to bi-ine- tin* Ordinance into elV<*ct. 

Ho|)e was t*xpiessed that the Abyssinian (}«)v«*i-nnu*nt would see its way to fnrnisli 
tin* lieuefue with inft)i'mati<in tin the st«*ps taken to abolish slavt*ry and the slave trach* 
in Abyssinia, ainl on the measui-e tit the success which t ln*st* stt*iis havt* in fact achieved. 
A report was ie<*eiv<*d tin loth September 1927 from the .Miyssinan Oovernmeiit j^iviny; 
certain lists of persons freed frtim slaveiy and of jiersons convicted of otfences ayainst 
the slavery laws of that country. 

The (’ommittee noted that although the Slavery (.’onvention had been opened to 
the participation of oti .Members of tin* Leaffiie ami 14 other Statc*s, it had up to the 
present time been ratified or accedeil to by only 14 ••ountri(*s: Australia, Austria, 
British Empire, Bulyaria, Denmark. Haiti, llunyary, India, TiUtvia, New Zealainl, 
Rortuyal, Spain, the Sudan and the I'nion of South Africa. It was happy to note, 
however, the s(atenu*nts made by the ileleyates of Belyium, France, (Tcrmany, Italy, 
Netherlands and Norway in the Sixth Committee that tln*_\ ho|)ed their (ioverninents 
would soon bo in a {losition to ratify tin* (.hmvention. 

The (Jbminittee proposed tin* followinjr Resolution. (For tt*xt of Resolution 
adopted, see paye 141.)

The Sixth Committe** c<insid»*red a series ot questions eoncei-niny tin* e.xecution of 
the jirovisioiis of .\rti<*le 22 of the Covenant ilui'iny the past year and was assisted 
in its deliberations by the V ic(*-( Chairman of the I’ermanent Slandate.s Commission, 
M. V^an Rees. 

The (Joinmittee was happy to note that, on Hth Septenilier, 1927, the Coun(*il lunl 
approved a report by the ,\ <*t ln*rlainls repi-esentativ»* whii-li e.xplained in general 
terms the nature of the legal relationship between the mandatoi’y I’ow'ers and the 
territories under their mandate, ainl it feels that- the Assembly njijght well congratulate 
the Council on having thus so satisfactorily i-leared up an important point whii*h has 
in the past given rise to certain complications of a novel charact(*r. 

No .itteinjit was made to deal sej>aiut<*ly with the situation in the different terri¬ 
tories under mandate, but c«*rtain ft*atui-i*s of the state of affairs in Iraq and 8yi'iu 
were called to tin* attention of the Coniniitt<*«*, and it was glad to note the statement 
maile by the representative of New /ealand <*oncerniiig the special steps which the 
(iovernment of that country is taking in order to provide the. Mandates Commission 
with full in formation in legard to the n*cent ilitfi<*ulties in Western Samoa. 

It is hopeil that tin* mandatory Fow<*is and the Mandates (knnmi.ssion w'ill 
continue to give special attention to ihe great importan(*e of having in the mandated 
territories oflicials who have had the spe«*ial training reij^uired for tlH*ir responsible 
work as the e.xecutors on the spot of the jn-ovisions of the (kivemint and the Mandates, 
anti who appreciate the necessity for a sympathetic study of the p.sychobigy of the 
inhabitants, a.s well as of nativei ailministratiou aiul native welfare, in ortler that these 
provisions may be most effectively fulHlletl. 

The increase in the litiuoi* traflic, in eeidain territories under B mandate, is tif 
such piopoi-tions that the (^lommittee believes the Assemidy should bring this mutter 
formally to the attention of the Council with the hope that the Muiidat^es CoinmisHion, 
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in follahoriilicMi witli llic iiiniuliitoi-y l*ow<*i's, will fontiiiun <o }^iv(' snriniis consiflei'a- 
Iion during' tlio hirilicoiiiin^r y»*iir to the causes of tliis incre.iise, ami t,o the steps which 
have heen tnkiMi to deal witli tile pi-ohleiii. After the success achieved by the ConiTuis- 
sion ill defii.iu'^c the inore. important terms coiu'eriiiiif; the liquor traffic which are used 
in the 1$ and (1 Alandates and in the Convention of St. (rermain of 10th Septeinher 
litlf), one may confidently e.xpect some positive achievement in dealinj; with this 
hiro'er prohlem, to which the Council called special attention in 1922. and which is 
mentioned in tlie C-ovenant itself. 

'riie Ccmniitlei' noted witli interest that the rule.s witli leyard to petitions which 
have heeii set up hy the Council and hy the Afaiidates Coniniission are lieinjr condified 
hy the latter in oT-d(>r that in future, the ' i iovis steps in the proi-edure which is 
followed in c<iun<‘cfion with such docuinents may l>e c-Iearcr to those coiiceriieil. 

riie Sixth Coniiii it tee, was impressed w'^ith the value of the minutes of the m(‘(>tinfi;s 
of the Afutidates Conitiiission, whiidi are l•irculated to the Mi'iiiliers of the Leaffue and 
ar<‘ put on sail'. 'I'hey have lieconie iticreasiii<>;ly ini]>ovtant as the Administrators of 
the dillereiit territories have appeared more and more frequently before the Coiiiinis- 
sion, and the Sixth Coniniittee considers that such valuable material on thi' administra¬ 
tion of mandated territories should be made known as widely as possible to till those 
who are interested iti such problems. tFor text of Resolution adojited, see fiafre 142.)

The Sixth Committee has carefvtlly e.xaiiiined the work of the Conferenr*e of Press 
I'ixpc'i’ts, wliicli was h(>ld at (lenevii frotii 24th to 29th Aujrust last, and the delibera¬ 
tions of tlie (’outicil iit its meetin”- <iti 2tid September. 

Will'll, ill l!12o, the Assembly, at its fifth orditiary session, at the instance of the 
Chilian deleo'ation, tidopted a resolution to convene a Conference of Press Experts, it 
'\as at first perhaps not thou^rht that 24 months would elapse before the Conference 
could meet. 

Close examination of the <[Uestion revealed its o-reat .comiilexity. I'lie 192>'i 
lesolution reiiuested the Conferenee to seek means of ensuriiifr the more rapid and less 
costlv traiisiiiissioii of Press news with a view to reilucinj|u’ risks of international 
misunderstaniliii''. Thi* difficulty consisted in dealing with this jnoblem. which, 
ttioup;h iindoiibtedly a technical one, has nevertheless an inijiortant moral beariiifr. 
and at the same time carefully avoidinc- any interference to which the Press, always 
jealous of its indefieiideiice. mioht justly have taken exi'option. 

It was, therefoi-e, necessary to allow the Press itself, in pieliminary work which 
extended ovei nearly two years, to decide in the first place as to the advisability of 
lioldine- this (huifereiice, then to settle the a«renda, and finally b> examine it in three 
[ireli 111 inary meetiiio-s, which included heads of afrencies journalists and directors of 
Press bureaux, 'riiis careful prejiaratioii enable the Con fcreiice to woi-k rajiidly and 
to coiiinlete its task in less than a week. 

The t'oiifereiice met at Geneva on 24th Au'o’Ust. Sixty-three delefrates, M’l 
technical advisers and 20 assessoi-s comiiifr fn»m 48 States. Alembers and non-AIembers 
of the League, and represen tin”- telegraphic a”eiicies, iiewspajier.s. international 
or”anisafions of journalists and oftii'ial iiress bureau.x took part in the work. Tjord 
Hiirnham the di.stin”uished President of the News]iaiier Projirietors’ Association i.f 
tireat Britain, who was asked by the Council to preside over the Conference, could 
say in his closiiiff speech without exa^'yeration that the Conference constituti'd the 
most iiiqiortant Press ineetiiifr which had ever b«*en held. 

It is noteworthy that this Conference, which broiifrlit to”ether such varyin” 
interests and so iiianv different countries, should on alnmst every question have adopted 
uiiaiiinious resolutions. These resolutions, therefore, are of ”reat value. 

The .Assembly should not only convey its thanks to the representatives of the 
Press who acconi|)lished this work, but also expix'ss a desire that the (Government.■« 
'hould direct their competent authorities to examine the su”frested improvements in 
the nu>st sympathetic spirit. 

In takiiifr note of these resolutions, the (Aium-il fjj’ouped them into two categories: 
on the one hand, those which, in the opinion of the {Conference itself, reipiire further 
thorouffh technical study, and. on the other, those whieh ran now be submitted to the 
tbivernments. 

The (louncil has already referred to the Orjfanisation for Communications and 
I’raiisit the i-e.sohitions of the fii-st class, and. in pai-ticular, ihosc ilealinp with 
tele”iaphic and telephonic rates, tele”iiims in cypher, impi-ovenieiit of communications. 
lh(‘ conveyance of riewsiiatMM-s. and identity cards for journalists. We express the 
luqie that the teehnical enquiries necessary for jriviu” effect to these re.solutions will 
be carried throuffh promptly and with the assistance of special I’ommittee.s if required. 
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Cons nU(r;v< ion of tho )t*solul ion.>s of fho so«‘on«l <’ln»ss whirl) «le«l with thr qiioHtion 
of subs(!rij)tions to newspapei’s ihrouj«‘h tin* p«»st, the owm*i'ship of I’l’ess news, vai'ions 
professional facilities for journalists and censorship in time of peace, has been 
postpone)! by the Coun<'il till its session in December next. 'I'hese resolutions can 
thus be carefully studied by the ^reinhei-s of the (^nim’il before the latter decides 
whether thes»- «iueislions shouhl he submitted to the lloveniments. Your Sixth (com¬ 
mittee <*onsiili‘is that you mioht rei-oinmein! that Council to undeitake this investijja- 
tion with the sympathetic attention whi«‘h these resolutions desei've. 

Finally, the Council, fj-ivinn efl‘e«-( to two other resolutions of the Conference, has 
stated under what circumstances it wotild be prepsiied to lend the »)ssistance of the 
Tc<*s)>^ue on>fanisati«)ns in the study of Press j)roblems. The Assembly will doubtless 
wish to iissociate itself with this de<-ision.

As one of the delefjiites representin<f India at this 
Assembly, it is both my duty iind my privilejre to conti-ibute tt) this discussion, and in 
cloiuK' 1 shsill naturally <'onfine myself to those i»sp«*c-ts of the work whi«4) have ii 
••lose be!)rin<j on m,v country ami her pi‘«)blems, itnil shall only pause for a moment 
to con^rratubite the So rctary-tfem-rsd siiid the heads of the vaiious depiiitnients r)f tin* 
Se<*retiiriut of the Leajfue upon the comprehensiveness sind thoroujfhm'ss with which 
they have dis<4iarjfe<l their *luti»'s iind the luci<lity that charact«*rises the numerous 
doi*ume,nts juoduced as the. result of their ••o-ordinated a<4ivities. 

The position of India ris-n-rix the other members of the League iiml the entire* 
oT^anisjition itself is unique. Jly her sijfiiature. to the Tieiity r)f Versiiilles i«nd the 
Covenant, and by hei* continuous iind fiiithful adhesion to the piinciples of the ))rfjri)ni- 
sation, she has eiuvilled herself in the fraternity of those who hiive umlertakeii, and 
are pledfred to the woi-k of establishment the principles iind understiindint*s of int»*rmi- 
tional co-opcriition a-s the actual rule of ••ondiict amoiifr (lovernments. 

Monsieur Ville<fiis in his most sujr>r)*stive dis)*oui-se ilcscribeil th«* work of the 
te<*hni«’al orjjanisation of the Tjean:ue as nossessin*; a universal clmracter, its removing 
sources of conflict and for<rinjj the links joiniilif»‘ nations one to the other by their true 
interests, ami as establishiii}? valuidde relations amongst iill the Membei-s, includin;; 
the most distant. It is the path of wis«lom to reiilise this aspect of the Leafjue’s work 
and n«)t to fix our attention exclusively on c-ertain s|)ectiicubir p«)Iitical hajipeninffs, 
and, in the lanpua<;e aoain <if Monsieur Villef?as, to see in them “ the whole »)f inter¬ 
national life.” 

ft is true that many of the pr*)blenis comin!^ up for discussion before the Leafjue arc 
essentiall.v European in chiiracter and <Io mit eonc-ern India in the narrower sense. Hut 
he would be both petty in outlook ami short-sif?hted in polic-y who does not see in most 
of the activities of the Leatrue a f^enuim* effort to promote that active and practical 
comratleship without which worbl-opinion cannot be adeciuately formed. The forma¬ 
tion of such a world-opinion ami tin* impact of that oiiinion on the seveial nations 
must have a pmfound and an emlnrinjr effe«-t on India and on the woild fi-om man.v 
points of view; and therefore, it is not inappi-oyiriate that India should have taken, as 
indeed she has taken, a lively interest in the «leliberations tif the Leaffue {in<l its consti¬ 
tuent bodies. The (|nHst of the i<leal is «ii)e <»f the stromrest characteristi<-s of my race. 
As an Indian, therefore, T feel at home in an Assembly which exjiects, and indee<l 
assumes, the e.xistence of i<lealism in its membei-s. Hut our idealism to be of valm* 
must be not merely our inspiration, but must be applied in a practical wav to the 
complicated issues of national and Im-al chara<*ter which ctune before us. Then* i-s 
no question that the ne<*essity of establishinfr on an intemational basis social, «*«)m- 
mercial anti iliplomatic standanls is beinjj- nmre jfenerally recoffnised. We. are sfrivinjr 
for the creation of a new mental attitmle which has ln*en called the int«>rnational miml 
and which can onl.v be evolved bv the wi«leninf»’ of our intei*ests. Thouffh T recognise 
and appre<*iate the value to our <-ouiitrv of its particiiiation in the Leaf^ue, vet I hoyx* 
also that the jiresence of fleleyfates from India and from other far-off lands such as 
r'hina, Japan and the South Ameri<*an Republi**s may be of value to the Tieaj^'Ue itself 
by preservinyr that character of universality which was the intention of its founders. K 
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is just, tlm Jact that iloleffuti's from all parts of llio world art* not merely present l)ut 
take an active part in tlie Leaj^ue’s ljusines.s which has kept it true 1o its name of a 
League of Nations and has saved it from defyeneratinf^ into a c(mcei-t of I’owers. It 
is not, withoiit lep'itimate pride that 1 |M)iiit out that India has heeii fulfilling; in i-eal 
practice tlie ideals id’ which I have spoken and in particular has sliown lier loyalty to 
them hy lep-islation in jmrsuaiice of the Washinp^ton Lahour Conventions. This is not 
jierhaps directly the work of this Asseiiihly hut of an or{;anisat ion whicli forms part 
of the. Lea<;ue as a whole. ,\s an instance <d' a suhjcct in whicli India is less directly 
interested, hut in which nevertheless she has ai'cepted and fulfilled (dilip;ations involved 
in her memhcrship of the* Leup;ue, 1 may mention that my country lias Kif;ned and 
ratified the Convention ainl Statute oi. the freedom <d' transit; the ('onvention and 
Statute on the r»*(p'ime of navifcahle waterway-, of an international concern and its 
additional piotocol; and the Ooiiventioii and Statute on the international reprime of 
railways and of maritime ports. It is also noteworthy that India took pait in the 
Conference on Communications ami Transit, which has. in accoi'datice witli the sjiii-it 
underlyiiif; the work of the licapme, made provision for the collection and cxchanf;i* 
ol such p’ei'cral information on comiminications and transit as is likely t<i improve 
international co-operation. .\ similar remark may he made as to India’s attitude with 
rep'ard to many other (|Ui*stions connected with the activities of the lieaprue and its 
ancillary hmlies. T may sjiccially refer to the ap-rcement com-ernin'r the suppression 
ol the manufacture of and the internal trade in and use of [ireparecl opium that has 
just now heenme operative, India’s recent work in connection with the implementinf; 
of the Slavery Convention is also, I venture to sa\'. a notable example of her adherence 
to till* lYeap’ue ideals. It is a matter for sinceie congratulation that day hy day the 
authorities of the l.eapue are, in their turn, realising the im|)ortance and the world- 
reactions id' Indian and of Eastern prohlems. 'Phis is illustrated h>- the work on 
opium, the work of the Iletilth Section, includiiif; the Sinprapore llui-eau. the inter- 
chanpre of medical officers, researches into prohlems of malaria find sleepitip: sicknes>,. 
and many other iuquirii's recently undertaken fit the instance of tlie I^eapriie 
authorities. Hut it is not easy for my cimntiwmen, remote fis they are and ahsorhed 
with the prohlems of their own land, to realise in a concrete way how the ideals of 
the la'ap'ue are heinp converted into prai-tice; find the develojiment of the international 
attitude de|)ends not m(*r(*ly on enlightenment hut upon the estahlishment of more 
extensive and solid relations hetween the practical work of the Ia*apue find the aetmil 
interests of luy country. We shall welcome anythinf; which will tend to develo]) the 
contact hetween India ami the Leapne and the apjireciation of the I.eap-ue in Indifi, 
helieviiip that such developmeiit cannot fail to he of mutual henefit. 

By reason of her political and peopraphical position, which is xui t/rnrrix, India 

is only indirectly thoUph much interested in some of the preat jmlitical prohlems, .such 

as disarmanent, which have heeii soupht to he tackled hy the Leapue. and it is therefore 
thniuph till' technical orpaiiisations of the I.eapue that its ideals can he most 
adequately ri'iilised in the non-Kurope;in countries. I propose, therefore, to deal 
specially with two dejiiirtmeiits of the heapue’s work in which India’s interest is direct 
and conspicuous. 'Phe work of the Health Orpanisation in I'histern countries was 

specially considered in in2(), and the Assenihly drew jiarticuhir attention to the 
universfility of the work done hy the Orpaiiisfition. 'Phe .\nnuiil Report of the Health 
fIrpanisation for the year 1920 di.scloses that weekly and monthly epidemiolopicfil 
report are puhlished pivinp information of preat imjiortance transmitted from the 
Eastern Bureau at Sinpajiore dealiiip with 122 jiorts served hv the Buretiu. ’Phese 
data are made availahle to the world very early ami iir a collated form. 'I’hey furni.sh 
a valnahU* index of the trend of epidemic diseases. India is represi>nted on the 

Eastern Bureau at Sinpajiore, and the Bureau’s work has continued to exjiand find has 
acquired a new sipnificance finni the duties lately entrusted to it as jiart of the 
niaehinery for carryinp out the International Sfinitarv Convention. The Governnient 
of India has recently apreed to hi-oadcast a resume of the Bureau’s weekly hulletin 
concerniup thi* jirevalence of I'pidemic di.si*ases, Ii is in the hiphest interests of 
India that she should make every elTort to prevent and check the sjiread of infection 
and epiileiiiics, and realisinp such ohlipations to the full she welcomes heartily the co¬ 
operation of the Health Orpiinisatioii of the I/capue. Such co-ojieration should, I 
■suhmit, he repard(*d as one of the methods hy which the Eeiipue may manifest its 
interest in the pndilems of those jiarts of the world which are distant from the eentre 
of its activitie.s. Is it, therefore, ti>o much to ask that such an ohli^ation should he 
one of the first charpes on the enerpies and finances of the I.eapuc as a whole? 

Very imi>ortant work in connection with malaria has been done hy the Alalaria 
Coinini.ssion, and there is no doulit that such researches as relate to the inijiortancc of 
liver deltas from the jioint of view of endemic malaria will he of the mo,st vital 
importance, to India. 1 hojie that the Malaria (’omniission miiy he iihle to find an oppor¬ 
tunity of visitinp India. Sjiecial <•^urse.s in malaria orpanised h\ the Health Orpanisa- 
tion of the Ijeapue 'if Nations were held last year at the lamdon School of llypiene and 
Tropical Medicine. It is also to he hoped that the pixipraiume of interchnnpes of 
Public Health personnel will include British India, as is indeed suppested in the 
Annual Health Report. It is important _to_ remem her in this connection that a study 
tour fo}' medical oflicers belonpinp to admiui.strations in Asia and Australasia will take 
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])Iiic«‘ ill I n(h’u in Jaiiuarv 1928. 'I'hn (‘<>ii((>iii]>]a<t><I visits «>f thcsi* olficfi’s to the various 
provincos in India will, there is no question, he <»1‘ fjreat value not only tf> the countries 
conceriK'il hut to India itself. This (*vent will inoi'eovei- he a noticeable instance of a 
visilile intiM'i'st in India taken l>y the Ceafriie authorities, and this will be the lirst 
occasion on whi«di a licap'ue orp:anisatioii will come into direct personal contact with 
India and with tin* Indian administration, ami we confidently antiidpate valuable 
results not only from the teidinical but also from the wiiler aspects. 

Perhaps, howevei-, the work in whi<di India was most iiitiM-i'sted in connection with 
the r(*c(>nt activities of the Ceaft:ue were the tliscussions, delibci'ut ions and the con- 
(dusions of the Interntitional Mconomi*- Conference held at (Jencva in May 1927, whcr<*in 
the Indian delen’ates, I may venture to assert, played a Useful anil hoiiojirable part. .\s 
one id' the Assembly resolutions truly pointed out, economic pi^ace will lar<>;’ely contribute 
to security amonijst the nations, and the dilliculties standin‘>' in the way of the revival 
of i^'enerai prosperity are laro'ely ecoiioinic in <diaract(>r. 'I'he mectino' of the Assembly 
of the Ijeajfue last ycai’ I'ealised that the economic situation of the world called more 
imperiously than i‘\er for intermit ional co-opei’at ion and it honied that the Economic 
(^inference would be summoned as soon as possible. That Conference coiiqiriscd aniono’ 
the partici])ants both nieinbei-s and iioii-iuenibers of the Ijcao’uc of Nations, and there 
were also present economic experts and publicists from the Cnited States, the Sovie* 
llepublics, l<i};ypt and 'I'lirkev, and dcle<jates from suidi oro’anisations as the Interna¬ 
tional (.’haniber of Commerce. It is needless for me to recount the results of tbe work 
of that Conference, as that task has been performed in a masterly fashion by Monsieur 
Theiinis in his idosinp' speech made on tlie 2drd May 1927. lie emphasised that, the 
('onf«*rencc must be rec-ardod not as an isolatetl evetil. but as a slaf>‘c in the contiuuou.s 
work of international collaboration in the economic sphere. 'I'hc (’onference woi'ked 
throujrh three Conimittees, one on Cominei'ce. a second on Industry, and a third on 
.\}j:ri cult lire. In the rejiort of the Coiiimittee on (Commerce, it is i-if^^htly stressed that 
ill sjiite of the variety of (]ueslions raised, the iliversity of theories and the lefjitimate 
national sentiments of all those who took ]>art in the discussions, one impoidant and 
extremely encouraifinpr fai-t has emerpred, namely, the unaninious desire of the member'' 
of the Conference that it "hould mark the bep-inninp: of a new era durinp: which 
international commence will successfully overcome all obstacles in its path that nndul.v 
hamper it and resnnie that p'eneral upward movement which is at once a si>;n of the 
world’s economic health and the necessary coiulition for the development of civilisation. 
While coiisiderinp' the cconoinic problems in their international bearinps, tin* 
Conference did not ip-norc the importance of national considerations, some of which arc. 
in the laiipuape of Monsieur 'IMieunis, soi'ial and political rather than economic in 
I haracter. 'I'he Indian delcp'ates jiresentcd a document to the Confei'ence pointin)^ out 
the princijial teatures of the position of the world as envisnpetl from the point of view 
of India. In that document it was made clear that, speakinj; penerally, India depends 
more on internal than on external markets; but, at tbe same time, it was emphasised that 
in India as in Curope many industries eiidiireil their share of the jircvailinp: de]>ression, 
espi'i'ially inasmuch as the reactions of economic factors are now a days vei-y rapid and 
I'omplete. 'I’he tiscal policy of India and the need for its adojition with a view to the 
development of nascent industries built up with local labour and cajiital to meet local 
needs, were then outlined, and it was riifhtly asserted that the protective policy of India 
aims a* the development of such manufactures onlv as jiossess natural advantapres and 
will one day be able to inci-t world competition. M'he pap that has occurred in India 
between the jirice of raw matei'ials and the prii'e of manufactured poods, as well as the 
Huctuations of price, were also mentioiieil. This was done by way of stressinp the 
elementary truth that India stood to pain from an imjirovement of the world’s economic 
"ituation. 

In dealinp with the question of customs tariffs. Sir (.'ainpbell Rhoiles, who sat on 
the I'iconoiiiic ('oniniittee, dissijiated all possible misundei-^tandiiips of the Indian position 
by ]iointinp out that the Indian tariff before the war was very low and has been 
aupniented both to obtain revenue and in a very limited number of cases for the pur^iose 
of protection, but that her economic and tariff policy can well stand a comparison with 
ilia* of many other countries, and the Indian delepation proved that althouph the 
proportionate increase was preat the actual level of Indiaji tariffs was not open to .just 
critir'ism. 'Fhe position of India with reference to apriculture, was specially recopniserl 
by the appointment of l)i'. Ilyder as one of the Vice-Chairmen of the (.Committee on 
.Vpricult ui-e. It has to be borne in mind that the, Kconomic. (’onference has definitely 
realised the importance of apricultui'e as entitled to an equal footinp with industry and 
commerce and as beinp the occuiiation of the majority of woikers thronphout the woild. 
It was the object of the Indian delepation to concentrate attention on measuies which 
will diminish the cost of jiroduction and eliminate the unnecessary links in the chain 
connectinp the producer with (he consumer. 'I'he resolution that was tinally passed 
iirovidcs that care should be taken to assist in the maintenance of an equitable balance 
lietween industry and apricultme. In the memorandum submitted by the Indian 
delepates India’s position as a jiroducer of raw materials was specifically adverted to 
and the nece.ssity advocated of (It a reduction of apricultural cost. (2) the improvement, 
by oi'panisinp research and jiopular education siile by side, in the quality and quantity 
of criqis, ami (d) the spread of the co-operative movement in all its forms as desipned to 
produce ellicieiicy at all stapes of apricultural work iqi to the stape offsides and as 
insurinp to producers their just share in the market value of the crops. 
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OiH* of the most important subjects in tlie ag:cii(]a of tlie lii'apiic is liie c(jii.--i(lera(ion 
of 1 lu‘ Keport of the I'lcoiioinic (lonfereiice, aiici if is to l)e fervently liojied that the 
attitude of the heuf^ue towards the »leliberations and resolutions »)f that (Conference will 
l)e siK.di as will demonstrate its abiding interest in tlie prtddems and conditions tif 
count ri»‘s far removed from tlie scene of Kiiro]>ean economic liie, but forming iiever- 
theless <‘om])oneut and, by no iin'iins, insignificant lactors in the suni-total of woi’ld 
economy. It. must be realise.tl that the I'econimenilal ions and sufre'estions of the 

(lonference have yet to lie considered by the Indian leo;islatures and the Indian 
I'lxecutive (lovernment, but it can be said with some confidence tliat these recomiiienda- 
fions are in f>-eiierul conformity with (lie principles airead,\ followed in India; and, 
where there are differences they are suscejitible of adjustment and comjiromise. In 
the matter of affriculture, it is (•■ein'ialli, known that there is an iiiiporlaiit Koyal ('om- 
mission dealing: with the tojiic of Indian atfriculture and allied jiroblems, and we in 
India are 'awaitinp; the rejiort. of thiit (Commission, wliicli will no doubt eii"ae:e the 
early attention of our local and central (loveriimcnts. In (heir coiisiileratioii of the 
matter they w'ill undoubtedly derive immense assistance from the resolutions id' (he 
most authoritative p’atlK'riii}’' of economic <*xperts that has ever been summoned. 

The subjects dealt with abfive, and others, such as (lie Slaxery (Convent ion, tin* 
difficulty caused by the diversity of laws in the matter of bills rit exchan”'e. and the 
prot>-ressive codification of itileriiational law, are aiiioiifist the topics which sire of 
spi'cial interest to my country. Hut as has already been slate, it is not only with a 
\ iew to (he elucidation of these sjiecitic pridilems, but in (he couviction that all the 
different but convcM-oent activities of the Ijeafrue, ]><ditiial, technical, anil humaiiitarian, 
are slow but sure advanci's in (he direction of or<*'aniseii co-o])era1 ion amonp-st the 
peoples of the earth, that India is not only content but is most williii”' ami anxious to 
take |iart in the work of the licaifiie.

1 have asked leave to say a few words on the Kei>oit of the h’ifth (’ommiltee which 
has just bi*eii submitted to (hi* Assembly by Mine. I.ai'et .laliii—the liti/t/nn ti'nv not 
with the object id'cril icisin<*- or dissent i tie- i roni any of its i ecoin mendat ions, but rather 
witli the object of undei li ni ne', as it were, some of its passac'cs which seem to me to 
be ill daiif^’ei- of esca]iin<>' the attention which (heir iiiipoi t a me deserves. 

'Pile fact (hat the P’iflh ('oniinittee has accepted with iimiiiiiiiity and practically 
witliout discussion the l{(>|iort of the .\d\isory (’oinnii'lce on (tjiiuiii and other 
Dane'iM'ous Drue's may be evidence id' the efficiency and the businesslike methods of 
that (’ommittee. Hut it has also had the eff'ect ot ))re\ent i iie- (he recoin mendat ions of 
the .\dvisory ('ommittee from recei\ine' (hat me.isnrc o| ]>nblicit\ which they desciwe 
when we I'emeiiibcr t he e'ra\ity of the probhuiis with which the Heporl deals and their 
immense im|ioitance for every couiitiy in the woild. 

'Pile Ileport of the Kifth ('ommittee which has just been presented to Us is a short 
one, and, though it contains some sentences of e-rave iniiior', there is a i isk, I think, 
that it may be adojited by the Assembly without a lull knowledge of the oblie-atioiis 
upon those who accept it. I s]>eak as the delee-ate of a country that knows this evil, 
whose jieople are very much alive to its e-ravity and \cry much in eainest in their 
determination to put an end to it. 'Phis is one of thos,. ipiestioiis in rejrard to which 
India looks to the liea^i'ue of Xations for help. 

1 am anxious, if possible, (hat the members of this Assembly should not accept 
the Ifeport of (he Fifth ('ommittee without realising- twn thiiies which that Kejiort 
brings out very clearly. I‘'irs(, the enormous extent ot the continued illicit tiatiic in 
ilrup's; and secondly, the p'rave human inijiortance id that trade. 'Phou<*'h I am 
anxious (hat those iwo (hiiifrs should be realised, 1 speak not on behalf of India alone, 
and 1 address myself not merely to my fellow deleciitcs as rejii eseiilal ives of their 
lespei'tive eouiitries. 1 address you as men and women. It is to your human 
''ympathies that 1 apjieal rather (lian to your national interests. 

'Phe passaife I want first of all to emphasise is that contained in (he second 
jiaraifiaph of the Report of the Fifth Committee, where we are reminded that the 
Advisory Committee has stated (hat a broad exaniinat ion of the reiiorts received trom 
the various (lovernments shows (hat an illicit traffic, which can only be fairly 
characterised as enormous, still exists. Do you realise what those words mean? Let 
me endeavour to make (hem clear. 

The country which I represent—India—imports a small amount of cocaine tor 
medical purjioses, but the illicit- traffiy in cocaine in India is slated by the Advisory 
Committee, in its Re])ort, fo be as much as Itt limes the le”:itimate imports—and (his. 
too, in spite of the existence of vip;ori>us ami efficient ailniiiiistrati\e efforts to suppress 
it. in para. 1(5 of its Rejiort- the Advisory Cummiftee describes this illicit traffic from 
iiscertained statistical facts. You will see fituii (hat para<>:ra]di that o])ium is there 
mentioned by the ton, and heroin and morphine by thousands i»f, ounces. .Sinfi-le 
consignnient.s of over 4,000 ounces (12b kilojcranimes) of morphia and S.tMH) ounces (2d0 
kiloirranimes) of heroin are cited. 
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A(»\v, it is possible that tliese figures—mere s(Htisti(‘s—seai'caily eouvev to _\ou tlieir 
full hiinian import. lipt me try and translate them into terms of hnman mise.r_\. Let 

iin* ask yon wlietliei' you have evei- kn«>\vn from ppi'sotial kno\vled^-e a sinp-h> cose of a 

iifsin or woman who has fallen a victim to this drup; evil? If you have, you need 

only recall that one case to your’ mem«>ry, and y(»u will realise that the fif'’ui‘es I have 

nuMitioned, translated into terms of sinp:lp injectiotis. riiTi into millions. ()n<> consi*>-n- 
ment alone mentioned hy t hi‘ Committee would amount to o\-er t hi-ee million injections. 
Think what that means. 

If you ha\e not personally had this e\perienc»*. let me ask y<»u to think of some 
friend, someone who is dear to you, some man or woman in the prime of lif»‘ with full 
]>h_\sical elliciency with a sound and <-lear mind, and then coTisider what would happ(‘n 
to such a person iji little inoi'e than a fi*w months if om-e he or she fidl a victim to this 
drnp: hahii. 'Fliat mifjht well ha])])en (piite innoceTitly, perhai)s in the tirst instance 
iiKM-ely hecause a search was made for relief fr<»m some temporary physical oi’ nuMital 
disti»‘ss. I’he process may he slow, hut the eml is certain, and that end is in e\ety 
case ahsolnti* destruction, jjhysical, mental ami moral, the lowest de])ths ol deo'radat ion 
to which the human heino- can sink. 

A'ow with that ]iictni-e in yonr mind, with yonr friend rotted to death hefore your 
eyes, what, I ask .vou, would he y(»ur f«‘elin‘''s if yon were tohl that there* are individuals 
who make their livinj; out <d' this li-ade, that there aie (jo\•‘inments which have it in 
(heir powi'r to jnit an <*nd to it and yet allow it to e*ontinu»*? Vet this is what the 
Committee tells us. It tells us in worels so restrained that their full impoit min-ht well 
he lost u])on those who leml them. I^et me epiote tin* ])assai*‘<* which follows the statistics 
which I have just mentioned. It is contained in para. 17 of the Committee’s He])oit : 

'I'lu'st* (say the Committed ai'e strikiiif^ and iilaiinin^' facts. 'riiey show the 
appalliup- extent and the ver\- wid<*spread ramifications of this illicit trallic. 'They aie 
the more strikin”*, and pndiahly the more alai'tninp-, when it is recalled that o4 nalioiis- 
and umon^ them arc* included all the niaunfact u rin”* and distii hut i ii”* coiiutrii*s aie 
I)arties to the lla“ue ('on vent ion, which im-ludes, as an ohlifjation accc*pted hy all 
tho si{?natories, a iirovision to the followinp- effect:-— ’ 'I'lie Contiactinc* Cowers sjoill 
enact pharmacy laws or refi’ulat ions to limit t*.\clnsiv»*ly to mi'dical and Ico'itimate pui- 
poses the* manufacture, sale* and use* of mor]>hiin* and ci^caini* and lh(*ir res])i*i*t i \ c salts 
. . . They shall co-operate with one anothei* to ])revi*nt tin* use of lhi*si> d)-ii;>s foi* 
any oth(*r pui'pose.’ 

This hrinc's me* to th<*s(*cond jioint which 1 wish to c'lnphasisc* in the Ri'porl which 
has hc'en suhniitted to ns. I ha\c* sj)okc*n of the c*xti*nt of this illicit tiallic. l,et im* 
ii*mind you of the ohli<>-ations nn<h*r which we alr«*ady are in this matter. 'I'liis is not one 
of those hitman jirohli'iiis which <•annot he solv«*d, which must he loh*ialed h«*cau'(* no 
remedy for it can he* found. ()n the cfmtrar.v, it is one which all tin* nations ot the 
W'oild have* recognised, have* already discuss«*d anions themselvi-s and have jded^cd 
themsel\»*s to remove. It is one <d' the evils of the world which this licacnii* ot Nations 
id (lUfs is coni])et(*nt to remedy. Europe, Americ*a and the* I'ar Cast are heiii**’ di'iii;;(*d 
with these* deadly narcotic drufrs. The individual c*tfoits of no single* nation can sti*ni 
the tide, hut the comhiiiat i<<n of all nations can produce that result. Hv such a com- 

hination the tide can he stemmed swiftly and etfec’t i vi*ly. 'riii* Stales Alemhcis id' this 

Ceaf>:ue aic* idready hound hy an 1 nteiiiatiimal ('onvc*ntion to do this, lent it still 

remains foi- pnhlic opinion in several countries to insist on tin* fuKiiment of that 

ohlifyat iein. 

'riiis is the task which yon are now asked to undertake*. The .Advisory Conunittev* 
has express«*d the opitiion that a ” clear statement as to the enormous volmm* and w Id.* 
(*xlent of the illicit tralHc, and a vivid ani)ie<*i:d ion of what tliat traflic means in 
terms of human suffering*, misi*i-y and de<>-|’adat ion, a ri* css(>nlial to pro<*-ress a nd reform." 

This (tommittei* has tolil us the facts. It has tried to <*iv(* us this appreciation. 
The ri*iuedy is now in our own hands. 

This hi’inc's me to my last point. AN ith this knowledpri* in our minds • knowled"'c* 
of the exti*nt of the traffic, knowledpa* «d' the ohlio-afious airi*ady nndej'tak<*n to put an 
«*nd to it --what r<>mains to he done? 

There are prohahly not more than .'{() factories in the world in which I h<*s<* drucs 
aie manufactured. If the* (xovernments c-oiic»*rned would put a rinc-fenci* round 
them so as to pr(*vent tlie products I'rom those* fa<*tories ev«*r j>'i*ttin'*' into tin* illicit 
markets, the evils would c(*as(* and this lejufiach to our civilisation would hi* removed.

Tin* otlu'f aspect of the o'cni'ial work upon which I desiri' to dwell t’o|- a few 
niimites is the s^sti'in of the int('rchaii''-c id health personnel vvliii h has been 
inanp'urati'd. I'cisoiis occupied in the elucidation and sidniion id health pnildems 
from I'verv conntrv liavc tin' oppoitiinitv to meet and discuss ipiestions of common 
import which inteiest ollii'r nations, in tact all nations alike. 'This piocediire has 
already bi'en fruitful ol oreat results. Speakinp- specially for m_v countiy, I welcome 
a di'iiartiire which will he ot ine't i niahle value to siich distant lountries as mine. 

'rill* third e-i'iieial aspect ot which I wish to sjieak tor a monient is the system of 
intei national health courses, ot studies and instruction in health piohleins, which aie 
piven to peo|)le ot all countries in selected centres. 'I’hese aie the ceneial asjiects 
of the work; I now come to the particular. 

The Health Orp'a nisat ion, throuph its various bodies, has carried out valuable 
work in the matter of slei'iiinp: sickness the research into which is ot sfiecial benefit 
to vast, tracts in Africa; it has conducted a confeience on i aides and this also will be 
of henelit to many lands. 'I'liere are, however, (wo matters of vvhi<-h I wish to sjieak 
with Sfiecial enifihasis. I will first lefcr i.i the iMaUitiu llH|uiiy. Altlltiriu is ttli 
lllllinst universal disease: it has been pointed out that even in a coant r,v like Fiiipland, 

where it is }>cnerally siipfiosed (hat malaria does not exist, this disease has not been 

entirely eradicated; but to a country like mine research into malaiia is a matter of the 
preatest imjiort. 'I'lie .Malaria ('omniission has visited Kniofie, .8\ria. and Palestine, 
and hojies to visit India. On hehalf ot the (lovernnient of India a very cordial in¬ 
vitation has been e.xtended to the members of that t'onimission, and 1 trust that their 
useful work will be coni i lined in India to the niutnal benefit of that country and the 
lest of tlio world. 

I now ]iass to the Sinpapore Hiireaii. I attach siiecial importance to (Ik* vvoik 
of that linrean, not only liecaiisc it is cllicaeions in pivinp- early intimation of the 
siiread of ejiidemics and'servinp- as a centre for re.scarch, but because it is a visible 

link between the life of the tiopics. the life of (he Orient ami the life ot the Leapne, 

as forniiiip an invaluable liaison bi'twei'ii tin* work done at tieneva and that cai’ried 
out in far-oll’ countries. 

The Sinpapoie lliirean is not only valuable in itself, it is exjiiessive ot the ideals of 
the Iji'ap'iie, the ideals id universal service, ot univi'rsal work. 

These jiroblems do not; loom very larpe in the public eye, hut they are as sio-niti- 
■aid as the ostensiblv preater jiroblems which are the topics of Journal ist ic eticoiinteis 
iiiid debates. It is not least tbrouph such orpaiiisat ions as the ('ommittee for t'oninin- 
iiiealions and 'I'lansit, the Hcononiic (’oiilereiiee, the Health ('ommittee, and the 
heapue's other technical oipanisations that world unity, for which the Leapue stands, 
"ill lie achieved.

Ami 1 am sine the importance of economic 
barometers cannot be over-estimated, but it should be remembered that -the economic 
barometer, unlike the physical baroiiietiM-. is one that iloes not register differently for 
ditVerent climes or heights. 'I'lie world has recently been so iniicli reduced in size 
by scientific discoveries and inventions that the fall of the bai-omider relating to cotton 
in Kgypt is bound to affect the markets in India, .-Vnierica and Miirope. Therefore, 
the economic barometer of the future is to be one which is extremely sensitivi' and 
delicate, and serves for all countries and all climes and all continents. It is the one 
work which, in its universality, is the ideal work for the League to accomplish, and I 
wish the experts engaged in it every success.

I could usefully take any part in it. The discussion at one time grew very e.vciling. 
The point of order, c/’r., whether this Poiumitlee had jurisdiction to discuss the iiiies- 
tion before it, and for the matter of that whether the l/cague of Xations itself had 
jurisdiction to discuss this matter, was being hotly discussed, and at the same time 
several issues relevant to the pi'oposal, as well as irrelevant to the pro]iosal, were also 
agituting the speakers. The Ifon, Member from Australia raised the ([iiestion of order 
in an acute form, uiging that the consideration of the ])ro|)osal constituted breach of 
the (Covenant which was sacred to th<‘ League. ,Vt that stage 1 mentioned. Sir (I’re-i- 
ilerit), to you that T was going to raise a point of order whether any matter otlier than 
the (luestion of jurisdiction is open to (liscussion. At that stage tin* Hon. ^lembei 
from Australia modified hi.s position, and later it was stated that the subject wa, 
within the jurisdiction of the Committee as well as the Tauigue, and theridore the real 
que.stion for discussion remained—should the jiroposal of Finland and others b(> agreed 
to or not?' The representiitive of lli'itain. Major Klliot, summed uji the position liicidlv . 
holding that the subject is within our juri.sdiction, but the cuj-rent of opinion exjiressiMl 
in the (^’oniniittei* is not in favour of the proposal, and the proposal did not secure 
general sujijiort. With that conclusion 1 am inclined to agree, but before \ say nn.\- 
thing on tin's »iuestion 1 wish. Sir, f<» make the position of India clear in the niattiu 
of alcoholism. 

Indian opinion in the matter of alcoholism is very strong, and it is decidetllv 
against alcolndism. As the (Vinimittee is no doubt auare. since the llefornicd trovern- 
ment has tiecii ojierating, c.xcise is a I’l-oviiudal transfcrreil subject, which means that 
I’roviiicial I .egislatiires have full i-oiiti-<d of I'Xi-isc (>\cepling such part as relates to 
foreign litpior, which is still a Central subjei-t. .Most of the Province-, have, passed 
excise legislation on the lines of giving local option to local bodies. Indian opinion 
is very strongly for controlling liquor, and a very strong body of juiblic opinion is in 
favour of jirohibit ion. .Ml the Alinistrics in chargi^ of e.xcise in dilTerent Provinces 
are in jirinciple for pi-ohibition. and have not actually adojited prohibition chietlv 
because it is in India so vei-y difficult to cnfori'e it. T ma\- mention that the difficul¬ 
ties of enforcing prohibition in India are greater than in other countries because theie 
exist natural facilities for illicit ili.stillation of liquor to an extent that does Utit exist 
elsewhere, and regulations cannot be enforceil jn remote and sparsely jiopulated areas 
where palms and kikr grow wild and very primitive airangements for illicit distilla¬ 
tion are sutficienl. I have no doubt in course of time Indian public men will try to 
create strong public opinion in favour of jjrcdiibitioii, ami it will then bt> possible for 
the Ministers to lead on to the goal whiidi they have set before themselves of enforcing 
prohibition. ft is much to be i-egretted that the evil of alcoholism follows in the foot¬ 
steps of industrialism on a large .scale. .\ n iiulustrial centre somehow or other falL 
a victim to this evil. Whether this is so in all the countries of the West 1 do not 
know, but ill the case of Inrlia such is the general impression left in my mind by look¬ 
ing at various industrial centres. Al<-oholism is treated in India as an evil, but it i- 
not yet a seriou.s problem there, and Provincial (xovei-nments a,re trying to keep it 
under strict conti'ol, and on the whole if may he sniil that, the I nrlian excise laws ar<‘ 
satisfactxiiy and there is a vejy <-lear tendency at keeping the consumption low. 

As regards the international qxiestion which i.s before the Committee for decision 
now, I am hardly competent to expres.s an opinion. It is a mattiu’ which needs intimate 
knowledge of the conditions prevailing in the Ccufintuit of Furope, and various dele¬ 
gations from Kuropean countries, accredited agent.s of their Govern inputs, are in the

In exercise of that 
tri'i'dom India has recently adopted a policy «d' discrini i nat i ii”' protection. hut this 
policy does not conflict at all with the jirinciples of the Coufereni-e Report. It is 
;.'eiieially acci'pted in India that an\- industry which seeks protection must jirove itself 
to he one which has natural ad\an(a<r«'s aiul is <-apahle of eventually meetino' world 
competition unaided. In these cir«-unistances the protection recommended hy the 
Indian 'I'aritT Hoard is always understood to he for a limited nnmher of yiuirs only. 
'Pile Report id' tin' Fconomic Conferctici' will• receivi' full tmhlicity in Imlia, and thi'ie 
is little douht that win'll it has heen fully (‘.xamiin'd and discussed it will he fouml 
to he in •i’enr'ral conformit.N with Indian economic policy.

Sii' Rama.swami .\yyar pointed out that, having been one of the iiiembeis ol the 
Drafting Committee, he realised the difliculties <if reconciling various interests, but 
inasmuch as the delegate last year had mentioned the topic of tlie adequate i-epic-sen- 
tation of agricultural interests he felt it was his «luty to put forward c(*rtain considera¬ 
tions vcdevaijt to tlie dis<uission. In the first j)!acc it must not be forgottcui thai in 
India the number of persons directly intereste<l in agricutural operations, either as 
actual labounus or as pt-tisant proprietors or large holilers id' land, is much more than 
lOtt millions. He drew attention to the immensity of tlie figure for tlie pur])o-.e of 
emphasising the. g’reat i»uportaiu-e of agri<-ulture to his country. It is woi-thy of 
remark that one of the great eoiitriliutions of the Economic Conference to this part 
(d the work was the instance on the importame of agricultme, and its elevation to a 
pla<‘e equal to that occupied by that of industry and commerce. Another feature 
peculiar to his country was that tin* agricultural worker, and iiuhuul all agricultural 
interests, were unoi-gatiised and had not forme<l themsidves into utiions which wci-e 
capabh^ of looking after their own interests. 1'his remark is api)roj)riate to a ceitaiii 
extent even to industrial woi'kers, hut was paiticularly apjilicahle to Indian agi-icul- 
ture. N(dwithstanding this difliculty, it was not impracficahlc, and indeed it 'vas 
e,'>ent:al, that such iniiiiense inteiests should la* a<lequately i-epr(‘sented either on the 
Economic Committee or on the Preparatoi-y Cf)mmittee. or both, and represented so 
as to indicate* not only the iitiportance attributed to agricutural interests but to the 
special conditions of a distant Eastern country which plays a lai-ge part in the sum 
f(dal of the agricutural activities of the world.

1 hiive no wish to prolong the general discussion which has already proceeded in 
this ('ommittee for three days. On the contrary, if 1 intervene it is chiefly with the 
object of suggi'sting that tin* Committei* might now jirot end with the detailed 
examination of the, subjects submitted to it. I have listened with great interest and 
attention to the s(ie«*ches whi<di have been made in rhe Assemblv and in thi.s Com¬ 
mittee, and I would ask your [(ermissitm, iMr. President, to say in a very few words 
how tho.se speec'hes have been impressed one who i- new to your debates. 

I’hn country which I repi’csi'iit h<*re as the hcail ot the* Indian Delegation is less 
intimately concerned with the subject of your debates than others whose delegates 
have taken a prominent part in them. India depends for its defence* in the niain 
upon the Hritisli Elect and on the sohlarity of the Pritish Em]>ire. In that connectiim, 
therefore our interests are in the charge id' the Pritish Delegation. 'I he army niaiu- 
taiiied in India for int(*riial sei-uiity or for the deience ot Its land frontiers has been 
consiclerably reduced in recent years. I should, however, point out that it is engaged 
in a task very difTereiit from that whicdi you have in your minds when you spe;ik in 
these rooiii.s of war aii<l, the alternativ(*s to war. I he iiiajority of the Members of the 
League ai'e nations which arc* actually at peace with their neighbours and whose arina- 
ments exist to deal with a. contingency whicdi they believe to be remote and y hich 
thev hope will never .'irise. d'hey send tlieir luemhers here every year to discuss 
whether, and, if so, how, these coiitiiigeucies may In* made even more r(*mote or may 
be dealt with otherwise than by arnianients, which, il not needed, beconie mere burdens 
on their finances which they can ill afford to maintain. India, on the contrary, has 
on her frontier tribes whose traditions, and instincts, and habits of life a^i’e those <d 
war—not war a,s it is spoken of in our d(*bale.s, as it is understood in the ( oyenaiit of 
the liCague, a resort, to force as a final measure utter all tin* resources of diplomacy 
have been exhausted, but war in a more primitive sensi*. war which is jiractised as an 
almost daily occupation, as a jirofession of^ brigandage. In dealing with --uch 
neighbours the securities which the League ot Xatious has to offer us can be ot no 
value. 

In the few words I have to address to >ou. therefore, I speak rather as a sincere 
believer in the value of the League of Xatious to the world at large tliaii -as the dele¬ 
gate of a country which derives any special advantages from the security against war 
which it has to offer. 

What has struck me. Gentlemen, in listening to these debates i.s the valixe which 
f.peaker after speaker has seemed to attach to the leaffirmation in some phrase or 
formula of principles whiVh are alieady acc epted by all the States Members—and not 
merely accepted as ideals, but which thi*y have pledged themselves by treaty to put in 
prac'tice should the need arise. 
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The Ni'therlauds delejyaie has asked us to i’onsidev whether the time has not come 
to re-exam in (* the pjiiieiples of security, arbitration and disarmament, which were pro- 
jninent teat>ires of tlie Protocol of 1924, hut which he himself now admits are also 
featTires of the ('ovenaiit itself. 

'I’he Ihilish deley'ute has jrsked us to ief{ister a new declaration that a war of 
aff^rcssiiin is an interuatioiial crime. f have no objection to his resolution, but as 
^1. Scialoja has reminded tis, this (lot's not frive ns anytliiii}:r more than the Conven- 
aut ; and 1 would ask, does not this readirmation of the fundamental pi’ineiplea of the 
Covenant without any new sanctions ^jive frround for the criticism that we are nervous 
lest these principle should be forf^otteii if they are not constantly rpi)eated? 

'riie daufi-er is not that oui- principles should be foif^otteii, but that they should 
come to he reo-ai-ded as no more than foi-imiliv. counsels of perfection, which belong’ 
to tlie region <)f ideals rather than to the practice of States: and that da tiger, is increased 
rather tlnin diminished by the mere repetition of these ideals. 1 hope tlierefore that 
this Committee will not cotitent itself with merely accepting M. Sokal’s projm.sal. 1 
agree with M. Hriand timt <uice we have dreamed disarmanu'nt—and we have done 
more than tliat, we have juoinised if—we are bound to find some means of giving- it 
practical eft’ect. (lentlemen, it is the business of this (’ommittet* not merely to dream, 
not nierely to reaffirm general jirincijiles, but to work out in a businesslike way their 
juactical apjdication in a aorld of realities. 

Some of us are inclined to insist on tin need for ar lion, others on the difhcul(i»‘s 
of action. W liat niattei'f' both aie helpful. If we arc not convinced of the need, 
we shall not be at suificient pains to overcome the dilliciilt ies. If we aie not reminded 
of the difficulties and face them, we shall find that our measures will not stand the 
test of action when they (onie to be applied. You may feel that some of the speeches 
we have listened to ai'e. like advei’se winds, whilst others are more favouring gali*s, but 
tho.se whti know how to sail a ship can advanc«* hy the aid of a head wind no less than 
with that ot a wind astern. If you look out of these windows uimn that lake which 
is ever hefoie our eyes while we live in (leneva, you will see many little sailing boats 
floating- like swans upon its blue water. Some are pi-oc-i-eding up the lake, some down, 
some are c-rossing from one side, some from the other, but it is tbe same wind which 
proj)els them all. So with our work, it is the public- opinion of the world whic-li 's 
our motive fovc-e. Scenic cin-rents may appear to be opj)osed to onr wishes or aims. 
Wo c-annot ignore them, we c annot go against them, but ley tac-king either to the riglit 
or to the leit we may make even those c-ui-rent's serve to advi»nc-e us further towards our 
goal. 

On this (hminiittc'e it is ric)t a c’luestion of dc'fining th:»t goal, of stating new 
principles or of i-eaffiniung those that have been alrc-ady stated and agrc'ed. AV'hat 
we have to do is consc-ientioiisly, laboriously, patiently, to discover and reeommencl 
(he nieans by which those fu-inciples may be applied with the most advantage. By 
signing the Covenant of the T,eague, the nations of the world have rc'gistered their 
cleterniiiialicjn to find and to use some means of settling international disputes c)tiier 
than wai-. 1 lie repetition in this room of that detc'rmination is mere waste of time. 
What we have to do is to advise how it may find practic al etVect. If one means jn-oves 
sibortive we must find anotlier. If work of a whole session is found to have bc-en in¬ 
effective bc^causc? onr recommendations have failed to find agreement among the 
mvtions wlii<-h wc rc'jirescnt, we must seek for mc*ans <)f sc*c-uring g-reater agreement. 
If one c-onference on naval disarmainent bus failed we should rather explore the c-auses 
of its failure with faith than bewail the fact of its failure with despair. To improve 
if po.ssible the* machinery of arhitratioii to make that method of sc>ttling disputes more 
attractive to the nations of (he world, to inc-rease if possible the sec urity which can be 
alfordcd to all iiations against aggre.ssicm from its-neighbour.-c—and .so td make possible 
that jn-ogre.ssive cli.sarmameni whic-h every country desires for its well-being and 
de\elopmc*nt tiiat is the task of the* licague of Nations. To sug-gest pi-artical mean.s 
for (he attainment of the.se aims is (he (ask of this Committee*, a ta.sk to which I hone 
It will now devote itself without furtlier debiy. *

In the first plac e*, after thanking Sir Kdward Hilton Young for the kind refereiic'.es 
made bv him to the Indian Hc'legation’s Re.scdution last year. Sir Rainas-wauii Ayyar 
pointed iciit that the objec*! of that Rc*solution was not exc-lusivelv tej achieve eeonoinv 
ill tlm administration of the League and (he allied orgiuiisations.' If (he League is (o 
fiini-ticm adeciuatcdy so as to fulfil its objc'cts thorcmghlv and attain those ideals 
of universality whic h have been referr(*cl to in the meetings of t.he .\s.seinbly, it ha.s 
imc-essarily to he very circ-umspect so that no one. group of .ac-tivities absorbs the bulk 
ot its financ-es, and so that all the ccnintrios of the woj-ld may bc'nefit by the ac*tivities 
of the organisation. He then spec*ificallv referred to tbe International ITenlth Organi- 
sation. lie pointed out that it is yio.ssihlc (hat a laj-g-c* part of the expenses of the 
Singapore Bureau niav bec-ome a charge on the liCague Health Budget in tln» future. 
He ob.serv(*ci with satisfac-tioii that fc)r _^the year under consideration , there was no 
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ititentiuii of curtuiliiiff the nativities of the Rureau, itiusiiiuoii as the proposed coiitri* 
hution lor the Bureau is the same for 192S ns for Althouf^h India is not spoeinlly 

io (lie exjxMist^s of the litireaii like sojne of the couiilries, still it niust 
not be foixotten that llm fjeneral l■ontrihIllion of India to the hudf>et of the J.eag-ue is 
aiul (hilt (lie eouiilry is the sixth lur< 4 *est eoiitriliutoi* to (ho I'oveiiuo side 
-ot the hud^ol. In these eii*eiiinslunees it is Jiot uiiiiatural that India sliould urj^’o very 
slruiig'ly thill (he Siiij^'upore Jiureau, wliieli is the main or^aii of (he Iieap;iie\s aetivitic*-' 
m the east, sliould he put on a sefure tooting' hefore new eoniniitnuMits are undertaken. 
IJe had heard with ffrutifieation that the Roekefeller cijutriliulii^u was likely to he 
leiiewed, liiit it is always well to he piepared tor all eont iiif^eneies, and having re^^ard 
espeiually to the laet that it ha“ heen pruetieally decided that the Health Biidji'ei 
.-houhl not exceed in the a)*»'>‘''}.’':iie one iniliiun Swis> francs, lie proposed thiU everv 
eftort should he niaile hy the l.caj^iu* aiithoi'ilies to si'c that the future of this very 
iiiiportaot hraneh of tlie licaj^ue s "work should not he jeopardised in any manner. He 
made these remarks not. hy way ol attaehiii<' any hhiiiie to any oilieer, liut merely as 
a rule of hudpet procedure to he followed not only in the mattei- of the Health Bu(i}>-et 
but in all other iiudertakiiip's. He n**yt (pioted tlie Resolution of the Assiuiilily of 
lfl'^2 to the i‘lh“<’t that. (‘Xpeiuliture imoirred lor .sjx'eiiil iiivesi ij^ations in tlie sjieeial 
interests oi one or more Meiiihers ol tin* Ijeaf>'iie should he met hy those Meiiiher". 
Ife lelt eontideiit tliat this priiieijile had h«*en kepf in view in the fi’aminp' of the 
hudp:et. He al>o n'fernxl to the ]iart h-ipation hy various t iovernnients who ai'c nut 
Members of the Heap-ue in Conferences liehl under the au.spiees of the l<ea<>-iie. He 
noted tliat the I iiited State's had made itself resjumsihle for its share of the exjienses 
of these (-ellfen'iK'es, hut he hoped that as a tinaneial canon all States which pariiei- 
jjiiti'd in tlie activities of the liea;'.iie should he expi'cted and called upon to pay their 
.sliiire. Tin.-lly, he specially iidverti'd tu the 1‘uhlieat ion Dejiartnieut, and hoped that 
it would he reorf''anise<l and put on a strictly eoniniereial basis He noticed tliin such 
a process had ali'eady heen coninienceil. hut he liojieil that it would he exjieditod and 
that a rule would he made .so that the' puhlications of tin.' [ica^i’ue would pay their way. 
He was in favour of the appointiiient hy tlie Leao’iie of ap’eiits for tlie sale of its piihli- 
( ations in India, and sliowed that then* is ahsolntelv no hoiH of oftii'ial persons who 
are eha]',”(*d -with the task of iiopularisinjr the ae-tivities and lielpin*' the sale of the 
publications of tin* TiCa/'iic', so much so, that it was a matter of soim* dillmulty in 
India to p-i't hold of those jiiihlieations exee'pt tliroii<>-li the kind ofliees of the i/cp ishitive 
Departiii«*nl of the (lovi'mini'iit of Iiirlia. whieli in turn diil not imssi'ss a really 
.aileipiate lihraiy of T,ean-u<' literature.

Sir C. I’. Rania.swanii .Vyyur emphasised that the report of the Siih-Coniniittee 
was essentially a matter of eonnironiise aiul adjustiiii'iit. It could he clearly .seen from 
the reiiort that there were two currents of o]>iiiioii. It Imd heen sii<rp:ested that it 
was |)ossihIe that :i trihiinal of tin' kind propo.sed would not hi' as useful as the jiursuit 
<if tlie idea of eonciliat ion, I'itlier hy means of spcrtul safi'ciiardiii^ clauses in the 
eontniets ot till' Secretariat or hy other means. It was pointed out on the other siije 
that in the matter of sanctions ami as to the law ajijilieahle in I'uch ease (lien* existed 
H'reat di Ilieulties to hi' overeonie lu'fore the scheme could he siieeessfully workeil. 

1’lie fiindaiiieiital problem was whether the eniiiloyees of tin* licaj^iie, who had no 
lepral means of enforeiiic' their ri^'hts, emild liest ]>e protected tiy the estahlishmenl of 
siioli a tribunal or hy some ot lier means. 'I’lie Siih-Conmiittee had liad to decide 
wlietlier this trihunal would he u.seful and expedient. 

After readinfi- his report Sir Raniaswanii Ayyar said that it was obvious that the 
report was a eoiiijironiise. One of the principal elements in tlieii doeision had been 
what was termed in arfjument the ])syeliolo<>ieal aspect. Tim ljea{i'ue of IXatioiis was 
an orpfanisatioii wliieh. emleavoiired to eneourao'e arbitration in the intenialional field, 
and it had heen pointed out that its own employees had at present no trihunal where 
appropriate relief I'ould he elainied reprardin<r nmlters in controversy lietween them 
'iiid the S(>er(*lary-(ilem‘ral and hlffher authorities. 

Sir Rama-swami Ayvar said that he uiiderstood tliat the A.sseinhly was to adopt 
a provisional statute and in a separate resolution to lay down that tin’s statute, settiiifi;' 
up the framework of the .\diiiiiiistrati\e Trihunal. should lu* suhjoet to revision in 1981. 
He would have* iin objection to this.

1 am >;lnd that we have an oiiportunity this year of devolliipr a short time to the 
''oiisidej'ation of what may, T suppose, he refrarded as the nioist iniportaiit siiip'le aeliieve- 
aient of last year’s Assembly, an aehiex'enieiit which, while it redoumled u'enerully to the 
'■'aulit of the Tieaffue, owed mui'li at the same lime both in its inception and in ita 
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iieK'oLtitidii to ii clistiag'uish(‘(l ivou^iie whose absence we all pei’sonally reffret 

this yc'jir. It is ti ineas\ire which fulfils in the highest sense the Jjcaffuti iileal of 
proiiiotiti^ the c-aust*s «)f hnniaiiity and civilisation 

I have asked your ijerniissioii to address the Committee primarily for the purpose 
<if corrcoiiu<r a misunderstanding For which the Indian l)elef?ntion at last year’s 
Asscuubly was inadvertently resnonsibli'. The leader of the Indian llelegation last 
yeai' in his sneecli in the Assendjly on the adoption of the Slavery (^invention, referred 
to the Ki'ifrdoni of Xepal, au imlepeiuleut State on the northern frontier, whic-.li had 
lecently completed the liberation of nearly (iO.OtX) slaves at a cost which, thoufrh con¬ 
siderable, was by no numns heavy in relation to the work accoinjilished. Ho went on 
to say that this was a i-esult on whi«>h the Kinjrdoin of ^lepal niitrh.t be cong'ra tula ted, 
and that it was clear evidence of the influence of the Tiea<rue in the l')nst. It has 
since hi*en pointed out, on behalf of the Nfaharaja of Nepal, that the int':*ntiou to 
liberate slaves in Nejial was announced before the Nepalese authorities could have 
known that the Lea<>ue was takin<r the iiuestion of slavery in hand, and that accord- 
inirly the project for liberatin<r these slaves had been conceived ([uite independently 
of tlie veiit ilat ion of the sul)je«-t b\- the Lca}>*U€‘ of Nations. 1 make this statement 
in oriler that the (Jovi'rinuent of that Slate may receive all the credit to which they 
are lefritiniatcly entitled for their enliprhtened ]>olii-y. The fact whii'h T now bring' 
to your notice is evidiMice of the spontaneous attention which Kastern rulers are now 
giving to matters of this character. Those (Tovernments whiidi may have a similar 
■task to face might study with advantage the history and niethoils of slave liberation 
in Nejial. 

Two events of imjnutauei* have ocmirred in India during th<> last 12 months in 
connection with slavery. First Ilis Highness the Khan of Kalat, a State in the 
extreme west, of India, lias, aft<*r many years of persistent effort., tinally su'ci-eeded in 
abolishing" all forms of private property in human beings. Secondly, the (iovernment 
of lluruia sent last winter two e\p(‘ditions into the wild regions in the extreme east 
of India fill the ])ur])o.se of securing" the liberation of slaves. These, regions vv"ere 
partly includi'd in the areas exi luded from the Convention of last year. 'I'lio expedi¬ 
tions wen* entirely su("cessful, and slaveiy has now ju-acticallv^ ceased in Rurma. Rut 
the sev’ere and dangerous nature of the operations is uuhappiljv .shown in the fact that 
one British Officer, one Tndiau non-i-ommissioned oflicer and one Tnilian follower lost 
their lives as u result of a treacherous attack made by the. inhabitants of a disafVi'cted 
village. I need not say moi-e about these two events, as full details have alieady been 
communicated to all Members of the League, excejit that, in the ease of Kalat we have 
very rt*<"cntly received fresh iufoi niation of a tour which has been carried out to .survey 
the effects of the measure of last year in that State. It is reported as a lesult of the 
tour that “ it can now be .safel,v" said that slavery no longer exists in tin* Kalat Stati*, 

that the transition fiom slaveiy to free labour has taken plai'e without any unilue 

disturbance of social or economic conditions and that there is no danger of a ietni"n 
to flu* former state.” 

1 am natui"allv glad to be able fo bring to your notice the* su("i"es.s which has 
atlended the notalilc reforms initiated and cai-rieil thiough by one of the Ruling Piinces 
of India. 

Last vear Sir William N'inceut, the leader of the Indian Relegation, in signing 
tin* Convention was obliged, foi- constitutional reasouis, to make a reservation excluding 
the Indian States from the Convention. He said that slavery in the ordinary .>ense 
was no! now juactiM-d in any Indian State, ami that where conditions amounting to 
forced I'.iliour were present no seriour; abuses existed, anil progi-et'.s was being niaile in 
removing" oi mitigating those conditions. He. saiil furtlii*!" that the (lovernmi'iil of 

India would not fail to bring" to the notice of the Rulers of the Indian Stal«‘> the 

provisions accepted foi" British India under the Convention, together with suitable 
recommendations. I am now' alile to inform .you that the (Tovernnient of India liav"e 
brought the Coiivcntiim to the notice of Rulers of Tndiun States in the liglit of this 
undertaking", and 1 am sure I can say with ciinfidence that the Ruling Princes ot 
India who are eoncerned w'ill di'vote themselv"es earnestly to acei'lei-ating the removal 
of anv vestiges of londitioiis akin to slavery that mav still survive, and to securing 
the general obsei-vame of the .standard aimed at by (he Convention in those States, 
if an.v, in vvhieh it ma.v be fniiml that that standard has not yet been fully attained. 
I iiiav' add that m.v" own State i.s one of those in which slavei’.y and also forced l.ibovii" 
have been aludi.shed since a vei"y long time, ami that soeial reforms of all kind-- have 
been introdmed in British India as well n<s in almost all the Indian States, and great, 
projfieas haa been generally made in this direetion.

I do not desire to detain the (himmittoe long; T rise only for the purpose of 
■stating that I have been insti-ueted b.v my Government to support the proposal made 
bv the distinguished delegate from Norway. I see no difficulty in adopting the svsleni 
of pi"oj)ort ifuial representation w-ith a transferable vote in regard to^ the elections for 
the three non-permanent seats in the Council, and I have been in^itnicted to say that, 
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in the opinion of my Ooverniiient, the AMHembly will be more fairly represented under 
this system. A good deal huis been said about the practical difficulties of putting the 
system into operation, but from the little study' 1 have been able to give to the details 
of the sy'^stem, the practical difficulties do not seem to me to be very' serious. It must 
be remembered that the electorate in the Assembly will be far more competent and 
tar smaller than the average, electoi'ate in a (Jeneral l'’lection in a l•'.uropeau State, 
and also that it will not be attected by thi* violent storms of local feeling "which aie 
apt to sweep over the constituency during a Ccneial Klectimi. At any rate, in my 
Jiumble ojiiiiioii, the sy'steni is worth further study, and I woubl suppoi't the proposal 
of the distingui.shed deb'g’ate, from Norway'.

(5. 'L’he (.lotumissioii lias already had the ailvantage of informal interviews with 
important and representative bodies ainl deputations both at Delhi and several Provinces, 
and has been much assisted by these interviews in appreciating the nature of some of tho 
main questions which it will shortly begin to investigate. 

7. 'riie Appi'inli.v to this notice contains a list of some of these tojiics (though the list 
does not. profess to be exhaustive), and written statements or memoranda are also invited 
on any other siilijcet witliiu the Commission’s terms of reference. It will be understoiul

•in Boys* Secondary Schools (aided and unaided) including Madrasahs in the Chittagong 
Division will be held at the Chittagong Normal School on the J8th June 1928, at 11 A.H., 
and on the following date, if necessary.

(c) Pandits and Maulvis employed in teaching oriental classical languages other 
than pandits in Sanskrit /61a and maulvis in Madrasahs. They must have 
passed the Sanskrit Title Examination or the Final Examination of a senior 
grade Madrasah. The examination in the case of these classes of teachers will 
be conducted either in English or vernacular at the option of the candidate. 

3. The examination will consist of— 

(а) A practical examination in class control, the candidate being required to keep a. 

class of, at least, a dozen boys attentive and fully occupied throughout a 
lesson. 

(i) A practical test of teaching ability, the candidate being required to give two- 
lessons on any two of the subjects—English, Bengali, Sanskrit, Arabic, 
Persian, Urdu, flistorj'.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The list of central subjects in Schedule 1 to the Devolution Rules, made under 
section loA of the Government of-India Act, includes the following ;— 

(1) Shipping and navigation ; 

{2) Lighthouses ; 

(3) Port cjuurantine ; and 

(4) Major ports. 

All these subjects are now administered through the agency of the Local Governments, 
as providoil by section -l.'iA (1) (e) of the Goveniuent of India Act, and ‘statutory powers in 
respect of them have liillierto to a large extent been vestoil in the Local Governments. 
At a Conference hebl in Delhi in Nov6nil)er which was attended by repfeseniatives 

of the Local Goveriiinonts, the Uhairiuen of the Port Trusts of tho major ports, Port 
Officers and I’ort Health Odicers, as well as by representatives of the Departments of the 
froverninent of India ooncerne.l, it was considered whether these subjects should continue 
to be administered through the agency of tiio Local Governments or should be administered 
direct by the Governor General in Conncil. As a result of tiieso discussion.s, the Government 
of India decided that (1) shipping and navigation, and ^2) lighthouses should be adminis¬ 
tered direct, and tliat legislation should be nnderlakon so as to vest tlie necessary statutory 
powers in the Governor General in Council. They also decided that tiie question of 
the major ports, about which tliere was some diff’ereiice of opinion, should he reconsidered 
later when experience of the central admitiistration of other subjects had been gained. 
Port quarantine, wliich is closely connected with the sanitation of the port generally, will 
also be ilealt with separately. 

2. The Indian Lighthouse Act, which was passed in September 1927, provides for the 
direct administration of lightlioiis-s by the Governor General in Council. The object of 
the present Hill is to amend the Indiait Merchant Shipping Act, 1923, so as to provide for 
the administration of sliiiipiiig and navigatinu by tlie Governor General in Council direct, 
instead of through tlie agency of tlic J^ocal Governments. The .amendmeuts wliich are 
specified in the Schedule to the Bill are mainly lorrnal, substituting tbe words Governor 
General in Council ” for “ Local Government” and making the necessary consequential 
amendments. Clause 7 of tlie Hill, liowev<ir, empowers the Governor General in Council 
to ilolegate to any liocal Government all or any of liis powers under tins Act. This 
provision has lieen incliKled in the Hill to give the necessary el:i--tioity in ailminisiratiim 
during tho jteriod of transition, and to permit the delegation of powers in matters wliich, 
it may be found, can more conveniently continue to be administered through the agency 
of the Local Governments.

Several 
attempts made in this diri’Cfion in the past have all pr’actically failed, owing, it is believed, 
to the existence of powerful non-Indian interests in the coasting trade oi' India. There 
can he no doubt that the growt.Ii of an Indian Merchant Marine would prove‘a powerful 
factor in the employment of Indian talent and *the further e,\lension of Indian trade in 
various directions in a manner calcnhated to advance'the national interests of India.

Tho present system nf recruitment of seumeii through the licensed brokers and ghat 
seranga and ghat butlers, which pre-eminently lends itself to extensive practice of bribery 
and corruption, has been unreservedly condemned by the Seamen’s Hecruiiment Com¬ 
mittee, apiiointed b 3 ’ the Covcrnment of in<lia in 11*22. The t'ommittee recommended the 
abolition of the present system and its Bubstitutiou by the Employment Htireau, organised 
and maintainetl, either by the representative associations of shipowners and seamen in 
Co-operation or by tho Slate, as suggested in tli.* draft convention for establishing facilities 
for biiding employment for seamen, framed and ailopted by the (I(-m>ral Conference of 
the International Labour Urgaiii7.ation of the League of Nations, in ibs^sission at Geneva 
in June l'J20. This Hill is intended to give ellect to the uiuinimous recommendation of 
the (’oimuittee for the establishment of the Employment Bureau by the State and the 
abolition of the system of recruitment through thi' lici-nsed hrokcu’s, ghat serangs and 
ghat butlers. The penal ]irovision8 with regaril to the receipt of unauthorised re.inunora- 
tions for securing employment for seamen have been further stiffened in accordance with 
the recommendations of tho CotniniUee.

OB.JECTS AND HEABONS. 


Article 41 of the Indian Limitation Act, 1908, pro\ides u tliree _\ears’ period of limi¬ 
tation for a ward to --oi-k to set aside a transfer of properly niaie by his guardian, and the 
{lerioil begins to run from the time the ward attains majority. It has been held liy th** 
Law (h)iirts that this Article governs the case of the cancellation of transfer of property 
by a mother as guardian. Oit the other hand, .Article 12(1 provides a limitation period of 
twelve years for a Hindu, governed by tho law of MUfUishara, to set a.side his father’s 
alienation of am’estral property, the limitation period beginning to run from the time the 
alienee, takes jiossession id’ the i>roperty. Hut it will be seen find in both the cases,, the 
limitation period should be tli>j same. Indeed it will often be found that, tran.saetions of 
transfer of property ma<le by mothers are more imprudent than those made by fathers. 
.At any rate in tho case of mothers, there is greater opportunity for transfers of properti' 
bidng the result of fraud, misrepresentation, innirudence and ignorance, (.'onsequently 
wanls would be imtitled to get the benefit of at least as large a period of limitation in this 
case as in the case of transfers by their fathers. The reasoning, I think, applies eijuaWy 
to all the communities, and it would be tpiite an approiiriate provision from the point of 
view of minor’s interests, to tix' a uniform period of limitiitioa in all such cases, namely, 
a period of twelve years. Tho jiroposed «leletii>n of .Article 41 and tho enactment of the 
now Article I2t)A will, I think, meet the needs of the case.

'I'ho port is the outlet to tlie. sea of the Province of Assam, and it is 
considered desirable th.it its futttr*> th-velopineut should be co-ordinated with the 
development' of the A.^sain Bengal Railw.-iy. At the retjuest of the Government of

The object of this Hill is tt> entible a company to hold (lovernment securities jointly 
with a private individual or another corporate l»ody and t ■> empower Government to ji ly 
the amount of the security to the surviving joint holder in any case that may arise. 

Section 4 (/j («) of the Indian Securities Act, 19211, lays down that when a Govern¬ 
ment securitj'is ptijuiblo to two or more persons jointly, ami either or tiny of them ilius, 
the security shall bo payable to the survivor or survivors of those persons. Though by 
virtue of section il {■/!/) of the General tMauses Act, 1-S97, “person ’ includes a company or 
association or boily of individuals, whether incorporated or not, this definition has been held 
to ho re|)ugnant to section I (/) of the Indian Securities Act, as a corporation or association 
may be dissolved but cannot die and th(-Te can, therefore, Oe no survivorship as contein- 
plateil in the latter section. Thus the law as it stands preelnde.a the possibility of a Govern¬ 
ment promissory note being held by a coriiorate. body jointly with an iiidividual or with 
another corporate body. The position as regar<ls joiui ownership ot this Qature Was the 
aaiue in England before the passing of the Bodies Corporate (Joint Tenancy) Act, 1899. 

In accordance with tin* above view of the law. Government and Hu; Public GebtOtlioes 
have been treating as invalid all endorseinnits on Government promissory notes in favour 
of a company jointly with an individual, 'fhe Public Debt Otlice, Hoinbay, has been 
addressed on more than one occasion by corporate bodies regar<ling the adinissihility of 
joint ownership of Government securities on the lines recognised liy the law in England, 
and the Controller of the Currency has reportoil that instances of such endorsements are 
coming to his notice and that he has been coiupeiled to treat them as invalid. The Bill 
proposes to remove this technical ditliculty by an amendment of section 4 of tlu“ Indian 
Securities Act, 1920.

Sometimes rulings which have ceased to bo operative by the force 
of a subsequent ruling or change of law are publishad to swell the volume of reports, or 
to bring them up to the stipulated number of pages. With the same object numerous 
Y)ages dealing with mere facts which have no bearing on the legal aspect of the case are 
also published. Sometimes rulings published in one journal are published in another 
after several months, thus causing confusion and embarrassment. The number and 
volume of Law Reports is becoming simply scandalous and requires check and regulation.

—At the beginning of the 
year, the number of estates under the management of the Court of Wards 
was 79. During the year, six new estates were added and one was released, 
thus bringing the total number to 84 at the close of the year. 
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2. Cbilection of rent and cesses.—The total current demand on account 
of rent and cess was Rs. 61T8 lakhs and arrear Rs. 8417 lakhs. Qf the 
•arrears, Rs. 31‘94 lakhs were bad or doubtful. The total collection was 
Rs. 3819 lakhs (or 62 per cent.) of the current demand and Rs. 26 08 lakhs 
(or 49 per cent.) of the good portion of the arrear. The Governor in Council 
hopes that more vigorous action will be taken for the collection of arrears, 
which are classed as recoverable. 

3. Debts of estates.—During the year, the principal and interest re¬ 
paid or otherwise reduced amounted to Rs. 11 lakhs leaving a debt (including 
arrear of interest) of Rs. 90'8 lakhs outstanding at the close of the year. 
The estates under management were taken over with debts aggregating 
Rs. 145 lakhs. The reduction in the debt is satisfactory but not as good as 
was anticipated when debt repayment schemes were drawn up. The estates 
for which schemes have been prepared have reduced their debts to Rs. 47 
lakhs instead of to Rs. 28 lakhs according to the schemes. 

4. Management charges.—The percentage of cost of man.agement on 
current rent and cess demand was 13'7. In addiiion there are heavy law 
expenses of Rs. 5T lakhs or 8-4 per cent, of the current demand. 

5. Expenditure on schools, dispensaries and works of improvement.— 

The Governor in Council observes with satisfaction that over Rs. 3 lakhs or 
nearly 5 per cent, of the current demand was spent on education, dispen¬ 
saries and works of improvement. 

6. The thanks of the Governor in Council arc due to the Board of 
Revenue for the administration of the estates under the management of the 
Court of Wards. He also notices with pleasure the good work done by the 
Managers mentioned in the report.

1. Public Health. —(Statistical, Epidemiological and General Public 
Health Administration.) 

Population. —For the purposes of this review the total population of 
Bengal, excluding the Chittagong Hill Tracts, is taken as 46,.522,293 (1921 
Census). 

2. Birth-rate and death-rate. —During the year 1926 the number of 
recorded births in Bengal was 1,276.380 against 1,377,097 in 1925. The 
provincial birth-rate in 1926 was 27-4 per inille as compared with 29‘6 per. 
mille in 1925 and the quinquennial average of 28'9. The aggregate birth 
rate in the towns of Bengal during 1926 was 18 5 per mille against 19 8 in 
the preceding year, showing a decrease of 6-6 per cent. 

The provincial death-rate in 1926 was 24-7 per mille as compared with 
24 9 per mille in 1925, the quinquennial average being 26'3 per mille. Assam, 
North-West Frontier Province and Burma returned lower death-rates than 
Bengal. 

In this connection the Director of Public Health points out that “ the 
registration of vital occurrences is very defective in urban areas and no 
improvement has taken place as yet, except in a few isolated areas.” 

As regards verification of vital statistics the Director of Public Health 
also points out that “ three hundred and thirty-one omissions of births and 
one hundred and nine of deaths were detected by the vaccination staff out 
of a total of 13,772 births and 9,451 deaths verified, giving a percentage of 

2-4 for omissions of births and of 12 for those of deaths. 

Allowing for a recognised omission of 27 per (!ent. in each erase the corrected 
birth and the death-rates of the province for the year 1926 should be 34-8 per 
mille and 31-4 per mille. respectively.” 

3. Infant mortality. —In 1926, 251.184 infants died under the age of 
one year, as compared with 249.582 during the preceding year, the total 
mortality showing an excess of 8-6 per cent. In 1926, 3.228 deaths from 
child birth were reported as compared with 2,790 in 1925 and 1,972 in 1924. 
The Director of Public Health remarks that “ the registration of such deaths 
is gradually improving, though calculating on the number of such deaths 
reported from Calcutta, where registration is comparatively more perfect, 
the total number for the province should have been much higher.” 
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In Calcutta the Lady Health Visitors and the midwives employed by 
the Corporation delivered 6,276 cases and removed 226 difficult ca«es of 
labour to hospitals. Excluding still-births, the rate of infantile mortality 
amongst cjises attended by the Corporation midwives during the first ten 
days was only 25 per 1,000, while the general infantile rate during the first 
week was 1*16 1. There were only four maternal deaths among the women 
delivered by the Corporation staff. Similarly in the town of Dacca compe¬ 
tent midwifery aid was rendered from two centres by the staff of the 
Maternity and Child Welfare Trust. The total maternal mortality among 
the centre cases was 10 i.e., a little less than 1 per cent, as against 35 deaths 
among 2,607 non-centre cases, i.e., 13 per cent. There were 38 deaths of 
infants within the first ten days of birth, among the 1,005 centre cases, i.e., 
a maternal mortality rate of nearly 3'8 per cent, as against 217 deaths of 
infants within the first week of life among the 2,607 non-centre cases, i.e., 
a mortality rate of nearly 8'3 per cent. These figurtw? show what can be 
accomplished by proper care of mothers and infants. 

In comparison with the preceding year, the still-births showed an 
increase of 3 0 per cent. During the year under review grants-in-aid for dai- 
training were made to various local bodies for starting 100 training classes, 
consisting of 10 dais each. A total number of 1,094 dais received training 
in 101 cla.sse« started by 32 local bodies and 3 health .societies. 

Cholera. —There were 59,106 deaths from cholera in 1926 against 34,276 
in 1925, showing a death rate of 1'3 per cent, against 7 per cent, in the 
previous year and a decrease of 7T per cent, compared with the decennial 
mean. The quantity of anti-cholera vaccine supplied in 1926 was nearly 
five times the quantity issued in the preceding year. As compared with 
only 16 districts in the previous year, inoculations were performed during 
the year under review in all the districts of the province, except Darjeeling, 
where the disease is rare. The number of inoculations performed relatively 
increased practically in all the districts in proportion to the incidence of 
cholera. It is satisfactory to note that the inoculation is steadily gaining 
in popularity and has been universally admitted to be the best preventive 
of this fell di.sease. Besides, its immediate effects have captured the 
imagination of the public in a wonderful manner. 

Smali'pox.- —During the year under review the mortality from small-pox 
was 25,.548 against 17,436 in the previous year, showing an increase of 25 0 
per cent. The death-rate increased by 66’6 per cent, as compared with the 
previous decenniurn. The total number of vaccinations reported in 1926-27 
was 3,278,581 as compared with 3,030,178 in 1925-26. Of the total opera¬ 
tions 1,741,801 were recorded asprimary and 1,536,780 re-vaccinations 
again.st 1,751,091 primary and 1,279,087 re-vaccinations during the year 
1925-26. Thxis primary vaccinations decreased by ‘53 per cent, while re¬ 
vaccinations increased bv 201 per cent. Diiring the year 1926-27, out of 
992,566 infants requiring vaccination 271,511 or 273 4 per mille were 
reported to have been successfully vaccinated in the rural areas, as compared 
with 313,286 or 269'5 per mille during the preceding year. In four districts, 
including Calcutta, the proportion protected was reported to have been over 
500 per mille. In municipal areas 589 2 per mille of the surviving infants 
were protected in 1926-27 against 482 4 per mille during the previous year. 

Fever. —In 1926 the mortality from fever was 822,774 against 874,228 
in 1925, showing a ratio of 17'7 per mille against 18'8 in the previous year. 
As compared with the year 1925, the mortality decreased in 1926 by 5-8 per 
■cent.. while it was less than decennial mean bv i9’2 per cent. The percentage 
■of deaths from fever to total mortality was also less by 5‘3 per cent, than that 
of 1925. 

Kaia>azar. —The number of reported deaths from kala-azar was 14,275 
in 1926 against 16,766 in 1925, 9,997 in 1924 and 4,565 in 1923. The num¬ 
ber of kala-azar cases treated at dispensaries and special centres was 164.896 
in 1926 against 188,949. in 1925, 1.39,085 in 1924 and 57,238 in 1923. The 
decrease in the number- of kala-azar cases treated in 1926 is nvainly attri¬ 
butable to the fact that the prevalence and severity of the disease itself is 
diminishing. 
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Sanitary Engineering. —Twelve water-supply and drainage schemes were 
prepared and eight detailed projects of municipal water-supply and 
sewerage were drawn up by the Chief Engineer, Public Health Department, • 
in 1926. Ten water-supply and drainage schemes were under consideration, 
three water-supply and sewcnige schemes were in progress, live water-supply 
and sewerage .schemes were partially completed and four water-supply and 
sewerage schemes were completed during the year under review. 

Personal. —Mr. G. Bransby Williams went on leave preparatory to re¬ 
tirement soon after the end of the year under leport, and was succeeded b\ 
Mr. 1'. C.. Griffin. Appropriate reference to the value of Mr. Bransby 
Williams’s service to .Government and the public was made in last year’s 
Resolution. Government (Ministry of Local Self-Government) are confident 
that under Mr. Griffin the high standard of efficiency attained by the 
Engineering Branch of the Public Health Department will be fully upheld. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart acted as Director of Public Health from 1st 
January to 24th March, 1926, when he went on leave after a highly satis¬ 
factory period of officiating service. Dr. R. B. Khambata succeeded him and 
<X)ntinued to officiate till 1st November, 1926, showing marked keenness and 
ability in the discharge of his duties. 

Dr. Bentley returned from leave at the beginning of November, 1926, and 
the present Ministry associates itself with the testimony to Dr. Bentley’s 
abilities and zeal paid in last year’s resolution. Government fully endorse 
the remarks of the Chief Engineer and the Director of Public Health on 
the work of the officers subordinate to them, and would again make special 
mention of the services of the Publicity Officer. Rai Sahib Kalipada Ray. 
Sufficient data for the “ critical estimate ” of the work of the health staffs 
employed by local authorities mentioned in hist year’s resolution are not yet 
forthcoming but it is hoped to make an estimate of this kind a feature of next 
year’s resolution.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

This Bill is intended to give effect to the recommendations of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Force Committee in so far as they involve ainendmeuis of the existing I ndian 
'rerritorial Force Act, 1920. The report of that Committee recommends the formation of 
two different kiqds of units in the Indian Territorial Force (apart from University Trairi- 
ing’Corps), namely :— 

(«) the provincial unit, which will be recruited from all classes of men in a pro¬ 
vince, will have a comparatively extended annual jicriod of training, will be 
recognised as the main part of a second line of ihe regular Indian Army, and 
will be liable for military service both within and without (ho borders of 
India ; and 

(//•),ihe urban unit, which will be recruiteil from the educated classes of (ho l.irge 
towns, will have conditions of training similar to those of the Auxiliary Force, 
will also be regarded as part of the second line to the regular IifHian Arinj’, 
and will have the same liability for military Ber^'ice as the j>rovincial units. 

'riio Bill embodies and carries out those recommericiations, with one exception, n.imely, 
that it is proposed that the liability for military service of the urban units should he con¬ 
fined to the province Cor which they are constituted. It also embodies the recommeniiation 
that officers in the Indian Territorial Force should be chissifled into those of ‘‘ British 
rank” and tlioso of “ Indian rank ”, as in the Indian Army. 

As suggested by the Committee, the provisions of the Auxiliary Force Act, and those 
of the Indian Territorial Force .\ct relating to urban units, are being assimilated, as far as 
is jiracticahle and without unneco,,.sary changes of mere drafting. 

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

('latise S .—The definition of “ Universilj’Corps ” has been transferred in substance 
from section 2 to section 4. {See clause o.) 

Clriuxe —This clause provides separately for the constitution of each of tlie three 
proposed branches of the Indian Territorial Force, namely, provincial units, urban units, 
and University Training Corps. 

Clause 4. —The junior officers mentioned in this clause will correspond to the jiresent 
ranks of Indian Officers in the regular Indian Army, namely, Siibadars, Joma<iars, etc. 
The senior officers will correspond to the British Officers of the Imlian Army, naniply, 
Lioutenauts, Captains, c>te. 

Clauses. —The amcuiiment which permits any member of a University or Collogp, 
who is a British subject, to bo enrolled in the University Training Corps follows the 
specific recommendation of the Committee to that effect. 

Clause 7. —This is adapted from section IH of the Auxiliary Force Act, and is 
intended not niorol.y to assimilate the two Acts, but also to secure that the units of the 
Indian 'I’erritorial Force shall bo up to their recorded strength in time of disturbance. 

Clause 9 .—The object of this addition to section 10 is to secure that a military 
movement actually in progress shall not bo interfered with by reason of a cessation of 
the liability of the men occurring at the border of a province. 

Clause 10. —This important clause providea for the discipline to which the offieers 
and men of the Indian Territorial Force sliall be subject in the performance of their 
duties at various times. The general scheme is that senior officers shall at all times Ix- 
subject to the Army Act (44 & 4.7 Viet,, c. ;'>8) while poi forming their ilutles as olliecrs, 
that the junior officers shall similarly bo subject to the Indian .Army Act, 11*11 (VIII of 
mil), and that non-commissioned officers and men shall he subject to the. Imlian Army 
Act, 11*11, when mobilised or attached to the regular troops, hut shall be subject ui le'-s 
stringent discipline while undergoing training only. The diseijiline of the Indian 
Territorial Force, when mobilised, will in all respects be the same as that of the Imlian 
Army. 

In siib-sections (7) and (2) of the proposed section 11, the phrase “ subject to the 
terms of his commission and the orders of Ills Majesty”, and in sub-section (3) the phrase 
” subject to the orders of the Governor General” allow jjrovision to be made tor the 
numerous points of iletail which may arise, in the relations between offieers and non- 
cominissionod officers of the Indian Territorial Force and officers and non commissioned 
officers of the regular army when acting together. 

Clause 11. —'fhis clause is intended to avoid the, necessity for a court-martial for the 
trial of a petty transgression, and it gives the accused an option of being tried by the 
])ro8oribed authority (usually bis own Commanding Otlicerl or a Criminal Court not 
below the rank of a first class Magistrate. 

Clause 12. —This important clause outlines a scheme, of Advi.>.ory Committees where- 
under there will be a Provincial Advisory Committee for all the units in each proxince, 
and an Unit Advisory Committee for each unit of the Territorial Forci; witliin tliai 
province. Tho policy underlying the section is that the powers and duties of Advi.>.ory 
Committees should be expamled as these Coinmitteos gain experience and confidence, and 
as the ways in which they can be usefully employed become known.

This Rill is intended to give effect to the recommendation^ of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Forces Committee, 1925, in so far as they require legislation and affect the 
Auxiliary Force, with the exception of the recommendation that tho Auxiliary Force 
should be liable for general military service within and without the borders of India. 

Tho amendments for the most part are designed to assimilate, as far as practicable, 
the substance of the Auxiliary Force Act to the provisions of the Indian Territorial Por^e 
Act as proposed to be amended, in so far as tho latter relates to urban units of tho Indian 
Territorial Force. 
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NOTKS ON CLAUSES. 


Clause 2. —The omiaaion of clanao (6) of soclion 1 ia iJi>ai{»ne(l to aocure that in future 
persona eliRib'le for enrolment un<lor tho Indian Territ<-rial Force Act shall enrol under 
that Act, and not.under the Auxiliary Force Act.

Clause 5.—This is reproduced from tho Indian 'l\‘rritoriiil Force (Amendment) Bill 
and is intended to avoid unncci'ssary delays in trials and to save waste of time and money.

STATKMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The laws of alt civilised countries provide for the contract of civil marriage by 
persons who may so desire. The disability to contract such marriages in India is merely 
territorial ami there i.s no reason why a similar law shouM not ho enacted for this 
country. The enactment, if passed, would be merely optional ami leaves intact tho exist¬ 
ing personal laws which control the jierformance of marriages. 

The reasons which have imhiced us to draft this Bill are as follows :— 

Sir Henry .Maine as Law Member of tho Governor General’s Council had introduced a 
Civil Marriage Bill : but, as the Government were then immetlialoly concerned with an 
enactment to jiroscribtt a civil form of marriage applicable only to Rrahmos by whom 
they were inovttd for the enactment of a secular law to enable them to eontract marriages, 
its provisions were so limited in the Bill which become Act III of 1872. 

Ill 1909, the late Mr. Bhupendra Niith Basn and later on one of us had also iiitro- 
iliiced a similar Bill, but its provisions were eventually transforrriod into those of Act XXX 
of 192.'). 

The Baroda State have recently introduced a Civil Marriage Bill ; while the. Laws 
of other Indian States are understood t^o provide for the. performance of such marriages. 
The, advantages of the measure, if enacteil, are obvious. The Bill would enable person.s 
subject to polygamous marriage laws to contract monogamous inarriage.s and remove the 
inequality in the matter of divorce. [f would elovate the status of w'omen. These 
benefits have already been assured to the Hindus, Buddhists, Sikhs and Jains by Act XXX 
of 192:), and there is no reason why the benefit that that Act confers upon tho communities 
named should not be extended to other communities who might as regardp succession TVo 
equally brought uuiler the law enacted in the Indian Succession Act. A provision to 
this effect has not been inserted in tho Bill, but it can he added at a later stage if public 
opinion favours it. The absence of a civil marriage law lends itself to perjury and 
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artificial converMimis which it is the policy of the Hi,ate to prevciif. It was so observe! 
by Hir lletiry Maine who advocate] the eBtablishincut of a U'>n-seciarian iiiarriaire law 
in order to prevent the ahiisv! resnltins' from such conversions (.Procee linj'S Imperial • 
Council, diiteii 27th November 1868, pp. I'.fH, 49J). 

To sum up thpn the advanlaeea of such inarriaoefl ar.- as follows ;— 

1. Snell in a rri twes are recognised aii-l provided for by liie laws of all civilizel 
countries, and it is possible to contract such marriages oiitsiile t.ie ii-rritorial limits of 
India. The di.sability is, therefore, jinrely n-rritorial, and patriotic Indi.ins arc n.iturally 
anxious to remove all such disabilitii'S from their way. 

2. The Hill is monooiimons in its policy and would ro.sult in iiuroilucint' monog-iiny 
where polyeamoiis marriages alone are at present possible. 

d. If v^'onld prevent artificial converi^ioiis resulting from the u-xigeiicy of marriages. 

4. It would give a w'iiler field foi selection and thus ensure a haiipier <lom ‘-.tie life. 

;■). It w'onld introduce a greater sinei--iiy in marriages l>y di.sp-'iismg with the 
.subscription of a declaration whicli rn my d'siring to marry iiii Icr the e.visting Act have 
to snhseribe to not without cotisiilerabh' meiil.il res-rve. 

ti. It would tend to the iiniticalion of the Indian raci's witliout at ilic S'ame time 
interfering with their persontil religion. 

7. It would give the wife a more assur.-d po.iition and enritle loT to excrci.s * her 
right of iivorce which may not be possible if married under her pcr.'oual law. 

8. .-\nd liLiing merely optional it trenches upon iio one’s rights, but meroiy prescribes 
a ffirrii to those who, while ilesiriug to esea]te from the fhr ildom of their religious ritual, 
do rot wish to renounce it. 

It is h dievoil that, witli the growing strength of the national sentiiiieut, such a Hill 
has b.'come 'a public derdderalutii, and it lias th-ref jr.' )> ■'u decide 1 to re-iiitrod ic * it 
in the t.'entral Legislature.

2. (.'nu-huHK. bark and ulhatoids eelriotrd f/iet'fi/n)»i inehnlitit; r/uitiini’.--\t is 
proposed to aimnid item 1 1 so as to cover alkoloids derived from otlier sources than 
cinchona bark, which are clieniicaily identical with alkaloids extracted from ciiicliona 
bark. It may b-- mentioned, for exain{>le, tliat the chemical constitution of quinoline 
whether prepare 1 from a cinchona bark alkaloid.s or aniline and nitroben/.eiie i-, the 
same. 

3 . G<)1</ mid siluur .s/*''«rv find fd'U'-s. — It is proposed to riiiiiovo the import duty of 
ft) p.jr eCMit. oil gold and silver sheets and plates whicli have undergone no proceas of 
manufacture .sul).se(|ueut to rolling and to include them under item 20 of the Import 
Tarilf. These articles ar • raw luat 'i-ials of an indu-try, and it is considered desirable that 
they should, in accordiiiice with tlie r •ciimimnidaiioii of the Fiscal Oommission, he 
atlinitted free of duty, (iold bullion and silver bullion are already free, and the process 
of rolling adds but slightly to tlie value of the bullion. It is also projiosed to amend items 
1152 and I.'5l5, so as to make it clear that tlm amended item 20 does not cover gold and 
silver leaf. 

4. Pii/ifr inoncij. —-It is proposed to phiee currency note.s and the like on the free list. 
They are at present assessable, to duly at la per cent, on their intrinsic value fixed at 
Re. 1 JIT hundred notes. Put imports on (lovornment account are already exempt from 
duty under a notification issued under section 21} of tlie Sea Customs Acl. Imports by 
post have also hitherto liv-en exempted by executive practice, which ought to be regula¬ 
rised, and import as cargo on jirivate account is lare. 

IlluHtrations upecinllif made p-.r binding in hooks. — Illustrations for books are 
imported free under item 24 of the Import Tarifi! when they are bound in a book. Put 
they are a.s.^essablc to duty at 30 per cont. under itoin 13H if they are imported separately. 
A certain class of illustrations cannot be produced in Imlia, but has to be imported an l 
bound up in the book or journal after arrival. Tho inevitable effect of a high duty on 
such illustrations when imported separately is to drive publishers to httve the whole book 
jiriiited or produced abroad when the illustrations will be allowed to enter free as part of 
the book. In order to remove this anomaly, a notification under section 23 of the Sea 
Customs A;t was issued in September 1927 exempting such illustrations from the duty 
leviable on them under item 138. It, is now proposed to place this exemption on a 
statutory basis. 

6. Stone prepared as for road metalling, —The importations of road njetal have iiN 
the past been very rare, so that from tho revenue point of view tiie duty of ir> per cent, 
to which it is subject under it->m IIH is |negligible. The Government of Madras having 
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rcpri'sented that oortaiii local bodies in the Madras Presidency experience great difficulty 
in obtaining locally goo<l inotal for their roads and that the present duty acted more or 
less as a prohibitive duty on the import of good metal from Ceylon, a notitieation was 
issued in December last exempting from import duty stone prc-pared for road inetalliug. 
It is now [)roposod to place this concession on a statutory basis. 

• 7. Sjircirnehs illusIrtUive of natural Science. —Only speciineiis illustrative of 
natural science are at jireseut admitted free of duty under item 2t') of the Tarill'. It is 
considered that the item is unduly restrictive anil that it should be extended so as to 
include models and wall diagrams for illustration of natural science. 

8. CnrranlH. —By a notitieation under section 211 of the Hea (histnms .-^ct, the 
import duty leviable, on currants under item <>7 of the Import 'rarilf was reduced to 
lis. 1-4 per cwt. This reduction was made to carry out a inodus vivendi with Greece 
by which* complete and uuconditional most-favoured-nalion treatment was .secured for 
all Indian goods on importation into that country. It is now proposed to incorporate this 
rate in the law. 

9. White Porllnnil ccmenl. —The specitic duty of l{s. 9 per ton on Portland cement 
was fi.xed in 1920 with reference to the then existing duty of l.’i ])or cent, and tariff valua¬ 
tion of Its. 00 per ton. It has been brought to uolici' that the incidence of the specitic 
duty on White Portland cement, a recognised commodity used for special purposes such 
as repairing and joining marble, making tiles and imitation marble and |)histcr and 
stucco work, is much below l.~> per cent, ad rahtrcin, the l.iiided cost of the article being 
Ks. l.'h) per ton. It is accordingly proposed to amend item lOtJ of the Tarilf so as to make 
it possible to levy a duty of I.") p>T cent, on such cement. 

10. Silcer [dated snruictU inslrmnenlit. —-IJntler the Imjmrt Tarilf nickel plated 
surgical iiistrum.mts are tissessablo to liuty at 1.7 iim- cent, (item 91) and silver phited 
surgical instruments :it IK) psr cent, (item 129). liiii. IjeCore it c.in be determined whether 
a surgical iuslrumeut is silvisr plated or nickel plut.eil, it is tieces-ijiry to test such an instru¬ 
ment. By Car the greater proportion of imported surgical instruments and appliunees are, 
however, nickel plated. In order, therefore, to avoid ini'onvemence to the customs 
administfiitioti, not jitstified liy revenue considertitions, and liie testing of lliese delicate 
instruments, a notilication under section 2d of the Sett (.'ustoms .A.ct w;is i.ssiied in August 
192(1, evemptiitg silver plated surgietti instrumeuts from so much of the import diitv as 
was in e.xcess of 17 per cent. It is now proposed to phiee tlii.s concession on a sttiiiitory 
basis. 

11. ('otlon, h<(ir and canras [di/ hellimj fur iniichinecij. —In its report on the 
(jtiesiimi of ttirilf eipniliiy in respect of the mauiiftictur" of catnel luiir, cotton and c:inv:is 
ply beltiitg in ludiii the 'rtirilf Board has recommended th;tt a duly of 7 per cent, nd 
vatin'ein sliould he imposed on imported cotton, camel hair anti canvas jtly bolting. Tlie 
Government of India have, accepted this recommendation. They liave, however, found it 
impossible, to accept the Board’.s proiiosal tiiat tlie duty on black prooliug .should l)e. 
removed, but th«y have decided tliat the duty on camel hair yarn should be reduced from 
15 per cent, to 5 per cent, instead of 6 per cent, as recmtimemled by the Board. It is 
proposed to give effect to t.hcso clianges in the present Bill. 

12. 'I lie ameudmeiits ar* intended to come inln effect from the se.veutli day after 
this Bill becomes law.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for February 1928. 

1. Character of the season. —Tho weather coutiuuod practically dry excepting for 
occasional light and scattered showers in some North Pengal districts during the third 
week of the niuntli. The usual rainfall statement is appended. ' • 

IL Progress of agricultural operations.— Harvesting of early spring crops was 
almost completed and that of late varieties was procouding under lavonrable conditions. 
Preparatory tillage for jute and other autumn crops was proceeding slowly owing to 
prolonged tlrought. 

III. State of standing crops. —'I'he condition of standing crops was gei;ierully 
fair in low lands; elsewhere it was unfavourable owing to lack of soil moisture. < 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The outturn of spring oilseed an<i wheat 
cr(tps is anticipated to he fair only. The prospects of other standing spring crops were not 
hopeful on account of lack of soil moisture. 

V. Damage to standing crops. —The standing spring crops were adversely affected 
by prolonged drought, especially in parts of West and North liengal. 

VI Condition of agricultural stock. —The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray cases of cattle-disease wore, liowever, reported from ten districts and 
from the States of ('ooch Behar and Tripura. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. —Fodder was ri'ported to be adequate except 
in parts of Nadia, .Mar8liidal)a<l and Burdwan, where it was iusutticient. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the secotid half of the month tho price of 
common rice of the cheapest <|uality rose in six districts, fell in seven and remained 
stationary in the rest of the I'resideucy. It ranged from .0 seers per rupee at Mymen- 
siugh to 7 seers per rupee at Chittagong. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. —The condition of tlio agricultural popula¬ 
tion was fair, on the whole, excejit in parts ot Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhnm, 
Bankura, Dinajpnr ami Malda, wliere distress continued to prevail owing to a partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. T.-st^relief works e.ontiiiaed in parts of Nadia, Murshi¬ 
dabad, llirblium and Mahla.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Untlor section 4 of the Jtengul -Medical Act, 1914, the Council of Medical 
Rejjistration consists of the following 15 ineuibers: — 

(1) A President and 7 ineinlH'is nmninaied by the Local Govermuent. 

(2) One resj)rescn(ative of the (hilcntla University. 

(8) Six representatives of different classes of medical practitioners. 

Ii is considered that tlie time has come to make I lie Council a more repi'csi'utalive 
body by including members elected by the staffs of the School of Trojiical M-dicine 
and of other recognised medical colleges and schools which are silready in existence or 
which may come into existence from time to time. It is also proposed to include 
a representative of the Railway Hoard which employs a large munber of medical men. 
As it is not desirable to make the Council too unwieldy, it is proposed to cut down 
the Government nominees from 7 to d, and to reduce by one the number of repres,en- 
tatives of the graduates an«l licentiates in medicine or surgery of the Calcutta 
University. The opportunity has been taken to Igive the (’oum-il specific power to 
inspect medical institutions, to extend and define the power of the Counidl, to act 
through committees for inspection and other purposes, ami to authorize the jjaymeiit 
of fees for attendance at committee meetings ami of travelling allowances for such 
attendance ami for visits of inspection. Other amendments are consequential.
